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REPORT OF PRESIDENT. 


Zo His Excellency, W. W. Heard, Governor of Loutstana: 


Str—I have the honor to submit this, the Biennial Re- 
port of the Louisiana State Board of Health for the years 
1900 and 1901. 


It is a source of much gratification to the Board, as it 
doubtless is to your excellency, and to your distinguished 
_ predecessor under’ whose administration the Board was 
organized, to note its harmonious and successful work during 
_ the past two years, a brief review of whichis set forth in this 
report. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The vacancy caused by the resignation of Dr. R. L. Ran- 
dolph, of Alexandria, in December, 1899, was most acceptably 
filled by the appointment of Dr. J. S. Stephens, of Natchi- 
toches, who took his seat August 14th, 1900. 

Doctors Whyte Glendower Owen, of White Castle, and 
Arthur Nolte, of New Orleatia, whose terms of office expired 
in August, 1900, were reappointed by your Excellency to 
serve seven years each, in accordance with Section 1 of Act 
192 of 1898. 


YELLOW Fever In THE Sours. 


No yellow fever was reported in New Orleans either in 
1900 or 1901, during both of which years the city enjoyed ex- 
ceptionally good health. 

_ Following an outbreak which occurred at Natchez, Miss., 
late in October, 1900, five cases, thought to be yellow fever, 
all at one locality in Louisiana, on the Mississippi river, 
about forty miles below Natchez, were reported November 
2ith by Dr. J. C. Ballard, Acting Assistant Surgeon U. S. 
Marine Hospital. All five recovered and no other cases were 
reported in Louisiana in 1900 or 1901. 

The entire South escaped any visitation of yellow fever 
in 1901. : 

In 1900 one case was reported at Key West, Florida, 


Jan. 8th, and another at the same point January 16th. Both 
recovered. 
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Three cases, with one death, were reported at Tampa, 
Florida, August 2nd and 3d. 

‘The’ first’ case, at Natchez, cas: related by? Droge ky 
Wertenbaker, of the U. S. Marine Hospital Service (Public 
‘Health Reports, November 30th, 1900,) occurred September 
20th, 1900. ‘The disease was officially declared yellow fever | 
November 5th, and up to November 14th, the date of .Dr. 
Wertenbaker’s report, there were sixteen known cases, with 
seven deaths. ‘Two additional cases were reported Novem- - 
ber 22d. , 

Yellow fever was also reported at Brookhaven, Miss., 
November loth, 1900. Some twelve or fifteen cases had. oc- 
curred prior to that date, with four deaths. 

Efforts to trace the sources of infection at Natchez and 
Brookhaven were unsuccessful. "These two localities are on 
same parallel, about sixty miles apart. They are on different 
railroads, but connected by well travelled wagon roads. 

If yellow fever occurred at other places in that section 
of Mississippi, the cases were not recognized and reported as 
Such. 


MARITIME QUARANTINE, 1900. 


Continuing the policy of the two previous years, the 
Board decided that for 1900 quarantine against yellow fever 
ports should begin April 1st. 

The Governor’s Proclamation was issued accordingly. 
A copy of same, as published by the Board for distribution, 
is here attached. ‘This Proclamation was withdrawn Novem- 
ber 1st, prior to which, beginning October 15th., detention ° 
after disinfection was abolished, except for vessels from ports 
actually infected, or on which suspicious sickness had occurred 
en voyage. 

QUARANTINE PROCLAMATION. 


STATE OF LOUISIANA, EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
: BATON RouGE, March Ist, 1900. 

At the request of the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, 
embodied in a resolution adopted by that body at a regular meeting, 
held February 15th, 1900, and by virtue of the authority in me vested 
by law, I, Murphy James Foster, Governor of the State of Louisiana, 
do hereby issue this my proclamation, to take effect on and after the ~ 


” 
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first day of April, 1900, that all vessels arriving at the several quaran- 
tine stations of Louisiana, together with their cargoes, crews, pas- 
sengers and baggage, shall be subjected to inspection and sanitation 
according to the following schedule: 

“First Class.—All vessels not included in the three Plowine 
classes: 

‘*Second Class.—-Vessels arriving trom suspected ports, (Inter- 
tropical American and West Indian and Brazilian ports, which in the 
absence of satisfactory evidence to the contrary are considered suspi- 
cious, and other ports which may be declared suspicious by the Board 
of Health). 

“Third Class.—Vessels arriving from ports known to be infected. 

‘*Fourth Class—Vessels which, without regard to port of departure, 
are infected; that is to say, vessels which have yellow fever, cholera, 
or other contagious or infectious disease on board at the time of ar- 
rival, or have had same on voyage. 

‘Vessels of the first class to be subjected to necessary maritime 
sanitation without detention of either vessel or persons longer than 
may be necessary to place such vessels in good sanitary condition. 

‘* Vessels of the second class to undergo the same treatment as 
those of the first class until May 1st, 1900, on and after which date, 
vessels of the second class shall be subjected to full sanitation at the 
Mississippi Ovarantine Station, together with detention of vessels and . 
persons, for stch length of time as the Board of Health may determine. 

“Vessels of the third class without passengers, to be subjected to 
full sanitation at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, without 
detention of either vessels or persons after disenfection, until May Ist, 
1900, on and after which date, vessels of this class shall be detained 
for observation, together with their crews, cargoes and passengers, for 
such length of time after completion of disinfection as the Board of 
Health may determine. 


‘Vessels of the third class with passengers to be subjected to full 
sanitation with detention thereafter for such length of time as the 
Board of Health may determine. 


‘Vessels of the fourth class arriying at Port Kads with sickness 
on board, shall proceed to the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, 
there to undergo thorough disinfection. The sick, with contagious 
diseases, to be thence conveyed to the Lazaretto. All vessels of the 
fourth class, after completion of disinfection, shall be detained for 
such length of time as the Board of Health may determine. 


‘All vessels arriving from ports known or stspected to be in- 
fected with cholera or bubonic plague, shall be subjected to maritime 
sanitation and such detention as the Board of Health may determine. 

‘Vessels arriving from ports and places belonging to the second, 
third and fourth classes, as set forth in the above schedule shalt not 
oe allowed to pass the Rigolets, the Atchafalaya or Lake Charles 
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Quarantine Stations, or other quarantine stations which may be here- 
after established, without having undergone proper maritime sanita- 
‘tion at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station. 

‘Vessels engaged in the tropical fruit trade, whose sanitary con- 
dition and health record are satisfactory may be allowed to pass the 
Mississippi River Quarantine Station after inspection, subject, how- 
evcr, to such regulations and sanitary treatment as the Board of 
Health may prescribe. 

‘‘Quarantine officers at the several stations in this State, are 
specially charged and required to strictly enforce the execution of this 
proclamation, and the State Board of Health is requested to prosecute 
vigorously all violators of the same, as well as of the quarantine laws 
and regulations of this State.”’

EXTRACTS FROM MINUTES OF MEETING OF FEBRUARY 15, 1900. 


“Resolved, That for the year 1900, vessels subject to detention at 
the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, under the terms of the 
Governor’s proclamation, shall be held for observation, with their 
crews, passengers and cargoes, not less than five full days after com- 
pletion of disinfection. 

‘Such vessels as have been disinfected at the port of departure, in 
a manner satisfactory to this Board will be again disinfected at the 
Mississippi River Quarantine Station, and the time of detention will 
be five days, counting from the first disinfection at the port of de- 
parture:?? 


RESOLUTION ADOPTED APRIL 24TH, 1895, AND STILT, IN FORCE. 


‘‘Hereafter full quarantine restrictions will be imposed on all 
vessels whose officers wilfully attempt deception in regard to any case 
of sickness, or material capable of carrying infection, or wilfully dis- 
regard the rules and regulations of the Board of Health; and such de- 
tention will be imposed thereafter on every vessel on which any officer 
who has previously attempted to practice deception is found in any 
official capacity.”’ 


SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS TO OWNERS, AGENTS, MASTERS OF VESSELS 
AND PASSENGERS. 


The Louisiana State Board of Health recommends the following 
suggestions to agents, owners, masters of vessels and passengers, for 
the purpose of facilitating the work of quarantine officers and re- 
ducing the period of detention to a minimum: 
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1. ‘‘That vessels should be stripped during the quarantine season 
of all woolen hangings, carpets, curtains, and such like materials‘ 
and upholstered furniture as far as practicable. Hair or moss mat- 
tresses to be replaced by wire or wicker beds. 

2. ‘That, as far as possible, vessels trading with tropical ports 
should be manned with acclimated crews. 

3. ‘*Drinking water for use on vessels should not be taken from 
rivers or streams in Intertropical countries. 

4. ‘* Masters of vessels, ship and consular agents are earnestly re- 
quested to instruct passengers from quarantinable ports to dispense, 
as far as possible, with baggage which may be injured by wetting or 
heat (230 deg. F.) while undergoing disinfection. Such passengers 
are specially warned against bringing furs, silks, skins, laces, velvets 
and other fabrics of delicate texture, as they will be compelled to 
assume all risks and injury. 

5. ‘‘ While in ports infected with yellow fever, vessels should be 
anchored out in the harbor, when this is possible, and the crew pro- 
hibited from going ashore, especially at night. 

6. ‘‘ When practicable, cargoes should be loaded in such a manner 
as to allow access to the pumps, and also to enable the quarantine 
officers to pump out and wash the bilge. 

7. ‘*For the purpose of avoiding delay and expense at quarantine, 
owing to the necessity of shifting of cargo for the object of disinfec- 
tion, it is recommended that there be constructed in all vessels from 
quarantined ports, an open framework shaft, fifteen inchesin diameter, 
from the center of each hatch, through which the fumigating pipe may 
be introduced down to the dunnage of the vessel. 

8. ‘*Special attention should be given to cleanliness of vessels 
and persons, and provisions should be made for all possible ventilation 
of the entire vessel. The best disinfectants, and instructions for 
using same, can be obtained by application to the Board of Health or 
any of its officers. 

9. ‘*Masters should, before arrival, see that the bilge is thoroughly 
pumped out and cleansed, and that the entire vessel be put in such 
good sanitary condition as to permit of the least possible detention. 
Fruit vessels, particularly, should be kept thoroughly cleansed for the 
purpose of avoiding delay at the quarantine station. 

10. ‘‘ Vessels observing the above recommendations will receive 
special consideration at the Quarantine Station, detention and cost of 
cleaning, disinfecting, etc., being materially lessened thereby.”’

INSPECTOR STATIONED AT HAVANA. 


In view of the fact that passengers from Havana could 
reach Louisiana by the way of Florida, and certain Northern 
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ports in considerably less than five days, thereby rendering 
it possible to develop yellow fever here after arrival, this 
Board decided to station an inspector at Havana during the 
Summer and Autumn of 1900. 

His mission was made known to Dr. A. H. Glennan, a 
the U. S. Marine Hospital service, at Havana, through whose 
courtesy he was kept fully advised of the names, destinations 
and addresses of passengers leaving that port for Louisiana. 

This information was promptly cabled to the Board and 
such passengers were located immediately after arrival and 
kept under observation until five days after their departure 
from Havana had elapsed. 


INSPECTORS AT Key West, Miami AND ‘T'AMPA. 

The Board also stationed inspectors at Key West, Miami 
and Tampa to watch for Cuban passengers coming to Louis- 
iana via these ports in order toevade quarantine. None came 
by Miami, but the inspectors at Key West and Tampa, fol- 
lowing up the work of the inspector at Havana, duly tele- 
graphed particulars as to persons passing through en route 
to New Orleans, making a complete chain of information. 


INSPECTOR STATIONED ON THE MIssissippr1 COAST. 

In view of the possibility of persons from quarantined ter- 
ritory, especially from Cuba, landing from small sailing ves- 
sels at points along the Mississippi Coast, the Board detailed 
an Inspector to travel to and fro along that coast during the 
Summer of 1900 to watch for such arrivals and report same. 
Fortunately no such evasions of quarantine were attempted. 


CHANGES OF QUARANTINE PHYSICIANS. 

Dr. Jno. N. Thomas, who for fourteen years had been 
qnarantine inspector at Port Eads, was appointed June 7th, 
1900, to succeed Dr. C. P. Wilkinson, as resident physician of 
the Mississippi River Quarantine Station. 

Dr. J. Hope Lamb, assistant resident physician at the 
Mississippi River Station, was elected by the Board to the 
important post of quarantine inspector at Port Eads, and Dr. 
Thomas selected as his assistant Dr. T. Y. Aby, who had 
served with distinctionat the Mississippi River Station during 
Governor McEnery’s administration. 
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These changes, early in June, 1900, by which two ex- 
perienced and deserving officers were promoted and another 
veteran quarantine physician was recalled to the Health 
Service of the State, were generally recognized as guarantees 
that the highest standard of efficiency would be maintained. 


YELLOW FEVER AT Tampa, Port LIMON AND Bocas. 


The special quarantine against Tampa, Fla., which went 
into effect Aug. 2d. with the report of yellow fever there, was 
raised Aug. 18th, as no additional cases had occurred during 
fourteen days. | 

Yellow fever was reported at Port Limon April 24, 1900, 
and at Bocas del Toro July 24, 1900. Cases continued to 
occur at these ports throughout the remainder of the quaran- 
tine season. | 

Following its rule of practice, the Board suspended pas- 
senger traffic by fruit vessels from these ports with the first 
case of yellow fever.reported there, after which such vessels 
from Port Limon and Bocas were not allowed to come to the 
City of New Orleans at all, but were disinfected at quaran- 
tine and unloaded at ‘‘ Nine-Mile Point” by a crew of accli- 
mated laborers working under the supervision of the shipping 
inspector, taking coal and provisions there for the outward 

voyage. 
| This work done at ‘‘Nine-Mile Point” was extremely 
troublesome to all concerned and very expensive to the 
vessels. 

A plan was adopted later in 1900 by which the entire 
crews of fruiters from Port Limon and Bocas were detained 
at quarantine, except the captain and chief engineer. 

The vessels, after thorough disinfection, were then 
brought to the city by a new crew, the regular crew. tem- 
porarily quartered in tents. being taken on board on the out- 
ward trip. 

This plan was an improvement in some respects, but the 
crews detained at quarantine gave so much trouble as to cause 
a vigorous protest from the resident physician, who found it 
impossible to maintain order among such a number of unruly 
men detained in idleness at the station. 
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In 1901 all these difficulties were overcome by the adoption 
of improved regulations, which will be mentioned in due 
order. 


Busonic PLAGuE: MARITIME QUARANTINE AGAINST. 


The close of the year 1899 found the Board struggling 
-with the new problem of enforcing quarantine against vessels 
from plague ports of Brazil. 

This problem grew still more complicated in 1900 by rea- 
son of the appearance of plague at Cape Town and other lo- 
calities in South Africa, to which a number of large British — 
transports were carrying horses and mules from New Orleans, 
coming straight back for more, and discharging in this city 


hundreds of muleteers, who, for obvious reasons, were re- 
garded as constituting a special source of danger. 


Every difficulty has been successfully met, and with the 
increase of knowledge and experience thus acquired, aided 
by the discoveries of science as to the nature of the infection 
and the manner of its spread, the Board has been enabled to 
progressively modify its regulations so as to relieve the ship- 
ping of much of the delay and expense formerly imposed. 

One of the first modifications was to allow vessels from 
plague ports, having had no plague on board, to come up to 
anchorage opposite the city wharf after two thorough fumu- 
gations at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station (to kill 
rats) to complete the allotted time of detention (15 days) 
under guard while carrying on work, instead of wasting all 
that time at quarantine. 

Such vessels were anchored at least 300 feet away from 
the Algiers shore, and remained in charge of the shipping 
inspector and his deputies until finally released, no one from 
the vessel being allowed to go ashore except the captain. 

Vessels with cargo were allowed to discharge same into 
lighters under stringent regulations. 

To guard against the escape of any rats which might 
have survived the sulphur fumes, men armed with shot-guns 
were stationed alongside in skiffs all day and others similarly 
“armed watched in the holds when work was going on. 

Every night sulphur was burned in the holds of the vessel 
and of the barges used for unloading. 
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Traps were set about the decks and in the boats. 

After all the cargo was discharged sulphur was burned 
‘for twelve hours in the empty holds, and at the expiration of 
the period of detention the vessel was released, after a final 
inspection of all on board. 

The next important modification was to allow the vessels 
to drop anchor near enough to the wharf (100 feet), to per- 
mit working cargo during the day by means of stages forty- 
five feet long, hauling off every night to anchorage. With 
this arrangement, in addition to all the precautions above 
described, two metal discs or funnels, twenty inches in 
diameter, were placed on each hawser to prevent the passage 
of rats, and an extra force of sanitary police was employed to 
prevent the escape of the crew. 


The laborers engaged in handling cargo were not con- 
sidered liable to infection as long as no plague existed on the 
vessel, to determine which the roll was called every evening 
and temperatures of the crew taken. 

Numerous minor modifications were made from time to 
time, and at length the present complete schedule of regula- 
tions was adopted at a conference held in New Orleans, 
November 15th, 1901. 

The desirability of securing, if possible, a uniform 
system of regulations for vessels from plague ports arriving 
at Gulf ports being recognized, it was decided at a meeting 
of the Board, held November 9th, 1901, to issue the follow- 
ing invitation to those concerned: ; 

‘* NEW ORLEANS, November 9th, 1901. 
(Separately Addressed. ) 

‘The Louisiana State Board of Health invites you to attend a 
conference to be held here November 15th, at 12:00 o’clock, to consider 
the adoption of uniform regulations to apply to vessels from plague 
ports. 

(Signed) “EDMOND SOUCHON, M. D., 
‘* President Loutstana State Board of Health.”’ 

This invitation was sent to: 

Dr. Geo. R. Tabor, State Health Officer of Texas. 

Dr. Jos. Y. Porter, State Health Officer of Florida. 

Dr. Henry Goldthwaite, Health and Executive Officer 
Quarantine Board of Mobile Bay. 
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Dr. Rhett Goode, Health Officer of Mobile, and to Dr. 
Walter Wyman, Surgeon General U. S. Marine Hospital 
Service. 

Of those invited, Dr. Goldthwaite was the only one who 
met the Louisiana State Board of Health at the conference. 

The regulations adopted at the conference of November 
15th were ratified by the Louisiana Board the same day, and 
by the Mobile Board soon after Dr. Goldthwaite’s return. 
They have remained in force up to the present time and are 
as follows:

HAD ANY CASK ON BOARD SHALL BE RE-DISIN— 
FECTED AND SHALL BE GIVEN FREE PRATIQUE WITH-— 
OUT FURTHER INTERFERENCE. 

Class 2—VESSELS ANCHORING OFF A PLAGUE PORT, without 
other communication with the shore than the 
loading or unloading of cargo during daylight by 
means of lighters, no one but the Master and 
Medical Officer going ashore, shall be disinfected 
and shall be given free pratique without further 
interference. 

Class 3—VESSELS HAVING MOORED AT THE DOCKS ARRIVING 
WITHOUT PASSENGERS, MULETEERS OR PERSONS 
OTHER THAN THE ACTUAL CREW AND PERSONNEL OF 
THE VESSEL, WITH CARGO OR IN BALLAST. 

Ir FROM A PORT WITH FEW CASES AND WHOSE 
GENERAL SANITARY CONDITION IS GOOD, such as 
Liverpool and Glasgow, shall be disinfected, but 
not detained, and shall be subjected to regulations 
against rats and escape of crew as provided turther. 

Class 4—IF FROM A PORT WITH MORE THAN FEW CASES AND 

WHOSE SANITARY CONDITION IS GOOD, such as Cape 
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Town and the East Indian ports, the vessels shall 
be disinfected and detained ten days unless other- 
wise determined by the Board in each case. 


Class 5—VESSELS HAVING MOORED AT THE DOCKS, ARRIVING 
WITH FIRST CLASS PASSENGERS FROM A PORT WITH 
BUT FEW CASES, IN GOOD SANITARY CONDITION, IN 
CARGO OR IN BALLAST, Shall be disinfected, but not 
detained, and the passengers shall be permitted to 
land. 7 ; 
The vessel and crew shall be subjected to regula- 
tions against rats and escape of crew. 


Class 6—VESSELS HAVING MOORED AT THE DOCKS, ARRIVING 
WITH PASSENGERS from a port with more than few 
cases, and whose sanitary condition is not good, 
such as Cape Town and the East Indian Ports, 
shall be disinfected and detained ten days. 

Class 7—VESSELS HAVING MOORED AT THE DOCKS ARRIVING 

| WITH MULETEERS OR PERSONS OTHER THAN THE 

ACTUAL CREW AND PERSONNEL OF THE VESSEL, WITH 

CARGO ‘OR IN BALLAST, shall be disinfected and 

detained ten days. 

Ciass 8—VESSELS ARRIVING AT PLAGUE PORTS 20 DAYS AFTER 
THE DEATH OR RECOVERY OF THE LAST REPORTED 
CASE, and sailing from the port shall be disinfected 
and given pratique. : 

Class 9—HEALTHY VESSELS WHICH HAVE SAILED MORE THAN 
60 DAYS AFTER THE LAST CASE OF PLAGUE (DEATH 
OR RECOVERY) FROM PORTS WHERE THE OFFICIAL, 
REPORTS ANNOUNCE THE TOTAL DISAPPEARANCE OF 
PLAGUE Shall not be subjected to disinfection and 
detention. 

B—REGULATIONS GOVERNING INFECTED VESSELS. 

They shall be disinfected according to Treasury 
Regulations, using the furnace to force the fumes 
in. 
They shall be detained at the Mississippi River 
Quarantine Station for a length of time to be de- 
termined by the Board. 

Their freight may be brought to the city on lighters 
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after disinfection unless otherwise decided by the 
Board. 
C—ALL PREVIOUS REGULATIONS GOVERNING VESSELS FROM 
PLAGUE PorTS ARE HEREBY ABROGATED. 
REsuME— Vessels are detained only if from docks of much in- 
fected ports and if from docks of any port when 
they bring muleteers. 


LOUISIANA STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE DESTRUCTION OF RATS AND 
THE PREVENTION OF THEIR EiscAPE FROM NoNn-INFECTED 
VESSELS FROM PLAGUE PoRTS AND GOVERNING THE PRE- 
VENTION OF THE ESCAPE OF ANY OF THE CREW FROM SAID 
VESSEL. 

ADOPTED NOVEMBER 15TH, 1901. 

1—Upon arriving at the Mississippi River Quarantine 
Station the vessel shall be thoroughly disinfected. 

2—After the disinfection she shall be permitted to come to 
the city wharf under the following regulations ac- 
quiesced to by the agents of the vessel. , 

3—The Secretary shall see that the agents sign the ac- 
quiescence before the vessel is released. 

4—'The resident quarantine physician shall not release the 
vessel until informed by the Secretary or President 
that the acquiescence has been signed by the agents. 

5—The Secretary shall serve a copy of these Regulations 
to the agents upon their signing the agreement. 

6—Upon arriving in the city the Shipping Inspector shall 
place two Sanitary Inspectors aboard. 

7—They shall remain aboard all the time. 


8—They shall obey the instructions of the Shipping 
Inspector. 

9—T hey shall see that these Regulations are properly car- 
ried out. 

10—They shall wear on their hat (or cap) a nickeled hat 
band three inches by one inch bearing the words, 
‘Louisiana State Board of Health, Sanitary Inspector,” 
fastened by a strong suitable pin. 


11—The Shipping Inspector shall employ the number of 
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policemen he shall deem necessary to carry out the 
Regulations of the Board. 

12—At the city wharf the hawse-holes shall all be packed 
tight. 

13—Discs and funnels shall be kept on all hawsers and ropes 
mooring the vessel. 

14—The funneis shall be of tin, zinc or galvanized iron with 
a diameter of not less than twenty inches. 

—'They shall have sharp serrated edges. 

16—They shall be hinged and so arranged as to be readily 
applied to hawsers and held in desired positions. 

17—One disc shall be placed near the vessel. 

18—A second disc shall be placed near the wharf. 

19—Passengers shall give their names and addresses. 

—'They shall then be permitted to land. 

21—They shall be kept under medical surveilance for ten days 
from the completion of the disinfection. 

22—The captain, officers and engineers of the vessel shall be 
permitted to go ashore without a guard. 

23—The crew shall be detained on board. 

24—-After sunset and until sunrise the vessel shall swing out 
at anchor to about 100 feet from the wharf. 

25—All stages, hawsers and ropes shall be removed. 

-26—When not unloading or loading the vessel shall also 
swing out at anchor 100 feet from the wharf. 

27—Every night during the unloading of the vessel, pots of 
burning sulphur shall be placed in the holds and the 
hatches kept closed until 3:00 A. M. 


28—Traps shall be laid along the deck at night and in the 
boats on deck and in the saloons and forecastle. 


29—Dead rats shall not be handled with bare hands. 

30—Dead rats shall be cremated. 

31—The burning of sulphur in holds Leal not apply to vessels 
in water ballast. 

32—The Shipping Inspector shall watch the health condi- 
tions of the crew and officers. 

33—He shall muster them once or twice a day. 

34—-He shall at once report absences to the President. 

35—He shall take the temperatures of all aboard in. the 
evening. 
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36—Should at any time a suspicious or positive case of plague 
develop on board, the vessel-and case shall at once be 
taken to the Mississippi River Quarantine Station. 

37—- All must be done to the satisfaction of the Shipping 
Inspector of the State Board of Health. 

38—All expenses must be paid by the agents of the vessel. 

39—Vhese Regulations shall cease to operate on the tenth 
day from the completion of the disinfection. 

40—We, the undersigned agents for and representatives of 
the owrlers jot the. Stéaimsnippy neon wunereby 
acquiesce in the foregoing Regulations and to such 
other additional Regulations as the Board or its Presi- 
dent shall deem necessary. 

We bind ourselves without reservation to the observ- 

ance of the same and to pay all the expenses incurred 
by the carrying out of these Regulations. | 


INCIDENT OF STEAMSHIP ‘‘MILWAUKEE.”’ 


On Aug. 6th, 1901, the steamship Milwaukee, from Dur- 
ban, South Africa (June 7th) via Ascension, Barbadoes and 
Sidney, Nova Scotia (July 23d), arrived at the Mississippi 
River Quarantine Station with clean bills of health and all 
well on board. 

After the usual inspection Dr. Aby was informed by the 
acting surgeon of the vessel that a case of plague had oc- 
curred on board after leaving Durban. This was indignantly 
denied by the captain. The facts were telegraphed to the 
President, with a statement that in the opinion of both quar- 
antine physicians, based on a careful examination of the 
patient and clinical records, the case was not bubonic plague. 

The President at once summoned the city quorum of the 
Board in council. It was decided to have the bacterologist go 
to the quarantine station and make a thorough examination. 

This was done, and on his report by wire that the case 
was one of syphillis the vessel, which had been thoroughly 
disinfected, was allowed to come to the city. 


CASES OF PLAGUE AT GLASGOW, CARDIFF AND LIVERPOOL. 


On Aug. 30th, 1900, plague was discovered at Glasgow, 
Scotland, apparently traceable to a woman (wife of a dock 
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laborer), who had died of supposed pneumonia about ten days 
previously, in a very crowded tenement and over whose body 
a ‘‘ wake” was held. 

Up to Oct. 6th, there were 28 cases, with 8 deaths. No 
further cases occurred afterward, and, with the exception of 
one fatal case at Govan, near Glasgow, there was no spread 
of the disease outside of that city. 

Glasgow was again infected, October 19th to 23d, 1901. 
Five cases with one death occurred, all among the employees 
of the Central Hotel, which establishment was promptly 
closed and further spread of the disease checked. 

A fatal case of plague in the person of a steamship 
‘“Donkeyman,” just returned for the River Platte, occurred 
at Liandaff, near Cardiff, September 24th, 1900. 

No other cases followed. 

On February 8th, 1901, Dr. A. R. Thomas, United States 
Marine Hospital, cabled to Washington: 

“One death, plague, Cardiff, February 1st. No cases 
known. Rats infected.” 

No outbreak followed this case. 


On October 30th, 1901, plague was officially reported at 
Liverpool, dating back to October 23d. Up to October 26th, 
five cases occurred, with two deaths. On account of the im- 
portance of Liverpool as a shipping point from which great 
numbers of steamers arrive at United States ports the appear- 
ance of plague there created no little apprehension. 


Fortunately, the disease was confined to the one group of 
cases, both in Liverpool and Glasgow (in 1901), justifying 
the early removal of quarantine imposed on vessels from those 
ports. . 

The reported infection of rats at Cardiff led to the fumi- 
gation of vessels from that port as a general measure of 
safety. : . 

‘'T‘his Board derived great encouragement from the prompt 
control of plague at the several ports in Great Britain, as 
showing the efficacy of prompt and vigorous sanitary 
measures. | | 

The appearance of plague, at San Francisco, will be 
mentioned under a separate heading. 
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MARITIME QUARINTINE, 1901. 
The Governor’s Proclamation for 1901 as published by 
the Board for distribution, was as follows:— 


QUARANTINE PROCLAMATION FOR YEAR 1901. 
(Published by the Loutsiana State Board of Health.) 


STATE OF LOUISIANA, 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
BATON ROUGE, March Ist, 1901. 

At the request of the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, 
embodied in a resolution adopted by that body at a regular meeting 
held February 27th, 1901, and by virtue of the authority in me vested 
by law, I, William Wright Heard, Governor of the State of Louisiana, 
do hereby issue this, my proclamation, to take effect on and after the 
first day of April, 1901, that all vessels arriving at the several quar- 
antine stations of Louisiana, together with their cargoes, crews, pas- 
sengers and baggage, shall be subject to inspection and sanitation 
according to the following schedule; 

‘Kirst Class—Vessels which are not included in the following 
classes shall be subjected to necessary maritime sanitation without de- 
tention of either vessels or persons longer than may be necessary to 
place such vessels in good sanitary condition. 

““Second Class—Vessels arriving from suspected ports (Interopi- 
cal, American and West Indian and Brazillian ports), which in the 
absence of satisfactory evidence are considered suspicious, and other 
ports which may be decided suspicious by the Board of Health, shall 
be subjected to full sanitation at the Mississippi River Quarantine 
Station, together with detention of vessel and persons for such length 
of time as the Board of Health may determine. 

‘’Third Class—Vessels arriving from ports known to be infected 
shall be subjected to full sanitation at the Mississippi River Quaran- 
tine Station and shall be detained for observation, together with their 
crews, cargoes and passengers, for such length of time after comple- 
tion of disinfection as the Board of Health may determine. : 

“Fourth Class—Vessels which without regard to ports of depart- 
ure are infected—that is to say, vessels which have yellow fever, 
cholera, or other contagious or infectious disease on board at the time 
of arrival, or have had same on voyage, shall proceed at once to the 
Lazaretto to land their sick, and then shall proceed to the Mississippi 
River Quarantine Station, there to undergo thorough disinfection and 
be detained, together with passengers, crews and cargoes, for such 
length of time as the Board of Health may determine. 

‘*All vessels arriving from ports known or suspected to be infected 
with cholera, or bubonic plague, shall be subjected to maritime sani- 
tation and such detention as the Board of Health may determine. 

‘‘Vessels arriving from ports and places belonging to the second, 
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third andi fourth classes, as set forth in the above schedule, shall not 
be allowed to passthe Rigolets, the Atchafalaya or Lake Charles 
Quarantine Stations, or other quarantine stations which may be here- 
after established, without having undergone proper maritime sanita- 
tion at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station. 


‘‘Vessels engaged in the tropical fruit trade, whose sanitary con- 
dition and health record are satisfactory, may be allowed to pass the 
Mississippi River Quarantine Station after inspection under such 
regulations and sanitary treatment as the Board of Health may 
prescribe. 


‘‘Ouarantine officers at the several stations of this State are es- 
pecially charged and required to strictly enforce the articles of this 
proclamation. 


“The State Board of Health is requested to prosecute vigorously 
all violators of the same, as well as of the quarantine laws ana regula- 
tions of this State.’’

EXTRACTS FROM THE MINUTES OF MEETING OF MARCH 13TH, 1901. 


Resolved, That for the year 1901 vessels subject to detention at 
the Mississippi River Quarantine Station under the terms of the Govy- 
ernor’s Proclamation shall be held for observation, with their crews, ~ 
passengers and cargoes not less than five (5) full days after disinfec- 
tion, except that— 


During the month of April, vessels of the second class, and ves- 
sels of the third class without passengers, shall not be subject to de- 
tention after disinfection, except for special reasons. 


Such vessels as have been disinfected at the port of departure in 
a manner satisfactory to this Board will be again disinfected at the 
Mississippi River Quarantine Station, and the time of detention will 
be five (5) days, counting from the first disinfection at port of de- 
parture. 


Healthy vessels, not otherwise subject to quarantine, which have 
touched for coal or orders at intertropical islands, reported free of in- 
fectious disease, without taking on board at such islands, either pas- 
sengers or freight, may, at the discretion of the resident physician, be 
allowed to pass without disinfection, provided they have been more 
than five days in transit. 


(Otherwise the same as the proclamation for the previous year.) 
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Following precedent of former years detention after dis- 
infection was discontinued on October 15th, except as applied 
to vessels from known infected ports, or on which suspicious 
sickness had occurred. 

General quarantine was raised November Ist, but on ac- 
count of the-extent to which yellow fever had prevailed at 
Port Limon and Bocas, baggage arriving from those ports 
was disinfected up to November 29th. 


PERFECTED REGULATIONS GOVERNING FRuIT VESSELS. 

Under the liberal and progressive policy of the Louisiana 
State Board of Health, dating back some fifteen years, the 
tropical fruit trade of New Orleans, formerly carried on by a 
few small schooners, has become one of the most Pe oye 
items of the city’s commerce. 

However, certain considerations, including the trouble- 
some experience of 1900 in dealing with fruit vessels from 
Port Limon and Bocas, forcibly impressed the Board with 
the necessity for still further perfecting the Regulations 
under which the trade may be carried on during the quaran- 
tine season. 

From a quarantine standpoint, the OSE striking needs 


of the service were: 

1st. Disinfection of passengers’ baggage in a steam chamber 
prior to its coming on board vessels at fruit ports, thereby absolutely 
destroying any possible infection which might otherwise manifest 
itself afterward. 

2d. The presence on each vessel bringing passengers* of a 
Medical Officer of the Board, the special duty of which Officer would be 
to take the temperature of every person on board, crew and pas- 
sengers, at least once daily (in the evening) so as todetect any mild 
‘‘walking case”? of fever which might otherwise escape detection, the 
patient recovering sufficiently before reaching quarantine as to pass 
inspection, in the meanwhile having infected others on the vessel, who 
in turn would not develope the fever until after landing. Medical 
Officers to be also placed on fruit vessels trading to ports where yellow 
fever has appeared (Port Limon and Bocas), even though no pas- — 
sengers should be brought from such ports. 

3d. Detention of passengers less than five days in transit at a 
comfortable hotel on the Quarantine Station until the expiration of 
five full days from the least possible exposure to infection, viz., con- 


*As soon as yellow fever appears ata fruit port passengers cease to be brought 
from that port. 
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tact with possibly infected persons or things at port of departure, the 
vessel itself being immediately released to come to the city and unload 
its valuable, but perishable cargo. 

Believing that by carrying out the foregoing require- 
ments the most extreme demands of safety would be met, the 
Board placed the whole matter fairly before the United Fruit 
Co., operating the largest number of vessels engaged in the 
trade. 

The management of that company very promptly re- 
cognized the business advantages of the improved system 
as proposed, notwithstanding the cost of providing steam 
disinfecting plants at all the fruit ports, the erection and 
operation of a detention hotel at quarantine, and the very 
considerable expense of reimbursing the Board for the salaries 
of the various medical officers appointed to travel on vessels 
in addition to those of the resident medical inspectors at fruit 
ports. 

With commendable enterprise Mr. C. H. Ellis, Acting 
Manager in New Orleans, immediately acquiesed for the 
fruit company in every detail of the proposed arrangement 
and an agreement, in due legal form, between the Board and 
the fruit company was ratified at a meeting held February 
26th, 1901. 


The detention hotel was ready for use soon after the 
opening of quarantine, some slight delay having been caused 
by a storm in March. 


Portable steam disinfecting plants of the most approved 
type were provided at the principal fruit ports, and with the 
opening of the qa@rantine season a corps of young physicians, 
carefully selected from a large number of applicants, was 
placed on the fruit vessels. 


As part of the improved system a special code of ‘‘ Regu- 
lations Governing Fruit Vessels During Quarantine” was 
formulated and issued in pamphlet form. 


These regulations are given in full under a separate head- 
ing. 

The Board feels that it can justly claim for this improved 
system, by which the extreme measure of safety is secured and 
commerce greatly facilitated, that it is one of the most im- 
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portant advances in maritime quarantine, comparable in some 
respects to the famous ‘‘ Atlanta Regulations.” 


It may be remarked of this system, that while under 
former regulations it was theoretically impossible for a pas- 
senger with yellow fever to reach New Orleans by a fruit 
vessel, the improved regulations of 1901 make it actually im- 
possible for even the mildest case of any fever whatever, oc- 
curring on a fruit vessel carrying a ‘‘marine medical inspec- 
tor,” to escape detection, since the vessel itself is converted for 
the time being into a veritable detention camp. 


CONFERENCE AT Mosite, Marcu 10, 1901. 


With a view toward securing general uniformity of quar- 
antine regulations, the Board decided to invite the Qnaran- 
tine Board of Mobile Bay to meet a delegation of the Louis- 
iana State Board in conference before the beginning of the 
next quarantine season. 


A prompt and courteous assent having been received, the 
President and Quarantine Committee, viz.: Drs. Nolte, Owen 
and McCutchon, met the Mobile Board at the City Hall in 
Mobile on March 10th. 

This conference was thoroughly harmonious and the re- 
sults eminently satisfactory, as evidenced by the practically 
uniform quarantine regulations in force in New Orleans and 


Mobile in 1901, and in the cordial spirit of co-operation which 
has been established. 


Porto Rican ImmMiIcrRaAnts ALLOWED TO Pass ‘THROUGH 
LOUISIANA GOING to HAWATI. 


During the summer of 1901, the island of Porto Rica 
being apparently free of yellow fever, the Board allowed 
several large parties of Porto Ricans going to settle in 
Hawaii to pass through New Orleans. 

These immigrants, after thorough disinfection of vessel 
and effects, were transferred direct from the steamer to cars 
at the Southern Pacific Co.’s wharf in Algiers, under the per- 
sonal supervision of the Shipping Inspector. 

The train, in charge of a physician representing the 
Immigration Agency, then immediately left, after which the 
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vessel was anchored in midstream, remaining in quarantine 
while receiving coal and stores tor the outward voyage and 
eoing to sea directly afterward. 


LAKE BorGNE CANAL QUARANTINE STaTION ESTABLISHED. 


In August 1901, the Lake Borgne Canal in St. Bernard 
Parish, below New Orleans, was opened to traffic, making 
another outlet from the Mississippi River to the Gulf. 

This Canal, while only available for very light draft ves- 
sels, was stillan opening to the Sea, and as such called for 
the establishment of a Quarantine Station, which was accord- 
ingly authorized by resolution of the Board August 10th, 1501. 

Being.so close to New Orleans, it was decided that a 
guard station under the supervision of the Medical Inspector, 
would be sufficient. Mr. Ulysses Serpas was appointed guard 
August 19th, and served until the close of the quarantine 
season, November 1st. 


TROPICAL FruItT TRADE IN 1900. 


During the quarantine season of 1900 the following 
physicians served as Resident Medical Inspectors of the 
Louisiana State Board of Health at the fruit ports respectively 
named:

In September, 1900, the ‘Tropical Fruit Company,” a 
new concern, applied to have a resident inspector stationed 
at Port Antonio, Jamaica. 
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Dr. D. P. Albers was accordingly appointed, but owing 
to the failure of the company, had to be recailed, returning at 
New York, entailing pecuniary loss on the Board. 

The regulations under which the fruit trade was carried 
on in 1900 were as follows: 


RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING VESSELS EN- 
GAGHD IN THE. **TROPICAL, FRUIT: TRADE.” 





(in Force for the Season of 7900.) 

‘‘ All vessels engaged in the tropical fruit trade between Central 
American, South American and West Indian ports and New Orleans 
will be allowed to pass the Mississippi River Quarantine Station with- 
out detention longer than is necessary for a thorough inspection by 
day by the quarantine officers, so long asa properly accredited medical 
agent of this Board certifies that such ports and places are free from 
contagious or infectious disease, and provided said vessels shall 
strictly conform tothe following conditions: 

‘“], They shall not be allowed to bring to this port bedding or 
household effects of any kind. 

“2. After leaving New Orleans said vessels may take on board 
passengers during any part of her trip, and bring passengers to this 
port as herein provided. . 

‘*Cabin passengers only will be allowed at the discretion of the 
medical officer. ‘This officer must satisfy himself that the applicant 
has not been in any infected locality in the past thirty days, and that 
none of his effects have been exposed to infection, and further, such 
effects shall have been fumigated or disinfected before going on board. 

‘* Passengers may be taken on board from one healthy port to an- 
other, each of said ports having a medical officer representing this 
Board; under the same restrictions said passengers may be brought to 
New Orleans. Personal effects of passengers are restricted to personal 
wearing apparel, and should, as much as ‘possible, consist only of 
clean, recently laundered clothing, and such effects, together with pas- 
sengers’ trunks, bags, valises or baskets, must be fumigated before 
being brought on board. The medical officer will refuse to permit the 
bringing of any unusal or unnecessary amount of baggage, it being 
the purpose of the Board of Health to facilitate the affairs of com- 
merce by permitting passenger communication whereby business may 
be transacted in a safe manner, holding highest the health of the com- 
munity; and it is insisted that material capable of carrying any pos- 
sible infection should be limited to the least possible amount. Woolen 
bags or carpet sacks will be prohibited. Trunks should be of metal, 
wood or paper; valises of leather or paper. The medical officer will 
make a personal inspection of all passengers and every of member of the 
crew just prior to the departure of the vessel, and give a certificate to 
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the master of the vessel of the condition of such persons examined, 
marking opposite the name of each person on the list furnished him by 
the officers of the vessel of every person on board, such observations 
as may seem to himadvisable concerning the condition of said person’s 
present or previous state of health. 


‘‘Medical officers will invariably assist masters of vessels in 
treatment of members of crew or passengers taken sick on board ves- 
sels and should make notes of such treatment in writing, to be sent 
to the quarantine officer at home ports. 


‘©3, Vessels shall not touch at any infected port or have com- 
munication with any vessel during their voyage except in case of 
distress, 


‘*4. They shall not touch at such ‘ports or stations as are not 
mentioned in their schedule, which latter shall be communicated to 
the Board of Health. 


“*S5. They shall be required to makea full disclosure when arriy- 
ing at quarantine station of all ports and places they have visited on 
their voyage. 

‘““6, They may take on board a crew of laborers after inspection 
by the medical officer and disinfection of clothing of such crew for 
such healthy point where they permanently reside and remain, the 
crew being as nearly as possible composed of the same men. The cap- 
tain or other officer may go ashore only for the purpose of entering or 
clearing vessels. Any further communication with shore or natives 
will be considered a violation of regulations, and vessels in default 
will be treated accordingly. 


‘‘7, ‘These vessels Shall be cleansed, and, when necessary, disin-— 
fected in the City of New Orleans after discharge of cargo. 


“8, <A report to the shipping inspector, on blanks to be furnished 
by the State Board of Health, shall be forwarded to the Louisiana 
State Board of Health on arrival at this port.” 


The expression, ‘‘vessels in default will be treated accordingly,”’ 
occuring in the sixth section of the regulations, has reference to the 
following resolution adopted April 28, 1897, and continued in force: 


‘“* Resolved, That hereafter full quarantine restrictions will be 
imposed on all vessels whose officers wilfully attempt deception in re- 
gard to any case of sickness, or material capable of carrying infection, 
or wilfully disregard the rules and regulations of the Board of Health; 
and such detention will be imposed thereafter on every vessel on 
which any officer who has previously attempted to practice deception 
is found in any official capacity.

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YELLOW FEVER AT Port LIMON IN JULY, 1900 CoRRECTLY 
DIAGNOSED BY LOUISIANA INSPECTOR. 


The Louisiana State Board of Health has steadily ad- 
hered to its original policy of depending solely on its own 
Medical Inspectors at fruit ports for information as to the 
health status of such ports. 

The wisdom of this policy was so thoroughly demon- 
strated by occurrences at Port Limon in 1900 as to deserve 
special mention. 

Dro Willia. Woods, Resident Inspector of the Board at 
Port Limon, diagnosed a certain case which occurred there in 
July as yellow fever and promptly cabled the fact to the 
Board. 

His diagnosis was opposed by two local practitioners and 
two representatives of the U. S. Marine Hospital Service, but 
subsequent developments fully vindicated Dr. Woods’ judg- 
ment, acting on which the Board had at once taken proper 
precautions. 


Tropica, Fruit TRADE IN 1901. 


The beginning of the quarantine season of 1901 marked 
a new era in the fruit trade. With the stimulus of such vast 
business prospects as to attract millions of capital, this in- 
dustry needed only to be placed on a fixed and safe basis of 
operations during quarantine 1n order to attain the first rank 
in the maritime commerce of Louisiana. 

This basis was guaranteed by the improved system in- 
augurated in 1901 by the Louisiana State Board of Health 
requiring, in addition to Medical Inspectors of the Board at 
every fruit port: 

2d. Steam disinfection of passengers’ baggage prior to 
embarkation at any fruit port. 

3d. Marine Medical Inspectors of the Board on fruit 
vessels bringing passengers to také temperatures of all on 
board every evening, thus practically converting the vessel 
into a moving detention camp. 

4th. A detention hotel at quarantine for passengers less 


than five days in transit. 
5th. A precise and comprehensive Code of Regulations. 
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The service as thus instituted was thoroughly success- 
ful and was satisfactory to all concerned.

The Regulations under which the fruit trade was carried 
on in 1901 were as follows: 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING FRUIT VESSELS DURING 
QUARANTINE. 





REGULATIONS GOVERNING MASTERS OF FRUIT VESSELS 
CARRYING PASSENGERS. 

1. All vessels engaged in the tropical fruit trade between Central 
American, South American and West Indian Ports, and New 
Orleans, shall be detained at the Mississippi River Quarantine 
Station only long enough fora thorough inspection and disin- 
fection by day by the Quarantine Officers, provided said vessels 
shall strictly conform to the regulations herein expressed. 


2. ‘The crew will be as nearly as possible composed of immunes. 
’ They shall be changed as little as possible. | 
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Vessel shall be stripped of all woolen hangings, carpets, curtains 
and such like materials, and upholstered furniture as far as 
practicable. 

They shall not touch at such ports or stations as are not men- 
tioned in their schedule, which latter shall be communicated to 
the Board of Health. 

They shall have no communication with any vessel during their 
voyage, except in case of distresss. 

The captain or other officer may go ashore at the fruidport under 
the supervision of Resident Medical Inspector only for the pur- 
pose of entering or clearing vessels. 

No vessel shall lie at any wharf at night at the fruit port. 
Vessels must be anchored at night well away from shore, in the 
harbor, or in midstream in the river at the fruit port.- 

The fruit shall be carried from the field to the wharf qeserice 
of the vessel in railroad cars, or in boats. 

Boats having been loaded by natives ashore may be rowed to the 
vessel, but fruit shall be loaded into the ships by laborers wear- 
ing disinfected clothing. 

When the fruit is piled on river or harbor banks, the vessel shall 
be permitted to go close to the shore and the laborers aboard to 
go ashore to take in the fruit, but no one fromthe shore shall be 
permitted to come on board. 

Passengers or baggage shall be admitted to come on board only 
by the Marine Medical Inspector on board. 

The vessel’s officials shall see that no baggage shall be turned 
over to the passengers until the seal has been broken by the 
Marine Medical Inspector on board and so certified by him. 
Masters shall furnish the Resident Medical Inspector and the 
Marine Medical Inspector with a list of all persons on board. 
When arriving at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station the 
masters shall makea full disclosure of all the ports and places 
he has visited on his vogage. 

Fruit vessels shall be cleansed, and when necessary, disinfected 
at the City of New Orleans after discharge of cargo. 

A report to the Shipping Inspector, on blanks to be furnished by 
the Board shall be forwarded to the Board on arrival at this port. 
Masters must be thoroughly impressed with the fact that the 
violation of any regulation may be the cause of detentlon of the 
vessel at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, thereby 
causing damage to, or loss of, cargo. 

They shall also impress that fact on all the officers and crew. 
Full quarantine restrictions will be imposed on all vessels whose 
officers attempt deception in regard to any case of sickness or 
material, capable of carrying infection, or disregard the rules 
and regulations of the Board of Health; and such detention will 
be imposed thereafter on every vessel on which any officer who 
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has previously attempted to practice deception is found in any 
official capacity. 

Any injury to baggage or furnishings due to disinfection shall 
not be paid for by the Board. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE RESIDENT 
MEDICAL INSPECTOR AT FRUIT PorTs. 


The Commission of the Lnisiana State Board of Health, signed 
by the President and Secretary, shall be issued to Dr. 
to serve as Resident Medical Inspector at 
His term of service will begin April 1st, and unless he is sooner 
recalled, will end October 31st. 

His salary during that term of service will be fixed by the Board. 
His salary shall be paid at the office of the State Board of Health. 
Unless ordered by this office to remain at his post of duty beyond 
October 31st, his pay will cease on that date. 

In the absence of such orders he is therefore authorized to return 
by whatever fruit steamer will enable him to reach New Orleans 
on or about November Ist. 

Free passage will be given him both ways, but only by those 
steamers engaged in the fruit trade under special agreement 
with this Board coming to this port. 

He is removable at the pleasure of the Board (like every other 
officer of the Board). 

He shall discharge his duties according to the regulations of the 
Board. 

He shall procure from the Secretary a copy of the regulations 
governing fruit vessels. 

He shall see that the regulations of the Board are carried ont in 
spirit and in letter, these present regulations governing him as 
wellas all the other regulations of the Board governing fruit 
vessels, whether the regulations concern him directly or not, as 
far as lays in his power. 

He shall wear a uniform cap or hat with a band bearing the 
words: ‘‘Medical Inspector, Louisiana State Board of Health.”’ 
He shall wear shoulder-straps bearing the Coat-of-Arms of the 
State of Louisiana. 

Before leaving New Orleans he shall visit the vessel and see if the 
articles which he will need at the fruit port have been provided 
by the vessel’s agent. 

He shall at once inform the Secretary of the articles needed that 
are missing and request the Secretary to immediately make a 
requisition for such to the vessel’s agent. 

Articles Needed at the Fruit Port. 

One steam chamber approved by the Board. 

One printed instructions for using the steam chamber. 

Bichloride of mercury, one pound. 
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Ammonium chloride, one pound. 

Formalin, ten pounds. 

At the fruit port. 

He shall procure through the company’s agent at the fruit porta 


suitable place to be used as an examination office and disinfecting 
station. 


He shall observe carefully the health status of the localiiy, andas 
far as possible, of the adjacent country and neighboring seaports, 
and will report thereon by every steamer coming to New Orleans. 
He shall also senda monthly report to the President. 

In case of any doubt as to the diagnosis of a suspicious case of 
fever, he shall rathererr on the side of safety, and give this Board 
the benefit of the doubt. / 

In case of doubt, as to the interpretation of the said regulations, 
he shall apply to this office for instructions. 

In all his dealings with the local authorities of the country, he 
shall exercise the greatest possible tact, combined, of course, with 
due firmness. When compelled to differ with resident health 
officials, be sure to avoid incurring their ill-will by want of defer- 
ence to their positions or opinions. 

The loading crew shall be the only transient persons from the 
shore allowed on board of fruit vessels at the fruit port. 

The fruit shall be carried from the field to the vessel in railroad 
cars or in boats. 

He shall allow the native officer of the port and a local health 
officer to go on board, if absolutely necessary, provided they wear 
disinfected clothing. 

He shall permit the captain of the vessel to go ashore under his 
supervision, if absolutely necessary, to enter and clear his vessel. 
The captain must return in disinfected clothing. 

He shall permit the loaders to go aboard, but he shall see that they 
put on disinfected clothing before going on board of the vessel. 
Once engaged, the loaders shall not be permitted to leave the ves- 


sel to go ashore until the loading is completed and they are dis- 
charged. 


The vessel shall neither load or unload at any wharf at night, 7. e. 
between sunset and sunrise. | 

The vessel shall anchor well away from the shore at night, i. e., 
between sunset and sunrise. 

No incoming freight shall be allowed on board except Fruit, Ore, 
Chicle, Coffee, Specie and Rubber. 

Twelve hours before the time of departure the passengers shall 
send their baggage to be disinfected, including a suit of clothes 
to be worn when going on board. As soon as possible thereafter 
the remainder of the baggage shall be carried on board. 


This shall be disinfected in the Steam Chamber by the Resident 
Medical Inspector according to the regulations of the Louisiana 
State Board of Health. 
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Passengers shall then receive from the Resident Medical Inspector 
a permit to be admitted on board. 
He shall not allow to be brought to this Port bedding or. household 
effects of any kind. 
He shall allow Cabin Passengers only. 
He shall refuse to permit the bringing of any unusual or unneces- 
sary amount of baggage. | 
Personal effects of passengers are restricted to personal wearing 
apparel. 
It should as much as possible consist of clean newly laundered 
clothing. 
Woolen bags or carpets are prohibited. 
Trunks shall be of metal, wood or paper. Valises of leather or 
paper. 
It is insisted that material capable of carrying any possible in- 
fection shall be limited to the least possible amount.. , 
Passengers shall: not bring furs, silks, laces and other fabrics 
which may be injured by wetting or by. heat (at 230 deg. F.) 
Any injury to baggage during disinfection shall not be paid for 
by the Board. 
He must disinfect the effects before they go on board in the Steam 
Chamber approved by the Board and the Resident Quarantine 
Physician. 
The effects shall be spread in the chamber as much as possible. 
They shall be left in the chamber % hour after the heat has 
reached 230 deg. F. | 
Those objects which are affected by heat, such as leather, cellu- 
loids, feathers, etc., shall be placed in a trunk and shall be 
sprinkled with Formalin Solution, 20 per cent. The trunk shall 
be sealed and the contents remain for six hours at least. 
Bags, valises and trunks not affected by heat shall be placed also 
in the Steam Chainber. 
Trunks, valises and bags affected by heat shall be mopped in- 
ternally and externally with a cloth dipped in a 1:500 solution of 
‘“Bichloride of Mercury. 
After disinfection is completed he shall seal the containers by 
pasting over the line of opening a label bearing the word ‘‘Dis- 
infected,’’ and signed and dated by him. 
The seals on the baggage shall remain untouched until broken 
by the Marine Medical Inspector on board after the vessel has 
left the wharf. 
The broken seal shall not be removed until the vessel has been 
released at the port of New Orleans. 
He shall, together with the Marine Medical Inspector on board, 
make a personal medical inspection of all passengers and of 
every member of the crew just prior to the departure of the ves- 
sel, taking their temperature. 
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They shall givea certificate to the master of the vessel of the 
condition of such persOns examined. 

They shall write opposite the name of each person on the list 
furnished them by the officers of the vessel of every person on 
board such observations as may seem to them to be advisable 
coucerning the condition of said persons present or previous 
state of health. 

The work of disinfection and all the work shall be done by men 
from the port. 

They shall operate under the orders and supervision of the Resi- 
dent Medical Inspector. : 

All expense shall be paid by the vessel. 

He shal! have posted up in his office all the regulations of the 
Board governing passengers and baggage. 

He shall report any violation of the regulations of this Board by 
the masters, crews or passengers of fruit vessels, the Marine 
Medical Inspector and by himself and the reason therefor. 

All reports must be forwarded in duplicate in sealed envelopes, 
one copy addressed to the Resident Physician, Mississippi River 
Quarantine Station, and one to be delivered by messenger from 
the vessel as soon as possible after her arrival direct to the office 
of the State Board of Health. 

He shall return the copy of the Sanitary Code in aoe order to 
the Secretary. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING MARINE MEDICAI, 
INSPECTORS ON BOARD. 


The vessel shall carry on board all the time a Marine Medical 
Inspector. 


He shall never leave the vessel on any pretext whatever. 

He shall be selected and appointed by the Board. 

His salary shall be fixed by the Board not to exceed $100 per 
month with first-class cabin accommodations and board on 
vessels. 

It shall be paid by the vessel at the office of the State Board. 

He shall be boarded and lodged by the vessel as a first-class 
passenger. 

He shall be removable at the pleasure of the Board. 

The Board disclaims all responsibility for any medical treatment 
of officers, crew or passengers instituted by the Marine Medical 
Inspector. 

Any member of crew or passengers accepting his medical services 
do so on their own responsibility. 

His duties are defined in the following regulations, and treataisnt 
of the sick is not comprised among them. 

He shall wear the insignia of the Board, viz., a cap- -band bearing 
the title, ‘‘Marine Medical Inspector, Fouietes State Board of 
Health,” 
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He shall see that the regulations of the Board are carried out in 
spirit and in letter, these present regulations governing himself 
as well as all the other regulations governing fruit vessels, 
whether the regulations concern him directly or not, as far as 
lays in his power. 

Before leaving New Orleans the Marine Medical Inspector shall 
procure from the Secretary of the Board a copy of all the regula- 
tions governing fruit vessels. 

He shall inspect the vessel and see if all articles which will be 
needed by him are on board and in good order and condition. 

He shall at once inform the Secretary of the articles needed that 


-are missing and request the Secretary to immediately make a 


requisition for such to theship’s agent. 
Bichloride of mercury, one pound. 

Ammonium chloride, one pound. 

Formalin, ten pounds. 

Sulphur in rolls, ten pounds. 

Six thermometers with certificates of correctness. 


Nitric acid, three ounces. 


Six test tubes. 


Record sheets, stch as are used in the Chairity Hospital, two 
dozen. , 


Charts for temperature, pulse and respiration, same as are used in 
the Charity Hospital, 2 dozen. 
At the Frutt Port: 


The fruit shall be carried from the field to the vessel in railroad 
cars or in boats. : 


When the fruit is piled on river banks, the vessel shall be per- 
mitted to go close to the shore, and the laborers aboard go ashore 
to take in the fruit; but no one from the shore will be permitted 
to come on board. No one on shore shallbe allowed to come near 
to or in contact with any of the laborers. 

The vessel’s crew shall be kept on board isolated from the load- 
ing crew. 

The vessel shall have no communication with the wharf or shore 
except with the loading crew. 

The native officer of the port and local health officer may be 
allowed to go on board if they wear disinfected clothing or 
overalls. 

The captain of the vessel will be allowed to go ashore under the 
supervision of the Resident Medical Inspector, if absolutely 
necessary, to enter and clear his vessel. 

He shall return in disinfected clothing. 

The Marine Medical Inspector alone shall have authority to admit 
passengers or baggage on board the vessel. 

He shall stand at the gangway when they present themselves. 
He shall permit no passengers nor baggage to be admitted unless 
bearing a certificate from the Resident Medical Inspector. 
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The seals on the baggage shall remain untouched until broken by 

the Marine Medical Inspector on board after the vessel has left 

the fruit port. 

He shall permit loaders to go aboard, but he shall see that they 

have put on disinfected overalls before being admitted on board 

the vessel. 

Once engaged, loaders will not be permitted to leave the vessel 

to go ashore until the loading is completed and they are dis- 

charged. 

The vessel shall neither load or unload at night at any wharf, 7. 
, between sunset and sunrise. 

The vessel shall anchor well away from the shore at night 7. e., 

between sunset and sunrise. 

No incoming freight except fruit, ore, chicle, coffee, spices and 

rubber shall be carried. 

The vessel shall’ not be allowed to bring to this port eden or 

household effects of any kind, nor second-hand goods. 

“ls soon as the vessel ts about to leave the frutt port, the Marine 

Medical Inspector on board shall call for the permit of every pas- 

senger to find out if any has been smuggled on board without 

previous disinfection. 

Cabin passengers only will be taken. 


He shall countersign the permits and return them to the pas- 
sengers. 


Passengers without a permit shallat once be returned to shore. 
He shall inspect all the passengers’ baggage on board to find out 
if any non-disinfected baggage has been smuggled on board. 

The seal of all disinfected baggage shall be countersigned by 
him, but only at the time of slitting the seal. 


He shall then slit the seal himself and turn the baggage over to 
the passengers. 


He shall leave the fragments of the seal attached to the container. 


All passengers’ baggage not disinfected shall at once be sent 
ashore. ~ 


Just prior to the departure of the vessel, he shall together with 
the Resident Medical Inspector make a personal medical inspec- 
tion of all the passengers, officers and crew, taking their tem- 
peratures. 

They shall give a certificate to the master of the vessel of the 
condition of such persons examined. 

They shall write opposite the name of each passenger on the list 
furnished them by the officers of the vessels of every person on 
board, such observations as may seem to them to be advisable 
concerning the present condition and previous health of said 


. persons. 


The vessel shall not be permitted to touch at any port between the 
port of departure and the home port, except as provided in her 
schedule to be furnished the State Board of Health. 
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If the vessel is compelled by accident to touch at any such port, 
the same regulations shall be applied as at the port of departure. 
Fruit vessels shall have no communication with any vessels dur- 
ing their voyage except in case of distress. 

Passengers may be taken on board from one healthy port to an- 
other and may be brought to the city under the regulations herein 
provided. 

The vessel in going up a river or harbor for fruit shall not be 
allowed to take any passengers or baggage. 

All passengers must embark from regular ports. 

He shall take the temperature of all persons on board without ex- 
ception at least once in the evening. 

He shall be careful that persons have not drank any water before 
the thermometer is applied in the mouth, or have kept ice in the 
mouth. 

He shall have each passenger in his presence at least ten minutes 
before he places the thermometer in the mouth. 

He shall note carefully that the lips are closed during all the time 
that the thermometer is in the mouth. 

He shall disinfect the thermometer each time in a 1 to 500 of bi- 
chloride of mercury. 

He shall go tothe post of duty of the officers and crew when on 
duty to take their temperature. 

He shall summon the other officers and crew and the passengers at 
the place and time he shall determine. 

If any person presents any rise of temperature he shall keep a min- 
ute record with chart of that case, taking the temperature every 
three hours and making examination of the urine thrice daily. 

He is not expected to make a positive diagnosis, but to collect the 
facts carefully and minutely to enable others to make a diagnosis 
themselves. 

He shall record the day and hour of all sanitary and medical facts 
that may occur. 

If any case of sickness of any kind with fever develops on board, 
he shall disinfect all that comes from that patient asif it wasa 
positive case of yellow fever, according to regulations of the Sani- 
tary Code, Articles 520 to 674 (pages 105 and following); also 
Articles 740 to 747, page 120. 

He shall see that the master keeps the vessel in a sanitary, clean 
condition, specially the forecastle. 


He shall have the mattresses in the forcastle specially all changed 
each trip if soiled by dirt, coal dust or any other cause. 

He shall note and report all departures, from, or violations of 
any kind of the regulations by himself or others and the cause 
and reason therefor. 

On sighting the Mississippi River Quarantine Station he shall 
take the temperatures of all on board.

Teeport of the President of the State Board of Health 


Upon arrival at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station he 
shall give to the Resident Physician of the station a copy of all 
his records, and shall give him all other information that he may 
be asked for, if in his power or knowledge. 

He shall be required to make a full disclosure when arriving at 
quarantine station of all ports and places they have visited in 
their voyage. 

If the vessel is not released at the Mississippi River Quarantine 
Station he shall remain on her until she is released in the city by 
the Shipping Inspector. 

He shall take the temperature of all on board before the vessel is 
released. 

Upon arrival in the city and as soon as released he shall within 
six hours send to the President of the State Board a report on 
his mission with a copy of all his records. ; 

He shall return the copy of the uray Code in good order to 
the Secretary. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE RESIDENT PHYSICIAN 
AT THEMISSISSIPPI RIVER QUARANTINE STATION 
IN CONNECTION WITH FRUIT VESSELS 
CARRYING PASSENGERS. 
All fruit vessels carrying passengers upon arriving at the Mis- 
sissippi River Quarantine Station shall be detained only long 
enough for immediate disinfection. 
They shall have there as much as possible precedence over the 
other vessel not carrying perishable freight. 
Upon the arrival of fruit vessels carrying passengers at the Mis- 
sissippi River Quarantine Station, the Resident Quarantine 
Physician shall require from the Marine Sneed Inspector a copy 
of all his charts and records. 
He shall require of the Marine Medical Inspector all information 
that he may possess bearing upon the condition of the persons 
and vessel. 
He shall determine if there is or is not any suspicious case on 
board, or if there has been any during the voyage. 
Also the length of time the vessel has been in transit. 
If all is well and the vessel has been fully five days in transit the 


- vessel and the passengers shall be permitted to come to the city 


to the wharf. 

If all is well, but the vessel has been less than five days in transit, 
the passengers shail be removed from the vessel, but the vessel 
shall be permitted to go to the dity and to the wharf. 

The passengers shall be detained in a detention house a sufficient 
length of time to complete five days from the hour of departure. 
The Resident Quarantine Physician shall take the temperature 
of the detained passengers at least once daily in the evening. 
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Before releasing the passengers he shall take their temperatures. 
Should any vessel present, in the opinion of the Resident Quar- 
antine Physiciap any suspicious cases of sickness, these Regula- 
tions shall cease to apply. 

REGULATIONS GOVERNING AGENTS OF THE FRUIT VESSELS. 
They shall reimburse the Board the salary of the Resident and of 
the Marine Medical Inspectors. 

They shall provide the Marine Medical Inspectors with first class 
cabin accommodations and board. 

They shall see that the Medical Inspectors have all the accommo- 
dations, men and material they ask from the captain, crew and 
employees of the vessels and on shore. 

Agents of fruit vessels shall provide their ticket agents at the 
fruit ports with the printed extracts of all the regulations of the 
Board governing passengers and baggage. 

The ticket agents shall give a copy of these regulations to every 
one purchasing a ticket. 

All expenses shall be borne by the fruit vessels. 

The steam chamber shall be one approved by the State Board and 
the Resident Quarantine Physician. 

The detention house at the Quarantine Station shall be built on 
plans and specifications approved by the Board and‘the Resident 
Physician of the Mississippi River Quarantine Station at the ex- 
pense of the fruit vessels, etc. 

It shall be furnished and operated by and at the expense of the 
fruit vessels. 


. It shall be provided with a manager or quartermaster who shall 


receive and obey all the instructions and orders of the Resident 
Quarantine Physician. 

The detention house shall be the property of the fruit companies. 
They shall remove it when so notified by the Board. 

If not removed within 90 days of the modification, it shall thereby 
become the property of the Board. 

Should a case stispicious or positive of yellow fever be found on 
board or to have existed during the voyage, these regulations will 


- cease to apply to this vessel. 


The agent shall sign an acquiescence to all the regulations of the 

Board governing fruit vessels carrying passengers and fruit ves- 

sels not carrying passengers. 

They shall procure from the Secretary a copy of the regulations 

of the Board governing fruit vessels, and shall have copies of 

same printed for distribution to all parties interested therein. 
REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE SECRETARY OF THE 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH IN CONNECTION WITH 
FRUIT VESSELS CARRYING PASSENGERS. 


The Secretary shall write in advance the following letters to Ship 
Agents. 
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Sir—The following is a list of the articles needed by the resident 
medical inspectors at each of the fruit ports: 
One steam chamber, approved by the Board. 
One printed instructions for using the chamber. 
Bichloride mercury, one pound. 
Ammonium chloride, one pound. 
Six thermometers with certificates of correctness. 
Formalin, ten pounds. 
Sir--The following is a list of the articles needed on the fruit ves- 
sels carrying passenyers by the marine medical inspectors on each 
vessel: | 
Bichloride mercury, one pound. i 
Ammonium chloride, one pound. 
Formalin, ten pounds. 
Sulphur in rolls, ten pounds. 
Six thermometers with certificates of correctness. 
Nitric acid, three ounces. 
Test tubes, six. 
Record sheets, such as are used at the Charity Hospital for rec- 
ording of cases, two dozen. (The Secretary of the Charity 
Hospital will tell you where to get them.) 
Clinical charts for recording temperatures, pulse, respiration, two 
dozen. 
The vessel must not leave until these articles are on board and so 
certified by a certificate from the Resident Medical Inspector and 
the Marine Medical Inspector, who is to be aboard. 
The Secretary shall give to the Resident Medical Inspector— 
The notification of his appointment. 
Copy of the Sanitary Code. 
Copy of all regulations governing fruit vessels. 
Copy of instructions for the working of the steam chamber. 
The Secretary shall giveto the Marine Medical Inspector abonard— 
‘The notification of his appointment. 
Copy of the Sanitary Code. 
Copy of all regulations governing fruit vessels. 
The Secretary shall see that masters, agents, inspectors, resident 
quarantine physician and all concerned shall be provided witha 
copy of the regulations of the Board governing fruit vessels. 
The Secretary shall see that the agents of the fruit vessels sign 
an acquiescence to all these regulations. 
He shall furnish masters with the blank forms for reports marked 
as Nos. 14 and 17 in the regulations.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING FRUIT VESSELS NOT CARRYING 
PASSENGERS DURING THE QUARANTINE SEASON. 

They are the same as the foregoing barring all that relates to 

passengers, to the Marine Medical Inspectors and the disinfection 

on arrival at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station (unless 
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the vessels come from an infected port, or have had a case suspi- 
cious or positive on board, or have had one during the voyage, as 
provided further. ) 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING FRUIT VESSELS FROM PORTS WHERE 
CASES OF YELLOW FEVER, SUSPICIOUS OR POSITIVE 
HAVE BEEN REPORTED BY THE RESIDENT 
MEDICAL INSPECTOR OF THE BOARD. 


Vessels carrying passengers may have tocease to carry passengers 
at the option of the Board. 

They shall retain the Marine Medical Inspector on board and will 
be permitted to come to the wharf to unload the fruit. 

They shall be subjected to all the other ree aeons of the Board 
governing fruit vessels. 

Vessels not carrying passengers must take on board a Marine 
Medical Inspector and will be permitted to come to the wharf to 
unload the fruit. 

They also shall be subjected to all the other regulations of the 
Board governing fruit vessels. 

Fruit vessels which have left a port declared infected before they 
had. time to place a Medical Inspector on board, upon arriving at 
the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, shall be disinfected, 
the regular crew removed, a new crew placed on board, except 
the master and engineer, and they shall be allowed to unload at 
the wharf in the city. 


. REGULATIONS GOVERNING FRUIT VESSELS ARRIVING AT THE 


MISSISSIPPI RIVER QUARANTINE STATION WITH A CASE 
OF YELLOW FRVER ON BOARD OR HAVING HAD ONE 
SucH CASE DURING THE VOYAGE. 


Each vessel shall be detained the full period of incubation—five 
days from the removal of last case of yellow fever, besides under- 
going such sanitation as required by proclamation. 

The fruit may be discharged on lighters by laborers wearing dis- 
infected clothing and brought to the city at once. 

If, after thorough disinfection, it should be desired to have the 
vessel proceed to sea at once, coal and provisions for the outward 
voyage shall be sent to the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, 
and the vessel be allowed to go to sea without further detention. 
ALL PREVIOUS REGULATIONS IN CONFLICT WITH THE FOREGOING 
ARE HEREBY ABROGATED. 


APPENDIX. 
Fruit vessel from Limon and Bocas not carrying passengers 
shall have a Marine Medical Inspector on board, whose duties 
shall be as explained above.

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EFFORTS TO PREVENT INTRODUCTION OF YELLOW FEVER 
THROUGH NorRTHERN Ports. 


The Louisiana State Board of Health has felt serious 
apprehension lest yellow fever might be introduced into 
Southern territory by passengers from infected ports landing 
at New York and other Northern ports, from whence, in the 
absence of quarantine detention and with the rapid transit of 
to-day, such passengers might reach remote localities of the 
South before developing the disease. 


This apprehension, which had been the subject of much 
‘correspondence with the Health Officer,of the Port of New 
York and the Surgeon General of the United States Marine 
Hospital Service, was officially emphasized in the foll wing 
resolution, adopted March 13th, 1900: 


‘* Resolved, That the Board respectfully requests the Congressmen 
of Louisiana to make the most earnest efforts to have enacted by the 
United States Congress the proper legislation to compel vessels sailing 
from ports liable to yellow feverand arriving at Northern ports to be 
subjected to the same regulation as such vessels undergo when they ar- 
rive at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station and other Southern 
ports.”’ 


At a meeting of the Board April 21st, 1900, the ad- 
visability of the President going to Washington, New York 
and Philadelphia was agreed upon, with a view toward per- 
sonally advocating the desired modifications of quarantine 
regulations at Northern ports, and he was instructed to ob- 
tain, if possible, the application of the following regulations: 


1. Vessels from ports liable to yellow fever arriving at Northern 
ports, as well as Southern ports, shall be disinfected, together with the 
crews, passengers and cargoes, according to the U.S. Treasury Regula- 
tions, shall be detained three days from the completion of the disin- 
fection. 


2. Vessels from ports infected with yellow fever arriving at. North- 
ern ports, as well as Southern ports, shall be disinfected, together 
with their crews, passengers and cargoes, according to the U. S. 
Treasury Regulations, shall be detained from three to five days from 
the completion of disinfection. 


3. Vessels infected with yellow fever arriving at Northern ports, as 
well as Southern ports, shall be disinfected after the removal of the case 
of yellow fever, together with the crews, passengers and cargoes, ac- 
cording to the U. S. Treasury Regulations, and shall be detained from 
three to five days from the completion of the disinfection. Should any 
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new case develop subsequently tothe disinfection, the case shall be re- 
moved, the vessel disinfected as above and detained from three to five 
days from the completion of the last disinfection. 


In connection with his mission the President prepared a 
‘* Brief,” presenting evidence that the danger of yellow fever 
being introduced through Northern ports is real and serious. 

This brief was for the purpose of bringing the subject 
forcibly before those whom it was desired to convince. 

Among other arguments, the following incidents and 
communications were brought forward: 

Incident of the ‘‘Old Soldier” from Santiago, Cuba, who 
landed from a transport and subsequently infected with yellow 
fever the Soldiers’ Home at Hampton, Va., in July, 1899. 

Incident of a man recently returned from Cuba, who died 
with pronounced yellow fever at Vincennes, Ind., in Septem- 
ber, 1899. 3 

The case of Col. Geo. EK. Waring, the distinguished 
Sanitary engineer, who, in October 1898, arrived in New 
York direct from Havana ill with what proved to be yellow 
fever, arid died at his home in New York City after a_ brief 
illness. 

Case of a civil engineer who died in Washington, D. C., 
Nov. 18th, 1898, of what was believed to be yellow fever, hav- 
ing arrived the previous day in New York from Nicaragua; 
infection attributed to Port Limon, Costa Rica. Stated by 
a companion who accompanied him to have been sick on ship- 
board. 


Following letter from New Orleans physician who had 
yellow fever at Siboney, in 1898: 


‘New ORLEANS, SEPT. 29, 1898. | 
“My DEAR Dr. SouCHON—Upon leaving Siboney, Cuba, my clothes 
were all packed in a trunk. 
Upon arriving at Montauk Point, New York, neither my clothing 
nor baggage was disinfected, nor was that of any other passenger. 
My baggage is now here in this undisinfected condition, and I 
wish it disinfected. 


“Yours very truly, 
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Letter from a New Orleans physician returning from 
Porio Rico in October, 1898, stating: 

* * * ‘The ‘Manitoba’ arrived at Quarantine (New York) just 
at nightfall and was ordered to cast anchor and wait until daylight the 
next morning for inspection by the Quarantine Officers. 

“Hardly had the anchor been dropped when newspaper reporters 
came on board and came into the saloon mingling with the passengers, 
I myself being interviewed by an agent of the Associated Press. 

“At about seven o’clock the next morning we weighed anchor and 
proceeded to the City of New York. Personally, I was not aware that 
any inspection had been made, for neither myself nor the two officers 
who occupied the same stateroom was seen by the Quarantine Officer. 
I was informed, however, that he had been aboard and had given the 
vessel pratique. There was no general inspection, neither was there 
any disinfection of baggage and personal effects. * * * Had either 
myself or my two room-mates. been ill with infectious diseases we would 
have gone into the city without anyone being the wiser. 

‘In fact, only two days previously the lamented Colonel Waring ar- 
rived in New York City ill with yellow fever, and it is easy to compre- 
hend how a passenger, under like conditions, could reach New York 
without detention, make his way to some Southern point and be a 


source of infection.

The results of the President’s mission as set forth in his 
report, read at the meeting of the Board May 15th, may be 
summed up as follows: 

The: President of the Board accompanied by Senator 
McEnery, Representatives Meyer, Davey, Broussard and 
Breazeale of Louisiana, met Dr. Wyman, Surgeon-General 
U. S. Marine Hospital Service, in conference May 1st. The 
foregoing brief was read and the position of the Louisiana 
State Board of Health fully explained. 

The Surgeon General then stated that all the legislation 
required already existed and that consequently no new legis- 
lation was necessary. 3 

The Congressional delegation thereupon retired, after 
promising their aid and their influence with other Southern 
congressmen to secure any additional legislation needed to 
protect the South against the introduction of yellow féver. 

The President remained in conference with the Surgeon 
General of the Marine Hospital Service for two hours, and 
hada second conference with him the next day, at which cer-

tain propositions designed to meet the views of the Louisiana 
Board and other Southern Boards of Health were discussed. 


Without going into details of these propositions, as 
enumerated in the President’s report to the Board, it may be 
stated that they cover the essential points on which Louisiana 
Board bases its quarantine methods, providing for the uni- 
form treatment, North and South, during the quarantine 
season, of vessels arriving from Cuban ports at which the 
Marine Hospital Service disinfects before departure, and of 
vessels from ports lable to yellow fever where that service 
does not so disinfect. 


. The Surgeon General stated that there were at that time 

thirty United States Marine Hospital officers stationed in 
Cuba, and that his service had disinfecting plants at several 
Cuban ports. Also that there were eight Marine Hospital 
officers stationed in Porto Rico. He premised to give the 
wishes of the Louisiana Board his most earnest consideration 
and to confer with the Secretary of the Treasury on the 
subject. . 


From Washington the President went to New York, 
where he argued the whole question with Dr. A. H. Doty, 
port health officer in charge of the quarantine stations on 
Staten Island, Hoffman’s Island and Swinburn Island. 


As a result, Dr. Doty wrote the President (May 11th, 
1900,) as follows: 


‘In answer to your inquiry in regard to passengers from ports in- 
fected with yellow fever, I have to say that the Regulations of this De- 
partment require during the quarantine season that all passengers be 
detained until the expiration of five days from the time of departure. 
The said passengers are then released only after each one held shows 
a normal temperature. 

“If yellow fever, which is contracted at some infected area, de- 
velops on the vessel in transit, passengers whose destination is the 
South, or who are personally unknown to me will, out of deference to 
your wishes and those of other Southern health officials, be held for 
five days from the time of arrivai of the vessel at the port and after 
the regular disinfection has*been performed.”’ 


This concession by the quarantine officer of the Port 
of New York gave the South a certain measure of protection 
not previously enjoyed. 
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The President also visited Philadelphia and inspected the 
new and well-equipped quarantine station at Reedy Island, 
under the control of the Marine Hospital Service. 


Protest AGAINST PROPOSED RAISING OF QUARNTINE AT 
NorTHERN Ports AGAINST PASSENGERS FROM CUBA IN 
JUNE 1901. 


On June 22d, the following announcement appeared in 
the Associated Press dispatches. 


‘HAVANA, June 21.—Owing tothe absence of yellow fever in this 
city, Major Glennan, of the Marine Hospital Service Corps, has re- 
commended that the quarantine be raised on passengers from Cuba 
destined to points north of the Southern boundary of Maryland. 


‘There has not-been a fresh case of yellow fever in Havana for 
nearly two months, and the cases which occurred this year have been 
light. Neither are there any cases of fever in the island. 


‘The strongest objection against admitting non-immunes from 
Cuba comes from the Boards of Health of the Southern States. These 
Boards even object tothe entrance of such persons at New York, fear- 
ing that these passengers will go South before the lapse of five days. 


‘‘Major Glennan is in favor of a change in the present strict quar- 
autine regulations against Cuba; consequently Northern ports in the 
Northern States will be open as long as there is no yellow fever here.’’ 

The President called a special meeting of the Board the 
same day and it was decided to send the following telegram: 
“Dr. Walter Wyman, Surgeon General U.S. Marine Hospital Service, 

Washington, D. C.: 

‘‘Louisiana Board energetically protests against raising of quaran- 
tine on passengers from Cuba destined to points north of the southern - 


boundary of Maryland. a 


(Signed) “KDMOND SOUCHON, M. D., President, Eic.’’ 
The President also telegraphed: 
—T’o Dr. Jos. Y. Porter, State Health Officer of riecae 


— To" Dr. UW. A Sanders, State bealths Olicer mar 
Alabama, 


—To Dr. John F. Hunter, Secretary State: Board of 
Health of Mississippi, 
—To Dr. W. F. Blunt, State Health Officer of Texas, 


—To Dr. Henry Goldthwaite, Health and Executive 
Officer, Mobile, 
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—And to Dr. Herbert Jones, Health Officer, Memphis: 
“T have wired Wyman that Louisiana Board energetically protests 
against raising of quarantine on passengers from Cuba destined to 
points north of the southern boundary of Maryland. If you approve 
of telegram please wire protest at once. 
(Signed) “KDMOND SOUCHON, M. D., President, Etc.” 
The Surgeon General of the Marine Hospital Service 
very considerately decided to make no change in the Regula- 
tions governing the admission of passengers from Cuba. 


NATIONAL HkaLTH LEGISLATION. 


During the session of the Fifty-sixth Congress (1899- ° 
1900), two important Bills relating to National health in- 
terests were introduced in the United States Senate, viz., one 
by Mr. Spooner (No. 1440) December 12th, 1899, and one by 
Mr. Vest (No. 4171) April 12th, 1900. 

The Spooner Bill provided for the creation of a National 
Bureau of Public Health, ona plan favored by all the leading 
Medical Associations of the country, as set forth in emphatic 
resolutions adopted from time to time. 

At a meeting held April 22d, 1900, the Louisiana State 
Board of Health had adopted the following: 

*‘Resolved, That we reaffirm our advocacy of the bill before fe 
United States Senate, known as the Spooner bill, the object of which 
is to create a National Bureau of Public Health.”’ 

The Vest bill was designed to still further increase the 
powers of the United States Marine Hospital Service, and in 
a manner which threatened to ultimately supplant State 
Boards of Health in the control of all maritime quarantine 
operations. : 

Senator Vest, who was chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Public Health and National Quarantine, very courteously 
invited certain representative State health officials to appear 
before his committee on May 11th to express their views. 

At this hearing there were present: 

Dr. W. H. Sanders, State Health Officer of Alabama. 


Dr. Emond Souchon, President Louisiana State Board of 
Health. 


Dr. H. B. Horlbeck, Health Officer, Charleston, S. C. 
Dr. J. L. Horsey, State Board of Health of Florida. 
Dr. Rhett Goode, Health Officer of Mobile, Ala. 
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Dr. Samuel Duryin, Chief Quarantine Physician, Boston, 
Mass. 


Dr. Henry D. Heller, Chief Quarantine Physician, Phila- 
delphia, Pa. 

These representatives were all given an opportunity to 
address the Committee, but with what effect can only be sur- 
mised, since neither bill was passed. 

During the 57th session of Congress National health 
legislation was not agitated. 


LAND QUARANTINE. 
PRAGUE AN SAN FRANCISCO. 


A case of bubonic plague was discovered May 8th in 
‘‘Chinatown,” where the disease continued for months after- 
ward by reason of the determined opposition of the Chinese 
to sanitary measures of every kind. Fortunately, the white 
population of San Francisco escaped. 

Dr. J. J. Kingoun, the distinguished bacteriologist of the 
U.S. Marine Hospital Service, rendered invaluable services, 
and that corps is entitled to the highest praise for the energy ~ 
and success with which its officers labored to prevent the 
spread of the infection, despite of resistance from important 
quarters. * 

Dr. Blunt, State Health Officer of Texas, placed an in- 
spector in San Francisco to supervise the shipment of freight. 
By an amicable understanding Louisiana was enabled to 
benefit by this service, in addition to which orders were issued 
to the railroads leading from California, by which the entry 
of objectionable persons and freight into Louisiana was 
prohibited. 

In November, 1900, owing to some apparent increase of 
danger from the plague in San Francisco, the Board decided 
to station an inspector at El Paso to act in conjunction with 
the inspectors of the State of Texas on duty at that point. 

Dr. Allen Jumel was accordingly appointed inspector for 
the State of Louisiana at El Paso, where he remained on 
duty from December 1st, 1900, to the end of February, 1901, 
when the service was discontinued. 


*See ‘“‘Public Health Reports” of June and July, 1900. 
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The long existence of plague in San Francisco may be 
said to have given a very general alarm, but thanks to sani- 
tary science, there has been no spread of the disease beyond 
Chinatown. 

The Louisiana Board raised quarantine against San 
Francisco February 27th, 1901. : 


YELLOW FEVER AT NATCHEZ. 


The announcement of fever at Natchez, in November, 
1900, coming after frost, it was not considered necessary by 
the Board to impose any quarantine beyond prohibiting the 
shipment from Natchez to any point in Louisiana of house- 
hold goods, bedding and second-hand clothing. 

The Commission appointed to visit Natchez, consisting 
of Drs. Whyte Glendower Owen and Arthur Nolte, reported 
in full at a meeting of the Board, held Jan. 23, 1901. 


Errorts To Have Texas Apopr ATLANTA REGULATIONS. 
In response to an appeal from the mercantile community 
of New Orleans, a delegation of the Louisiana State Board, 
viz., the President and Dr. Nolte, Chairman of the Quarantine 
Committee, went to Austin, Tex., April 8th, 1900, and had a 
conference with Dr. W. F. Blunt, State Health Officer, and 
the Governor of Texas, with a view toward securing at least 
a partial adoption of the Atlanta Regulations, so that in the 
event of yellow fever appearing in Louisiana, trade with 
Texas would not be absolutely paralyzed as in past years. 

The Louisiana delegation was met with great courtesy 
and frankness by the Governor and State Health Officer of 
Texas, who agreed to take the matter under advisement. 

Shortly afterward, Dr. Nolte, as the representative of the 
Louisiana Board, was present by invitation at the annual 
meeting of the Texas Medical Society at Waco, April 24th 
to 28th. 

At that meeting the question of recommending the 
adoption of the Atlanta Regulations was discussed and Dr. 
Nolte was invited to speak. 

A resolution advocating the adoption of a schedule sim- 
ilar to the Atlanta Regulations was passed by a large majority. 

Similar action was taken at a meeting of the South Texas 
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Medical Association, which Dr. Nolte likewise attended at 
Beaumont May 23d, 1900. 


AGREEMENT WITH TEXAS AS TO FREIGHT DURING 
QUARANTINE. 
On July 4th, 1900, Dr. Nolte, on behalf of the Louisiana 
Board, and Dr. Blunt for the State of Texas, met at Austin 
and formulated the following agreement: 


MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE STATE HEALTH 
OFFICER OF TEXAS AND THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH 
OF LOUISIANA AND CERTAIN RAILROADS. 


First—In consideration of the agreement of certain rail- 
roads and the Louisiana State Board of Health, the State 
Health Officer of Texas agrees that in the event of quaran- 
tine being declared against the City of New Orleans during 
the present year to admit into Texas the following articles of 
freight according to restrictions mentioned herein or found to 
be necessary hereafter. 


ARTICLES TO BE ADMITTED. 


Lime, stone (not gravel), cement, turpentine, rosin, coke, 
coal, machinery (no part of which is textile and unpacked), 
bar and sheet iron, tin, steel, sugar, rice, molasses, fruits 
(sound and taken directly from clean vessels that have com- 
plied with all quarantine restrictions and subject to special 
supervision by our Inspectors), potash, creosote and acids in 
drums. 

Should any articles other than the foregoing apply for 
shipment, special application therefor is to be made through 
the Louisiana State Board of Health to the State Health 
Officer of Texas, who shall decide if admissible or not. 


RESTRICTIONS. 


All articles to be in straight carload lots. 

Cars to be thoroughly swept out before loading, and out- 
side of freights or containers to be mechanically clean. 
Freights and cars to be disinfected when deemed necessary 
by the State Health Officer. 

In consideration of the above permit the contracting rail- 
roads agree that they will not bring into the State of Texas, 
or any place for reshipment into Texas, or bring from any 
place into the State, articles known ‘to have originated in 
New Orleans other than those mentioned in the above 
schedule. 

It is also agreed and expressly understood by all the 
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parties to this agreement that if any railroad shall bring into 
Texas any article of freight contrary to the terms ot this 
agreement such railroads shall forfeit all privileges there- 
under. The State Health Officer agrees to give notice and 
make investigation before taking action in such cases. 

It is also agreed by the State Health Officer that all 
traffic through New Orleans from points beyond, when car- 
tied on according to restrictions to be made by him from time 
ro time, as he may deem necessary, shall be admitted. This 
includes freights coming by steamer through Algiers and 
Westwego as long as these places are not infected. Freights 
originating in New Orleans and destined to points beyond 
Texas will also be allowed -to pass when complying with 
proper restrictions. 3 

It is specially understood that the above and foregoing 
agreement or any part thereof may, with the consent of the 
Governor, be amended at any time, when in his judgment 
the interests of the State of Texas may so demand, and that 
no power or authority invested by law in the State Health 
Officer or the Governor, by law, is waived or impaired. 

In consideration of the above agreements of the State 
Health Officer of Texas, the Louisiana State Board of Health 
agrees to offer every facility in their command to the In- 
spectors of the State of Texasincarrying out this agreement, 
and to in every way aSsist in carrying into effect the above 
agreements. It is also mutually agreed by the undersigned 
health authorities to promptly notify each other of the occur- 
rence of yellow fever in their respective States. The State 
Board of Health also agrees to use its influence with all the 
railroads entering New Orleans to secure their acquiescence 
to this agreement. 
| This agreement to take effect when ratified by the 
Governor of Texas and the State Board of Health of Louisiana.

INSPECTION OF PASSENGERS FROM MEXICO AT TEXAS BORDER. 
Without presuming to question the efficiency of the quar- 
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antine inspection to which passengers from Mexico are sub- 
jected by the United States Marine Hospital officials at 
points on the Rio Grande, the Board desired to obtain a more 
thorough knowledge of the manner in which that inspection 
is conducted and of the difficulty which a passenger from an 
infected locality in Mexico might have in reaching Louisiana 
by land. 

Dr. Nolte, accordingly made a trip by rail into Mexico 
via Laredo, returning through Eagle Pass in August, 1900, 
and on his return made a report to the Board, the substance 
of which was that while a well posted traveler might be able. 
to come through without detection, the border quarantine 
was, in the main, fairly efficient. 


IMPROVEMENTS AT MIssissipP1 RIVER QUARANTINE STATION. 

The Board has spared no expense to maintain its chief 
quarantine station in the highest condition of efficiency. 

During the years 1900 and 1901 repairs, additions and im- 
provements have been made to an extent which places the 
station in a better condition than ever before. 

New boilers have been purchased for the steam disinfect- 
ing plant, new wharves have been built, the boatmen’s living 
house, formerly overhanging the river (where it was once 
nearly demolished by the impact of an erratic steamship), has 
been removed toa safe location, the physicians’ residences have 
been thoroughly repaired, acommodious warehouse has been 
provided, a new work-shop built, etc., and the whole station 
now presents as pleasing an appearance as paint and hard 
work can give it. 

The hurricane and tidal wave of Aug. 14-15, 1901, which 
caused so mnch loss of life and property, did serious damage 
to the station. The launch used for boarding vessels was 
lost by the demolition of the boat-house and the powerful tug 
‘* Assistatice’’? was only saved by the heroism of Captain 
Zettwoch and three brave comrades, Engineer Jos. Borges, 
Felician Buras and Jos. Clark. | 

Immdeiately after the storm the President and Dr. Nolte, 
Chairman of the Quarantine Committee, visited the station. 
On their report of the damage done, the Board at once au- 
thorized all necessary repairs, which were prcmptly made. 
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New Sream Launcu For Mississippr River QUARANTINE 
STATION. | 

On representation of the resident physician of the Missis- 
sippi River Quarantine Station that a launch is indispensable 
for proper dispatch of quarantine work, especially as regards 
visiting Lazaretto Hospital, some few miles down the river, 
the Board authorized the purchase of a suitable launch, 
which was duly built to order according to specifications and 
has proved thoroughly satisfactory. 


LuG "A SSISRANC Eo? 


The debt for the tug was all paid up in 1901 and it is 
gratifying to remark, after the trouble and expense growing 
out of the purchase ofthe ‘‘ Assistance,” that this celebrated 
boat is now regarded by the Board as a very valuable piece of 
property. She has.been regularly docked twice a year and 
with the care taken of her by those in charge, is perhaps in 
better condition-than at any time since she left her first 
owners’ possession. 


SMALL Pox in LOUISIANA. 

Notwithstanding the great extent to which small pox has 
prevailed in many portions of the United States, especially in 
the Northwest, comparatively few cases have occurred in 
Louisiana during 1900 and 1901. 

It is gratifying to note that the local health authorities 
of this State have been very successful in handling the 
disease in most localities where it had occurred. The Board of 
Health of Shreveport has been conspicuous in this good work 
and is entitled to all praise. Occupying an exposed position 
on converging railroads which make it easy for fugitive 
variola patients from adjacent States to stop there, that city 
has taken care of all that came in a well ordered isolated hos- 
pital, thereby releiving many interior localities, into which 
such cases would have overflowed, and which were not pre- 
pared to handle them. 

The City Board of Health of New Orleans, in spite of re- 
peated arrival of cases from outside and all the difficulties . 
attendant on dealing with a large floating negro element, has 
made a record of successful work in controlling the disease. 
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The State Board of Health has responded promptly in every 
instance where it has been applied to, sending experts to aid 
in diagnosing a number of cases, forwarding tents and vac- 
cine aud otherwise assisting the health officers of interior 
localities. 

The most notable incident of this kind was the outbreak 
of small pox at the Hurst State Convict Camp on Bayou La 
Fourche, near Donaldsonville, in January, 1901. 

Dr. C. L. Horton, Medical Inspector of the State Board, 
was the officer under whose management this work of stamp- 
ing out the disease was conducted. He was ably seconded by 
Dr. A. A. Landry, of Donaldsonville, who was put in im- 
mediate charge of the camp. A circumstancial account of 
the whole affair is given in Dr. Horton’s report, which ap- 
pears further on this volume. 

The State Board of Health, having made an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to secure the passage in 1900 of a law practically 
making vaccination compulsory in Louisiana, resolved in 
January, 1901, to do its utmost toward Sane vaccination 
under existing statutes. 

Accordingly, at a meeting Jan. 22d, 1901, the following 
resolutions were adopted: 

‘Be it Resolved, That copies of the law be printed requiring the 
vaccination of public school children and sent to each superintendent 
of public schools, as well asthe presidents of all educational institu- 
tions receiving public moneys.”’ 

“* Bett further resolved, That the Board of Control be required to 
vaccinate prisoners entering jails, penitentiaries, convict and levee 


camps and farms at once. 
‘Copies of this should be sent to those in authority.’’ 


Accordingly the following circular was sent to all those 


indicated: 
“NEW ORLEANS, Jan 25, 1901. 

‘““‘DRAR SIR—At the last meeting of the State Board of Health the 
following resolution was adopted: 

“Beit resolved, That copies of the law be printed requiring the vac- : 
cination of public school children and sent to each superintendent of 
public schools, as wellas the presideuts of all educational institutions 
receiving public moneys.”’ 

‘The prevalence of small pox in certain portions of this State and 
its general prevalence in many other States is a serious danger, which 
can be averted only by thorough vaccination. 

‘The importance of vaccinating school children and the students 
of academies and colleges is too obvious to require argument. 

“You are therefore respectfully requested to take such steps as 
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may be necessary to enforce the law within the province of your au- 
thority, in accordance with the above resolution and extracts from the 
law here appended. Respectfully,

LAW RELATIVE TO VACCINATION OF CHILDREN ATTEND- 
ING PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


CHAPTER IX, SANITARY CODE OF THE LOUISIANA STATE BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 


ENACTED UNDER PROVISIONS OF ACT 192 OF 1898. 





1583a. No child shall be admitted as a pupil in any public school unless 
he has been successfully vaccinated. 

1583b. The local Board of Health will at all times provide the means 
for gratuitous vaccination at the office of either of the Sanitary 
Inspectors. . 

1590b. The law relative to the admission of children into the public 
schools requiring them to produce certificates of successful 
vaccination should be rigidly eaforced, and should receive the 
sanction of both parents aid teachers. 

1592. VACCINATION OF SCHOOL CHILDREN. 
The trustee~ or other officers having the charge, management 
or control of such schools shall cause this provision of law to 
be-entforced. 

1597. The trustees of the several school districts of the State shall in- 
clude in their annnal report the number of vaccinated and un- 
vaccinated children of school age in their respective districts. 


In response to the foregoing appeal of the Board vac- 
cination of public school pupils was very generally enforced 
throughout the State, affording a valuable object lesson, not 
only to the. pupils themselves, but to the people of every com- 
munity in which public schools are located. 

In pursuance of the same resolutions the following notifi- 
cation was sent to Col. C. Harrison Parker, President of the 
State Penitentiary Board (with a number of duplicates), and 
to the sheriff of each parish, including Orleans: Also to Dr. 
Kohnke, City Health Officer of New Orleans: 


“NEw ORLEANS, January 26th, 1901. 


‘‘Str—I have the honor herewith to transmit copy of a resolution 
adopted by the Louisiana State Board of Health January 22d, requiring 
immediate vaccination of prisoners entering jails, penitentiaries, con- 
vict and levee camps and farms. 

‘The importance of this measure is obvious, and you are respect- 
fully requested to take the necessary steps for the enforcement of the 
same.

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CHARBON. 

Very little charbon has existed among animals in Louis- 
iana in 1900 and 1901. No deaths from that cause among 
human beings have been reported in the State during either 
year. 

In 1901 some alarm was felt lest the disease, which was 
very prevalent in certain adjoining States, might find its way 
into Louisiana. . 

By way of pointing out an important measure of self- 
protection provided by law, the State Board of Health on 
July 15th, adopted a resolution calling attention to Act 147 of 
1894: 3 


‘‘Constituting the Police Juries of the different Parishes of the 
State Live Stock Sanitary Commissions with authority to enact anden- 
force ordinances and regulations for the suppression of glanders, 
farcy and other contagious or infectious diseases affecting live stock.’’ 


By means of a circular letter very wide publicity was 
given the law, doubtless with beneficial results. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


Ata meeting of the Board, held February 26th and 27th, 


1901, the following Resolution was adopted: 


WHEREAS, In view of the increasing prevalence of consumption, 
and the fact that toa great extent it is a preventable disease, the State 
Board of Health should take some steps in the premises; therefore, 

Be it Resolved, 1\—That the appropriate Committee be instructed to 
furnish a report containing the following information :— 

a—Regarding the contagiousness of consumption. 

b—The different channels of Its dissemination. 

c—The methods by which its dissemination can be prevented. 

2—That the regulations recommended by this Committee be trans- 

mitted by the President of the State Board to the State Superintendent 
of Public Education with the request that they be taught in the Public 
Schools throughont the State, and that the presidentalsotransmit them 
to the editors of all the newspapers throughout the State, requesting 
their publication of this report at stated intervals to impress upon the 
people the dangers a little sanitation can avert. 


In accordance with the foregoing the Committee made its 
report at the meeting of March 13th, as follows: 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS. 
(Submitted at Meeting of March 13. Published in N. O. Times-Democrat, March 14, 1901.] 


Gentlemen of the State Board of Health: 

The Committee submits for your consideration a brief 
condensation of the opinions held by the most eminent special- 
ists upon the cause and prevention of Consumption. 
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The scope of this report is purely educational and recom- 
mendatory :— 

a—The contagiousness of Consumption : 

The erroneous.idea has long prevailed that consumption 
is always hereditary. 

The disease is hereditary only in an infinitesimal propor- 
tion of cases. The fact can not be too strongly impressed 
upon the public, that in almost every instance, the disease is 
derived from the excretions of some individual affected with 
consumption. 

b—How Consumption is disseminated : 

The cause of this malady is a microscopic germ whose 
scientific name is Bacillus Tuberculosis. All matters expec- 
torated by a person afflicted with consumption contain legions 
of these bacilli which retain their vitality, even after the dry- 
ing of the sputum, and to their diffusion may be attributed 
the spread of the disease. They contaminate the individual. 


1lst—By inhalation : | 

The sputum is expectorated upon the sidewalk. street, 
ground, floor of theatre, school-room or street car, in fact, 
anywhere, and after drying, mingles with the atmosphere, 
and may develop the disease in unaffected persons. 

Again, if the expectoration of a consumptive falls upon his 
own clothing, or upon the bed covering, blankets, curtains, 
carpets, etc., in public places, such as hotels, sleeping-cars, 
etc., it is extremely liable to infect others. Some authorities 
hold that in certainstages of the disease it may be transmitted 
from the breath of the patient, or by kissing. 


2d —The disease may also be introduced into the system 
through the alimentary canal, as by using the same utensils 
for drinking and eating, that have been recently used. It may 
also be contracted from drinking the milk of an infected cow 
or eating the undercooked meat of diseased animal. 

The greatest danger, however, is from the promiscuous 
spitting of consumptives, and this reprehensible practice can 
not be too strongly condemned. 

c—The methods of arresting the dissemination of the 
disease: 

‘he prevention of consumption can be epitomized in the 
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sentence—destroy the matters expectorated. This can be 
done by having the affected individual expectorate in vessels 
containing a potent disinfectant, such as a strong solution of 
carbolic acid or Bichloride of Mercury. 


When away from home the consumptive should always 
carry a pocket-paper receptacle to receive his expectoration, 
and this receptacle and its contents should be burned or im- 
mersed in a disinfectant. 


All clothes and fabrics which have been contaminated by 
diseased spurta should be disinfected. All vessels used in 
eating and drinking by a person affected with consumption 
should be washed in boiling water before being used by others. 


The intelligent application of these precautions, will 
reduce the dangers of infection to a minimum. 


As the Committee is also expected to touch upon the sub- 
ject of utilizing the Ozone regions of Louisiana in the treat- 
ment of consumption. we would say that we accord our un- 
qualified endorsement to the movement. 


‘We would recommend, however. the erection of a 
thoroughly equipped modern sanitarium, supplied with all the 
tents and paraphanalia necessary for such patients that may 
require the exclusive open air treatment. 


Herein the patients would no longer be a source of danger 
to others, besides having the questions of diet, exercise, etc., 
under intelligent supervision, whose proper dispensation 
would result in the complete restoration to health of some, 
and the improvement of all. With all deference to the Journal 
which has originated this movement, the Committee would 
suggest that its proper standard bearers be—the Ladies of 
Louisiana. No appeal for ‘‘sweet charity’s sale” has been 
ever made to them in vain, and if they once assume the under- 
taking its ultimate success will rest assured. | 


Since the Times-Democrat has manifested such interest 
on the subject, let it arrange a meeting of the prominent 
ladies of this city, to organize a central committee to com- 
mence the work. 


Local branches can also be established in every town and 
village throughout the State, and their efforts seconded by 
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the powerful support of the entire press would doubtless soon 
result in the acquisition of the desired funds. 

A nucleus for the fund already exists in the five hundred 
dollars donated by E. & L. 

A site awaits the Sanitarium on the fifty acres of land 
offered by Dr. Tolson. 

In addition to the above, each member of this Committee 


also will contribute one hundred dollars to the assistance of 
the movement.

BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The extension of the Bacteriological Service of the Board, 
so as to place the resources of the laboratory at the command 
of physicians in every portion of the State, has been of the 
ereatest practical and scientific value. Physicians in adjoin- 
ing States often avail themselves of the prompt and courteous 
assistance of the Bacteriologist, as evidenced by the reports 
of specimens examined. 

An account of the methods on which the work of the 
Laboratory 1s conducted will be found in the Report of the 
Bacteriologist of the Board, Dr. P. K. Archinard, further onin 
this volume. 

In the same report will be found an account of a series of 
comprehensive experiments made jointly by the Bacteriolical 
and Chemical Departments to determine the germicidal value 
of Sulphur-dioxide and Formaldehyde. | 

These experiments were conclusive as showing the 
strength of Sulphur fumes and length of exposure to same 
necessary to kill certain pathogermic germs; also as demon- 
strating the value of Formaldehyde for the same purpose, 
both by sprinkling and by exposure to the gas. Special atten- 
tion is called to Dr. Archinard’s Report, giving all the de- 
tails of experiments and the conclusions reached. 

The valuable. service rendered by the Bacteriologist in 
connection with an alleged case of plague, on account of 
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which the steamship Milwaukee was held at quarantine, has 
_ been mentioned under heading of *‘Maritime Quarantine.” 
E}XAMINATION AND REGISTRATION OF EMBALMERS. 

Recognizing the importance of regulating the practice of 
Embalming, so as to prevent unqualified persons from engag- 
ing in it, the Board adopted on August 14th a resolution 
creating a ‘‘Commission of Examiners for Embalmers’ Cer- 
tificates.” 

The commission consists of the following gentlemen: 

Dr. P. B. McCutchon, member State Board of Health, 
Chairman. 

Dr. J. S. Stephens, member of State Board of Health. 

Dr. C. L. Horton, Med. Inspector, State Board of Health. 

Mr. B. F. Markey, Embalmer, of New Orleans. 

Mr. T. E. Lynch, Embalmer, of New Orleans. 

Up to the time of publishing this Report sixty-three 
Embalmers have been registered and two have been given 
temporary certificates pending the next meeting of the com- 
mission. 

The Regulations under which this Department is organ- 
ized are as follows: 


LOUISIANA STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE EXAMINATION OF APPLICANTS FOR 
EMBALMERS’ CERTIFICATE. 


1. Applicants for Embalmers’ Certiticate shall be examined by a 
Commission called the Commission of Examiners for Embalmers’ 
Certificate. 

2. ‘The Commission shall be composed of two of the members of the 
State Board of Health. the Medical Inspector of the State Board, 
and two persons following the occupation of Embalmers. 

3. The Medical Inspector shall act as Secretary of the Commission 
of Exaniiners. 

4. The State Board shall select two of its members that shail serve 

on this Commission of Embalmers’ Examiners. 

The State Board shall also select the Embalmers who are to serve 

on this Commission. 

6. These shall serve for one year, but the same ones may be reap- 
pointed by the State Board. 

7, They shall be removable by a vote of the majority of the State 
Board.

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Tae examiuations shall be oral or practical, or both. 

The practical examination shall consist in giving a body to the 
applicant and seeing him embalm it according to the Regulations 
of the State Board of Health. 

The substances recognized by the State Board are Formallu Solu- 
tion 10 per cent.; Bichloride of Mercury 1 to 100; Chloride Zinc 
100 per cent. Solution. | 

The ingredients, all properly labelled, shall be present on a 
table, together with water, alcohol, measures, large and small 
white glass bottles. 

Ingredients will be mixed by the applicant in the presence of the 
Commission of Examiners. . 

Embalming shall be done by Arterial Injection to the satisfaction 
of Commission of Examiners. 

No injections through punctures into the abdomen or chest, or 
through the mouth and nostrils shall be permitted, except to draw 
gases and fluids from tympanitic and dropsical subjects before the 
arterial injection. : 
Bodies, dead from any cause. that are to be transported, shall be 
embalmed according to the Regulations of the Louisiana State 
Board of Health. 

Bodies of those dead of diseases that are not contagious need not 
be encased for transportation in a zincand lead casket unless they 
are to be transported to a distant State. 

But all seams and joints of the ordinary casket must be hermeti- 
cally sealed. 

It shall be the duty of every Funeral Director, Undertaker, or 
Embalmer within this State, who may desire to transport bodies» 
to conform to the regulations madc therefor by the State Board 
of Health. . 

He shall make application to the State Board of Health for an 


. Embalmers’ Certificate. 


Such application shall contain his full name, age, place of resi 
dence, and 

The certificates of two registered physicians in good standing, as 
to his general standing. 


. All persons who have been regularly engaged for five years in the 


State of Louisiana in the calling of embalming, shall not be 
required to pass such examination. 

They shall have to be so certified to by two registered physicians 
in good standing, in the place where said embalmer may have 
practiced his calling. 

They shall send their application for registration. 

Also One Dollar as the registration fee. 

He shall then be entitled to a Certificate. 

The application of an Applicant for Examination shall be accom- 
panied by a fee of five dollars ($5). 
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It shall entitle the applicant to an examination as to his quali- 
fications. 

Also to a certificate if he passes said examination. 

He shall stand such examination as shall be prescribed by the 
State Board of Health. 

The prescribed examination shall be held accoiding to the Regu_ 
lations of the State Board of Health, at such times and places as 
shall be designated by the Commission of Examiners. 

It shall be countersigned by the President and Secretary of the 
State Board. 

It shall have the seal of the State Board attached. 

The failure of the holder of a Certificate to comply with the Regu- 
lations of the State Board of Health shall be deemed sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his Certificate. | 

The Secretary of the State Board shall keep a Record Book in 
which shall be registered the names and residences of all persons 
to whom Certificates (as prescribed) have been granted, and the 
number and date of the Certificates. 

A copy of this record shall be furnished on application to all those 
holding Certificates. 

Also to the various transportation companies within the State, 
also on application. 

The Secretary of the State Board shall also keepa record of all 
fees received, and expenses paid under these Regulations. 

He shall make a report thereof at each quarterly meeting of the 
State Board. 

The fees collected by the State Board of Health shai be used to 
defray the expenses incurred by the Commission of Examiners in 
the enforcement of the foregoing Regulations.

Two tubes, metallic or glass, one-eighth inch in diameter exter- 
nally with a shoulder one-quarter inch near the end, or without a 


shoulder. 

Two rubber tubes two inches long, to fit in the tubes. 

Make sure that the rubber tube holds firmly. If any doubt, tie 
securely. :

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Strong cord, one yard, cut in eight inch pieces. 
One gallon measure, agate lined. 

One bistouri. 

One pair dissecting forceps. 

One grooved director. 

One pair retractors of suitable size. 

One curved needle with 12 inches strong thread. 


MODE OF PREPARING THE PRESERVATIVE FLUIDS. . 


To make One Gallon of Formalin Solution of the strength of Ten 
Per Cent., pour twelve ounces of Formalin in One Gallon of 
Water. ‘This fluid is as good a preservative as any of the others, 
and causes the least discoloration of the face, if any: 

To make One Gallon of a solution of Chloride of Zinc of the 
strength of One Hundred Per Cent., add Hight Pounds of Com- 
mercial Granulated Chloride of Zine to One Gallon of Water. 

To make One Gallon of Solution of Bichloride of Mercury of the 
strength of ‘One to One Hundred, dissolve one and a quarter 
ounce of Bichloride into four ounces of Alcohol and pour into One 
Gallon of Water. 

The State Board permits the following Embalming Fluids used by 
the majority of Embalmers in this City and State: the Esco, 
Mills & Lacey, Utopia, Uptoman, Falcon, Champion: 

But the Board recommends to the Embalmers to bepare the fluids 
themselves as above indicated. 


MANNER OF EXPOSING THE ARTERIES AND INTRODUCING THE TUBES, 


78. 


The Common Carotid Artery is exposed by making an incision 2 

or 3 inches parallel to the middle of the Anterior Border of the 

Sterno-Mastoid Muscle. 

Then the structures are cut through until the Carotid Artery is 

reached. 

It is then separated from the other structures. 

A double strong thread is passed under it. 

The vein must not be wounded. 

A tranverse cut is made into the Artery large enough to admit the 

small end of the tube. ; 

The metallic or glass tube provided with a two-inch piece of con- 

necting rubber is introduced in the Proximal End of the Artery, 

and is firmly tied. 

Another similar tube is similarly introduced and tied in the Peri- 

pheral End ofthe Artery. 

To Expose the Femoral Artery, a vertical incision is made per- 

pendicular to the middle of Pourpart’s Ligament and extending 2 ; 
or 3 inches below that ligament. 

Then the structures are cut through as for exposing the Carotid. 
The vein must not be wounded. 
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The Brachial Artery is exposed by making an incision 2 or 3 
inches long in the direction of a line parallel to the inner surface 
of the arm and in the middle of that surface. 

Then the structures are cut through as for exposing the Carotid. 
The vein must not be wounded. 

All this is to be learned practically on the cadaver. 

Applicants may select any Artery they prefer to inject the body, 
but the result must be satisfactory to the Commission of 
Examiners. 

The proximal tube is connected by the piece of rubber tubing with 
the nozzle of a Davidson’s syringe or a fountain syringe. 

The free orifice of the second tube is then tied to prevent the fluid 


from running out through it while the injection is being done 


with the first tube. 


MODE OF INJECTING THE FLUID. 


The syringe shall be tried and found in good working order before 
connecting it with the rubber tube. 

It shall be charged before the nozzle is introduced into the rubber 
tubing. 

The bulb of the syringe shall be pressed thoroughly each time. 

It shall be pressed gently and steadily and not jerkingly. 

1t must be pressed once every five seconds. 

The injection shall be kept up until the face begins to show signs 
of puffiness or discoloration, either or both ever so slight. 

Usually between one anda half gallons or two gallons are sufficient 
according to weight of subject. 

More than two gallons of the fluid shall not be injected even if 
these usual signs fail to show;— 

Unless decomposition has already Rt or the subject be 
dropsical. 

When four-fifths of the fluid has been injected into the proximal 
artery this artery is tied and that tube removed. 

Then the syringe is connected with the peripheral tube and the 
remainder of the fluid injected into the parts. 

Then the artery is tied and the tubes removed. 

The wound shall be then disinfected and stitched up. 

The hands, instruments, etc., shall also be disinfected. 

Cotton shall be introduced in the mouth and nostrils. 

Pack the cavities tight, but without causing disfigurement. 

The Commission of Examiners will permit the use of any instru- 
ment or apparatus, or procedure to practice arterial injections that 
the applicant may desire to use, but the result must be satisfactory 
to the Commission in order that the applicant may secure his 
Certificate. 

When a post mortem has been held on bodies the severed arteries 
shall be used to inject the preservative fluid. A long trocar may be 
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used to inject the fluid in tissues of the sides and of the back. The 

thoracic and abdominal cavities shall be filled and packed with a 
20 per cent. solution of formaldehyde soaked into oakum, cotton 

or sawdust. , 

114. Registered physicians are authorized to embalm bodies when a 
registered embalmer is not accessible. 

115. RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY THE STATE BOARD. 

116. All Regulations in the present Sanitary Code relating to the em- 
balming of bodies and to embalmers’ certificate are hereby 
repealed. 

They comprise the following numbers of the Code: 
1525—1526a—15 26b—1527—1528—1529—1530—1553 —1554—1555— 1556 
—1557—1558—1559—1561—1569c—_1569d—1570b—1571la. 

117. The foregoing Regulations shall hereafter govern the embalming 
of bodies and the examination for embalmers’ certificate. 

118. Doctors, J. UL.“ Stephens, -P. Bs MeCutchon, ‘C. Ll. Hortori; are 
elected to serve on the Commission of Examiners for Embalmers’ 
Certificates. 

119. Messrs. B. F. Markey and T. E. Lynch are appointed to serve on 
the Commission of Examiners for Embalmers’ Certificates for the 
term of one year. 

120. A Committee on Examination for Embalmers’ Certificate is 
hereby created in connection with the State Board of Health. 

121. Drs. Stephens and McCutchon were appointed by the President. 

122. The Chairman of the Committee on Examination for Embalmers’ 
Certificate shall be the President of the Commission of Kxaminers 
for Embalmers’ Certificates. - 

123. Three members shall constitute a quorum.

Coal, Or, INSPECTION. 


In this Department great progress has been made. The 
desire of the Board has been to secure such Legislation as to 
effectually discourage the sale of low grade oils for illumina- 
ting purposes, since it was not possible to entirely prevent 
the sale of such oil, the use of which for certain purposes, 
such as cleaning machinery, etc.,.etc., is perfectly legitimate. 

Act 123 of 1900, the full text of which will be found 
quoted in this Report, is designed to discourage the sale of 
low grade oil by marking every container and vessel in which 
such oil is sold to customers with a red label,—‘‘AxDlosive 
and Dangerous; not to be used for Llluminating or Burning 
purposes.” 
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The effect of this Law has been most beneficial, so 
that scarcely any low grade oils are now offered for sale in 
Louisiana.

STATE LEGISLATION IN 1900. 


In 1900 the General Assembly of Louisiana enacted the 
following laws bearing upon topics connected with the work 
of the State Board of Health. 


Act No. 44. 
House Bill No. 108—By Mr. McVea: - 
AN ACT 


To amend and re-enact Section 6 of Act 192 of 1896, entitled an Act to 
carry into effect Article 296 of the Constitution of the State of Lou- 
isiana, in relation to Boards of Health; to protect and preserve 
the public health; to provide for the establishment and organiza~ 
tion of a State Board of Health and Parish and Municipal Boards 
of Health; to define the powers, duty and authority of said 
Boards; to provide for an appointment or election of officers and 
employees thereof, and for the fixing of the salaries of the said 
officers and employees of said Board; to authorize the State 
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Board to prepare and promulgate a sanitary code for the State of 
Louisiana, and fixing penalties for the violations of the pro- 
visions thereof; to provide for a general sanitation of the State 
and a local sanitation of parishes and municipalities; to author- 
ize the regulation of the isolation of the cases of infectious and 
contagious diseases, and a maritime and a land quarantine 
against places infected with such diseases; to repeal all laws or 
parts of laws, special and general, in conflict with the provisions 
of this act, and to provide for the succession of the Boards 
created by this Act, to all powers, authority, rights, claims and 
property of the present Boards. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Louisiana, that Section 6 of the Act 192 of 1898 be amended and re- 
enacted so as to read as follows : 

That all members of parish and municipal boards shall have been, 
at the time of their appointment or’election. residents and voters of the 
parish or municipality in which they are to act as said boards for at 
least one year, and the membership shall be vacated on the removal 
therefrom of the member, and 

No member of said Board, with the exception of the chairman 
and sanitary officer, shall receive any pay or emoluments in any way 
for the services rendered as a member of the Board,and » 

No member shall be in any way, directly or indirectly, interested 
in any contract for supplies to be furnished or services rendered to said 
Board. 

SkEc. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws 
contrary to or in conflict with this act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.

Act No. 123. 
House Bill No. 212—By Mr. McVea. 
AN ACT 


To amend and re-enact Section six (6) of Act 37 of 1877, Extra Session, 
approved April 2nd, 1877, entitled ‘‘An Act to provide for guaging 
and inspecting coal oils and illuminating fluids and oils, or fluids 
derived wholly or in part fron coal or petroleum; to regulate the 
sale or disposition of the same; to prohibit, in certain cases, the 
sale or disposition of illuminating oils or fluids dangerous to life 
and property, and to prescribe penalties for violation of this Act.”’ 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Louisiana, that Section six (6)of Act No. 37 of 1877, Extra Session, 
approved April 2nd, 1877, entitled ‘‘An Act to provide for guaging and 
inspecting coal oils and illuminating oils or fluids derived wholly or in 
part from coal or petroleum; to regulate the sale or disposition of the 
same; to prohibit, in certain cases, the sale or disposition of illuminat- 
ing oils or fluids dangerous to life and property, and to prescribe pen- 
alties for violations of this Act,’’ be amended and re-enacted so as to 
read as follows: 
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That hereafter it shall not be lawful for any person, firm, com- 
pany, or corporation, to sell, give or deliver, except as a common car- 
rier, or offer or expose for sale any coal oil or iliuminating or burning 
oil of fluid derived wholly or in part from coal or petroleum for illum- 
tnating or burning purposes, whose flashing point shall be at less than 
the temperature of one hundred and twenty-five degrees, to be ascer- 
tained according to the regulations of the Louisiana State Board of 
Health. 

And if the wholesale or retail dealer shall remove the contents 
from the receptacles marked ‘‘Explosive and Dangerous’? into other 
tanks or receptacles he shall cause said other tanks or receptacles to be 
marked ‘‘Explosive and Dangerous”’ in plain letters soas to be seen by 
the purchaser or purchasers, and shall further label the containers in 
which the oils are delivered to purchasers ‘‘Explosive and Dangerous.”’ 
Not to be used for illuminating or burning purposes. 

Any firm, person, company or corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this section shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding the 
sum of two hundred dollars for each and every offense. 

It is further provided, that in the event of any injury or damage to 
person or property resulting from or caused by such fiuid not so stamped, 
the party thus suffering shall have the right of action in damages 
against the person, firm, company or corporation selling, giving or de- 
livering such oil or fluid, for the full amount of such injury or damage, 
together with all the costs of court; provided this shall not apply to 
common carriers; provided further, that such injury or damage shall not 
have been the result of gross negligence or carelessness. 

Dealers in coal oil in towns and parishes which receive such oils in 
bulk, z. ée., in car tanks and in barrels and cans in sufficient number to. 
be determined by the State Board of Health, shall not open the con- 
tainers of such oils until these oils have been inspected and stamped 
by an inspector of the Louisiana State Board of Health. The State 
Board shall send an inspector to the locality as soon as a request is 
made upon it in writing by the consumer, dealer or Health Officer. 
Requests may be made upon the Board by telegraph at the sabense of 
the Board, stating the quantity of oil to be inspected. 

Nothing in this act contained shall in any manner affect the sale 
otuthe volatile oil known as ‘‘gasoline,’’ provided said gasoline shall 
have been tested by the inspectors of the State Board of Health and 
the receptacles or containers holding same branded or labelled in ac- 
cordance with the regulation of the said State Board of Heatth.

House Bill No. 316—By Mr. Marble: 
AN ACT. 

To provide for the gathering and compilation of vital statistics in the 
State of Louisiana, the Parish of Orleans excepted; providing 
penalties for its violation, and repealing all laws in conflict with 
the same. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of

Louisiana, That from and after the promulgation of this act it shall 
be the duty of all physicians and midwives, throughout the State of 
Louisiana, the Parish of Orleans excepted, to file with the Health 
Officer of every parish a quarterly record of the births and deaths 
which may have occurred in their practice, and in the event of death, 
setting forth the cause therefor; and that in the event of there being 
no Health Officer, the record shall be filed with the Coroner of the 
parish wherein the births or deaths occur. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the duty of 
said Health Officer, or of the Coroner, if there shall be no Health 
Officer, to make a quarterly return of said vital statistics, to the Sec- 
retary of the State Board of Health on bianks to be furnished by the 
said Secretary, and that a record thereof shall be kept in the State 
Board of Health Office in a separate record book marked, Vital Statis- 
tics for the Parishes of Louisiana, and compiled at the end of every 
year and included in the Biennial Report of the President of the State 
Board of Health. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That any violations of the pro- 
visions of this act by any person or persons charged with its execu- 
tions shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, on conviction, pay a 
fine not to exceed fifty dollars ($50) or imprisonment in the parish jail 
for not more than sixty (60) days, or both, at the discretion of the 
court, for each and every offen-e. 

Sec. 4. Beit further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts of laws 
in conflict with:the: provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

AMENDMENTS TO SANITARY CODE. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS AND REGULATIONS. 
Adopted February 13th, 1900. 


In lieu of Article:363a, page 84, insert the following : 

‘‘ Whenever reliable information shall reach the President of the 
State Board that Yellow Fever exists in a locality, the President shall 
calla meeting of the entire Board within forty- -eight (48) hours there- 
after for action thereon. 

‘In case of emergency the President can assemble the City Quo- 
rum, whose action shall be submitted tothe entire Board for ratification 
within forty-eight (48) hours. 

Article (b) to remain unchanged (as follows) : 

‘‘In the event that the Local Board of Health should fail to comply 
with Section 8 of Act 192 of 1898, by isolating and reporting any case of 
contagious or infectious disease within twenty-four hours after the 
same has been diagnosed as such, or become known as such, the Presi- 
dent of the State Board shall,on reasonable and reliable information, 
by him deemed to be such, act in pursuance of the foregoing section, 
in the manner therein provided. 
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In Article (c) the words ‘‘shall establish’’ to be substituted for the 
words ‘‘ will establish ’’; the remainder of Article (c) to be unchahged. 


(Article (c), thus aie ec reads) ;— 

‘“No Local Board shall establish or enforce any quarantine until 
the facts and reasons therefor shall be first submitted to the State 
Board, and said quarantine be thereafter approved, sanctioned and au- 
thorized by the State Board. 


Article (d) to remain unchanged (as follows) :— 
‘“No quarantine, when ever established, shall be raised or discon- 


tinued except by action and vote of the State Board at a meeting called 
for that purpose. 


Article (e) to be reconsidered and repealed: 

(Article (e) provided for an Inspector for the Parishes to remain in 
the City of New Orleans, when necessary, in order to ascertain and 
report cases of contagious or infectious disease, or cases BE pa tOte 
thereof, to the President of the State Board, etc., etc.) 


‘ Article (f{) to omit the hour of meeting, but to remain 
otherwise unchanged (as follows) :— 


‘““The Board shall meet every three months on the first Tuesday of 
the month, beginning with the first Tuesday of February, 1899. 


In lieu of Article (g), page 85, Sanitary Code, insert the 
following :— . 

‘“The Boards of Health of neighboring States are invited to station 
in, or send to any section in Louisiana Medical Inspectors to investi- 
gate, examine into and report the existence, or non-existence of conta- 
gious or infectious diseases in said State, provided said States offer the 
State of Louisiana the same privileges, and the Louisiana State Board 
of Health pledges to said Inspectors, when so appointed, all necessary 
aid and assistance in its power in the performance of their duties. 


Article 364, page 86, Sanitary Code to be amended by in- 
serting the words, ‘‘if necessary” after the words, ‘‘shall be 
quarantined.” Remainder of Article 364 to remain unchanged. 
(Article 364 thus amended reads): 


‘‘When yellow fever is announced in a locality, that locality alone 
shall be quarantined, if necessary, and not the whole parish or county, 
unless otherwise ordered by the State Board.’’ (Resolution adopted 
February 15th, 1899). 


Article 365, page 86, Sanitary Code to remain un- 
changed, as follows: 

‘‘During the existence of the quarantine of a locality, adjoining 
localities may hold communication with the quarantined locality, but 


in that case quarantine shall be proclaimed against them.’’ (Resolu- 
tion adopted February 15th, 1899). 
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Article 366, page 86, Sanitary Code to be reconsidered 


and repealed: 

(‘‘Artlcle 366, provided that Bay St. Louis, Waveland and Pass 
Christian may hold communication with New Orleans if yellow fever 
exists here, but that if yellow fever appears on the coast the State of 
Louisiana will at once impose quarantine’’). 


DISINTERMENT OF Bopiks; YELLOW FEVER AND 
SMALL Pox. 
Ata meeting of the Board February 26th, 1901, the fol- 


lowing resolution was adopted: 

‘‘Bodies of persons who died of yellow fever and small pox shall be 
allowed to be disinterred and removed, provided that removal is done 
two years after the death, and in the months of January and February; 
and provided the coffin and contents, if exposed, be thoroughly 
saturated with a 1 to 500 solution of bichloride of mercury; and pro- 
vided further, that the new container be also soaked inside and outside 
with the same solution. 

‘In no case shall the coffin or casket be opened. 

‘“Those persons present at the disinterment of such bodies must, if 
possible, be immunes. If the deceased died of small pox and if those 
persons are not immunes, they must have been vaccinated three weeks 
previously. 

‘‘All to be done under the supervision of the local health authorities 
and to their satisfaction.”’ 


NOTIFICATION OF YELLOW FEVER CASES. 


At the meeting of February 27th, 1901, the Board adopt- 
ed the following, due notice of which was given to State 
Health officials of neighboring States: 


‘*Resolved, That should a case said to be yellow fever be reported to 
the President, he shall not announce it to the State Boards of Health 
and State Health Officers of adjoining States until after the investiga- 
tion has proved it to be truly a case, suspicious or positive, provided the 
other States agree to do likewise. 

‘‘Should the accredited representative of any State Board or State 
Health office request the President to be permitted to examine cases that 
are reported for investigation, the President shall arrange to do so, as 
far as lays in his power, provided the other States agree to do likewise 
towards Louisiana. 

‘‘All previous agreements made by former Boards and the Presi- 
- dents are hereby abrogated.

During the two years embraced in this Report the previ- 
ous harmonious relations of the Louisiana State Board of 
Health with State Boards and State Health Officers of neigh- 
boring States have not only been continued, but have been 
more firmly cemented by such notable incidents as the Quar- 
antine Conference at Mobile March 10th, 1901, and the Con- 
ference on Plague Regulations at New Orleans November 
Totiysl oO: 

Numerous interchanges of courtesies between the Louis- 
iana Board and the U. 8S. Marine Hospital Service have taken 
place and in no quarter has the good work of that service been 
more promptly and heartily recognized than by the Louisiana 
Board. 

Speaking for hitnself and fellow members the President 
takes this opportunity to compliment the Marine Hospital 
Service on the good work its corpsof scientific observers has 
done. 
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VITAL STATISTICS. 

At the proper places in this volume will be found compil- 
ation of the Reports of births and deaths received by the 
Secretary of the State Board of Health from Parish Health 
Officers and Coroners. 

These Reports, though manifestly very incomplete, have 
a certain value as showing at least the principal causes of 
death. In that respect they constitute a practical vindication 
of the general good health of Louisiana. 


STATE LEGISLATION. 


The State Board of Health will probably ask the General 
Assembly to still further add to its good work by passing as 
an amendment to Act 192 of 1898 a penalty clause designed to 
secure the better enforcement of the provisions of the Sanitary 
Code. 

The ‘‘First Help Fund” has proven of very great benefit 
to the State at large by enabling the State Board of Health to 
render immediate aid to various interior localities in emergen- 
cies. It is hoped that the General Assembly will provide 
amply for the needs of the next two years as regards this 
service. 


TRANSMISSION OF MALARIA AND YELLOW FEVER BY 
MOSQUITOES. 


The discovery of the role played by mosquitoes in the 
transmission of disease is certainly one of the most important 
ever made by scientists, marking a distinct epoch in the his- 
. tory of medicine. : 

The experiments of Surgeon-Major Ronald Ross of the 
British Army, in 1897, followed by those of Bignami and 
Grassi and others in 1898, and of Manson in 1898-99, proving 
by an array of evidence at once simple, direct and incontest- 
able the agency of the mosquito in transmitting malaria, 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm all over the civilized world. 

When a little later, Dr. Walter Reed, Surgeon U. S. A., 
jointly with Drs. Jas. Carroll and Aristides Agramonte, 
Acting Surgeons, published the results of certain experi- 
ments made near Havana, Cuba, in November and December, 
1900, by which the agency of a certain variety of mosquito in 
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transmitting yellow fever was proven, still greater interest 
was aroused by reason of the conclusive arrival at by the 
experimenters, viz., that the bite of the mosquito in ques- 
tion, the Culex Fusciata (Stegomyia Fasciata), is the only 
means by which yellow fever is actually conveyed. 


Without going into details, as published, this conclusion 
was reached by Drs. Reed, Carroll and Agramonte, after a 
series of experiments and counter-experiments in which a 
number of non-immunes developed yellow fever after being 
bitten by infected mosquitoes, while other non-immunes, ex- 
posed by contact with cases (duly protected from mosquitoes) 
and by prolonged exposure to fomites, failed to develop the 
fever until bitten by infected mosquitoes. 

The conclusion of the experimenters was, that as they had 
failed to convey yellow fever by fomites, the latter are no 
longer to be considered a source of danger. 


Naturally, the very greatest importance has been at- 
tached to these experiments and to the conclusions based on 
them, as affecting quarantine methods. 


The popular press especially has dwelt with marked em- 
phasis on this phase of the subject in anticipation of a com- 
plete revolution in quarantine practice, with corresponding 
benefit to commerce. . 


The conclusions reached by Drs. Reed, Carrolland Agra- 
monte, as stated in their paper on ‘‘ The Etiology of Yellow 
Fever;” ‘‘ An additional Note,” presented at the Pan-Ameri- 
can Medical Congress, in Havana, Feb. 4th-7th, 1901, are as 
follows: 

1. The Mosquito—C. Fasciatus—serves as the intermediate hest 
for the parasite of yellow fever. 

2. Yellow fever is transmitted to the non-immune individual by 


means of the bite of the mosquito that has previously fed on the blood 
of those sick with the disease. 


te | 


3. An interval of about twelve days, or more, after contamina- 
tion appears to be necessary before the mosquito is capable of convey- 
ing the infection. 


4. The bite of the mosquito at an earlier periodafter contamina- 
tion does not appear to confer any immunity against a subsequent 
attack. 
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5. Yellow fever can also be experimentally produced by the sul- 
cutaneous injection of blood taken from the general circulation during 
the first and second days of this disease. 


6. An attack of yellow fever, produced by the bite of the mos- 
quito, conveys immunity against subsequent injection of the blood of 
an individual suffering from non-experimental form of this disease. 


7. The period of incubation:in thirteen cases of experimental 
yellow fever has varied from forty-one hours to five days and seven- 
teen hours. 

8. Yellow fever is not conveyed by formites, hence disinfection 
of articles of clothing, bedding or merchandise, supposedly contamin- 
ated by contact with those sick with this disease, is unnecessary. 


9. A house may be said to be infected with yellow fever only 


when there are present within its walls contaminated mosqtitoes 
capable of conveying the parasite of this disease. 


10. The spread of yellow fever can be most effectually con- 
trolled by measures directed to the destruction of mosquitoes and the 
protection of the sick against the bites of these insects. 


11. While the mode of propagation of yellow fever has now been 
definitely determined, the specific cause of this disease remains to be 
discovered. 


At the meeting of the American Public Health Associa- 
tion in Buffalo, Sept. 16-21, 1901, Dr. Reed read a paper en- 
titled ‘The Prevention of Yellow Fever,” of which he and 
Dr. Carroll were jointly authors. ‘This paper made a pro- 
found impression on those present, and on many who read it 
as published in the New York Medical Record of Oct. 26th, 
1901. 


At-the same meeting, DrA. He Doty ektealth | Officer ior 
the Port of New York, presented a paper ‘‘On the Mode of 
Transmission of the Infectious Agent in Yellow Fever and its 


bearing upon Quarantine Regulations.” ‘This paper also ap- 
peared in the New York Medical Record of Oct. 26, 1901. 


In these papers their distinguished authors enunciated a 
series of propositions relative to Maritime Quarantine, based 
on the supposed exclusive agency of the mosquito in transmit- 
ting yellow fever, which, if carried into practice, are believed 
by experienced sanitarians and observers of yellow fever in the 
South to be fraught with the greatest danger. 


While admitting that the mosquito has been shown to be 
a potent factor in conveying the disease, we Southern Health 
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Officers, charged with the grave duty of protecting our people 
against this most dreaded of all diseases, are unwilling to 
accept the dictum of the experimenters that Yellow Fever can 
be conveyed by no other agency. 


We are willing to be convinced, but are not prepared to 
abandon established quarantine precautions on the strength 
of such negative evidence as that afforded by the reported ex- 
periments with fomites. 


By way of reply to Drs. Reed and Carroll and to Dr. Doty, 
the two following papers were written. Both were published 
in the New York Medical Record, after official approval by 
the Louisiana State Board of Health. 
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TREATMENT OF VESSELS FROM YELLOW FEVER 
POR 


A REPLY TO DRS. REED AND CARROLL. 
By EDMOND SOUCHON, M.D., 
NEW ORLEANS, LA, 
PRESIDENT OF THE LOUISIANA STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


I HAVE recently read over again the captivating article of 
Drs. Reed and Carroll in the Mepicat, Recorp of October 26, 
1901,* entitled ‘‘The Prevention of Yellow Fever,” and while 
admitting that mosquitos may transmit yellow fever, yet I 
cannot let go unchallenged several of the conclusions they 
reach under the heading of ‘‘Measures Directed Against the 
Importation of Yellow Fever Into the United States.” They 
are as follows: 


I.—‘‘Under the admirable system of inspection and reports, 
as carried out by the Marine Hospital Service, the appearance 
of yellow fever at any foreign port is promptly reported for 
the information of the health authorities of our several At- 
lantic ports. We may, therefore, divide foreign ports within 
the so-called epidemic zone into (a) infected, and (6) non- 
infected ports.” 

‘‘We believe that no quarantine restrictions should be 
placed upon either passengers or cargo from non-infected 
ports.” 

Now, many of those ports have no medical inspectors of 
any kind. Besides, all the men with any practical experience 
of these matters know how difficult it is for the medical in- 
spectors of the United States Marine Hospital Service and of 
the Louisiana State Board of Health to ascertain reliably the 
true conditions of all the Mexican, Central and South Ameri- 
can ports. The physicians and the people there are not 
afraid of yellow fever, and do not report it. It is only when 
cases are too glaring that the Lowisiana and United States 
officers learn of them. Besides, almost all of these ports hold 
free and unrestricted intercourse with other ports, infected or 
non-infected. They ignore profoundly modern scientific sani-

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tation; they practise no disinfection, and take no precautions 
whatever against anything or anybody, mosquitoes or any 
other bodies. 

Almost all the medical iaaee ters of the Louisiana State 
Board of Health, stationed there every year for many years 
past, report this. Therefore, how can we consider so-called 
non-infected ports as safe ports? 


The Louisiana State Board of Health, by placing marine 
medical Hes C3. on board of vessels carrying passengers 
from fruit ports,? has almost done away with quarantine de- 
tention. ‘'Theprincipal duty of the marine medical inspectors 
is to take the temperatures of every one on board in the even- 
ing, and to keep a clinical record with urine analyses of all 
the cases of fever, ever so Slight, which may occur in transit. 

Thus the vessel is truly a moving detention camp on which 
all on board are serving their probation time. 


Vessels without any suspicious records are given credit for 
the number of days in transit. | 

The passengers which have been less -than five days in 
transit are detained only a day or a day aud a half so as to 
make five days. 

The passengers on these vessels which have been five days 
in transit are not detained at all upon arrival at the Missis- 
sippi River Quarantine Station. 

Passengers after disinfection are permitted to come on 
board as soon as the fruit vessel arrives at the fruit port, and 
their time of detention begins from that moment, so that 
many passengers who have only been four days in transit, 
but five days on board, are allowed to pass without detention 
at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, 

The fruit vessels themselves are not detained unless pre- 
senting suspicious or positive signs of sickness. 

II.—‘‘If the disease has developed en route among crew 
or passengers, the sick should be promptly removed; the fore- 
castle or staterooms, as the case may be, thoroughly disin- 
fected with sulphur or formaldehyde gas, and the vessel 
allowed to proceed to her wharf.”’ 

he following cases Show how dangerous that prieiies 
would be, since they show that after one case ‘has developed 
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another may follow one day or more after. Besides, in the 
histories given below, disinfection had been practiced before 
any case at all developed: 


1880. Bark “Lxcels‘or. Sailed from London February 
17, 1880. Arrived at Rio April13. Left Rio May 10. Ar- 
rived at Mississippi River Quarantine Station June 25 (Wil- 
kinson), having been on the voyage forty-five days. Nocase 
of sickness occurred at Rio or on the voyage. She was dis- 
infected on June 26 and following (Wilkinson). She was de- 
tained twelve days altogether, up to about July 4. Arrived 
at New Orleans on July 5. On July 7, at 8:30 Pp. m., John 
Kinney was taken sick. On July 10, in the morning, he was 
removed to Touro Infirmary, He developed a genuine case of 
yellow fever. -He died. ‘The bark was returned to the quar- 
antine station on July 10. Three more cases developed after 
the return at the quarantine station. Two died.3 


1900. Non-infected Norweign steamship Bodo, from Bocas 
del Toro, five days out, cargo fruit, living quarters and ef- 
fects disinfected and vessel allowed to proceed to Middle Bay- 
Light, six miles below Mobile, to discharge cargo into light- 
ers. Vessel returned to station in forty-eight hours with one 
case of yellow fever, remanded to Ship Island Quarantine, 
where two additional cases developed later; no deaths.4 


1900. Steamship “/ectrician, Belize, via Colon, Vera Cruz 
and ‘Tampico, three days out from Belize. Arrived at Mis- 
sissippi River Quarantine Station October 7, and disinfected 
Same day. On the 8th, three cases of fever developed. On 
the 11th three cases, and on the 12th one case—seven in all. 
Cases were all marked, but all recovered. A convalescent 
second-class passenger taken on board at Colon was the 
probable cause of infection. 


These vessels, if treated according to Drs. Reed and Car- 
roll’s theory, would have carried infection into a Southern 
port. 

III.—‘‘If more than twenty days have elapsed during the 
voyage, without the occurrence of yellow fever, we see no 
good reason why either passengers or vessel should be de- 
tained.” 
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The following cases of vessels more than twenty days out 
developing yellow fever, and that after disinfection, will 
surely convince the reader that assertions have no value in 
these days of modern science, which requires proofs for all as- 
sertions: | 

1890. British steamship Curlew, from Rio, with rock bal- 
last. Sixty-eight days out from Rio. No sickness was re- 
ported at port en route, oron arrival. Cleaned July 22 to July 
23. Disinfection completed July 25in the afternoon. One and 
a half days after completion of disinfection, one case of yel- 
low fever developed July 27, in the early morning, before day. 
The disease was probably contracted between July 22. and 
July 25. Incubation between five days and one and a half 
days.7 

1890. British ship Chippewa, from Rio, with rock ballast. 
Sixty-four days from Rio. No sickness was reported in port, 
en route, or on arrival. Cleaned July 26 and 27. Disinfection 
completed July 26. One day after, one man, the quarter- 
master, developed yellow fever at night. He probably con- 
tracted the disease between July 26 and 28. Incubation three 
and a half to one day.8 


IV.—‘‘With our present knowledge of its propagation, per- 
sonal baggage should no longer be subjected to disinfection, 
and, with our increased ability to prevent its spread by 
measures easy of application, instances should be few and ex- 
ceptional when a vessel coming from a yellow fever port 
should be delayed longer than will be necessary to remove 
her non-immune passengers who have not yet completed their 
period of five days since leaving the port of departure.” 


We do not say that fomites will always carry infection, 
but we do believe that they can do so. We are most willing to 


be convinced, but we can only be convinced by facts well — 


established. 7 7 

The following cases stand before the distinguished 
writers for an explanation. I will confine myself here to 
cases reported by American writers, and will leave out the 
atray of cases reported at the Geneva Congress in 1882, or in 
the works of Berenger Feraud, the French authority on 
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Tropical Diseases, in which the intermediation of mosquitoes 
seems impossible or superfluous: 


1-sCASE AT PRANEDIN, Jay, IN 1853: 


Centerville, a small village on the Bayou Teche (having 
instituted no quarantine regulations), was swept by a terribly 
fatal epidemic. 


The large village of Franklin (but five miles distant), 
having maintained a most thorough and effective quarantine, 
from the first breaking out of the disease in New Orleans. 
had remained entirely exempt. 


On the evening of the 9th of October the physicians of 
Centerville notified the Mayor of Franklin that they con- 
sidered the epidemic at an end, ‘‘as no fresh case had 
occurred during the last ten days.” Intercourse between the 
two places was, consequently, permitted on the following day 
(the 10th). 

Quarantine against Centerville was re-imposed by Frank- 
lin on the morning of October 11, on account of six new cases 
of fever reported on the night of the 10th. 


On October 16, while quarantine was suspended, a merchant 
of Franklin received from Centerville certain goods, which, 
after being boxed up there, were opened at his store in Frank- 
lin in the forenoon of October 11, the merchant himself, with 
his three daughters ‘‘standing near as it was opened,” and no 
one else present. 

On October 10, between 1 and 6 a. m., the merchant and 
two of his daughters were seized with yellow fever, which 
resulted fatally for the merchant and one dauglter. 

The third daughter had the disease later, with black vomit, 
but recovered. , 

So far as has ever been ascertained, this was the only direct 
communication between the two places during the cessation 
of quarantine. 

No other cases occurred in Franklin that year.!° 


2. CASE AT FRANKLIN, La., In 1854: 


Again, Franklin, neglecting the enforcement of quar- 
antine, in 1854, was desolated with yellow fever, having per- 
mitted a steamboat direct from New Orleans to land and 
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remain at a central wharf, some of her crew being sick with 
yellow fever at the time. 

During the height of the epidemic a certain lot of house- 
hold goods (blankets, quilts, and woolen and cotton stuffs 
generally) were packed ia air-tight boxes for the purpose of 
being transported to Texas. For some cause they were not 
removed that season, remaining thus boxed up until the fol- 
lowing November (1855). 

The boxes remained during the winter in a room where a 
fire was kept. About the middle of November, 1855, Mrs. C. 
arrived in Franklin, intending to remove the above-men- 
tioned goods, together with other property to her home in 
Texas. She concluded to repack the articles into larger 
boxes, and was engaged, during the greater part of two days, 
in opening the original packages and repacking them. On 
the night of the fifth day, from the time of commencing un- 
packing, she was taken with fever which terminated fatally, 
black vomit and suppression of urine supervening. 

No other case occurred in or about Franklin that season 
(1855), save that of a man brought from Marksville (where 
an epidemic existed). The man was ina ¢ying condition 
when landed—was buried the following day, and no commu- 
nication could be traced between the two cases. ‘The above 
case was peculiarly interesting to the attending physicians, 
happening as it did long after several frosts and even a solid 
TreeZe. te 


3. CASE AT PATTERSONVILLE, LA.,. 1N 1857; 


Again, during 1857 (in September), a young man made 
his way from New Orleans, where yellow fever was prevailing, 
to Pattersonville, a small village near the mouth of the Bayou 
Teche. <A very strict quarantine was being enforced through- 
out the parish (St. Mary), and this young man was conse- 
quently compelled to travelin a somewhat clandestine manner. 
He arrived at a store in Pattersonville some time after dark 
(the clerk was an intimate friend), and requested permission 
to remain all night, as he was too much fatigued to continue 
to his home, some four miles farther. Permission was readily 
accorded. On retiring. he deposited at the foot of the bed a 
bundle, tightly corded. This bundle consisted of a heavy 
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overcoat and a thick blanket. It had not been unrolled since 
he had wrapped it up in New Orleans (in a house, too, not 
only in an infeeted district, but wherein some cases of yellow 
fever existed at the time). During the night, the clerk (Mr. 
R.) feeling cold, intimated his intention of getting up ‘to 
procure more cover,’ when his bedfellow remarked, ‘‘I have 
just the thing for us,” and reaching. forward, untied the bun- 
dle and drew the blanket and overcoat over them both, under 
which they slept until morning. About one week (?) subse- 
quently Mr. R., the clerk, was taken with yellow fever, dying 
on the fifth day with black vomit, and suppression of urine. 
There was no other case that season in the parish.!? 


4-.°GASE OF Mrs. Bo, Sr, Mary Paris, 1866: 


In October, 1866, Mrs. F., a young wife of but a few months, 
was taken ill with afever. She had been subject to somewhat 
frequent attacks of fever, which, though smart, had always 
been ephemeral. Her physician considered this as of the same 
character, but she insisted, from the first, thatit was a differ- 
ent fever from any she had ever before suffered from. She 
died on the fourth night, with all the characteristic symptoms 
of yellow fever. 


Here was a person living ona plantation, far remote from ° 
any town or village, and from which she had not been for 
weeks (two months). ‘There had not been a case of yellow 
fever in the entire country, outside of New Orleans, and yet 
she unquestionably died with yellow fever. The husband 
(Mr. F.) afterward informed me that about a week (five days) 
before his wife was attacked, Mr. P. (a very intimate friend) 
had arrived from New Orleans. 


The boarding house in which Mr. P. had lodged while in 
the city was situated nearly in the center of the infectcd 
district, in the French part of the town. ‘Three fatal cases oc- 
curred in the house itself during his stay. His trunk remained 
open in his room until the morning of his departure, when 
he lockedit. It was not again opened until Mrs. F. unlocked 
it, for the purpose of taking out some articles of dress which 
Mr. P. had purchased for her in New Orleans. 13 


a 
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5. CASE OK CHILD NEAR FRANKLIN, LA., IN 1867: 
Again, during the summer of 1867, a most stringent quar- - 


antine was enforced by the authorities of Franklin (as well 
as by the other small towns situated on the Bayou Teche) 


against all persons, boxes, bales, and packages of every descrip- 
tion arriving from New Orleans. 

Mr. C., a planter, residing on an isolated plantation some 
twelve miles from Franklin, drove into that town one day 
during the latter part of October, 1867, and brought among 
other purchases, a bale of woolen blankets. .On his return 
home in the evening he took with him a little nephew (seven 
or eight years of age) that he might spend a few days in the 
sugar house, it being the ‘‘erinding season.” 

He slept with his nephew, and during the first night (the 
weather suddenly becoming cold) he arose from bed, undid 
the fastenings of the bale of blankets, and threw a pair over 
the boy, wrapping him wellupin them. The fifth day after- 
ward, the youngster was taken so ill that Mr. C. took him 
home in his carriage. ‘The disease proved.to be yellow fever, 
and terminated fatally. 

This was a most puzzling case £6 the physicians for more 
thana year; not the slightest exposure to yellow fever infection 
could be traced. It was finally discovered that the bale of 
blankets purchased by Mr. C. had not only come direct from 
New Orleans to Franklin about a week previous to Mr. C.’s 
buying them, but had lain all summer in a Store in the city, 
located right in the middle of the infection. 

These blankets, together with other goods, had been allowed 
entrance to Franklin on the statement that they had come 
direct from New York in a steamship which loaded at Algiers, 
the goods being transferred immediately from the steamer to 
the Opelousas cars. 14 


6. Case oF Harry Bear, Cypremor’, La., 1879: 

The first case of sickness of a suspicious nature was 
Harry Beal, white, adult, native of the parish. He kept 
a store. He was taken sick on the 17th of October with 
fever, nausea, headache, and pain in limbs. He was seen 
by a physician for the first time on October 19, was rest- 
less, but free from fever; eyes injected, considerable nausea. 
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Nausea increased and vomiting occurred. On the 22nd he 
had several black passages from his bowels, and while strain- 
ing in the effort to vomit, spat up some blood. Black vomit 
then occurred and the suppression of urine. He died October 
25, in convulsions. 

Investigation as to the cause of his attack has elicited the 
fact that he had received, on the 13th inst., a box of goods 
from New Orleans containing two dozen blankets of a very 
low grade. ‘These were immediately unpacked, and their 
offensive smell was remarked by several persons who visited 
his store. After his death, these blankets were replaced in 
the box in which they arrived, saturated with coal oil and 
burned. 

The next case occurred at a house just across the public 
road opposite Beal’s store. Miss J. D. was taken sick about 
the same time Beal was attacked, but was not seen by a phy- 
sician until October 20. She died October 21, exhausted by 
profuse hemorrhage from the womb.!* 


PpeCAsE OF MR’ C.cBavou Batur, Las 1879: 


The first case of sickness was in the person of Mr. C., adult, 
white, who visited Morgan City about the 5th of September, 
and returned home on the 10th. He brought with him from 
Morgan City some second-hand bedding and clothing, and a. 
few days subsequently was attacked with the disease. His 
family, wife and children, were soon down, but all recovered. 
Persons who visited his house were next attacked, and the 
disease spread rapidly in the little settlement. !° 


8. INDIANOLA, TExAs, INCIDENT: 


The schooner J/argarzta sailed from Vera Cruz on the 11th 
of May, and came to anchor in the port of Indianola on the 
21st of the same month. A Mr. Delord, a passenger on board, 
had a lot of second-hand blankets which were disposed of at 
auction, to which was attributed the rapid spread of yellow 
fever. The first cases were a drayman named Hunter, and a 
lad named Cook, who hauled the blankets to the place of sale. 
A Mr. Andrews certified that he, together with a Mr. Duke, 
examined the blankets at the auction room on the 25th of 
May. Three days subsequently he left for his home on Hynes 
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Bay, and the same evening was attacked with fever. His 
companion, Mr. Duke,.was attacked the day afterward, and 
in a few days died.17 . 3 

9, Case oF Mr. LANE OF MiLton, Fia., 1853: 

Dr. Hust oF PensAcoLa, FLoripa, reported the following 
instance: 

In 1855, a Mr. Lane was attacked with yellow fever at Dr. 
Fisher’s, in Milton (which is a few miles from Pensacola). 
His effects were packed in a trunk, which was locked, placed 
in a storehouse, and covered with old cloth and sacks. Inthe 
summer of 1855, two years later, this trunk was sent from 
Milton to Brooklin in Alabama, forty or forty-five miles 
north, and it was opened in a house in presence of several 
persons. Soon after, six of those living in this house sick- 
ened, and several died with black vomit. 18 


10. Case or Mrs. C., NEAR Taytor, Miss., 1898: 


Dr. J. A. K. Birchett, State Health Officer at Taylor and 
Orwood, Miss., during the 1898 epidemic, reports the two 
following cases of infection by fomites as having fallen under 
his observation: 

I visited the Gray House, midway between Taylor and Or- 
wood, and found Mr. McC. confined to his bed with an attack 
of yellow fever. About September 15, he packed the clothing 
worn at the.Gray House in a valise, and proceeded to his 
home, about ten or twelve miles distant in an isolated spot. 
On October 13, his wife removed the articles from the valise, 
and hung them out for an airing. On October 16, at 3p. M., 
she sickened with an attack of yellow fever.!® 


11. Case.or Miss A. B., NEAR T'ayior, Miss:, 1898: 


Miss A.B. attended the funerals of Dr. G. and H. W. on 
- August 10 and 11, at which time she was clad in a woolen 
dress, which she took off and placed away ina closet on her 
return home. She was exposed to a case of yellow fever. 
About September 20, she was renovating the house, and re- 
moved the clothing (the woolen dress among other things) 
from the closet to air them. She was taken with yellow fever 
at 7 Pp. M., September 25. The isolation of these premises had 
been perfect, it being dangerous to attempt an approach to 
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the house, as my driver can testify; he was shot while at- 
tempting to cross a portion of the place,?° | 

12. CASE aT JACKSONVILLE, TENN., 1878: 

In the history of the yellow fever epidemic in 1878, by J. M. 
Keating, are mentioned a good many instances of fomites in- 
fection, several of which will bear relation: 

At a meeting of the Davidson County Medical Association, 
Dr. Drake of Nashville reported the following cases: 

At Jacksonville, Tenn., in 1878, a gentleman returned 
from Memphis, and, upon reaching home, hung his clothes 
ina wardrobe. After several days his wife took the clothing 
out. We would suppose that in a close, hot room the poison | 
would multiply itself in this ‘time until the air would be 
heavy with it, and so it seemed in this case, for the lady took 
the yellow fever and died, followed in due time by the rest of 
the family. The husband developed the disease only when 
confined to the house, ministering unto the sick.?! 

13. CASE oF Mrs. VINCENT, AT Houston, TExAs, 1864: 

Dr. T. J. Heard of Galveston, Texas, is quoted as follows: 

About December 1, 1864, Mrs. Vincent, sister of Ex- 
Lieutenant Governor Anderson, fled from Houston on account 
of yellow fever. A negro left behind took the disease, and 
as there was great lack of blankets, an old carpet was used 
instead. Six weeks afterward, Mrs. Vincent returned, and 
going in the garret took the carpet out to air it. Four days 
after this she had a most violent attack,” . 

14. CASE AT COVINGTON, TENN., 1878: 

Keating reports on the source of infection at Gadi neon: 
Tenn., as follows: | 

The only person who had the fever at Covington, Tenn., in 
1878, was the postmaster, who received and opened a heavy 
mail that had been detained in the Memphis postoffice for 
some time. In three days he died of yellow fever.?® 

15. CASE ‘at Bay Sw. Louis, :Miss.,: 1875: 

Statement of Dr. C. Delery of Bay St. Louis: 

Says the malady originated in a house owned by a man 
named Martin. ‘This house was inhabited by the Gallagher 
family. . . . This family arrived in Bay St. Louis from 
the State of Missouri last February. Since that time they

had never left the bay, nor had they received any merchan- 
dise from the city or elsewhere. On the 23d of August a 
colored man named Williams arrived at the Bay from Pasca- 
goula, which place he had left to escape the epidemic. He 
moved on the same day of his arrival into a room situated 
about thirty yards from the Gallagher family. ‘The child, 
Mvron Gallagher, aged six, went every day to visit Williams, 
with whom he passed part of the day. ‘This child was the 
first to fall sick on the 31st of August,-that is to say, eight 
days after his first visit to Williams. ?* 


16. CasES NEAR Summit, Miss., 1878: 

The great yellow fever epidemic of 1878 in New Orleans 
began in July. During that‘month Charlie and Louis W,, . 
sons of Dr. W. of New Orleans (then in Europe), had a fever, 
classed as malarial by the attending physician, who advised 
their mother to take them to the country to recuperate. That 
physician subsequently admitted that these two cases were 
yellow fever. On July 28, Mrs. W. arrived with her children 
at the home of her father, Mr. Griffin, four miles east of Sum- 
mit, Miss., on the I. C. R. R., 108 miles north of New Or- 
leans, bringing only hand baggage. Her trunk arrived the 
next day, July 29, and up to August 9, was only opened a few 
times by Mrs. W. to obtain such articles as she chanced to 
require, being immediately closed again. On August 9, 
having been invited with her children, to visit her brother-— 
in-law, some miles distant, Mrs. W. unpacked her trunk, 
spreading the contents on the bed, etc., so as to select what 
she required for the visit. Departing immediately, she left 
the remainder of the clothing to be repacked by the Griffin 
family. The next morning, Saturday, August 10, Aleck © 
Griffin, aged thirteen years, repacked the clothing, stooping 
over the trunk and handling each article. His mother, with 
her little daughter Mary, and her sons Whit and Frank, were 
present and assisted. On August 13, the fourth day after 
the unpacking of the trunk, Aleck was seized with yellow 
fever, had black vomit August 20, and died August 21. On 
August 14, Frank was taken with yellow fever. He re- 
covered. On August 15, Mary was taken at daylight, and 
died August 24. On August 15, Whit was taken about noon. 
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He recovered. Mrs. Griffin was ill on August 14, but held 
out until the next day. She also recovered. ‘Thus, every 
one of the five persons present at the repacking of the trunk 
were seized with yellow fever within five days afterward. 
The most important witnesses of these tragic events are 
living, and can be called on to testify.”® 

17. Case IN FiLoatinc Hosprray on Lower NEw Yorxk 
Bay 1862: : 

During my services as Medical Superintendent of the Float- 
ing Hospital in the Lower Bay of New York, in September, 
1862, I was sent for by one of my colleagues of the Brooklyn 
Hospital for consultation in a suspected case. I found there 
an unequivocal case of yellow fever. The patient died the 
third day thereafter. She was the widow of a seaman who had 
died in New Orleans two or three months before, whose cloth- 
ing she had received and washed four days before she was 
taken sick.?°® 

18. Case oF Dr. WM. JOHNSON, SURGEON UNITED STATES 
Navy, 1860: | 

On the termination of a cruise on the west coast of Africa, 
some years before, when yellow fever occurred on board the 
ship to which he was attached, he packed his books in a bar- 
rel, and in that condition left them for about three months 
after they had been received and his arrival home. He then 
proceeded to unpack them, and three or four days thereafter 
he was taken with yellow fever, and came near dying.*’ 

19. YELLOW FEVER IN MADRID, SPAIN, 1879: 

Dr. Guichet, surgeon in the French army, charged by the 
government with a special scientific mission in Spain, officially 
reported, in 1879, the following facts: 

Madrid is 2,214 feet above the sea. In 1878, a number of 
soldiers, returning from Cuba, had been discharged because 
the insurrection had terminated. All of those at Madrip 
were apparently acclimated; certainly none came with yellow 
fever, nor had it while there. Buta number of young peo- 
ple who lived side by side with these soldiers, and their 
clothing, trunks, and baggage, were attacked. The epidemic 
was restricted to a very few squares adjacent to the crowded 
domicile of these soldiers, beginning September15. It was 
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ended by October 15. There were twenty-five cases perfectly 
well known, but, according to the most authoritative medical 
statements, there were more than fifty sick, with about thirty- 
five deaths.’*® ; 

20. Case oF RECRUDESCENCE AT Epwarps, Miss., 1898: 

Edwards, Miss., is an illustration of a recrudescence, a few 
cases occurring in September, 1898, following the epidemic 
ofthe year’ beforte.?*

FREEZING WINTER IN 1878-79.?° 

22. Aso FRANKLIN, La., In 1898.31 

Also New Orleans, La., in 1898 and 1899, after a freezing 
winter in 1898-99. ?? 

23. CASE OF FROZEN VESSEL, NORTH: 

I will cite another case illustrating the vitality of the poison 
of the disease. A small vessel in the:tropics had had yellow 
fever on board. « She was sent North in.the fall of the year, 
and sunk in a Northern river. When the winter came on, the 
vessel was frozen in, or submerged in icy-cold water all win- 
ter. In the spring she was pumped out and raised, after a 
time put in commission, and sent again to a warm climate. 
Upon getting into the warm belt, and before making ‘a port, 
the disease reappeared. 33 

24. Case oF STEAMER /Vew World, 1852: 

I ascertained that about the middle of the year 1851, the 
steamer ew World, after having lost more than half her 
crew by yellow fever in Rio, on her way to California, 
touched at Callao. The steamer Prvto, also during the same 
season, lost several of her crew there, proceeding to the Pa- 
cific, and arriving at Callao in April, 1852. Soon after her 
arrival, a mild form of a peculiar fever broke out in Callao and 
Lima, which the natives called ‘‘pelusa,” similar to the pre- 
cursory fever which prevailed in Rio in 1849; it was caliled 
‘‘polka.” In both instances the disease speedily developed 
yellow fever. And considering the voyages, so inconsistent 
with the continued presence of mosquitos on board ship, it is 
hardly conceivable that they had anything to do with 
either its introduction or transmission. 4 
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25. CASE oF THE UNITED States Fricate Susquehanna, 
1857: 

This ship, after more than two years’ service in the Medi- 
terranean, October, 1857, was ordered from Spezzia to San 
Juan de Nicaragua, where she arrived early in December, 
having touched by the way of Genoa, Madeira,. and Key 
West. She remainedat San Juan until the first of the follow- 
ing April, having had during the period of time she lay there 
_ a constantly increasing sick list of a ‘‘precursory” fever. At 
first intermittent, then remittent, but all recovered, until 
March 20, when a case became malignant, with symptoms of 
yellow fever, and died; other cases followed. The ship put 
to sea April 1, and on April 5 arrived at Port Royal, Jamaica, 
with one hundred and six officers and men down with yellow 
fever. Most of these were sent to the hospital, and on the 
third day afterward she sailed for New York, where she ar- 
rived April 15, with fifty-one cases on the sick list. 


The remarkable feature in this instance is that at San 
Juan, where the yellow first appeared on board the 
Susquehanna, there was no yellow fever, and the disease 
had never been known to occur there. As before stated, 
she had been more than two years on service in the Mediter- 
ranean, but with no extraordinary sickness on board. She 
had had yellow fever on board during service in the Gulf 
Squadron the summer before she was ordered to the Mediter- 
ranean, nearly three years before, and was supposed to have 
been thoroughly cleansed before she was ordered to the Medi- 
terranean station. 


But, as the sequel shows, she still retained the germs of the 
disease (or mosquitoes?) until she returned to the conditions of 
the yellow fever habit at at the port of San Juan. 


It is conceivable that the advocates of the exclusive instru- 
mentality of the mosquito in her case may contend that she 
might have shipped the culex when she touched at Key West. 
But there was no yellow fever there at the time, and no case 
intervened between that time and the first unequivocal case 
on board the Susquehanna, March 20, after several weeks’ 
prevalence of a precusory fever—a not very unusual feature 
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of yellow fever observed on other occasion, and prominently 
so at the first outbreaks of the disease in Rio and Callao.?? 

26. Case oF UNITED STATES STEAMER L/ymouth, 1878: 

The persistence of yellow fever infection under conditions 
commonly fatal to mosquitoes is particularly well shown in 
the history of the United States steamer Plymouth. She first 
became infected at St. Thomas in the summer of 1878. In 
November following she was sent to Portsmouth, N. H., and 
about a month afterward to Boston, where she remained four 
months. Meanwhile everything was removed from the ship ; 
the crew were transferred, and she was fully exposed to intense 
cold for a month—for ten days of that time in dry dock, with 
a temperature at times below zero. ‘The water in the tanks 
was frozen, as it was in basins put in the storerooms of the 
ship, and for several days after the fires were rekindled on 
board, the cold continued so intense that the water froze in 
the bilges at night. One hundred pounds of sulphur was 
burned below decks, the fumigation extending over two days; 
the berth deck, holds, and storerooms were thoroughly white- 
washed with a mixture of lime and chloride of lime. 


March 15, 1879, she left Boston for a cruise in the West 
Indies. On the night of the 19th, in a severe gale of wind, 
the hatches had to be battened down, and the berth deck be- 
came very damp and stuffy. On the morning of the 22d (she 
had not touched at any port), Richard Saunders, machinist, 
was sick, but did not report until afternoon, when he had 
violent headache and fever. During the night of the 22d, 
Peter Hagan, boatswain’s mate, was taken suddenly and vio- 
lently sick with the same symptoms. On the 23d, at sea, 
latitude N. 27° 48’, longitude W. 57° 59’ the surgeon (Wool- 
verton) reported both cases yellow fever, and recommended 
that the ship proceed no further on that cruise. ‘The first 
case recovered; the second died on the third day of illness. | 
The ship’s course was changed to northward, and she arrived 
at Portsmouth, N. H., April 7. No new case appeared after 
— she turned. ‘‘l am convinced,” said the surgeon, in his report, 
‘‘that the fever infection is confined to the hull of the ship, 
and especially to the unsound wood about the berth deck; and 
that while the Plymouth is a safe and healthy ship in a tem- 
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perate climate, she cannot, for the present, be sent into a 
tropical climate without the certainty of an outbreak of 
yellow fever occurring on board; and that no precautionary 
measures whatever could avail to avert such a result.” 

Soon after her return to Portsmouth, April 7, she was sur- 
veyed by a board of medical officers, who reported that: 
‘‘After careful consideration of all the facts, we have arrived 
at the conclusion that the infecting virus which gave rise to 
the last outbreak of fever must have been preserved in the 
rotten wood of the berth deck or in the bedding or clothing . 
of the crew.’ 

27. CASE oF UNITED Srates Sure Vermont, 1878: 

July 12-18, 1878, yellow fever broke out on board the United 
States ship Vermont, at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, of which 
there were eight cases, with three deaths. According to the 
investigation and report of a board of medical officers of the 
navy, ‘‘the disease seems to have originated from the ballast 
of the bark /uwanzta Clar, which left Havana May1. This 
ballast, quarry clippings and sand, was deposited on the dock 
on either side of the Vermont, and about one hundred yards 
distant from her. 

On this report, the ballast was nists disinfected and 
covered over with fresh earth, after which there was not 
another case.?7 

V.—‘*The chief duty of quarantine officers hereafter will 
consist in the detection of mild or very mild cases of yellow 
fever. In a series of twelve cases of experimental yellow 
fever produced by the bite of stegomyta fasciata, we have, 
‘elsewhere, pointed out that four, or 33 per cent., were mild 
or very mild in character, and have indicated the difficulty of 
making a positive diagnosis of such cases.” 

We quite agree with Drs. Reed and Carroll, but how is the 
quarantine officer to diagnose light cases ‘which run their 
course en route in three or four days, without even putting the 
patient to bed, and which, nevertheless, we consider have in- 
fected the vessel? 

Tne Louisiana State Board of Health has solved that 
problem by compelling regular véssels with passengers from 
fruit ports to carry a marine medical inspector whose prin- 
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cipal duty as explained above is to take the temperature of all 
on board in the evening, and to keep a clinical record with 
urine analyses of the cases with the least fever occurring dur- 
ing the voyage. ?® 

VI.—‘‘In discussing the period of incubation of experi- 
mental yellow fever, we have shown that in 16.6 per cent. of 
our cases the period of incubation exceeded the usual quaran- 
. tine period of five days. If we add Carter’s cases to those 
observed by ourselves, we find that of twenty-four cases the 
period of incubation exceeded five days in three, or 12.5 per 
Cetin 

The number of cases cited is too small to justify such con- 
clusions. If the risk was 12 per cent., I am satisfied that the 
Louisiana State Board of Health and the other State boards 
would at once adopt a six days’ quarantine. But the follow- 
ing figures, on a much more gigantic scale, prove that five 
days is long enough. That some cases may exceed five days, 
we readily admit, but think the cases are rare and the risk 
very small. We must accept small risk or destroy commerce; 
but even in accepting them, we believe in surrounding them 
with all possible safeguards. 

The following is the basis of the five days’ quarantine of 
the Louisiana State Board of Health.*® 

In 1897 and 1898, tons of merchandise were shipped from 
infected localities under the Atlanta regulations to non- 
infected localities without carrying the disease.*° 

From 1881 to 1895, 2,307 vessels were quarantined at the 
Mississippi River Quarantine Station. Of these 2,307 ves- 
sels, surely 98 per cent. came from tropical ports liable to 
yellow fever; 65 per cent. came from ports actually infected 
with yellow fever, 33 per cent. came from ports liable to yel- 
low fever, and 2 per cent. from ports infected with cholera. 
Of this number quarantined and disinfected, 2,307, yellow 
fever appeared subsequent to disinfection on three only. No 
case of fever developed after the third day.*! 

There were passed 1,007 people through Camp Hutton, near 
New Orleans, in 1897. There was turned back and sent to the 
Isolation Hospital of the camp one man with yellew fever 
who was applying for admission. ‘There developed in camp 
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three cases of yellow fever, but one of these was doubtful. 
The cases developed within forty-eight hours after entry.*? 
No case developed in any one leaving the camp (Dr. R. H. 
Carter). 

At the Oakland Park Detention Camp in New Orleans, in 
1897, there was in all 237 admissions, all from houses in 
which yellow fever existed. Five inmates developed yellow 
fever at the following intervals after admission. One case 
on the second day, two on the third, one case on the fourth, 
and one case on the fifth. None infected any of the attend- 
ants, nor any of the inmates of the camp. *? 

There were passed through Camp Fontainebleau, in 1898, 
from McHenry, eighty-four people, and from other points 
along the coast, 323. There was no case of yellow fever in 
the camp in 1898. *4 : 

The experience of the Mississippi River Quarantine Station 
and of the Detention Camps is that cases of Row fever de- 
velop within five days after disinfection. 

In 1898 there were sent 500 negroes to Camp Haralson from 
Oxford, Miss. These negroes came from all sections of the 
town, many of them from infected houses. No disinfection. 
Kight cases of yellow fever developed in camp. None after 
five daysincamp. ‘To another camp I sent fifty whites. No 
disinfection. In this camp three cases developed. None af- 
ter five days away from Oxford.*® 

-It may be said that some of the cases were infected many 
days before being removed, but this is an assertion without 
proofs which can be refuted in a like manner by an assertion 
without proofs. 

For protection and for quarantine purposes, it suffices to 
show that no case developed after five days from the last ex- 
posure. 

VII. In conclusion,,Drs. Reed and Carroll make the fol- 
lowing appeal: 

‘‘A most important part will have been accomplished if we 
can persuade the sanitary authorities of our sister Republic 
Mexico, and of the Central and South American States, to 
join us in the adoption of more enlightened methods for the 
suppression of this widely prevalent epidemic.” 
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This is the keystone to the whole fortress of protection. 
Let these ports destroy all possible causes of yellow fever, and 
let them disinfect thoroughly before departure all vessels. 
going to ports liable to yellow fever, or going to Northern 
ports which may transmit it to Southern territory, and we 
will be safe enough to alter our quarantine regulations. 
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ON THE TRANSMISSION OF YELLOW FEVER BY 
VESSELS, AND ITS BEARING UPON QUARAN- 


TINE REGULATIONS.* 


By EDMOND SOUCHON, M.D.,

In a remarkable article, with a somewhat similar heading, 
by Dr. Alvah H. Doty, Health Officer of the Port of New 
York, published in the Mepicat, Rrcorp of October 26, 1901, 
the writer, after making many statements, concludes as fol- 
lows: ‘‘In accordance with the above views, the treatment 
of incoming vessels from ports infected with yellow fever be- 
comes very simple; if they are five days or more in transit, 
and all on board are found to be well after a careful inspection 
and the use of the clinical thermometer, the vessel, its pas- _ 
sengers and crew, shall be released without further detention 
or treatment. ' If the vessel has been less than five days in 
transit, allon board who cannot present satisfactory evidence 
of immunity should be removed and held for observation un- 
til the completion of a period of five days from the time of 
departure from the infected port, and then released only after 
a careful inspection. When yellow fever is found on incom- 
ing vessels, the procedure should differ only so far as it con- 
cerns the removal of the patient to a properly constructed 
hospital or apartment for treatment.” 


I will not here take up all the points raised by the eminent 
sanitarian, but will simply present in rebuttal the following 
cases, which speak eloquently and incontrovertibly for them- 
selves. They are clinical facts which theories, past or 
present, will or will not explain; but as facts they stand in 
all their might and brightness and must always be reckoned 
with under most fearful penalty. | 

This array of cases was gathered to demonstrate the dan- 
ger resulting from vessels from infected ports which, although 
having developed no yellow fever in transit for many days, 
yet, at the last moment and after disinfection, have developed

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infection. ‘he cases were gathered on the axiomatic ground 
that one positive is better than a million of negatives. They 
bring the demonstration of the danger much nearer home 
even than to Dr. Doty’s negations. | 

Few of the vessels were less than five days out when they 
developed yellow fever, but on several the last case on board 
developed while still in quarantine, and when more than five 
days had elapsed from the date of departure. Many of the 
vessels were more than five days out when they developed 
yellow fever. All the vessels herein mentioned, if treated 
according to Dr. Doty’s theory, would have carried infection, 
at least in Southern ports. 

Seven such vessels were stopped at the Mississippi River 
Quarantine Station in very recent years, not to speak of re- 
mote years—the Denza in 1892; the Zumpican in 1896; the 
William Cliff in 1898; the Whitney in 1899; the Sardznza in 
1899; the Hugin in 1900; the Electrician in 1900. Two such 
vessels were stopped at Mobile—the Loméard 1n 1899 and the 
Bodo in 1900. 

We must not lose sight of the fact that yellow fever de- 
velops and spreads with difficulty in Northern climates, 
whereas in the South the least spark that may pass harmless 
through a Northern port will set the Southern country on 
fire. What is true and harmless for New York in Dr. Doty’s 
statements may not be, and I do not believe is, true for 
New Orleans, Mobile, and Galveston. 


If I could gather some thirteen cases in the meager litera- 
ture of the day on the subject, I am satisfied that if proper 
records were kept at all quarantine stations, quite a respect- 
able number of cases would be found ina run of five or ten 
years. I have made no search for cases of vessels which de- 3 
veloped infection in transit, because I consider the demon- — 
stration by clinical facts that non-infected vessels from yellow 
fever ports could develop infection after disinfection, and at 
the port of arrival-was proving a much greater danger than. 
the others, and was showing conclusively the importance of 
detaining five days after disinfection, at Northern ports, pas- 
sengers who are not bona-fide residents of the North and who 
might come South and infect it. 
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NON-INFECTED VESSELS FROM PORTS QUARANTINED AGAINST 
YELLOW FEVER, WHICH DEVELOPED YELLOW FEVER AFTER 
DISINFECTION AT QUARANTINE STATION. 


1880—Bark Excelstur. Sailed from London February 17, 
1880; arrived at Rio April 13; left Rio May 10; arrived at 
Mississippi Quarantine Station, June 25 (Wilkinson), having 
been on the voyage forty-five days; no case of sickness 
occurred at Rio or on the voyage; she was disinfected on June 
26, and following (Wilkinson). She was detained twelve 
days altogether, up to about July 4. (?) Arrived at New 
Orleans on July 5; on July 7, at 8.30 p. m., John Kinney was 
taken sick; on July 10, in the morning, he was removed to 
Touro Infirmary; he developed a genuine case of yellow fever; 
he died; the bark was returued to the Quarantine Station on 
July 10; three more cases developed after the return at the 
Quarantine Station; two died. (Report of Louisiana State 
Board of Health, 1880). 

~1890—British steamer Cur/ew, from Rio, with rock ballast; 
sixty-eight days out from Rio; no sickness was reported at 
port, en route or on arrival; cleaned July 22 to July 23; dis- 
infection completed July 25, in the afternoon; one and one- 
half days after completion of disinfection, one case of yellow 
fever developed July 27, in the early morning, before day; the 
disease was probably contracted between July 22 and July 25; 
incubation between five days and one and one-half days. (H. 
R. Carter, United States Quarantine Officer, Chandeleur 
Island, in Mepicart Recorp, March 9, 1901.) 

1892—Steamer Denia, from Havana, arrived at Mississippi 
River Quarantine Station August 26, in the forenoon; no 
record of sickness in port or en route; disinfection same after- 
noon; eight hours after, two men were attacked with yellow - 
fever. (See report of Louisiana State Board of Health, 
1894-95. ) 

—British ship Chippewa, from Rio, with rock ballast; 
sixty-four days from Rio; no sickness was reported in port, en 
route or on arrival; cleaned July 26 and 27; disinfection com- 
pleted July 28; one day after, one man, the quartermaster, 
developed yellow fever at night; ke probably contracted the 
disease between July 26 and 28; incubation three and a half 
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to one day. (H.R. Carter, United States Quarantine Officer, 
Chandeleur Island, in MepicaLt Recorp, March 9, 1901.) 

1898— Tampican, from Vera Cruz, developed yellow fever 
thirty-six hours subsequent to disinfection. (Report Louis- 
iana State Board of Health, 1898-99, p. 73.) 

1898— William Cliff, from Vera Cruz; developed yellow 
fever thirty-six hours subsequent to disinfection. (Report 
Louisiana State Board of Health, 1898-99, p. 73.) 

1899—-Schooner 7. D. Spear, from New York to Key West, 
where she lay unloading during the epidemic of 1899; the 
crew were not allowed to go ashore, but the captain went 
ashore every night; she left Key West September 15; arrived 
at Mullet Key Quarantine September 20; disinfection was 
completed September 20, at 4 Pp. m.; three days and ten hours 
after; on September 24, at 2p. M., the captain sickened and 
had a chill; incubation not less than three days and ten hours. 
(D. M. Echemendia, Quarantine Officer, Tampa Bay Quaran- 
tine, Florida Board of Health, in MepicaL REcorpD, March 9, 
1901). . 

1899--Steamer Whitney, from Havana; arrived at Missis- 
sippi River Quarantine Station on October 11; disinfection; 
two days later a case developed, but presented no symptoms 
of suspicious character until the third day of illness. (Report 
Louisiana State Board of Health, 1898-99, p. 74). 

1899—Steamer Sardinia, from Vera Cruz; developed yellow | 
fever thirty-six hours subsequent to disinfection. (Report 
Louisiana State Board of Health, 1898-99, p. 74.) 

1899—Non-infected British steamer Lombard, from Vera 
Cruz; six and a half days out; just after completion of disin- 
fection was called to see the second engineer; diagnosis of 
yellow fever; held twelve hours for observation; diagnosis 
confirmed; vessel remanded to Ship Island Quarantine Station; 
patient died three days later. (Letter from Dr. Goldthwaite, 
Quarantine Board of Mobile Bay. ) 

1900—Non-infected Norwegian steamer Bobo, from Bocas 
del Toro; five days out; cargo, fruit; living quarters and 
effects disinfected and vessel allowed to proceed to Middle 
Bay Light, six miles below Mobile, to discharge cargo into 
lighters; vessel returned to station in forty-eight hours with 
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one case of yellow fever; remanded to Ship Island Quarantine, 
where two additional cases developed later; no deaths. (Let- 
ter from Dr. Goldthwaite, Quarantine Board of Mobile Bay.) 

1900—Steamer A/ugin, Vera Cruz via Tampico; three and 


one-half days out; arrived at Mississippi Quarantine Station 
June 25; disinfected same day; inspection preliminary to re- 


lease of vessel on morning of 30th revealed case fever; was 
taken ill evening previous, four and one-half days after dis- 
infection; case sent to Lazaretto; recovered. (Records, Mis- 
sissippi River Quarantine Station, 1900.) 

1900—Steamer “leciriczan, Belize via Colon, Vera Cruz 
and Tampico; threedays out from Belize; arrived at Mississippi 
Quarantine Station October 6; disinfected same day; on the 
8th three cases of fever developed; on the 11th three cases, and 
on 12th one case, seven in all; cases were all well marked, but 
all recovered; a convalescent second-class passenger taken on 
board at Colon was the probable cause of infection. This 
vessel may be considered an infected vessel and may not be 
counted. (Records, Mississippi River Quarantine Station, 
1900. ) 3 

CONCLUSION. 


The attention of Your Excellency and of the General 
Assembly is respectfully called to the various Reports con- 
tained in this volume, as showing the extent and magnitude 
of the work accomplished by the Health Service of the State.

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REPORT OF DR. J. C. EGAN, 
Disrricr MEDICAL Insprecror, SECOND HEALTH DIsTrRicr. 
To the President and Members of the State Board of Health: 

The preceding twenty-four months indicate a gratifying 
improvement in the General Health Conditious of District 
number 2, which embraces the northwestern portion of the 
State, bordering on the Arkansas and Texas lines. 

It is traversed from the northin a south and southeasterly 
direction by Red River; also by the Ouachita. 

The organization of parochial and municipal Boards of 
Health has done much to awaken an interest in all matters of 
sanitation, especially in efforts to improve the water SUD ye 
used for domestic purposes. 


There is a marked dimunition of cases of Typhoid Fever; 
Scarlet Fever and Diptheria have also been less prevalent. 
Small-pox, however, has been more wide spread, but a much 
milder type, fatality being very small. ‘ 


The whole of my district is being traversed by railroads 
seeking to develop the lumber interest throughout the im- 
mense pine forests, the construction of which roads has led to 
the wide spread prevalence of contagious diseases (small-pox | 
more especially). 


The enforcement of compulsory vaccination for public 
schools, and the general practice of vaccination as inaugurated 
by the Health Boards as they have been organized throughout 
the district, together with the awakened importance of vac- 
cination amongst the whole population of this region, is having 
the effect of checking the disease, or rendering it much milder 
in type. 


The system adopted by the State Board in furnist the 
physicians with slides for spurta, etc., for bactericlogical 
examination by the Bactcrioligist of the State Board of Health 
has already accomplished much good in the stamping out of 
preventable diseases, and a more wide spread knowledge in 
regard to their origin. 


In another paper I propose to treat of the water supply of 


the whole northern portion of the State, embracing some 
twenty parishes. 
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Bossier Parish Health Board has been appointed by the 
Police Jury, has established within the last week a pest house 
in Bossier City, which is a great relief to the City of Shreve- 
port which has for the last two years been burthened with 
the small pox cases from the two oil mills, saw mills, stave 
factory, prepared brick manufactories, station houses and 
other enterprises of that thriving suburb, just opposite us on 
the east bank of the Red river. 

We have had since November 15th about etichiy cases of 
that disease in the pest house, six of whom were white men; 
and in the city there have been eighteen cases. So far there 
have been no deaths from small pox. 

Dr. Lungino, the efficient health officer of Minden, Web- 
ster Parish, La., has established a pest house at that point 
and reports the disease as of mild type. Iappend the re- 
ports of Dr. T. J. Vance, parish health officer of Webster 
Parish, and Dr. R. Roberts, parish health officer of Lincoln 
Parish.

DEAR DoctTor—Small.pox has broken out in several localities 
within the last two weeks, caused from negroes shipped in the parish 
from Arkansas and other infected points. We had it well under con- 
trol until the last outbreak. Iam having them treated at home, their 
houses flagged and all suspects vaccinated. It will be impossible to 
have them treated at pesthouse, for the simple reason it is not reported 
until whole families become infected,and in transferring them to pest- 
house would scatter it over the whole country. I wish to keep you 
posted. Weare doing all we can to controlit. No deaths reported.

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the premises and house of the last cases yesterday, and now we have 
not a single case in the parish. I think we have been extremely for- 
tunate in stamping out the disease, as it was dumped on us from other 
parishes.

WATER IN NortH LOvUISIANA—SUGGESTIONS FOR 
IMPROVEMENT. 


REporT OF Dr. J. C. EcGan, Districr MeEpicaL INSPECTOR, 
Seconp HraLru DISTRICT. 


The domistic water supply of North Louisiana is from 
two sources ;—naturally and artificially stored. 

The natural storage supplies through springs, bayous, 
creeks, rivers, lakes, water holes, and wells—surface and deep 
or Artesian. 

The artificial storage is either in barrels, or tub and un- 
derground cisterns. Cisterns afford the best possibility of a 
limited supply of pure water for domestic purposes and are 
ample for the demands of humanity as their tastes exists at 
present. But cisterns, storing water caught from the roofs 
of houses, where care is taken to allow the first fall of rain to 
wash off the roofs, afford the purest supply of water easily 
available. Underground cisterns are expensive, and are liable 
tocontamination, butif bricked and cemented, located on high 
ground and not under houses, they may be used and the water 
found specially palatable and agreeable. Cistern supplies are 
limited and when used at all, are only for the family. Wells 
are depended on for plantation supply generally, but often 
water from holes, springs and such sources is used. 

Only one kind of well is to be sanctioned—a tubular well, 
and that ought to be a deep well. All wood cased wells are 
to be tabooed; the casing rots, and all open wells most of the 
time contain dead snakes, frogs, rats, or possibly a missing 
cat or dog, and finally when sickness and death attest the fact 
that something is wrong, the well is looked to and repaired 
or cleaned out too late to prevent the gloom for some member 
of the household gone, and too late—as far as the cleaning 
goes, for the water may remain always in an injurious state 
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from the presence of decaying matter not detected and impos- 
sible to remove. For wells, low points are sought as water is 
closer. But drainage goes to the low points and into the 
well, and even if the expense of a brick curb is incurred, this 
does not necessarily make matters better. At best the water 
is only filtered clear and not pure, when it exists in the upper 
formations. All surface wells are to be looked on with 
suspicion. 

Artesian wells seem to be a success in all parts of North 
Louisiana. Flowing wells are obtained in many places and 
at points where intelligent effort has been made, success in 
deep wells has resulted and water in apparently inexhaustible 
quantities and of exceptional purity is to be had to or within 
a few feet of the surface. The water bearing formation sup- 
plying the deep wells has been proven to exist underthe major 
portion of North Louisiana at a depth varying from three to 
seven hundred feet. The water above three hundred feet is 
generally heavily charged with mineral substances, and be- 
‘tween seven and thirteen hundred feet salt water and gas are 
invariably struck. 


Springs exist distributed entirely over North Louisiana, 
and are of two kinds,—bold flowing and seeping, or weak 
flowing. 

The weak flowing springs are supplied from the surface 
strata, and their small quantities of water and disadvantage- _ 
ous location at low points, render them liable to contamination 
by abuse of domestic animal or by human beings through a 
spirit of vandalism. Small springs are bad. (ood springs 
exist though and some of the bold pure ones are Nature’s deep 
wells, and flowing wells too, for the water comes from below 
three hundred feet through fissures in the earth, seams, 
Nature’s pipes. Many notable examples exist among them,— 
a spring at or near Campti, several in the Catahoula hills, 
several in the neighborhood of Shreveport. ‘These have at- 
tained some prominence on account of their purity and palat- 
able water. 


Of the use of the water from lakes and small streams, it 
ought to be sufficient to know that they are used as a con- 
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venient place to get rid of the nuisance of deadanimals. This 
seems to be a general practice. 


The small towns are beginning to wake to the importance 
of a supply, though heretofore they have been worse off than 
the less concentrated population. The concentration brings 
more refuse in sewage which has only a surface disposition 
and that generally over the fence into the back yard or 
vacant lot or possibly only out the kitchen wiudow. ‘The 
well, usually an open one, does not remain long fit for use. 


Typhoid fever is not unusual in the small towns, {Hstace 
much more prevalent there than in rural districts and larger 
towns. Neither underground cisterns nor surface wells 
should be allowed in villages or within corporate limits. 


Monroe is specially favored in that, the Ouchita river sup- _ 


plies an exceptionally pure water in addition to that available 
from free flowing artesian wells. | 


Alexandria has a supply from artesian wells. The supply 
is ample and good. 


Ruston has a deep well with water of exceptional qualities. 
The water is not generally used, as there is a lack of distri- 


bution facilities, and too, a lack of interest. The very un- 


sanitary open wells and underground cisterns are common. 


Shreveport’s water supply comes from a lake situated im- 
mediately above the corporate limits, a sourcé not good as the 
conditions exist. The water supply has been bad for years, 
but through very extensive additions to the water works 
plant, settling basins, filters, etc., we now have clear and 
pure water containing, however, an excess of hardness. ‘The 
early completion of a adam, now in progress of construction, 
will make the water of an extensive chain of lakes above 
available, and an exceptional and unlimited supply will be 
assured for the future. 


A notable flowing well exists at Drake’s old salt works men- 
tioned in the Geological Survey of the State. This well has 
been flowing for over sixty years, and natural gas comes con. 
Stantly with the water. This well is over twelve hundred feet 
in depth, and was curbed with red cypress. 
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A well supplying salt water and natural gas in considerable 
quantities exists at Shreveport. The gas was struck at 940 
feet. ; 

Colfax has a similar well 1,200 feet. 

In the replies to a circular letter sent to the prominent men 
‘in other seetions of the State, it appeared almost invariably 
that the inhabitants depended on wells of a depth not averag- 
ing over twenty feet of water, and these wells—many of the 
open type. Cisterns were reported in a few localities and an 
utter disregard of the importance of pure water was shown to 
exist—a disregard as near criminal as ignorance might attain 
to criminality. A crusade of education must be begun and 
prosecuted vigorously: 

People must be urged to have tub or properly constructed 
and located underground cisterns. 

Recent developments in masons’ work makes an overground 
brick or cement cistern practical, everlasting and very 
superior. | 

Tubular wells tapping the lower formations are no longer 
expensive and are sure. 

‘The shallow wells and small springs: are specially danger- 
ous, as they fail in. times of drought and water is hauled from 
some hole where no precaution is or has been taken, and the 
cattle and horses seeking water, too, on account of the 
drought, stand in the water and abuse the privilege of use. 
Is it a wonder that good health is not general, that a listless 
population exists? 

The water used per capita advances in quantity with 
civilization, and pure water in .abundance will advance 
civilization by promoting health. 

We need health crusades and precaution and with health 
a wealth of spirit comes, producing a wealth of substance. 

Attached will be found a few of the replies to the questions 
of the circular letter referred to. Such a similarity of condi- 
tions exist that one or two give the general answers to all.

What is the usual depth of wells in your section? 

Average depth is 25 feet. 

What are the deepest wells and in what strata obtained? 

Fifty to seventy feet in gravel beds. 

Have any efforts been made to obtain artesian water and with 
what result? : 

Artesian well Colfax, 1200 feet deep; analysis equal to Weis- 
baden, not as'much salines, really better; gas natural; gas escaping; 
light amber colored oil. (Suppose carboniferous water). 

What efforts are being made to prevent contamination of wells, 
springs, etc? 

None whatever, nor never will be in this generation. 

Comments—The average native dumps dead animals in the run- 
ning streams; lives on fried meat and tobacco; never washes, and when 
Gabriel blows his horn, will think it a call for free distribution of grub 
to drought sufferers, and consequently get left at grand march up, go 
to hell (where he ought to be.) Any more wanted let us know. Always 
open to conviction. 

Say, join the crusade for drainage in Louisiana.

ar Lai. EGAN:—Enclosed I return your blank inquiry filled out to the 
best of my knowledge and information. 

Water here is obtained from deep wells averaging 25 to 30 feet in 
depth—it is commonly obtained in what is known here as black (blue) 
mud—some few wells in white or red sand—quick sand. '[The Compress 
company undertook to bore an artesian well, and at the depth of 650 
feet broke the auger off, and gave up the enterprise. It affords plenty 
of water to within say 100 feet of the surface. The R. R. Co. bored a 
well 700 feet deep, but from fear of striking salt water, left off and now 
pump the water a depth of 145 feet. If any properly directed intelli- 
gent effort is being made to prevent contamination of water supply, I 
am not apprised of it, and am sure I would be if there were any organ- 
ized or general individual effort along that line. There are six under- 
ground cisterns cemented and well covered. 

Our water supply is, to say the least, unsatisfactory, and in my 
opinion, suspicious. Wells got lowindry time, and are affected by 
rains. 

Any other information of a local nature I may be able to furnish 
you or for any other service I may be able to render you, either per- 
sonally or in your capacity as a member of the board of health, you 
must not hesitate to command me.

DEAR Docror—Your circular letter has been read and carefully 
noted. In reply would say that nothing has been done to improve the 
drinking water of this section. The white people here use drinking 
water from cypress tanks, caught at all seasons of the year. The 
negroes on the plantations use water from drove wells or pumps, 
which average about 30 feet in depth. Water is first found at thirty- 
odd feet, and sometimes in a white sandy soil, and at other places at 
the same depth water is found in a black stratum. After passing 
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through that vein, you do not find water again till you go about ninety 
or a hundred feet. No efforts are being made to prevent contamina- 
tion of drinking water. About two years ago, I think, the railroad 
company made a contract with a party for artesian water at Delta, 
this parish, which is right on the bank of the Mississippi river. The 
party sank a well about 800 feet and then abandoned the job; why I do 
not know. It isa very hard matter to get any reliable information on 
this subject from the people here, as they pay so little attention to 
Such matters. Iam very glad to know that the State Board of Health 
has taken up this subject, as it is of such great importance to the peo- 


ple of the swamp country. Much more important, I think, than the | 4 


mosquito question. Wish you would inform me how to purify the 
water in the cypress tanks. Iam ready and willing at any time to 
render you any assistance possible,

To Dr. Edmond Souchon, President, and the Members ih the 
State Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN—I would respectfully report that since my 
connection with the State Board of Health, the third medical 
district has been remarkably free from infectious diseases. 


Yellow fever has not been present or suspected. 

Small-pox was prevailing to a certain extent at the time 
of my appointment, and during the winter and spring months © 
has appeared in the Parishes of Rapides, Avoyelles, Sabine 
and Natchitoches. 


In nearly every instance the cases were promptly isolated, 
vaccination practiced, and all infected houses fumigated, with 
the effects of stamping out the disease and preventing an 
epidemic. 


With one or two exceptions, parishes in the third health 
district have organized boards of health with active and 
efficient members who are always willing to help promote the 
welfare of their parishes and stamp out pestilence. '

Sir:—Health conditions in the fourth district of Louis- 
lana remain very satisfactory. Nothing has occurred in the 
way of an outbreak of infectious disease on an alarming scale. 
There were several cases of diphtheria in the Parish of Iber- 
ville, but further development was promptly arrested by the 
intelligent sanitary work of the local physicians, ably sup- 
plemented by the efforts of the Parish Health Officers. 

Some cases of small-pox were reported from the Parish of 
Ascension, but its spread was suppressed by the application 
of the rules of isolation, disinfection and extensive vaccination.

To the President and Members of the Louisiana State Board of 
Health: } 

GENTLEMEN—I beg leave to report that the health condi- 
tions of my district, as regards small-pox, during the last two 
years have steadily improved, and that the nine parishes 
under my special supervision, may, at present, be considered 
to be free of the disease; there were a few cases in or near the 
towns of Iberia, Abbeville, Lafayette, Crowley, Jennings and 
Lake Charles (during the latter months of this past year), 
due to the fact that these places are especial points of attrac- 
tions to that roaming class of negroes and white tramps (the 
usual transmitters of communicable disease). 

There have occurred, also, a few sporadic cases of diph- 
theria and scarlet fever; otherwise the district has been free 
from contagious diseases. 

Typhoid fever has continued to prevail, more elaemi ally 
during dry weather, due principally to the use of water from 
surface wells, which become very easily contaminated. 
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So far as heard from, all the parish boards of health are 
in working order, save that of Cameron, but nearly all are 
hampered for want of funds. 

The majority of the presidents of these boards of health 
have reported that the physicians were very remiss in filling 
out and sending in the blanks furnished for purposes of vital 
statistics; at my suggestion a copy of the law on this subject 
was sent to all registered physicians of the State, and several 
members of the profession who refused to fulfill the provision 
of the law were fined by the court, since which time the law 
has been complied with to a certain extent, but not sufficiently 
as to make our vital statistics of much value. 


The President of the Parish Board of Cameron reports — 


that his Board has been organized, but that it has done 


nothing, because the police jury refiises to give him any | 


salary, and that he does not propose to work without pay. 

None of the physicians in his parish have sent to him 
their reports on vital statistics. 

In conclusion I would suggest that the laws in regard to 
health matters in the parishes be reviewed, and, if possible, 
so revised and amended as to make the police juries, the 
boards of health, and the physicians themselves less derelict 
in performing their duties.

Sir :—I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the work of the State Quarantine Service for the years 1900 
and 1901 : 
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VESSELS INSPECTED, QUARANTINED and PASSED AT MISSISSIPPI 


RIVER QUARANTINE STATION. 





| 1900. | 1901. | Tora, 
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Yellow Fever Infected Vessels from which cases of 
Yellow Fever were removed and treated at the Quarantine 
Lazaretto in 1900 and 1901: 
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Of the twenty-four cases of yellow fever in the two years 
mentioned there occurred only one death. This was one of 
the cases taken from the steamship Orion from Vera Cruz, 
and was due to suppression of urine, This low death rate I 
attribute largely tothe careful nursing and attention given 
to the patients by medical student EK. H. Kleinpeter in 1900, 
and by the same student and student George B. LeSueur in 
1901. Both of these young men are medical students from 
Tulane’ University. and while on duty at our hospital were 
under the direction of Dr. Henry Bezou, “the physician in 
charge. 

The infection of eighteen of the twenty-four cases could 
be traced directly to one of the three Mexican ports, viz.: 

Vera Cruz, Progreso, or Tampico, oneto Port Limon, and 
seven to Colon. 


At the last named Port, the steamship Electrician took 
on board a second class passenger, who was evidently at the | 
time a convalescent from yellow fever. He mingled freely 
with the crew of the vessel, and in due course of time yellow 
fever broke out on the ship, the first case occurring in the 
person of a sailor who siept alongside of the suspicious pee 
senger on the forward hatch. 


The case on the schooner Bertha Louise was sent to the 
Lazaretto by Dr. Lamb from the Port Eads Station. He was 
the negro cook on board, and stated that he was reared in 
Philadelphia, and had been in the south only a few months. 
He suffered from an attack of yellow fever on his first voyage 
to Mexico. Previously a lean thin negro, after the attack of 
the disease, which is so often the case, he became quite fleshy. 

The case onthe steamship ‘‘Hugin” is worthy of note, 
because the patient was taken sick exactly four days and six 
hours after the last probable exposure to infection, thus show- 
ing that the period of incubation in this case was considerably 
over four days. The man was found with fever by Dr. Aby, 
Assistant Resident Physician, when that officer went to re- 
lease the vessel from her five days detention in quarantine. 
Pratique was, of course, withheld and the case placed under 
the observation of Drs. Aby, Bezou and myself, and it soon 
proved to be an unmistakable case of yellow fever. Even 
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were it necessary to establish the fact, the development of 
this case of yellow fever after more than four days had elapsed, 
since the last known probable exposure toinfection, proves be- 
yond doubt, that it is unsafe to base maritime quarantine on a 
three day incubation period for that disease. 

‘The experiences and observations, however, of the most 
careful observers and experts in yellow fever maintain that 
the period of incubation is not fixed and is as liable to be over 
three days as under it. 

Among the cases that were under observation in Havana 
during the experiments made by Drs. Reed, Finlay, Agra- 
monte and others in the study of the conveyance of yellow 
fever infection by mosquitos, it was notable that more cases 
occured after a period of More than three days of incubation 
than before. 


The cases on the steamship ‘‘Traveller” are worth narra- 
ting in order to show the generally accepted origin and spread 
‘of the disease. ‘The vessel laid at a wharfin Vera Cruz, load- 
ing and-discharging cargo. Hercrew were forbidden the priv- 
ileges of the shore, and to enforce this restriction police officers 
were employed to keep them aboard. One night, however, . 
two of them escaped and went into town. On the voyage to 
New Orleans one of these two men was stricken with yellow 
fever, and after the arrival of the vessel he was placed in the 
Quarantine Hospital for treatment. The vessel was imme- 
diately disinfected. ‘The next man to be taken sick was the 
man sleeping directly over case number one. Third man to 
take sick slept in the bunk adjoining that from which case 
number two was taken; in fact the heads of patients number 
two and three were separated only by a narrow strip. Case 
number four rapidly followed, and he slept in a bunk imme- 
diately opposite that occupied by case number one, with only 
a narrow aisle intervening. 

There were between ten and fifteen men sleeping in this 
section of the forecastle, the whole of which was actually 
deluged with a solution of bichloride of mercury of a strength 
of one to four hundred. ‘There were no more cases and this 
ended the infection on the vessel. Besides the twenty-four 
cases of yellow fever, there were a large number of cases of 
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malarial fever and a few cases of other diseases treated with 
success at the Lazaretto during the past two years. 

No sick are permitted to remain on a vessel, but are re- 
moved to the hospital for observation and treatment as soon 
as discovered. Vessels from which yellow fever cases are 
taken are subjected to a second disinfection, after the removal 
of the last case, and held five days longer and then released, 
if no other cases have meanwhile developed. The usual 
period of detention of this class of vessels is ten days. 


THE LAZARETTO. 

Referring to the Lazaretto, I wish to say that it is fulfill- 
ing every purpose for which it was intended. The buildings 
there have all been repaired and painted; wards put in 
thorough order for the reception of the sick; walks and wharf 
rebuilt and the grounds put in order, so that it no longer pre- 
sents the dilapidated, PEED and unsightly appearartice that 
it formerly aid. 

PROPHYLAXIS. 

The danger of the infection of vessels in the tropics from 
allowing their crews and passengers the liberty of the shore, 
and possibly from taking drinking water at those parts has 
long been known to allobservant quarantine officers, so early 
in 1900 I addressed a circular letter to all steamship agents in 
New Orleans, strongly urging them to advise all masters of 
vessels they represented not to take drinking water at any 
tropical port; to keep their crews and passengers aboard in 
those ports, and, if possible, to load and discharge by lighters 
in open bay or roadstead in preference to going toa wharf for 
that purpose. Later, since the mosquito is an aecepted factor 
in the conveyance and spread of yellow fever, I have advised 
the addition of mosquito bars for the use of crew and pas- 
sengers to the precautionary measures taken. I have known 
two vessels of thesame class, at the same time, to lay at the 
port of Vera Cruz, one at a wharf and the other at anchor in 
the open bay, not three hundred feet away from the first, and 
upon arrival at this station, the one that laid at the wharf 
had yellow fever among her crew, while not a soul was sick 
on the one that discharged and loaded cargo from lighters in 
the open bay. 
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PLAGUE. 

During the past two years we have disinfected a large 
number of vessels from plague ports, but as yet’ we have never 
known a case of the disease to appear before or after the ar- 
rival of these vessels. It is an established fact that rats are 
almost solely the chief agents in the conveyance and spread of 
this disease, and being so, the quarantine treatment of vessels 
from plague ports should be directed towards the destruction 
of the rats on board. There is no better agent for this pur- 
pose than sulphur, and as it is a difficult, if not an impossible 
matter to thoroughly fumigate a vessel with a cargo in situ, 
especially one with a cargo of coffee or sugar in sacks, when 
necessary, it would be a good precautionary measure to fumi- 
gate such vessel after the discharge of the cargo to kill the 
tats aboard. ‘This can easily be done by using the ordinary 
Dutch oven as a receptacle for the sulphur for fumigating 
purposes. It takes a low percentage of the sulphur dioxide to 
kill rats. If, after a long voyage, a vessel arrives from a 
plague port with a history of having had no sickness on 
board or without having had any dead ratsseen by the officers 
and crew, but instead, has a number of vigorous rodents on 
board, it is the best evidence in the world that she is free of 
plague infection. 


From a study of plauge and its history for the two past 
years, I do not think the people of Louisiana need have any 
fear on that score. It is not a white man’s disease and will 
not spread among clean and well fed people if the simplest 
sanitary measures are observed. 


The stamping out of the disease at Oporto, Glasgow, 
Naples and Liverpool, at Cape Town where there were thou- 
sands of British soldiers, camp followers and Kaffirs proves 
conclusively that where active sanitary measures.are adopted 
and relentlessly enforced that the. disease can be eradicated 
even after it has gained a foothold. 


In my opinion vessels out from plague ports over ten days 
arriving with a clean health record of voyage should be disin- 
fected and released immediately after disinfection. They 
should never be held in quarantine except for cause.

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IMPROVEMENTS. 


During the past two years the Mississippi River Quaran- 
tine Stationthas been almost rebuilt. Besides the erection of 
several splendid new buildings all of the old buildings have 
been overhauled and repaired and to-day are better than ever 
before. 

A commodious wharf of creosoted piling as a foundation 
has been built in front of the disinfecting shed, while the 
large disinfecting building itself has been thoroughly repaired 
and many additions made in the way of waiting rooms, dress- 
ing rooms and baggage rooms for the convenience of crews and 
passengers while undergoing disinfection. ‘Two large boilers 
have been put in position to replace the old one and our steam 
capacity for disinfection work is three times greater than 
formerly. ‘The boilers are so arranged that they can be con- 
nected or disconnected at pleasure, the object being to utilize 
the entire disinfection cylinder space or only a portion of it, 
as occasion may require. This arrangement, as can be readily 
understood, results in a considerable saving of fuel annually. 
For the disinfection of a small fruit vessel we use only one or 
two of ourcylinders, while for a large ocean liner with a large 
number of crew and passengers, the entire disinfection plant 
is brought into use at one time. 

When several large vessels are waiting for disinfection 
the saving in time by this increased steam capacity is great 
and, of course, of corresponding value. 


A large warehouse has been built where all of the fumi- 
vation and disinfection supplies are kept and other belongings 
of the station are stored. 

Carpenter and blacksmith shops with every equipment 
for iron and wood-work, and wherein our skilled mechanics 
can make any repairs to breakages in the disinfecting and 
fumigating plant have been put up. 

The residences of the Resident Physician and Assistant 
Resident Physician have been repaired, remodeled and addi- 
tions put up, greatly to the comforts and convenience of 
these officers and their families. 

New plank-walks of 3x12 material and 6 feet wide have 
been laid from one end of the Station to the other, with con- 
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nections to every building on the grounds. ‘Three-fourths of 
the Station front has been rivetted with 3x12 plank piling, 
driven from 8 to 10 feet into the ground witha pile driver 
and all thoroughly braced and the ground behind the revet- 
ment raised much higher than ever before. 


The building put up in 1900 by the Southern Pacific 
Company, owing to its dangerous proximity to the river, was 
moved back over one hundred feet and placed on a line with 
the other buildings, adding much to the symmetry and ap- 
pearance of the entire Station. Had this building been 
allowed to remain where it was located when built it would 
have been knocked down and swept away by the great storm 
of August, 1901, as not only the revetment in front of the 
building, but the ground upon which it stood was washed 
out and away to a depth four or five feet. As the mess hall 
building had been blown out of plumb during a storm years 
ago, fearing for its safety and the lives of nineteen of our 
employees sleeping therein, I had it guyed with wire ropes 
early in August, and it was not done any too soon, for within 
two weeks after the completion of the guying the storm came 
and had it not been for these guy ropes this valuable building 
would have been lost and likely several of the Station crew 
with it. | 

The construction and furnishing of the large detention 
houses by the United Fruit Company to meet the require- 
ments of the State Board of Health in order to conduct a 
passenger business on their fruit vessels during the summer 
months is a noteworthy enterprise on the part of the 
company. : ; | 

There are good accommodations for fifty or sixty first- 
class passengers, and the experiment has proven to be a 
Success. 


During the storm of August, 1901, the loss in money 
sustained by the Station was several thousand dollars. I 
should estimate it at nearly ten thousand. 


Among the valuable property lost was our launch. ‘This, 
however, has been replaced by a larger and finer boat than 
the old one. 
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There is yet much work to be done to make the station 
what it ought to be. The present location of the tug’s wharf 
is very dangerous and will have to be changed as soon as pos- 
sible. Two or three times within the past year the tug es- 
caped complete destruction while laying at her wharf only by 
a hairsbreadth. Vesselsin going to and leaving the disin- 
fection wharf are apt to be lost control of and crush into the 
tug and sink her at her wharf, the location of which is just 
above the disinfection wharf. ‘The storm of last year con- 
vinces me, that for the protection of life on this station there 
ought to be a storm-proof-building put up. This can be ac- 
complished at no great expense. A four-room house built on 
and framed into long creosoted piling driven deeply into the 
eround would be all that is required. 


SAVING OF THE TuG ASSISTANCE. 

After the storm I made a report to the Board of Health 
detailing the heroic work of Captain Louis Zettwoch and his 
faithful crew in saving the tug Assistance. In order to save 
this piece of State property, at the eminent risk of their lives, 
these brave men cut the tug loose from her moorings and 
pushed her boldly out into the river in the teeth of the howl- 
ing hurricane. 

She was lost sight of in a few minutes and for nearly 
twenty hours we feared that she had capsized and gone to the 
bottom with her heroic crew. 

The force of the storm can be imagined when it is known 
that large ocean vessels that had two anchors down, parted 
their cables and went adrift in the river opposite the station. 
In my report of the work of these men, I recommended a sub- 
stantial appropriation to be made to reward them. And. I 
again renew that recommendation, and trust that as soon as 
the finances will admit it, that the Board make them a dona- 
tion, As fuel oil is rapidly coming into general use, and as it 
is said to be much cheaper than coal as fuel, it will be in 
order for the Board to take into consideration its future use, 
both for running the tug and the disinfecting plant. 

OBSERVATIONS. 

My observations of the past two years have been to con- 

vince me more than ever that the only disease from foreign 


ee 
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shores to be feared, the only one about which we need give 
ourselves concern, and the one that needs constant watching 
is Yellow Hever. And as we all know that it is not the 
typical cases that are most dangerous, for they are easily 
detected and isolated, but it is the very mild cases—the walk- 
ing cases to which our closest attention and vigilance must be 
directed. Inconclusion, I beg to bear testimony to the faith- 
ful discharge of all duties entrusted to them by the officers 
and men of this service. 

To Dr.. Thomas Y. Aby, my Chief Assistant, and Dri J. 
Hope Lamb, Quarantine Inspector at Port Eads, both of 
whom are most accomplished and experienced quarantine 
officers, 1am greatly indebted for whatever success that has 
attended my efforts for the past two years; while to the Board 
of Health I am deeply grateful for their assistance and liber- 
ality in putting the station in its present condition. .

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REPORT OF DR. FRED. TURNEY, 
RESIDENT PHYSICIAN IN 1901. 

To the President and Members of the Louisiana State Board of 

Health, New Orleans. 

GENTEMEN :—I have the honor to submit report of trans- 
action at the Rigolets Quarantine Station for the year 1901. 

There arrived at this station 1494 vessels, having on board 
crews numbering 6483 and 283 passengers, none of which had 
any infectious or quarantinable disease on board. One (1) 
vessel, a small tramp schooner from Mexico via Biloxi, was 
disinfected by the Shipping Inspector; Dr. Gill, after arrival 
in New Orleans, as a matter. of precaution. The sanitary 
condition of the station and vicinity has been good; there 
being no quarantinable disease along the gulf coast during 
the year, made it easy for the shipping through this pass. 

There were very few detentions and the work at this 
station was done in a way to keep up strict quarantine rules 
with as little delay to commerce as possible. During the 
month of August a stormdestroyed some of the property, which 
has been repaired. The financial report of station will appear 
in the annual balance sheet of the Board.

REPORT OF THE ATCHAFALAYA AND CALCASIEU 
QUARANTINE STATION. | 


PESIDENT PHYSICIAN : 
Dr. Geo. H. Douglas—Seasons of 1900-1901. 


During the year 1900 nothing worthy of special note re- 
ceived as regards the working of the Atchafalaya and Calca- 
sieu Stations. | 

In 1901 some trouble occurred by reason of objections on 
the part of the American Salt Company, to send their tugs 
and barges up to within convenient boarding distance of the 
Atchafalaya Station. 

The managers of the company protested and petitioned 
the Board to establish a station nearer the gulf. 

After much correspondence, and with the alternative of 
having the law involved to compel acquiescence, the company 
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abandoned further opposition to the quarantine regulations, 
and submitted their vessels for inspection at the established 


station. 
The following tables show the number of vessels of each 


class which passed the two stations in 1900 and 1901.

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REPORT OF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 
Dr. C. L.. HORTON. 


To Dr. Edmond Souchon, President, and Members of the Louisiana 
State Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN—I hereby respectfully submit my biennial 
report for the years 1900 and 1901. No epidemic of any kind 
has prevailed in the State during the past two years, and the 
health of the State has been unusually good. 

Smallpox has been very general throughout the State, 
and we have received a great many requests from Parish and 
Local Health Officers for vaccine points, and for experts to 
diagnose doubtful cases. 

These requests have always been promptly attended to, 
and the vaccine points sent have given very general satisfac- 
tion. I have made several trips to the country to give 
diagnosis in cases, and to instruct in the sanitary work. 

In January 1901, what threatened to be a very serious 
outbreak of smallpox in a convict camp, was promptly 
checked by prompt and heroic action on the part of the Board 
of Health. On the evening of Jan. 2nd, 1901, Dr. Souchon, 
President, was notified by Gov. Heard of the existence of 
smallpox in aconvict camp on Bayou Lafourche near Donald- 
sonville. Dr. Souchon requested me to leave as soon as pos- 
sible for the camp, and take eharge of the situation. I left 
the next morning with two sanitary officers, tents, disin- 
fectants, etc. We arrived at the camp, ten miles below Don- 
aldsonville, in the afternoon. I found a very serious condi- 
tion existing there. Smallpox had occurred in the general 
cell among 167 convicts, and new cases were developing 
every day. It was evident that the cell was infected, and 
heroic and energetic measures were necessary to stop the 
disease and save the lives of the convicts. ‘Twenty cases had 
already occurred, one of whom had died. The cell room was 
small and very much over-crowded, ‘The hospital building to 
which the sick had been taken was also crowded, and con- 
tained patients sick with other diseases. ‘Three tents were 
erected about two hundred feet from the camp for the 1sola- 
tion and detention of suspected cases. A temporary hospital 
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building was erected, and the smallpox patients transferred 
to itat once. 

All the convicts were vaccinated and re-vaccinated where 
the vaccination was not successfnl within ten days. The 
cell, hospital, and grounds were thoroughly cleaned and dis- 
infected. The clothing and bedding were disinfected. The 
bedding of smallpox patients who recovered or died was 
destroyed by fire. 

Dr. A. A. Landry, a physician, living very close to the 
camp, was employed to treat the sick and superintend the 
sanitary work. 

Only six more cases of small pox developed after we took 
charge of the camp, making a total of 26 cases in all, and the 
convicts were removed from the camp in disinfected clothing 
to Angola plantation within thirty days. 

I have made repeated inspections of the Rigolets, Atcha- 
falaya, Lake Charles, and Lake Borgne Quarantine Stations. 

At the Rigolets and Atchafalaya Stations I have had a 
great many repairs made, including a new wharf at each 
station. 

Late in the fall of 1899, New Oil Inspection Regulations 
were adopted by the Board, and the entire inspection was 
placed under my supervision. It was with great difficulty 
that the new regulations were enforced at first, but those 
difficulties have been overcome, and now the regulations are 
being properly carried out, and give satisfaction to all. 
When the new regulations were first instituted, the inspect- 
ors who buy the oils from groceries and test them very often, 
found oils falling below 125 F. flashing point, showing there 
was a very inferior grade of oil being bought and sold here. 
Now it is rare to find an oil in the city flashing below 125 F. 
the flashing point required by the Board of Health. An occa- 
sional low grade of oil has been discovered at the oil plants, 
but as a rule all the oils come up to the requirements of the 
Board.

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REPORT OF BACTERIOLOGIST OF LOUISIANA 
STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The routine work of this laboratory consists in making 
examinations of cultures made from the throats of patients 
suspected of having diptheria; in examining the sputum and 
other excreta of possible tuberculous patients; in making ex- 
aminations of the blood of fever patients, with the view of de- 
termining whether the presence of the plasmodium malarize 
. can be ascertained, thus making the case one of malarial 
fever, or whether the blood gives the Widal reaction with 
cultures of the bacillus typhosus, thus making the case one of 
typhoid fever; making examinations of well-water, or water 
from the sources used, or intended to be used, for human or 
animal consumption, with the view of determining the num- 
ber of bacteria which this water may contain, and the noxious 
properties of these bacteria; finally, in making examinations 
of urine or the excretions of patients in order to help out the 
busy practitioners in the making of accurate diagnosis of their 
cases, and ascertain when said secretions offer some practical 
suggestions or indications in the treatment of the individual 
cases. 

All of the examinations are made at the request of prac- 
ticing physicians or local health authorities from any part of 
the State, and are only made when the directions for prepar- 
ing and forwarding said material, as recommended by this 
laboratory, are carried out in detail. ‘These directions, issued 
recently in pamphlet form by the Louisiana State Board of 
Health, are as follows:

Directions for Preparing and Forwarding Material for Examina- 
tion. Tuberculosis. 

The early diagnosis of incipient tuberculosis is of stpreme 
importance, and in all cases where there is the least suspicion 
that this trouble may exist, samples of sputum should be sent 
to the Laboratory forexamination. Repeated examinations of 
the expectoration are frequently necessary to demonstrate the 
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presence of tubercle bacilli in incipient cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis; for this reason physicians should not hesitate to 
make free use of the Laboratory for frequent examinations. 
The sputum should be that which is coughed up preferably in 
the morning on rising, avoiding the more superficial naso- 
pharyngeal sections. The sputum should be received in per- 
fectly clean, wide-mouthed bottles, and sent by express, 
charges paid to the Laboratory, with tuberculosis slip 
(No. 1) filled out.

Directions: 

Sputum should be collected only in clean, wide-mouthed, 
well-stopped bottles, with a capacity of from two to four 
ounces. Suitable bottles are supplied by the Bacteriological 
Laboratory. 


Care should be taken that bronchial and not pharyngeal se- 
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cretion is collected. The expectoration discharged early in the 
morning is preferred. if the expectoration is scanty the entire 
amount in twenty-four hours should be collected. The bottles 
must be tightly corked and, with the information called for 
in the blank form furnished by the Laboratory for the purpose, 
returned to the drug store where the same was obtained. The 
results of the examination will be given as promptly as possi- 
ble by mail or telephone. 


TypHoIp FEVER. 


The Widal PReaction. 'The investigation of Pfeiffer, Gruber 
and Widal have shown that the blood serum of persons ill with 
typhoid fever exercises a peculiar agglutinating action over 
the typhoid bacilli. The special action appears as a rule 
about the fifth or seventh day of the disease, and persists dur- 
ing couvalescence, and may persist for as long as seven years 
after recovery. The cessation of motility and the aggrega- 


tion of bacilli in clumps can be dbserved under the microscope 
when the blood serum and a bouillon culture containing motile 


typhoid bacilli are mixed in proper dilution and proportions. 
This is known as the Widal Reaction. It furnishes a valua- 
ble means of diagnosis. 


Directions for Preparing the Spectmens of Blood. 'Yhe 
skin covering the convex surface of the lobe of the ear is. 
thoroughly cleaned with soap and water and then with clean 
water. For making a puncture a surgical lancet-shaped 
needle or the sharp point of a bistory are used. You should 
not press gently with the point of the instrument until it enters 
the skin, but, with a quick rebounding movement of the hand, 
stab the skin to a depth of % to 4 of an inch, according to 
the conditions of the superficial circulation. ‘Touch the little 
wire loop found in specimen slide in the blood; deposit three 
loopfuls of the blood on the accompanying slide, on three 
different places. Allow blood todry. Return slide and wirein 
accompanying mailing box, AA with slip No. 2 (typhoid 
slip) properly filled out.

MALARIA. 

Forthe preparation of the blood films to be examined. for 
malaria: Have ready two perfectly clean glass slides, to be 
found at any supply station. For drawing the blood from a 
lobe of the ear, see directions under T'yphoid Fever. 

In making a puncture see that the blood freely exudes 
without pressure. Take one of the slides and, after wiping 
away the first drop of blood, touch the lower edge of the slide 
gently in the second exuding drop, and instantly draw it 
lengthwise along the surface of the second slide with a stroke 


of two inches or more. This makes a very thin blood film 


, - ea 
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which soon dries, when it can be placed in a slide mailing 
box and forwarded to the Laboratory. Do not fear lest you 
may not deposit enough blood on the slide, the blood films 
cannot be too thin; on the other hand, they are usually too 
thick. Draw the blood about eight hours before or after a 
chill. 

Since quinine has a destructive effect upon the malaria pa- 
asite, films prepared after the administration of this drug may 
not show the organisms in numbers sufficient to be detected, 
and the microscopic diagnosis may be misleading. Fill out 
malaria slip (No. 3).

DIPHTHERIA. 

In inflammatory conditions of the throat it is of the ut- 
most importance that an early microscopic examination should 
be made in order to determine whether the latter is due to the 
presence of diphtheria bacilli. Cultures should, therefore, be 
made at the earliest possible moment, and forwarded to the 


Laboratory with the greatest possible speed. 


For the diagnosis of diphtheria, tubes containing ster- 
ilized cotton swabs can be obtained from the Laboratory, or 
froma station depot. In cases where it is possible to get a 
good view of the throat, depress the tongne, straighten the 
wire without touching cotton swab, and rub the cotton swab 
gently, freely, against any visible exudate. In other cases, 
including those in which the exudate is confined to the larynx, 
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avoiding the tongue, pass the swab far back and rub it freely 
against the mucous membrane of the pharynx and _ tonsils. 
Bend wire to original position and replace the swab in tube, 
plug tubes, and forward to the Laboratory, together with 
slip No. 4, properly filled out. 

The investigation of Bigg and Park, of New York, have 
shown that out of 405 cases of diphtheria examined by them 
virulent bacilli were found in the throat of one-fourth of all 
the cases seven days after the complete disappearance of al] 
the membrane, and in three cases after five weeks. 

Physicians are, therefore, urged to hold their patients in 
quarantine until cultures made from the throat show the 
entire absence of the diphtheria organism. Cultures should, 


therefore, be made and sent to the Laboratory for examina- 


tion at intervals during convalescence. Reports on all 
primary examinations of diphtheria will be forwarded by 
telephone or telegraph, at the physician’s expense, about 
twenty-four hours after the receipt of the cultures at the 
Laboratory.

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Directions for Making Cultures in Suspected Cases of 
| Diphtheria. 


The patient should be placed in the best light attainable, 
and if a child, properly held. . 

In cases where it is possible to get a good view of the 
throat, depress the tougne and rub the cotton swab gently, 
but freely against any visible pseudo membrane or exudate. 

In other cases, including those in which the exudate is 
confined to the larynx. open the mouth and pass the swab back 
till it reaches the pharynx, and then rub it freely against the 
mucous membrane. Replace the swab in its tube. 

The diagnosis will be ready by noon the following day, 
and the report sent to the address given by the physician. 

As recent investigations have demonstrated the presence 
of the bacillus in some cases for many days after the disap- 
_ pearance of the false membranes, it is, therefore, desirable in 
all cases of true diphtheriato make second inoculation before 
disinfection. 

N. B.—Make the culture when possible before application 
to throat. When this is not possible make the culture at least 
two hours after application.

Urine EXAMINATION. 


Urine should be examined either when freshly voided, or, 
as when sent to the Laboratory, some preservative should be 
added to prevent fermentation. Old fermented urine is abso- 
lutely worthless for examination. ‘To preserve the urine use 
either of the following: © 

2 or 3 drops of formalin to the 4 oz. of urine. 

10 or 15 grains of thymol to the 4 0%. of urine. 

Urine should be forwarded in absolutely clean 4 0z. bottles 
and enclosed in a wooden mailing box to be found at the sup- 
ply stations. For tests of albumin it is best to send urine 
voided after meals. Where a quantative estimation of urinary 
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solids is desired, the samples should represent the urine voided — 
and measured for twenty-four hours. Fill in slip 5.

BACTERIOLOGICAL EXAMINATION OF DRINKING WATER. 


An eight-ounce bottle, together with a good clean cork, 
are placed in a basin of cold water, which is brought gradaully 
toa boil. The boiling is continued fifteen minutes to thor- 
oughly sterilize both bottle and cork. Grasp the bottle by 
the base, not by the neck, pump or let water run for some 
minutes, then fill the bottle, pack on ice and forward by ex- 
press prepaid to the Laboratory. Full in Slip 6. 

N. B.—No specimen shall be examined unless prepared 
according to above directions and appropriate slips filled out.

Besides the above routine work, a number of special examina- 
tions have been made at the request of the officers or members, 
or when directed by resolution of the Board. And report 
made at the proper time. 

A number of such reports are here appended. 


SPECIAL REPORT No 1. 


Experiments performed by Dr. P. E. Archinard, with 
Prof. A. L. Metz, for the purpose of determining the value 
of Formaldyhyde as a disinfectant, and also for the purpose 
of determining the germining value of sunshine in the open 
air. (January, 1898.) 

These experiments were Seeeae on in the Medical Depart- 
ment Building of Tulane. Pieces of sterile lint saturated 
with bouillon cultures of bacillus typhosus, diphtherial and 
bacillus icteroides (Sanarelli’s) were used in some instances. 

In other cases woolen or cotton blankets, or bed counter- 
panes or moss mattresses or pieces of woolen carpets were 
freely wetted in places with the same bouillon cultures, men- 
tioned above. 

To test the value of sunshine and free exposure to air as 
a disinfectant for household goods, in places where yellow 
fever, diphtheria or typhoid fever had occurred, the following 
experiments were carried on: 

Nos. land 2. Pieces of woollen carpet were saturatedin 
places with a bouillon culture of b. icteroides, and exposed 
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one day during 6 hours to direct sunlight in the open air 
‘(temperature 48 to 92 F.), and then carried back to a closed 
room. Conditions which similate best the direct sunlight ex- 
posure to contaminated household goods. 

The next day pieces were cut from the contaminated 
places on the carpet, planted in lactose bouillon and allowed 
to grow 72 hours in incubator. ‘There were abundance of 
growth. From this growth number colonies of b. icteroides 
were isolated from gelatine plates made from these lactose 
bouillon cultures. 

Nos. 3 and 4 were repetitions of Nos. 1 and 2, except that 
a b. typhosus culture was used instead of b. icteroides. The 
result was identical, abundant prow?h of the b. typhosus. 


Nos. 5 and 6. Same asin Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4, but the b. 


diphtheria used. Same result, pvowth of b. diphtheria. 

Nos. 7 and 8. A cotton counterpane was saturated in 
places with bouillion culture of b. typhosus exposed to direct 
sunlight and air for six hours each day during one week at 
about the same temperature as in the previous experiments. 
Pieces of the cloth (No. 7) and from the cotton lining (No. 8) 
at places of saturation were planted and incubated 48 hours;

REPORT OF THE. BACTERIOLOGIST OF THE LOUISIANA STATE 
Boarp or HEALTH. 

GENTLEMEN—At your request a number of experiments 
have been performed by me, assisted by your chemist, to de- 
termine the disinfecting power of SO, (Sulphur dioxide) as 
used for disinfecting rooms in places of contagious diseases. 

Three series of experiments have been performed, the 
details follows:— | 

SERIES No. 1. 

A front room in the building of the Tulane Medical Col- 
lege was used for the experiments. 

This room is plastered on the front and back, and boarded 
on the two sides, there are four large openings in same, three 
doors and one window. 

Strips of newspaper were pasted over all the crevises and 
dints as far as they could be seen in the walls, ceilings, etc. 

This work being confided to one of the sanitary inspec- 
tors of the city health board, expert in that line. 

The sulphur was burnt in pots. A total quantity of fif- 
teen pounds of sulphur being used. ‘To insure the combustion 
of all the sulphur, a rotary electric fan was placed a little 
distance from the sulphur pots on the floor, and played ata 


rapid gait. 


The contaminated material consisted of thin pieces of 
sterile gauze dipped in bouillon cultures of b. typhosus, b. coli

The chemical test of the atmosphere of the room was 
made by Mr. Rudolf (Prof. Metz’s assistant); the. atmos- 
phere was taken at the key-hole in one of the doors. Test 
made with volummeter (Albrecht’s) shows that from over 4 
hours of the 12 hours of exposure the percentage of sulphur 
dioxide in the room was over 6%.

SPECIAL REPORT No. 3. 


EXPERIMENTS WITH FORMALINE SPRINKLING AS A DISINFECT- 
ANT FOR WEARING APPAREL IN TRUNKS AND VALISES. 


At the suggestion of the President, Dr. Souchon, a num- 
ber of experiments were performed to determine the. value of 
formaline sprinkling as a disinfectant for clothes and other 
wearing apparel contained in trunks and valises. 

For this purpose an old trunk and valise, filled with 
wearing apparel of all sorts were used. In the pockets of 
some of the articles, such as pants and coats, and between 
the folds of the underwear, moist gauze strips, infected with 
cultures, diphtheria and icteriodes bacilli*were put, the cloth- 
ing folded and packed as usual in a trunk or valise. 

After twenty-four hours the trunk and valise were opened, 
and teach article of clothing, containing the contaminated 
strips were sprinkled with formaline, 40 per cent., 10 per cent. 
by means of a small sized sprinkler, such as used for douches. 
his sprinkler was attached to a large-mouthed quart bottle, 
and the formaline in small jets forced out of the eae by 
means of a rubber bulb. 

All woolen articles, such as coats, vests, dresses, and 
pants were unfolded, held in one hand and sprinkled over 
. rapidly on both surfaces with the formaline. 
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Linen articles and underwear were taken out as folded, 
held in the hand and sprinkled over with formaline, in some 
cases 40 per cent., in other cases 10 per cent. formaline was 
used. After this sprinkling, the articles were folded and 
returned to the trunk and valise. 

At the end of 24, 48, and 72 hours, the apparels contain- 
ing the strips were taken out, the strips placed in sterilized 
bouillon tubes, put in the incubator for 48 hours, and then 
planted on agar. : 


In every instance the bacilli did not grow, showing that 
the formaline had acted as a good disinfectant. 


Controle experiments made with another trunk, and | 
where formaline was not used, showed bacillary growths. 


The objects of those experiments was to place things as 
nearly as possible as found in the practice in the disinfection 
of trunks and passengers’ baggage. The experiments show 
that 40° per cent. or 10 per cent. formaline when used freely is 
a pretty reliable disinfectant of passenger baggage with the 
possible exception of mattresses, pillows and counterpanes. 
Formaline possesses a further advantage, that it does not 
damage fabrics, no matter how delicate these may be. 


A detail of the experiments follow: 


Ist. Strips of bacilli icteroides and bacilli typhosus in 
the inside pocket of a light linen summer coat in the valise. 
Coat folded in four, 10 per cent. formaline used, sprinkling on 
both sides one and one-half ounce solution used. Result no 
growth. 


2d. From valise pair of linen pants in back pocket strips 
of diphtheria andicteroides. Pants folded as usual. Sprinkled 
both sides with one ounce 40 per cent. formaline. Result no 
growth. 


3d. Ordinary summer undershirts. Strips of icteroides 
and diphtheria placed between the folds, sprinkling on both 
sides, one ounce formaline 10 per cent. used. Result no 
growth. 

4th. Linen vest, in pocket strips icteroides, diphtheria 
typhosus. Vest folded, sprinkled on both surfaces one ounce 
10 per cent. formaline used. Result no growth. 
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5th. - Heavy woolen jacket, from valise. Strips of icter- 
oides and typhosus in inside pockets, lapel of pockets closed, 
coat held by the top, sprinkled over with two ounce 40 per 
cent. formaline. Result no growth. 

6th. Pair of heavy woolen pants from valise. In side 
pockets strips of diphtheria and typhosus. Pants taken up, 
sprinkled over with two ounce, 10 per cent. formaline. Result 
no growth. 

7th. Strips of icteroides, typhosus and diphtheria in side 
and inside pockets of heavy winter overcoat, four ounce, 10 
per cent. formaline used. Result no growth. 

8th. Strips of icteroides, typhoid and diphtheria, laid 
between the folds ofa thick flannel undershirt. Undershirtis 
folded, taken up, sprinkled over with two ounce formaline, 10 
per cent. Result no growth. 

9th. Strips of typhoid and icteroides in pocket of heavy 
woolen dress, sprinkled over with three ounces, 10 per cent. 
formaline. Result no growth. 

10th. Strips of icteroides, typhoid and dipbinere, placed 
in pocket of a woman’s woolen jacket. Jacket unfolded, 
sprinkled over with two ounce formaline, 40 per cent. Result 
no growth. 


SPECIAL REPORT No. 4. 
READ AT MEETING OF FEBRUARY 26TH, 1901. 
Disinfecting Power of Sulphur Dioxide. 

In October and November last a number of experiments 
were performed by Drs. Metz and Archinard to determine the 
germicidal value of sulphur dioxide gas. An air-tight cham- 
ber was used for the purpose, the sulphur dioxide gas was 
supplied from a reservoir of liquified sulphur dioxide, the 
percentage of So, gas in the atmosphere in the chamber was 
kept uniformly at 10 per cent., frequent tests confirming 
this percentage. . 

On strings hung up at different heights in "chamber, 
strips of gauze saturated with fresh virulent cultures of 
bacillus typhosus, bacillus diphtheriz and bacillus coli 
communis were attached, some of these strips were exposed 
bare and some wrapped up ina thick layer of absorbent cot- 
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ton. ‘The experiments made were six in number, the percent- 
age of gas being always at 10 per cent., the time of exposure 
varying from one to ten hours. 

Experiment No. 1 Percentage of So, gas, 10 per cent. 
Time of exposure, one hour. Strips of gauze dipped in 
bouillon b. typhosus, b. diphtheria and b. coli communis and 
allowed to dry, hang up bare and wrapped in cotton in cham- 
ber. After one hour strips taken out and planted in boutl- 
lon and gelatine and plated; all bacilli grew; experiment 
negative. ! 

Experiment No. 2. Same as No. 1, except time of ex- 
posure, three hours; result negative; all bacilli grew. 

Experiment No. 3. Same as in land 2; time of exposure, 
ten hours; results positive, that is, all bacillidead; no growth. 

Experiment No. 4. Same as in 1, 2, 3, and 4; time of 
exposure, 8 hours. Results positive; no growth. 

Experiment No. 5. Same as above; time of exposure, 6 
hours. Result positive; no growth. 

Experiment No. 6. Same as others; time of exposure, 5 
hours. Result negative; growth. 

From the above, it appears that in a day atmosphere it 
takes at least six hours exposure of contaminated articles toa 
10 per cent. So, gas to kill the germs of typhoid fever, diph- 
‘theri, and yellow fever. 

N. B.—The ten per cent. amount of gas was adopted in 
these experiments, because preliminary experiments made 
with varied proportions of the gas up to 10 per cetit. had 
failed to kill the germs, even when they had been exposed for 
24 hours.

REPORT OF SHIPPING INSPECTOR. 
NEw Or.LEANS, La., Jan. 2, 1902. 
Dr. Edmond Souchon, President Loutsiana State Board of 
FHlealth: 
DrAR Si1r—I have the honor to present my report as Ship- 
ping Inspector for the years 1900 and 1901: 


3. Bieraant 
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During the year 1900 forty-five steamships and one sail- 
ing vessel brought to this city from Central American ports 
463 cargoes of tropical fruit and 1,541 passengers. 

In April, 1900, yellow fever was reported by the Board of 
Health’s Resident Medical Inspector at Port Limon and strin- 
gent measures were at once adopted to prevent its introduc- 
tion here. : 

All vessels from Port Limon, and later from Bocas del 
Toro, were, after disinfection of all baggage, wearing’ ap- 
parel, deck-houses and living quarters at the Mississippi 
River Quarantine Station, permitted to come up to Nine-Mile 
Point, where they. were met on arrival by the Shipping In- 
spector and Sanitary Officers and kept under strict surveil- 
ance until cargo was lightered into barges, coal and provis- 
ions taken aboard, and the vessel ordered to go to sea, enter- 
ing and clearing at Port Eads. Appended list will show the 
names and dates of arrival of the 32 vessels detained at Nine- 
Mile Point. 

On August 23, 1900, the steamship “‘Adler,’ from Port 
Limon, arrived at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station 
with one case of yellow fever aboard. The vessel was de- 
tained at Quarantine, cargo discharged into lighters and the 
steamer left for sea without coming up to the city. 

Bubonic plague appeared in Santos, Brazil, in October, 
1899, and in Rio de Janeiro in January, 1900-° , 

The first vessel to arrive at the Mississippi River Quaran- 
tine Station from a plague-infected port was the steamship 
‘‘Willowdene” from Santos. This vessel arrived Dec. 17, 1899, 
with 43,100 sacks of coffee, which, after repeated fumigations, . 
were unloaded into lighters at Quarantine, as will more fully 
appear from the Board of Health’s bi-annual report for 
1898 and 1899. 


The steamship Willowdene went to sea on Jan. 29th, 
1900, without coming to the city. 


Later regulations were so modified as to permit vessels, 
after disinfection at quarantine, to come up to this port and 
unload under supervision of the Shipping Inspector and with — 
Sanitary Officers aboard all the time. The following nine 
vessels from Rio de Janeiro and Santos were thus unloaded:

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Steamship Carolina in midstream, at Point. 

Steamship Corsica in midstream, opposite Julia street. 

Steamship Volaye in midstream, opposite Julia street. 

Steamship Strabo in midstream, opposite Julia street. 

Steamship Glendevon, 45 feet from wharf, and 100 feet at 
night. 

Steamship Lauvak Bat, 45 feet from wharf, and 100 feet 
at night. : 

Steamship Tiverton, 45 feet from wharf, and 100 feet at 
night. 

Steamship Aracunia, 45 feet from wharf, and 100 feet at 
night. 
Steamship Ebro, 45 feet from wharf, and 100 feet atnight. 


DuRING 1901. 


Five hundred and twenty-five cargoes of tropical fruit 
arrived from Central American ports, carried by 42 steam- 
Ships and one sailing vessel, and bringing 1,527 passengers 
to this port. 

Yellow fever again made its appearance, both at Port 
Limon and at Bocas del Toro. Quarantine regulations had, 
however, been so amended, that vessels from those ports, 
after disinfection at Quarantine, came up to our wharves to 
unload, carrying a Marine Medical Inspector aboard during 
the voyage. This arrangement proved very satisfactory, 
both from a quarantine standpoint as well as to the fruit 
importers. - 

Only four fruit vessels were taken in charge by the Ship- 
ping Inspectors: 

The steamships Usk and Ely from Cardiff, at which port . 
some suspicion of plague was reported—via Ceiba in March. 
Both vessels were unloaded under plague regulations, and 
sent to Quarantine for final disinfection. 

The steamship Origen from Port Limon in June. This 
vessel was partially disinfected at Quarantine, and a crew 
from this city sent down to bring the vessel up, leaving her 
former crew at the Quarantine Station. The crew had been 
ashore in Port Limon. 

In July, the steamship Beverly, from Port Limon, left 
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one man sick at Quarantine, and was also taken in charge by 
the Shipping Inspector. 


In this connection, the steamship California, from Porto 
Rico with emigrants, might be mentioned. This vessel was 
permitted to come to the Southern Pacific wharf and land the 
emigrants, destined for the Hawaiian Islands, and immedi- 
ately taken out in midstream to receive coal and provisions, 
and sent to Quarantine for final disinfection. 


On June 15th, the steamship Atlas, from Progresso, 
Mexico, was taken in charge, and unloaded under special 
regulations. ‘The vessel had not been detained at Quarantine 
the full time for observation, as fire was discovered in her 
cargo of sisal. 


On October 8th, the steamship Cayo Soto from Cardenas, 
Cuba, with sugar, was placed under surveillance, under special 
regulations, and released the following day. 

Appended lists will show arrivals of fruit vessels during 
1900 and 1901. 

The beginning of the year 1901 witnessed the appearance 
of Bubonic Plague in Asia, Africa, Europe, Australia, as 
well as both North and South America. 

Appendix will show what vessels from plague infected 
ports were in charge of the Shipping Inspector during 1901. 

Notwithstanding strict precautions against introduction 
of Bubonic Plague, our imports from Brazil have increased 
materially,

GENTLEMEN: 


OFFICE OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


We respectfully submit this our second biennial report, 
embracing items of interest transpired during the years 1900, 
1901. 

Accompanying the report isa compilation of the health 
and sanitary laws under which the Board operates, which, 
because of their importance as affecting the great Metropolis 
of the South, will, we trust, be given place in the State Board’s 
report to the General Assembly of the State of Louisiana. 


DEPARTMENT OF VITAL STATISTICS. 


An important change was effected in the Department of 
Vital Statistics on January 1st, 1901, when the Board aban- 
doned the old and insufficient nomenclature previously fol- 
lowed in compiling death-returns for the more modern 
‘“‘Bertillon” classification as revised and adopted by the Inter- 
national Congress of Hygiene and Demography, at Paris, in 
August, 1900. Bythis action the Board placed its Department 
of Vital Statistics in line with that of the progressive cities 
of the world and was heartily welcomed in consequence by 
health departments of other cities using the nomenclature as 
well as by the author of the system in France. 

A comparison of the tables prepared in 1900 under the old 
classification with the tables prepared under the new nomen- 
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clature in 1901, will show at a glance the importance of the 
change effected. 

Advocating the adoption of the Bertillon Classification, 
Dr. Théard in an address to the Board briefly reviewed pre- 
vious nomenclatures. Because of the historical information 
contained therein, a portion of the address is herereproduced: 

ok ok * aK * 

‘The new nomenclature, though short of perfection (as all 
such systems necessarily must be), is not open to any serious 
objection, being defective only as to minor details; and how- 
ever glaring these may be, we are deterred from suggesting 
the slightest alteration, for the very apt and forceful reason 
advanced by one of the American representatives at the Inter- 
national Congress, that any fairly good system widely adopted 
is better for use than u system, possibly supertor in minor re- 
spects, whichis only used locally. Surely a consensus of views 
on such an important subject and concerted action are neces- 
sary to accomplish anything satisfactory or serviceable for 
comparative statistics throughout the world. 

‘“The works of ancient authors—Hippocrates, Gallen, Cel- 
sus and others—contain no synopses of classification. Hippo- 
crates arranged diseases alphabetically. 

‘‘About the middle of the sixteenth century Cesalpino, an 
Italian, first suggested methodical classification, but sug- 
gested it only. Not until the beginning of the seventeenth 
century do we find an instance of any effort to prepare even a 
rough plan of nosographical classification. In 1602, Platerus 
(of Basle) writes his ‘‘Praxeos Medicae’. From this time on 
strenuous efforts are made, at varying intervals, to evolve some 
system of nomenclature generally satisfactory to medical men. 
To review the work accomplished would require a volume. To 
merely enumerate, by title, the many contributions onthe sub- 
ject would fillseveral pages. For the bibliography of nosogra- 
phy covers the names of over a hundred works, by nearly as 
many authors. Most prominent among these, as indicating the 
progress made from time to time in this branch of medicine, 
are the works of Sauvage, which really represent the begin- 
ning of the science (1732 to 1767); Cullen’s system (1769 to 
1790); Parr’s system (1809), and Good’s system (1822). The 
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system of Raige-Delorme (1841) shows retrogression rathe. 
than progress. 

‘‘In 1852, we are presented with asystem by Wunderlich. 
In 1855 and 1857 the system of Dr. William Farr, adopted in 
England, is discussed in Paris and Vienna. M. de Savignac, 
of Toulon, in 1861, and Dr. Stark, of Edinburgh, in 1865, pre- 
sent their systems. The Farr system is again considered in 
1869 and 1870 by English and American sanitarians. In 1872 
amendments are suggested to the system by acommittee from 
the American Medical Association, headed by Dr. F. S. Smith 
as chairman, but the amendments fail to meet with favorable 
consideration. In 1885 the Londonrevision of the system shows 
rather retrogression. 

‘‘In 1888, Dr. Gouley, of the Bellevue Hospital, from whose 
contribution to the literature of the subject much of the above 
information is gathered, suggests.a classification admirably 
conceived, but insufficient and unsatisfactory for the purposes 
of a department or bureau of Vital Statistics. Then follow 
the works of Dr. Jacques Bertillon, of Paris, first in their 1m- 
perfect shape and today in what approaches more nearly the 
progress of modern science and perfection. 

‘‘Here permit me to correct a common mistake of identity. 
Dr. Jacques Bertillon, who suggested the admirable classifi- 
cation which all progressive cities are about to adopt, is not: 
the author of the Bertillonsystemof measuring criminals, nor 
is he the Alphonse Bertillon who figured so prominently in 
_ the Dreyfus trial. 

‘‘A system based largely on the etiology of diseases will 
naturally have to be altered as we add to our knowledge. 
Realizing this, it is intended that the Bertillon classification 
shall be revised from time to time, and the interval of revisions, 
just asin the case of the United States Pharmacopeeia, is fixed 
at ten years; the next (second) international decennial re- 
vision, therefore, to take place in 1910. It is suggested that 
the system be operated from the first of January (1901) the 
first day of the first year of the newcentury. 

‘‘Only asystem based upon anatomy could bestable. Such 
a system, however, would be unsatisfactory. To sanitarians 
it would be most objectionable. To the general profession also; 
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for nosography should tend to be descriptive as well as 
methodical, indicating the nature of individual diseases (there- 
by inviting study while facilitating it) and not merely point 
to the anatomical seat of diseases.

FOOD INSPECTION DEPARTMENT. 


Both the meat and milk inspection systems of the board 
are conceded to be models of their kind and have been adopted 


_ by other cities in the Union. 


MEAT INSPECTION. 
The laws regulating this service will be found in Section 
IV of the Code of Laws accompanying this report. 
The following tables show the work accomplished during 


the past two years:— 
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MiLkK INSPECTION. 


By resolution of the Board, March 27th, 1900, the collec- 
tion of milk samples was transferred from the Sanitary to the 
Food Inspection Department. 

The manner of securing samples offers every safeguard to 
vendors, and the method of analysing them leaves no loop- 
hole for error. 

Milk ‘‘runs” are made frequently, at irregular intervals 
and varying hours. 

When sent out each officer is supplied witha clamp and 
a known number of lead-seals, wires, corks, and bottles with 
a perforated neck. 


The number of leads used and unused are reciprocally 


checks on each other. 

After collecting a sample, the officer in the presence of 
the vendor closes the bottle, passing a wire through the per- 
forated neck and intervening cork, then uniting the loose ends 
of the wire in a lead-seal, and finally securing the whole fast 
by the act of clamping. 

Vendors are permitted to place their individual stamp or 
design if they so desire in a blank central space left for that 
purpose on the lead-seals used by the Board. 

Samples thus collected are numbered and delivered to the 
Chemist of the Board for analysis. : 

A sealed list showing these numbers and the correspond- 
ing names of vendors is delivered tothe President of the Board 
of Health, also City Health Officer. 3 

When the Chemist of the Board reports by numbers the 
result of his analyses, the Health Officer opens the envelope 
and ascertains therefrom the names of the vendors whose 
milk is below the standard and orders the proper affidavits 
made. 

The method pursued in the analysis of milk is as follows: 


LEGAL STANDARD REQUIRED: 


Sp. gr., 1029 (not less), at 60°F. Total solids, 13.00,- fat, 
3.50; solids not fat, 9.50. Water, not more than 87.00.

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On receiving the samples at the laboratory the seals 
attached to the bottles are carefully examined by the chemist 
to see that none are broken. 

Specific Gravity. Thisis determined by means of a deli- 
cate Hydrometer indicating Sp. Gr. to the fourth decimal 
place. Readings are taken as nearly as possible at 60°F. and 
corrected to this temperature. The accuracy of the Hydrometer 
is ascertained by comparing its readings at three different 
places on its scale with determinations made with the pykno- 
meter or specific gravity flask. 

Fat. This is determined by the Babcock Volumetric 
method and when found below the standard in samples having 
a normal percentage of solids not fat, as in skimmed milk, is 
checked by the Adams paper coil method. 17.6 cc. of milk are 
placed in a Babcock flask and to it 17.5 cc. of 90% Sulphuric 
Acid are added. ‘The flask is then placedin a centrifugal 
machine and whirled for 15 minutes; hot water is added up to 
the neck of the flask and again whirled for 3 minutes; hot 
water is again added to bring the fat within the graduations 
on the neck of the flask and whirling repeated for about 
3 minutes. The reading is then taken whilst the fat is still 
perfectly liquid 

The correct working of this method isassured by frequent 
comparison of its results with those obtained by the Adams 
method. ‘This method consists essentially in spreading the 
milk over absorbent paper, drying and extracting the fat. 
Strips of white blotting paper are rolled into coils, dried and 
extracted with petroleum ether. About 5g¢ms. of milk are placed 
in a small beaker, weighed and a coil of paper as described is 
thrust into the beaker, absorbing the milk. ‘The coil is then 
withdrawn, stood dry end down on a sheet of glass, placed in 
the oven and dried at 100° C. The beaker is again weighed 
and the difference between the first and second weighings 
will give the amount of milk absorbed by the coil. It is impor- 
tant to take up the whole quantity of milk from the beaker, 
as the paper has a selective action, removing the watery con- 
stituents by preference over the fats. 

After the coil containing the milk isdry, it is placed ina 
Soxhlet Extraction Apparatus and exhausted with petroleum 
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ether. The ether is removed by evaporation and the residual 
fat weighed. 

Total Solids. About 5 gms. of milk are dried to constant 
weight at 100°C. in a small metal dish. This takes about five 
hours. After drying, the dishes are placed in adessicator until 
cool and then weighed rapidly to avoid the absorption of hy- 
groscopic moisture; the residue is the total solids and the loss 
water. ~ cee 
Solids not Fat. This is an expression of the difference 
between the fat and the total amount of solids and is found by 
subtracting the percentage of fat from the percentage of total 
solids. 

Preservatives and adulterants are tested for when deemed 
necessary. . 

Bacteriological examinations are occasionally made.

SANITARY DEPARTMENT. 
The most important work of this department during the 


past two years has been the sanitary care of infectious and 
contagious diseases, two of which, scarlatina and small-pox, 
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prevailed extensively in this city as a result of repeated im- 
portations from the surrounding country. 
DIPHTHERIA. 


Diptheria is endemic in New Orleans, like in all other 
large cities. 
The record of the disease during the past two years is 
shown in the following tables:—

A cursory glance at this table shows that 1898 and 1899 
were exceptionally good years, the former giving the lowest 
number of deaths, and the latter the lowest number of cases, 
in any year,—a gratifying fact mentioned in our last report. 

While an increase is noted in the years 1900-1901, the 
epoch 1898-1901, representing more closely the work of the 
present board, admits of favorable comparison with the two 
preceding quadrennial periods; and even the unfavorable 
years of the period bear comparison well, both as to numbers 
and mortality-rate, with most of the preceding years. 

The lessened mortality of the past few years is doubtless 
due in part to the more frequent use of that most reliable 
weapon of defense, diphtheria antitoxin, and partly also to 
the facilities offered by the Board for an early diagnosis 
through its bacteriological department. 

It is a source of regret to the Board that both of these 
valuable adjuncts of intelligent treatment are not more gen- 
erally sought by all of the members of the medical profession. 

Surely nothing can stand in the way of a more common 
use of antitoxin, which for the past three years has been 
offered free of cost by the Board of Directors of the Antitoxin 
Fund, through the Board of Health, to all persons unable to 
purchase it. 
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SCARLATINA. 

Like diphtheria scarlatina is endemic in New Orleans, and 
as far back as records can be searched no one year is abso- 
lutely free from the disease. 

There was a marked increase in the number of cases 
during the past two years, as can be seen from the accompany- 


ing table:—

An analysis of this table shows that there were nearly as 
many deaths from scarlatinain 1900 as in the whole of the ten 
preceding years. The number of cases, however, we find 
to be but a little over a third of the total number for 
the same period of time, and the conclusion forces itself 
upon us that the type of scarlatina in 1900 must have 
changed; while the strong resemblance of the disease in 
its new form to that which habitually prevails in other sec- 
tions of the country, strongly suggests an importation of the 
disease. Of the latter fact we find abundant proof in the 
records of our office. 

Surely no local condition could have explained any 
marked increase in this or any other infectious disease in 
either of the past two years, the health status of the city 
during that time having been unusually good, and the total 
death-rate from all causes the lowest ever recorded. 

The very virulence of the disease rendered less effective 
the measures of prevention usually followed in the sanitary 
care of this disease, and the year 1901 rolled up a total num-

ber of cases much greater than that of the preceding year, 
with a mortality rate even still higher, proportionately. 
The movement of the disease is shown in the following 
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ScCARLATINA ReEcorD, 1901. 
Fecapitulation by Months. 
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Realizing the great danger from scarlatina to the school 
children of our City, the Board sought at the hands of the 
City Council legislation adequate to insure the advantages of 
a system of school inspection such as is successfully operated 
in some other cities of the Union, but was strenuously op- 
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posed by the School Board, whose members felt aggrieved at 
a fancied trespassing, by the health authorities, of (alleged) 
exclusive prerogative and duties in the matter, and the legis- 
lation sought failed of passage as a result of this divided 
opinion. 

Surely the scarlatina record of the past two years in the 
public schools and the larger number of pupils who suc- 
-cumbed to the disease, has by this time amply justified the 
alarm voiced by the Board of Health when it recommended 
school inspection. 

How many cases of the disease and how many deaths 
might have been prevented will never be known. 


SMALL-Pox. 


This Board claims to have a number of times freed the 
City from variolous infection during the past two years, but 
as a resultof fresh importations from the surrounding country 
an almost incessant battle had to be fought against the 
disease. In this respect New Orleans doubtless shared the 
fate of other populous centres, which forever stand a victim 
to the primitive methods of sanitation of smaller towns and 
rural districts, where little is done in the way of preventive 
measures, and pestilence is permitted to spread unchecked 
and uncared for. 

The following tables show the movement of small-pox in 
the City in 1900 and 1901:

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The infection of 1900 began in 1899, and the record of 
the latter year, given in our last report, is here reproduced: 


SMALL—Pox ReEcorp 1899, 
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Our most unfortunate experience was the infection of 
the Charity Hospital in January, 1900. The Charity does 
not treat small-pox, but can not guard against.the entrance 
of cases in the incubative stage of the disease, and this, with 
the delays incident to a correct diagnosis, made infection 
possible. 


Forty-one of its fifty-two wards simultaneously furnished 
cases of the disease (January 17, 1900). 

Realizing that such an extensive focus unrecognized 
even for a day must have disseminated the germs of variola in 
the four corners of the City, through the medium of visitors 
and patients at the clinics and of physicians and medical 
_ students who had doubtless freely mingled with the disease 
before its true nature had become apparent, the Board, at a 
special meeting, held January 22, 1900, decided to meet the 
emergency thus created by offering vaccination throughout 
the city and authorized the employment of a special corps of 
vaccinators for this purpose. 

The much-dreaded explosion came, however, necessitat- 
ing still other measures of prevention to limit the spread of 
the disease, and the Board was for a time compelled to employ, 
besides its regular sanitary force, as many as 58 guards to 
exercise proper surveillance over such cases as could not be 
removed to the Small-pox Hospital. 
| In this effort the Board depleted its treasury, spending 
all of its budget appropriation in the first four months of the 
year, and the Council was appealed to for funds to carry onthe 
work. Unfortunately the entire revenues of the City for the 
year had already been appropriated, and the then Council, 
being about to give way to another, was notin a position to 
borrow money against the revenues of the succeeding year. 
The Board could do no more than await the coming of the 
new administration; but in the mean time the sanitary 
department of the City had to be cared for, and, in order to 
insure the retention of a small force of sanitary inspectors 
out of the normal.revenues of the Board, the Health Officer and 
the Sanitary Officer offered to serve the City without pay 
(May, 1900), and the other en ployees of the Board generally, 
with the exception of the lowest paid men, spontaneously 
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contributed a portion of their salary to bring about the 


desired result. 
Later, with the enabling assistance of the present Mayor 
and Council (June, 1900), the Board resumed the work inci- 


dent to the proper sanitary care of the City. 





Variola which had been attended with a small mortality 
in 1899 (6 deaths out of 235 cases from February 2nd to 
August 26th), assumed in 1900 a more virulent type (448 
deaths out of 1468 cases). 

The higher death-rate of this and the succeeding year 
(1901) could not be attributed to any known cause, further 
than that the morbid genus of the epidemic had changed. 





If any reliance for the future can be placed upon deduc- 
tions gathered from acareful analysis of the variola records of 
the past twenty-five years, New Orleans will probably not 
have more than a hundred cases of the disease during the 


current year (1902), and the bulk of these, if not all, will 


have originated in the surrounding country. 





At the date of the writing of this report (March Ist, 
1902), there are under treatment in the City five cases only 
of the disease, three from country towns in Louisiana 
(Harahan, Boyce and Hard Times), one from Alabama 
(Mobile), and one from Mississippi (Baxterville, Pearl 
County). 





SMALL-POX HOSPITAL. 

The present hospital is in charge of a contractor. 

The City Council having expressed the desire to eventu- 
ally construct and maintain its own isolation hospital, Dr. 
Théard, secretary and sanitary officer of this Board, designed 
and submitted a plan for such a hospital.

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN: 


In time of peace the wise prepare for war. 

Small-pox, which raged here extensively during the winter 
and up to a Short while ago, has about abated. But ‘‘what to- 
morrow will bring, who can tell?’’ During the past year 
_ small-pox prevailed throughout the Union to an extent un- 
heard of in years; it still lingers in the surrounding country. 
Once freed from the disease, how long will our city resist fresh 
infection? ‘The long incubative period of the disease and our 
modern rapid transit render measures of quarantine of doubt- 
ful efficacy. If introduced anew among us would it not again 
tend to spread in our community, where vaccination is not com- 
pulsory and every one is privileged to get the small-pox if he 
so desires? | 

The Mayor and City Council, who find the present small-pox 
hospital insufficient and inadequate, propose to build, before 
next winter, a more modern and satisfactory structure. 

We are far away from mule-cars, far from lighting of the 
streets by gas; our street-gutters are fast giving way to an 
elaborate system of subsoil drainage; the privy and cess-pool 
will soon be superceded by a system of public sewers; in many 
other ways has New Orleans progressed. Among the needs 
of to-morrow is a properly constructed and well-equipped iso- 
lation hospital for pestilential disease. 

Familiar with the needs and requirements of such an institu- 
tion, qualified by close association with small-pox and frequent 
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visits to the present hospital to express an opinion, and deem- 
ing the time opportune, I have crystallized my views into the 
present plan, which I now submit to your earnest and careful 
consideration. 

With your endorsement, if such an endorsement is forth- 
coming, and the additional endorsements of the City Board 
and of the State Board of Health, which I will also seek, the 
plan will more readily command, at the hands of the Mayor 
and City Council, that full consideration which I venture to 
hope it deserves. 

A hospital on the pavilion plan is suggested, because compar- 
ative statistics abundantly show that in the treatment of infec- 
tious epidemic disease, monumental structures with contiguous 
rooms and wards are undesirable. Because of our changeable 
weather, the closed pavilion or light frame cottage is given the 
preference over the open pavilion with movable canvas walls. 
Long pavilions are given the preference over thenearly square 
and the circular. By the subdivision-of asquare pavilioninto — 
two long halves, as it were, we not only gain additional open- — 
ings for ventilation and light, but the wards being, of course, 
smaller, the separation of the acutely ill and convalescent is 
more easily effected. The circular pavilions offer no special 
advantages and are much more costly. 

The hospital occupies a space of ground 300x300 feet and j 1S 
composed of the following

A ground plan is introduced showing the general arrange- 
ment of the buildings. This and the other designs presented 
here to-night were kindly prepared at my request by Mr. Alfred 
F. Théard (a brother of mine), a civil engineer and architect. 

There will be more clear space under the buildings than has 
been indicated in the various elevations. 7 





GENERAL, DESCRIPTION OF BUILDINGS. 
- The administrative building, of which front and side views 
are introduced (Sheet III), has open galleries in front and 
behind, a nearly central hall, bed rooms for physicians, matron 
and steward, with water-closets and bath-rooms attached, a 
dining-room, a physician’s office and sitting-room and a room 
for visitors. 

In outside appearance it is a one-story slate roof cottage 
with walls finished in cement. It has no kitchen. The eco- 
nomical administration of the hospital when erected was con- 
sidered along with the general plans of construction, and a 
useless multiplicity of kitchens, and of cooks, avoided. ‘The 
cooking for the main building is intended to be done either in 
the central kitchen (G. on Ground plan), or in the smaller 
kitchen, near by, adjoining the isolation huts. The two 
bath-rooms are intended to serve the purpose of disinfecting 


closets as well, and are so located that access to the other 


rooms of the main building may be first through them, return- 
ing from the pavilions or wards behind. 

The ambulance house, of which front and side views are 
also introduced (Sheet III), is intended to accommodate two 
ambulances. It has stalls for four horses, store and feed 
rooms, two drivers’ rooms, closets and urinal, and an open shed 
in the yard to shelter such vehicles as may be necessary for 
collveying provisions, etc. Like the administrative building, 
its walls are finished in cement. The roof is a flat tar roof. 

The isolation huts, four in number, one for each color and 
each sex, are wooden structures, with shingle roof. Hach hut 
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can accommodate four patients in beds of the three-quarter 
size. Front and side views are introduced (Sheet IV). 

There is a special kitchen and dining-room for the isolating 
huts (N. on Ground Plan). Also separate water-closets and 
bath-rooms, nurses and cooks (QO). 

The private wards buildings, two in number, one on either 
side (C. on Ground Plan) each have two four-bed wards, with 
water-closets and bath-room attached, and an attendant’s room, 
which, in an emergency, could be used as an additional small 
ward. One of the building's is intended for pay patients. Ina 
hospital of 112 to 140 beds, with every comfort to be had with- 
out payment, ten beds is ample accommodation for pay — 
patients. 

The other building is for the isolation of patients, who, in 
addition to their original sickness, may develop some other 
infectious disease likely to spread. 

The remaining pavilions, or common wards, eight in num- 
ber (D. on Ground plan), are arranged in pairs for the two 
colors and sexes. Each is intended to accommodate ordinarily 
twelve patients, in beds of the three-quarter size—six along 
either wall—but in an emergency the number could be in- 
creased to fifteen without any inconvenience or discomfort to 
the other patients as regards either floor space or necessary 
cubic air space. 


The pavilions are wooden structures, with shingle roofs. 
Front and side views are introduced, also a sectional view 
(Sheet IV). | 

The windows reach to the ceiling, making ventilationfrom — 
that source more satisfactory. A central opening in the floor — 
admits fresh air from below; near this opening the heating 
apparatus is placed, and around both is a perforated zinc en- © 
closure three and a half feet high, which insures partial warm- 
ing of the air in winter asit enters. I say partial warming 
advisedly, for warmth should never be made to supersede 
freshness of the air. Additional ventilation is secured through 
louvre windows and roof ventilators. 

Access to the respective pavilions is by way of a short hall, 
with doors at either end (these to be screened insummer). On 
either side of this hall isa small closet with shelves and racks, 
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small table, drug closet, hot and cold water, and such other 
things as will facilitate ready nursing of the sick. (If deemed 
necessary either for light or ventilation, a small round sash 
on pivot, 15 inches in diameter, could be placed in each closet, 
on the side.) At the opposite end of the pavilions are the 
water-closets, one for every twelve beds, a urinal and sink and 
bath-rooms, all separated by lobby and swing doors from the 
ward. ‘The flushing apparatus of the water-closets is to work 
mechanically by the opening and closing of the seats. 

The windows and doors of the pavilions are to be wire- 
screened in summer, to keepa way those two great distributors 
of disease and filth—the mosquito and the fly—and to facili- 
tate the nursing and handling of the sick, which is easier when 
bars are not used on the beds. 

The woodwork inside is to be smooth and varnished, so as to 
‘admit of easy washing and drying. 

The kitchen and dining-room building is subdivided by a 
large cross corridor into six dining-rooms in front, and a kitchen 
and scullery and provisions store behind. ‘The dining-rooms 
are for the two colors and sexes, pay patients and nurses. Pay 
patients could also be served, if they so desired, in the spacious 
hall of their pavilion. <A side view of the building is intro- 
duced (Sheet III). 

The laundry building has a wash-room, drying and ironing © 
rooms, a mending room, and store rooms for bedding, linen, etc. 
A side view is introduced (Sheet III). 

The building for the final disinfection of patients prior to 
their release from the hospital (K. on Ground Plan) has six 
compartments, three on either side, for the two colors. Each 
patient, upon entering the first compartment, (follow direction 
of small arrows on Floor Plan) drops his infected clothing; he 
then steps in the middle room, where he is given a final anti- 
septic bath; and in the other compartment he is Spread ea with 
non-infected plone. 

The nurses’ rooms (F.. on Ground Plan) are iiesets apart- 
ments only and have purposely not been placed under the same 
roof as the patients. They are sufficiently close to the pavi- 
lions, however, for practical purposes, should the services of 
separate day and night nurses not be required and a single 
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attendant only be in charge, say, of a ward of convalescents 
awaiting sanitary release. : 


Returning tothe Ground Plan you will notice that there is 
a large central road leading from the ambulance house to the 
various pavilions and huts ad to the morgue. All the build- 
ings are to be connected with the central building, and more 
or less with one another, by covered walks. These are indica 
ted, you will notice, in the rough sketch from which the plans 
were prepared. They will be shown in further detail plans, 
which will be furnished, if required. ‘The covers are arched 


where they cross the central road, to admit of the passage of | é 


the ambulance. Doors near the fence, in the rear, permit 
easy removal of the dead from behind with a minimum of un- 
pleasantness to the remaining inmates of the hospital. 
Back of the pavilions a grove of trees could be planted, 
which would eventually furnish a pleasant retired walk 
for convalescents awaiting sanitary release, would protect 
against severe chilling winds in winter, and would mask 
the buildings in part from outside view, while enhancing 
the general appearance of the place. The pavilions are 
to be painted, the walls a light gray or similar soft 
color (white will not do); the windows of a deeper color, 
with the frames white; the shingle roofs, red.. The hedges 
are of evergreen privet. ‘The roads are lake shell roads. 
Nothing is too menial which will contribute to make such a 
spot cheerful. 


WARMING, LIGHTING AND. WATER ‘SUPPLY. 


A sufficiency of pure water is a prime necessity. Fifty 
gallons per person per day has been calculated to be a proper 
and sufficientamount. ‘The water is to be river water, filtered, 
at least for drinking purposes. | 

Heating is to be by steam, as the central plant, marked 


‘“T” on the Ground Plan, indicates. (Detail plans will be 4 


furnished, if required). 

The crematory is for the burning of sweepings, garbage, 
etc. It 1s not intended to burn up the excreta from the water- 
closets, and is in no way connected with these. In view of 
the fact that we will soon have a system of public sewers it 
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was thought best to have cess-pools attached to the water- 
closets and avoid the expense of an elaborate system of 
receiving pipes which would only be in use a short while. 

The hospital throughout should be supplied with a suffi- 
ciency of electric lights, to be furnished by the City. 





ADMINISTRATION AND MANAGEMENT. 

The hospital should be directly under the control and — 
supervision of the Board of Health. The physician-in-charge 
should be of the Board’s selection, and removable for cause 
by the Board. He would reside on the premises when neces- 
sary. In the absence of any infectious disease his services 
could be utilized in other directions by the Board. His 
salary should be fixed and budgeted for by the City. All 
-other expenses attached to the running of the hospital would 
be met by the City and paid on the approved vouchers of the 
Board of Health.

LOCALITY AND SITE. 

Where should the hospital be located? I believe you will 
all agree with me that it should be centrally located, readily 
accessible from all directions; not in a crowded portion of the 
City, however. Fortunately, in our City, with its large 
sigmoid front and converging streets, the central portion is 
not the built-up portion. 

If for no other reason than shortening the route of travel 
of the sick the hospital should be central. Additional con- 
siderations are the character of the roads and the proximity 
of water and light supply. Only from a financial point of 
view could a suburban locality be desirable, the cost of land 
on the outskirts of the City, being, of course, much less. 


A large plot of ground should be secured, in order that 
the hospital buildings may be well isolated from the sur- 
rounding neighborhood by an open space free from structures 
and broad enough to constitue an efficient, protecting ‘‘sani- 
tary zone.” ‘This zone need not be very broad, however. 
The aerial convection of small-pox operates, I believe, within 
much narrower lines than is commonly supposed, and the 
spread of the disease is generally in some other way—through 
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personal contact, dissemination by flies, concealed cases not 
sanitarily treated, etc. When the Charity Hospital—a 
structure most centrally located, on a big thoroughfare, in a 
thickly settled portion of the City—became so widely infected 
with small-pox last January throughout its many wards, the 
infection did not pass beyond the hospital walls, not a single 
case developing in adjoining squares. Nor was the percent- 
age of cases larger in the immediate neighborhood of the 
present small-pox hospital than elsewhere in the City. 

.Ina general way, the hospital should be a hundred feet 


distant from surrounding buildings. 
In selecting a site’ the neighborhood of any offensive 


industry (such asa slaughterhouse or a bone-boiling estab- 


lishment) should be avoided. 

The grounds should be elevated, with proper surface 
slope, and tile-drained. | 

No isolation hospital, of course, is perfect in its work- 
ings or its results, unless conducted jointly with a detention 
camp for suspects. A portion of the ground purchased would 
have to be utilized for the purpose. But of this it is not my 
intention to speak here to-night. 

The plan presented, simple as it may look, was not 
evolved without much thought and labor on my part. In sub- 
mitting it let me again express the hope that you will deem 
it worthy of your endorsement and of recommendation to the 
City Council for adoption. 


The following resolutions were adopted by the Orleans 
Parish Medical Society, to-wit: 

(1) .Thatit is the sense of this society that the City 
should build and own an isolation hospital for epidemic 
communicable diseases. . 

(2) This hospital should be situated near the geographical 
centre of the City, (a) for easy conveyance of patients, (b) 
to be near water and light supply and well paved routes. 

(3) ‘The pavilion plan should be adopted. 

(4) We recommend the plan of such an hospital submitted 
to this Society by Dr. Théard to the earnest consideration of 
the authorities. | . 
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On August 13th, the Board of Health of the City of New 
Orleans passed the following resolutions: 


(1) That it is the sense of this Board that the City should 
build and own an Isolation Hospital for the treatment of. 
infectious and contagious (epidemic) diseases; this hospital 
to be under the immediate supervision of the Board of Health; 
the physician in charge to be of the Board’s selection and 
removable for cause by the Board; his services to be utilized 
in other directions by the board in the absence of any infec- 
tious disease; his salary to be fixed and budgeted for by the 
City; all other expenses attached to the running of the hos- 
pital to be met by the City on the approved vouchers of the 
Board of Health. 

(2) The hospital should be centrally located, readily 
accessible from all directions, and near water and light sup- 
ply and well paved routes. 

(3) It should be on the pavilion plan. 

(4) We recommend to the consideration of the authorities 
the plan prepared by Dr. Théard and submitted to this 
Board. 





Following is a letter of the President of the Louisiana 
State Board of Health, bearing on the same subject: 


New Orleans, August 25, 1900. 


Nr sidney Ly. Theard, 
Secretary City Board of Health, 
New Orleans. 

DEAR Docror—I have learned with much pleasure of the 
approval by the Orleans Parish Medical Society of your plans 
for a small-pox isolation hospital and of the favorable action 
of your Board with reference to those plans. 

I truly hope that the City Council will realize the impor- 
tance of the matter and that our able and public-spirited 
Mayor will lend his powerful influence to bring about the 
necessary action of the Council as regards the adoption of 
the plans and the appropriation of funds to erect the hospital 
with the least loss of time. 

The plans are in every way most excellent and I beg to 
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congratulate you on the knowledge of the subject you have 
displayed, comprehending every needful detail. 

I note with pleasure that the scheme proposed contem- 
plates: 

1. The abolition of the obnoxious Contract System. 

2. The institution to be a part and parcel of the City 
Government. 

3. To be under the management of a physician selected 
by the City Board of Health and responsible to the Board. 

4. The Hospital to be on the approved ‘‘Pavilion” plan 
and centrally located. 5% 

If this letter will be of use to you, or to the City Board of 
Health, in your presentation of the matter to the Mayor and 
City Council, do not hesitate to use it.

The above documents were submitted to the Mayor and 
City Council on August 27th, 1900, and were referred for 
action to a special sub-committee of the Council having this 
matter and the selection of a suitable isolation hospital site 
in charge. 

Nothing further has been done in the matter, the City 
not seeing its way clear as yet, financially, to build and main- 
tain its own Isolation Hospital. 





YELLOW FEVER. 
It is gratifying to report the absence of this disease from 

the City during the past two summers: 
The last disturbing incident was in February, 1900, when 
a case presenting symptoms ‘“‘suggestive” of yellow fever 
was reported to this office. The case was promptly seen by 
the health officer and the sanitary officer, and did not appeal 
to them as one of the disease. Nor did the medical attendant 
so regard it, but he had related the facts because of the 
presence of two prominent symptoms, albuminous urine and 
vomit containing matter of a dark color, which, in the ab- 
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sence of a definite diagnosis, he had deemed worthy of report 
as suspicious of yellow fever. 

The details of the investigation made by the local Board 
were reported to the State Board in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Act 192 of 1898, and the result accepted as sufficient 
and conclusive. 

Judicious action in this case prevented unnecessary alarm 
and protected from possible disturbance the various interests 
affected by the carnival season of 1900. 





CHARBON. 

There was no recurrence of this disease among animals 
in 1900, and the last of a series of 129 cases was seen in 
August, 1899. 

On August 5th, 1901, a death in the human was reported 
whose origin could not be traced. 





INFLUENZA. 


Cases of influenza are not required to be reported to the 
Board of Health; nor could any law on the subject serve any 
useful purpose other than facilitate a statistical study of the 
disease. 

We append alist, showing by months, the deaths reported 
since 1890: 
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TypHoIp FEVER. 
By resolution of the Board, August 12th, 1901, typhoid ~ 
fever was included in the list of diseases to be reported to the 
- Board of Health. 


The following circular letter was sent to the physicians 
of the City: 


“DEAR DOCTOR: 

‘“The Board of Health by resolution has included typhoid fever in 
the list of diseases to be reported to the health authorities. No card 
will be displayed, nor will well children be kept away from school. 
The only object sought for is to secure to the health authorities knowl- 
edge of the location of each case, together with such special informa- 
tion as may be necessary to properly guard against further spread of 
the disease from the original source of infection, whatever that may 
be discovered to be. 

“The Board, besides, will endeavor to assist the medical attendant 
by placing in the hands of those about the patient a circular of advice 
regarding the care to be taken to avoid further infection in the house- 
hold. 

‘“‘While not strictly speaking contagious, typhoid fever is certainly 
both communicable and preventable, hence deserves the attention of 
the health authorities.

CIRCULAR OF ADVICEK REGARDING TYPHOID FEVER. 


In explanation and support of the measures recommended below, 
we submit the following: 

Typhoid fever is a germ disease. 

While not, strictly speaking, contagious, it is communicable under 
certain conditions and preventable by certain proper precautions, 
hence deserves the attention of the health authorities. 

The nature of the disease does not demand that the patient be 
isolated or prohibitive restrictions placed on the well members of the 
household. Houses, therefore, need not, and will not, be placarded, 

or will well children be prevented from attending school. 


& 
* 
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The typhoid germ is contained mainly in the evacuations of the 
patient, and the urine. Only exceptionally is it found in other 
secretions. 

However repulsive the thought may be to our Macon nature, 
typhoid fever is never contracted except through the absorption in 
one’s system, directly or indirectly, of the typhoid discharges from 
another patient. 

The germs usually enter the system through infected foods or 
drinks. Occasionally, however, they may be inhaled dried in dust, 
and some physicians in this way explain the bronchitis sometimes 
present at the outset of typhoid, as well as the greater prevalence of 
the disease in the late summer and fall, and after protracted drouths. 

The most common source of infection is contaminated water. 
This contamination is possible in many ways, of which the crudest 
example is a well draining an adjacent infected vault or cesspool. 

Infection may also be conveyed by milk which has had polluted | 
water added to it in the dairy, or has been kept or delivered in vessels 
washed with such water, or which has been contaminated by flies or 
other insects recently in contact with typhoid stools. 

Ice manufactured from polluted water can alsoconvey the disease. 

Also oysters from infected water beds and vegetables from soil 
fertilized with human manure, if eaten raw. 

The latter, of course, are uncommon cattses. 

Because of their tendency to deteriorate the general health, bad 
sanitary surroundings probably favor the spread of the disease, Which 
has been classed accordingly as a ‘‘filth disease.*’ 

In this asin other diseases there are grades of susceptibility, and 
one person may readily break down under a single dose of the poison, 
while others may require larger and repeated doses. This explains 
how only one person in the household may be affected, though all have 
partaken of the same infectious material. 

By resolution promulgated August 21st, 1901, cases of typhoid 
fever must be reported to the Board of Health. 

In many repects continued fever closely resembles typhoid fever 
(sufficiently to have suggested that it may be ‘atypical’ typhoid); it 
certainly seems to be of intestinal origin and for all practical sanitary 
purposes had better be treated like typhoid. 

Typho-malarial and other indefinite types of fever (gastric and the 
like) also demand, in the care and handling of the sick, similar if not 
identical precautions. 

With ordinary care those in attendance upon the sick do not con- 
tract the disease. 


NECESSARY PRECAUTIONS. 


The patient need not be isolated from the rest of the family. He 
should be treated, however, in a part of the house where quiet can be 
obtained. 
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The water supply being the most common source«of infection, the 
other members of the household should, for the time being, drink that 
water only boiled, or provide themselves with some other water known 
to be pure. 


For fear that the ice supply may have been at fault the water 
should be cooled, not by the addition of ice, but by placing it in the ice 
chest or otherwise similarly treating it from the outside of the vessel. 

Milk should be taken only boiled. 

The following methods of disinfection should be‘ closely followed 
throughout the disease: 


The glass, cup and spoon of the patient should be scalded 
thoroughly with boiling water after being used. 


The passages and trine should be disinfected by pouring in the 
vessel, whenever used, a pint of the ‘following solution: Chloride of 
lime of good quality (containing not less than 25 per cent. of available 
chlorine), four ounces; water, one gallon. 


Rags, paper and other valueless articles which have come in con- 
tact with the excreta should be burned at once in a strong fire. 


All body ‘and bed clothing, towels, napkins, etc., when soiled, 
should be removed at once to a vessel containing a3 per cent. solution 
of carbolic acid, and be left there to soak about two hours before laun- 
dering. This removes all stains. (Unless stains be first removed 
they will be made permanent by the action of heat in the ordinary pro- 
cess of of laundering.) | 


The hands of the nurse should be washed as often as they become 
soiled and always before meals, rinsing them first carefully in a 3 per 
cent. solution of carbolic acid and then scrubbing them thoroughly 
with soap, water aud nail brush. (To makea 3 per cent. solution, add 
a tablespoonful of the acid [half an ounce], to the pint of water.) 


The water closet, urinal, sink, cesspool, etc., should be disinfected 
liberally with crude carbolic acid in water in the proportion of one 
pint to iwo anda half gallons (equivalent toa 5 per cent. solution). 


Disinfection of the sick room after completion of the case will be 
effected by the Board of Health. Formaldehyde will be used from a 
“Kuhn” generator. 


Typhoid fever is oftenest a long disease and the patient must be 
Wiliing to get well slowly. During convalescence he should be ex- 
tremely careful of what he eats, as solid substances may cause per- 
foration of the intestinal walls, with peritonitis and at times almost 
instant death. 


Certain disinfectants frequently used in other diseases and desir- 
able because of their cheapness and the fact that they are odorless, 
have proven inetficient in the case of typhoid fever; for instance, 
bichloride of mercury, which forms with the stools an albuminate and 
does not render them inert. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Experimental investigations were undertaken in Septem- 
ber, 1901, with a view to determine the value of the theory 
advanced by Professor Koch, of Berlin, regarding the non- 
identity of human and bovine tuberculosis. 

Two calves were purchased (September 3d), and after 
being kept under observation a number of days to establish 
that they were healthy (September 4-8), were irregularly 
given for a period of time (September 9, to October 29), tuber- 
cular sputum from the human subject. 

- No change in their demperature was noted. 

Upon the appearance of a severe diarrhoea, associated 
with symptoms of paralysis and a great relaxation. of the 
sphincter ani, the calves were destroyed for the purpose of 
holding a post-mortem examination. ‘This showed nothing 
abnormal beyond enlarged mediastinal glands, which, on 
microscopical examination, failed to show any evidence of 
tuberculosis. 

The negative result was possibly due to the early killing 
of the calves. 





ADOPTION OF KUHN FORMALDEHYDE GENERATOR 
FOR DISINFECTING PURPOSES. 

A test was made during the month of February, 1901, of 
a new device for generating formaldehyde gas for disinfect- 
ing purposes—the Kuhn Formaldehyde Generator. 

The report of the Bacteriologist supported the claims 
made for efficiency, and the apparatus was adopted for use in 
the Sanitary Department of the Board.

Dear Doctor: ; 

In compliance with your request I have tested the germi- 
cidal value of the Kuhn Formaldehyde Generator, and would 
beg to report as follows: 

The room used was an ordinary room, used as a parlor 
in a modest residence. ‘The apparatus was what is known as 
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the Kuhn No. 1. Capacity of room, 2352 cubic feet; amount 
of 95 per cent. methyl alcohol, about 3 pints. The con- 
taminated articles were placed in the room as stated below, 
the generator put in action. Six hours afterwards the room 
was opened, the test material taken out,. planted in bouillon 
and incubated, afterwards transferred to gelatine cultures 
and planted. 

The contaminated material cousisted in strips of ordinary 
surgical gauze soaked in bouillon cultures of bacillus diph- 
therie, bacillus typhosus and bacillus coli communis and 
allowed to dry. Some of the strips were exposed bare, some ex- 
posed wrapped in a thick layer of absorbent cotton, and some 
wrapped in ordinary writing paper and enclosed in a sealed 
envelope. One of each kind of strips, that is, bare, wrapped 
in cotton, and sealed in an envelope, were exposed on the 
chair in the room, one of each sort was placed on a table in 
the room, others again were placed on the mantle and others 
exposed at a height of seven feet. As stated above, the room 
was opened six hours after the time of the commencement of 
the disinfection. 

The result was universally satisfactory, that is, all of the 
exposed strips proved upon cultivation to be sterile, showing 
that the formaldehyde had sufficiently penetrated the bare 
strips, the strips in the absorbent cotton and the stripsin the 
sealed envelope, so as to destroy the bacilli. Of course con- 
trol cultures in all cases were made.

Further experiments made March 27, 1901: 

The room selected was of 1872 cubic feet dimension. 
_ Three'pints of wood alcohol were consumed in the generator. 
_ The time of exposure was six hours. ‘The material used for 
testing consisted of strips of filter paper dipped in virulent 
cultures of bacillus typhosus, bacillus diphtherie and bacillus 
— coli communis and allowed todry. These strips were wrapped 
—upin two, four and six layers, respectively, of an ordinary 
woolen blanket. The edges were sealed together by means 
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of paraffin so as to prevent the formaldehyde fumes from 
reaching the contaminated strips except after passing through 
the different layers of blanket. The wrapped up strips were 
placed in the following places in the room: some on the floor, | 
some on chairs, some on the mantel piece, some in the corn- 
ers of the room and some hung up on thread nine feet high. 


Following are the results: 


Floor. Strips of bacillus typhosus, bacillus diphtheria 
and bacillus coli communis in two layers of blanket, no> 
growth. Strips of bacillus typhosus, bacillus diphtheria, — 
bacillus coli communas in four layers of blanket, no growth. — 
Strips of bacillus typhosus, bacillus diphtheria, bacillus coli 


communis in six layers of blanket, all grew. 





Chairs. Stripsof bacillus diphtheria, bacillus typhosus, — 


bacillus coli communis iu two and four layers of blanket laid 
on chairs in different parts of the room showed uniformly no 
growth. Strips in six layers of blanket on chairs, all grew. 

Mantel-piece. Strips of the same three bacteria men- 
tioned above, wrapped in two layers of blanket and in four 
layers of blanket and placed on the mantel-piece in the room 
showed no growth. Strips of the same three bacteria® 
wrapped up in six layers of the blanket all grew. : 

Corners of the room. Strips of the same three bacteria 
as above wrapped up in two and four layers of blanket and 
placed in the cornersof the room showed no growth. ‘Those 
wrapped up in six layers of blanket showed growth, ' 

Strips hung nine feet high in the room and wrapped up 
in two and four layers of blanket showed no growth. Those 
wrapped up in six layers of blanket showed growth. 

In these experiments we proceeded as usual. After the 
contaminated strips had been fully exposed to the disinfectant 
they were taken out and planted in sterile bouillon, incubated 
48 hours, and plated on agar. © 


In addition to the above, experiments were made with ; 
sealed envelopes containing strips of filter paper which had 
been dipped in bouillon cultures of the three above mentioned — 
bacteria and showed as follows: : 

1. Envelope containing strips of all three bacteria and 
placed under the generator showed after exposure no stowthy 
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2. Strips in envelope attached to an almanac, hung on 
wall ahout six feet from floor, showed no growth. 

3. Strips in envelope placed under oil cloth covering 
dining-table showed no growth. 

4. Strips in envelope placed on sofa, six feet distant 
from generator, showed no growth. 

5. Strips in envelopes placed on hanging lamp in center 
of room, six feet from floor, showed no growth, 

6. Strips in envelope placed on the back of a picture 
frame hanging on the wall, six feet from the floor, showed 
no growth. 


7. Strips in envelopes placed in a desk in a corner of 
the room, about eight feet from the generator, showed no 
growth. 

8. Strips in envelopes placed on a table in an opposite 
corner of the room showed no growth. 

9. Strips in envelopes placed under a rug near the door 
of the room showed no growth. 

10. Strips in envelopes placedin the four corners of the 
room showed no growth.

CREA’SION OF OFFICE OF INSPECTOR OF COMMUNICABLE 
DISEASES. 

At its regular monthly meeting of October 8th, 1900, the 

Board created the Office of Inspector of Communicable 

Diseases and selected Dr. Joseph A. O’Hara for the position. 
Dr. O’Hara has assisted in the inspection of convalescent 

scarlatina and variola cases and has attended to the inspec- 

tion of private schools. 


SCHOOL INSPECTION. 
The Board by resolution recommended to the City Council, 
in March, 1901, the following form of ordinance: 

An ordinance for the protection of the public health of the people 
of New Orleans, by providing for the inspection of schools to prevent 
the spread of infectious diseases. 

Section 1. Beit ordained by the Common Council of the City of 
New Orleans, That whenever scarlatina, diphtheria, variola or other 
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infectious disease occurs.in the person of a pupil of any school, said — 


school, together with all persons attending or residing on the premises, 


shall be subjected to such an inspection, by the health officer or other ~ 
duly authorized medica] representative of the Board of Health, as may © 


be necessary, according to the character of the disease, to ascertain if 
possible, the source of the disease and the presence of conditions fay- 
oring its spread. 

Sec. 2. Designed to embody a punitive clause. 


The Board intended under this ordinance:— 


(1) To make occasional inspections and re-inspections ~ 
of the schools to ascertain the presence of diseases likely to © 


spread; g : 

(2) ‘To inspect at school playmates of children reported 
tothe Board of Healthas being sick with diphtheria, scarla- 
tina, small-pox or any like disease; | 


= 


(3) To ascertain, by visit or otherwise, the condition of — 


health of children reported by school teachers to the Board of 


Health, on appropriate blank forms, as: ‘‘Absent from school — 


for three consecutive days.” 


The proposed measure was opposed by the School Board, © 
and defeated, in Council Committe, as a result of this opposi- — 


tion. 


MOSQUITOES. 
In July, 1901, the Board took up the subject of the 
conveyarice of disease by mosquitoes, and,°after carefully con- 


ducted experiments with larvacides to determine their ~ 


incidental effect upon the potability of drinking water and, © 


also, after a careful study of the life cycle of the mosquitoes — 
infesting New Orleans, the following circular was published — 


in the newspapers, and printed copies widely distributed 
throughout the City: 


CIRCULAR OF INFORMATION AND ADVICE ADDRESSED TO 
HOUSEHOLDERS AND OTHERS INTERESTED IN 
THE DESTRUCTION OF 
MOSQUITOES. 
The life cycle of a mosquito from the egg, through the several 


stages of its existence, to that of the flying, buzzing, blood-sucking, — 


disease-spreading insect varies according to species and accidental 
conditions of environment. 
Mosquitoes increase and multiply in the following manner: 


_ 
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The adult female mosquito deposits its eggs upon the surface of 
still water; the eggs float upon the water until the larve issue from the 
shell and wiggle their way through the water, which is now their 
proper element; after a time the larva (wiggletail or polywog) under- 
goes another change, and becomes a pupa, and remains more generally 
at the surface. The wigglers as larve and pupe# require to breathe, 
and for this purpose the larvez rise to the surface at intervals of from 
one-half to ten minutes. It is from the pupa, the latter stage of the 
wiggler, that the mosquito issues. 

The mosquito family is subdivided into a large number of special 
classes, each distinguished trom the rest by some peculiarity of its 
own; and, although a great.deal is known abott the insect, and more 
is surmised, much has yet to be learned. 

For all practical purposes, in selecting the means to be adopted 
for the destruction of the pest, we may consider the average minimum 
and the average maximum lifecyclesof species‘that are most familiar 
to us, because of their presence, and most interesting because of their 
connection with disease. 

Of these, the mosquito requiring the minimum period of time for _ 
its complete production is the stegomyia fasciata, formerly classed as 
a culex, the maximum limit being represented by the anopheles. 


_ The eggs of the stegomyia, after being deposited upon the 
surface of still water, hatch ont larve in ten hours; the larve require 
less than six days to become pupz, which, in twenty hours, liberate 
mosquitoes. 

The eggs of anopheles require three days to bring forth the 
larve, which become pupe in sixteen days, and, fiye days later, the 
mosquito flies from the water. 

These figures vary with varying conditions and different locali- 
ties, but may be accepted as generally true. 

Taking the minimum cycle we have a mosquito develop and rise 
from still water within seven days, and this possibility should always 
be considered in extermination operations put into practice in the 
South. 

The male mosquito need not be particularly noticed, as he is not 
celebrated for blood-sucking propensities, and is easily killed by un_ 
favorable environment. 

The female lives, ordinarily, until her egg’s are deposited, and 
sometimes this is several months, though usually in the case of steg- 
omyia life lasts about one or two weeks. 

It is not necessary to touch upon the details of how mosquitoes 


_ spread disease, except, perhaps, to state, as a demonstrated fact, that 


the germs of certain diseases, such as malaria and yellow fever, are 
known to be transmitted from person to person by certain species of 


- the insect. 


It has been observed that malaria is conveyed by the anopheles, 


and yellow fever by stegomyia fasciata. 


48 Report of the Board of Health 


So far as is known the mosquito serves nu good purpose to man 
in the economy of nature, and its presence is not only a serious detri- 
ment to comfort, but alsoa grave danger to health. This conclusion 
leads naturally to the adoption of measures calculated to remove or 
lessen such a dangerous cause of discomfort; for its continuance, if 
preventable, should be impossible in an intelligent community. 


The female mosquito lays from 150 to 400 eggs, and the natural 
increase of the insect would be alarming were it not that so many die 
because of the presence of natural enemies and conditions unfavorable 
to life. : 

Small fish destroy the larve in ponds and other bodies of water, 
dragon flies (called also mosquito hawks) feed on the adult insect, 
and wind and rain sweep,them away. But these deterring influences 
are not sufficient, for there are always a few left tosupply new genera- 
tions, and, whenever climatic and other conditions are favorable, 
countless millions are born to torment us. 

A study of the life requirements of mosquitoes determines the 
methods of their destruction. 

To kill or stupefy adult mosquitoes with smoke is troublesome, 
and serves only for temporary relief of short duration; others quickly 
supplying the places of those destroyed. 


To destroy the larve and prevent the depositing of eggs upon the 
surface of breeding places is vastly more effective for permanent 
results, and is not difficult. 


The larve rise to the surface to breathe at intervals of from one- 
half toten minutes. A film of oil upon the surface of the water pre- 
vents the wiggler from reaching the air, and its death results. The 
female mosquito, seeking a place to deposit her eggs, is caught by the 
oil and killed, or flies away in search of a more favorable spot, and 
finding none, will die without depositing her 150 or 400 progeny. A 
very little oil is all that is required to serve the purpose; the thinnest 


fllm will do, and it has been estimated that an ounce (two tablespoon- — 


fuls) of ordinary lamp coal oif will cover in a thin film 15 square feet * 


of water surface—-the average surface of a small cistern for house- © 


hold use. The heavier oils, such as paraffin, must be employed in 
much larger quantities, because they do not spread as readily. None 
of the oils, other than the crude petroleum, impart an appreciable 


oe aati 


taste or odor to the water, and the fancied objection that when .the 


water in the cistern gets low the oil will reach the faucet and appear 3 


in the drinking water, cannot be urged for several reasons, one being 
all sufficient--before water is that low ina cistern itis unfit for use, 
and dangerous to drink, and should be made distasteful. 


The quantity of kerosene oil required to film the surface of still 
water evaporates in about two or three weeks, and no longer serves 
the intended purpose of its application; the oil would, therefore, have 
to be renewed twice a month to ayoid exposure of the water surface.

The evaporationof paraffin oil is practically nothing, and it need 
not be renewed, except after overflow. 


There should be no fear of putting too much oil in the cistern, 
‘for rains that cause overflow will wash the oil out, and this alone will 
probably necessitate a more frequent application than twice per 
month. 

If we consider the life cycle of the stegomyia fasciata, the yellow 
fever mosquito, which is, for the Southern States, the most important 
of all mosquitoes, the conclusion jumps to the mind, as it were, that 
one week, and no longer, should be the interval between applications 
of oil to the surface of waters liable to become breeding-places for 
mosquitoes. 

There are a number of good reasons why one week should be 
selected as the proper interval between treatments. The shortest 
average life cycle of the mosquito is about one week; a week is a con- 
venient division of time; one day in seven is specially set apart, andis 
different from all the others, and it is upon this day, usually, that the 
head of the household has best opportunity to attend to such matters. 

Once the day is selected and the custom established, the details of 
the work will be easy of performance, and the amount of trouble out 
of all proportion to the immensity of the resultant benefits. 


So much for the treatment of cisterns. But these are not always 
the principal breeding-places for mosquitoes, every body of still water 
accessible to the female mosquito being liable to selection, and an old 
tomato can may serve as a source of supply sufficient to annoy a house- 
hold for a season. Broken bottles placed upon the top of brick walls 
may contain enough water to serve the mosquito’s purpose. Privy 
vaults are important breeding-places, and the stagnant street gutter 
or a green pool in a low lot, where grass and weeds overshadow, is an 
ideal spot, and is usually alive with wigglers, who seem to thrive 
equally well in the cleanest of clear water or the dirtiest of filth. 


Extensive and careful laboratory experiments have been made by 
the chemist of the Board of Health to determine the effect upon drink- 
ing water of covering its surface with various kinds of petroleum oil. 


The results of these experiments indicate paraffin oil to be the 
least capable of giving off any of its particles to the water, and, there- 
fore, to be preferred in the treatment of drinking water to destroy 
mosquitoes, although kerosene or illuminating oil gives off so little as 
to be imperceptible except upon delicate che mical examination. 


Crude petroleum and straw oil, an unrefined paraffin oil, must not 
be used on drinking water, for the reason that too muchorganic matter 
is absorbed from them by the water. Crude petroleum is best adapted 
for stagnant pools which cannot be drained, for privy vaults and for 
gutters. 

It is the cheapest of all petroleum oils and most destructive of 
insect life. Itis not used for domestic purposes, and is not easily obtain- 
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able except in large quantities. It has a very perceptible odor, which 
to most persons is not disagreeable, and which does not persist. 


Its consistency is about that of thin syrup; its color a dark brown 
and it is opaque. : 
Refined paraffin is without color and transparent. Kerosene is 


slightly fluorescent, but otherwise clear. 


Upon the foregoing concise presentation of the essential facts, the 
following rules are based, and they ‘are submitted for adoption by 
every householder interested in the destruction of mosquitoes: 

First—Once a week pour into every cistern or tank containing 
water eight ounces of refined paraffin oil or two ounces of kerosene oil, 
paraffin oil being preferred. 

Second—Once a week pour upon every pool of stagnant water and 
every water surface on your premises, not removable by drainage or 


stocked with fish, a quantity of kerosene or of crude petroleum, equi- — 


valent to one ounce for each fifteen square feet of water surface. 

Third—Once a week pour into the privy vault 5 cents worth of 
crude carbolic acid, or 5 cents worth of copperas, dissolved in water. 

Fourth--Once a week empty and refill all vessels containing water, 
upon which oil should not be placed, such as fire buckets provided in 
cotton presses in accordance with insurance requirements. 

Fifth. Once a week pour kerosene or crude petroleum (about one 
pint) where it will flow through your drain gutter into the street 
gutter. 


Sixth—-Once a week report to the Board of Health the presence of 


any stagnant water in vacant lots, or any condition of the neighbor- 
hood not easily remedied by yourself or your neighbors, and keep on 
reporting once a week until you get the nuisance abated or a satis- 
factory explanation. 
Seventh—Once a week read over these rules and see if you have 
not neglected something that should have been done, and persuade 
your neighbor to do as you do.

Later the Board by the generous assistance of public- 
spirited and progressive citizens was enabled to carry into 
effect, in selected localities, the measures recommended to 
householders generally, and undertook the work of rendering 
mosquito-proof the cisterns and street gutters in these 
localities. ae 

This we believe to have been the first instance where any 
serious attempt was made by the civil authorities of a large 
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and cosmopolitan city to destroy mosquitoes in densely popu- 
lated neighborhoods. 

The brilliant success in Virginia of Mayor R. T. Barton 
in ridding Winchester of the pest, offered an example of what 
could be accomplished with the co-operation of willing 
citizens; and such co-operation was what the Board sought 
to obtain in this city. 

The following circulars serve to indicate the progress 
of the work which was kept up a while by the Board but 
finally abandoned because of the increasing objections from 
unappreciative householders, who, though in the minority, 
were sufficiently numerous to vitiate what promised to be an 
instructive demonstration of exceedingly great value. As it 
was, in spite of the unfavorable conditions obtaining, a dimi- 
nution in the number of mosquitoes was noted in the: neigh- 
borhood of the experiments. 

The experience acquired demonstrates the futility of 
such work, ina large city, unsupported by special law. The 
example of the city of Havana on the other hand shows how 
much can be accomplished by a rigorous enforcement of 
properly enacted laws on the subject. 

The Board’s efforts will in the future be directed to the 
securing of proper legislation and to the dissemination of 
information. 

Eventually the truths of science and their practical 
application will prevail.

TO THE HOUSEHOLDER: 

The Board of Health is engaged in the application of preventive 
measures calculated to check the multiplication and growth of mosqui- 
toes in New Orleans in the near future, and eventually rid the 
populated section of the city entirely of that pest. 

The task can be made easy, difficult or impossible, according to 
the degree of co-operation enlisted from the general public. 

To be successful the Board needs the assistance of ALL the people. 
A few unwilling householders here and there would defeat the purposes 
of the Board by keeping up indefinitely mosquito ‘‘nurseries”’ in their 
respective neighborhoods. 
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With the assistance of the people generally, the Board of Health 
MUST AND WILL BE SUCCESSFUL. 


It matters not if we are surrounded by undrained (swamp) land 
where mosquitoes breed by the millions; the life history of mosquitoes 
shows that only exceptionally do they migrate from one locality to 
another and seldom, if ever, do they fly or are carried by the wind 
more than a short distance, 


Nor are the destructive measures of the Board directed, as some 
fancy, at the ADULT (flying) mosquito, but only at the young, which, 
both in the egg and in the larval state (as WIGGLERS) are easily 
reached and destroyed in STAGNANT WATER, ponds, cisterns, 
vaults and similar habitats. It is easier to catch the caterpillar than 
the butterfly—the wiggler-wétm than the adult mosquito. 


WE APPEAL TO YOU TO ASSIST THE BOARD. 


We do not ask you to base your assistance on the acceptance of the 
fact that mosquitoes carry disease. What we ask and confidently 
look for is your ready co-operation, because of the incessant annoyance, 
loss of time and interference with WORK, STUDY and PLEASURE 
which attach to the presence of mosquitoes in any locality. 


You will readily agree that life would be more worth the living in 
summer if mosquitoes were destroyed. 


Nor do we ask ACTIVE co-operation. You will have assisted your 


full measure by merely permitting the application, on your premises, 
of those to you harmless measures which the Board wishes to operate 
throughout the city. 

We say HARMLESS advisedly. The Board of Health would not 
undertake to abate a nuisance by the substitution of another nuisance. 

We propose to use an oderless germicide in vaults. In cisterns 
will be used an oil which, on the authority of the Chemist of the Board, 
we declare to be incapable of imparting the faintest taste or slightest 
impurity to your water supply. 

Crude (Beaumont) oil will be used in the street gutters. 

Small fish destructive of the baby mosquitoes in water (minnows 
and the like), will be used in ponds and other bodies of water, at the 
parks and elsewhere. * 

The fact that oil will not kill the ADULT mosquito is no argument 
against its use. Even here it will be beneficial in no small measure, 

_by interfering with the laying of eggs—some 150 to 400 for every 
female mosquito escaping death in the larval or pupal stage.

To THE HOUSEHOLDER: 

The Board of Health is earnestly desirous of continuing its opera- 
tions against mosquitoes, and wishes to leave no means untried in its 
endeavor to bring about the destruction of the pest.

If you have any reason to think that this co-operation should not 
be given, you are invited to state the reason and are promised a 
respectful hearing. 3 

If you believe that any injury has been caused by the work of mos- 
quito destruction already done. you are invited to point it out and are 
promised a thorough investigation of any fact, circumstance or condi- 
tion you may bring to our notice. 
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You are urged to ask the advice of your family physician, in whose 
care you would trustfully place your family’s and your own health, 
and whose judgment in this matter you should value. 

And, finally, you are asked to state on the accompanying postal 
card whether or not you will permit the Board of Health to apply 
once a week on your premises the measures adopted to des _roy 
mosquitoes. 

If you are among the small number who are annoyed by the visits 
of our officers, you may effectually stop this annoyance by the use of 
the postal card; for no further attempt will be made to enter premises 
from which we receive a refusal. 

It is to be hoped, however, that this city will not be humiliated 
before the scientific world:by a failure apparently to obtain the 
consent of its citizens to the operation of a measure of protection 
accepted as right, proper and necessary, by all intelligent commu- 
nities who have given the question any consideration. 

Remember:—We do not ask you to accept our views on this subject. 

All we ask is that, if you do not agree with us, and will not permit 
us to do for you what we believe will be of benefit to you, you will tell 
us, frankly, wherein you believe us to be wrong, or what injury you 
Lear: 

Surely there is nothing unreasonable in this request.

THE FIGHT AGAINST MOSQUITOES. 

When the City Board of Health began its experime«ts in the 
matter of getting rid of mosquitoes by ‘‘oiling’’ the cisterns and other 
places where these insects are bred, it was hoped.that the experiments 
would be given a full trial, as has been the case elsewhere. Itis some- 
what surprising to hear from the Board that many householders have 
not only expressed their disbelief in the mosquito story, but have 

-actual’y prevented the representatives of the Board from doing the 
work to which they were assigned, The number of objectors is quite 
large, 8 per cent of those visited, enough to materially interfere with 
the work and render it impossible to make, what was so generally 
desired, a thorough test of the possibility of getting rid of the mosqui- 
toes in this way. 

Having met with so many odjections, the Board thought the oppo- 
sition might be due to some local prejudices in the Fourth and Sixih 
districts, where the test was being made, and it tried public sentiment 
down town, only to find it even more opposed to the ‘“‘oiling’’ process 
than up town. 

This unexpected opposition will make it more difficult to determin 
how successful the experiments have been. Even under the most 


-_ — 


all ‘. 
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favorable conditions this would have been difficult, for the reason that 
they were begun very late in the season, and limited to a very small 
section of the city. As mosquitoes can be blown from other parts of 
New Orleans, it is not easy to determine whether those found in the 
territory experimented with are home bred or from the outlying 
districts. 

It is to be regretted that the test has not been fully made, and 
that instead of all joining with the Board of Health to that end, there 
has actually been local objection and opposition. New Orleans is 
only one of several cities trying to get rid of mosquitoes. The exper- 
iments elsewhere have been highly successful, and are universally 
admitted to have accomplished good results, both in reducing the 
number of mosquitoes and the prevalence of certain diseases. The 
theory about mosquitoes carrying disease has been demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of all scientists; and even if one still entertains doubts 
on this subject, he should be only too glad to lend his aid and assis- 
tance to get rid ot what is undoubtedly a great nuisance in the 
summer. 

It is recognized that it will take some little time to educate the 
public to the theory of the propagation of disease by mosquitoes, and 
their destruction by the use of oil on the water where they breed, but 
it was very generally believed that the public doubt on these points 
would not proye very serious obstacles. Nor has it elsewhere. ‘The 
anti-mosquito crusade has had popular support and assistance in the 
many other cities where it has been carried on. New Orleans is worse 
pestered by mosquitoes than most of these places, aud never for a 
moment was it dreamt that there would be any serious opposition 
here. It is to be hoped that this opposition will completely exhaust 
itself before next spring, at which time the fight against the mosqui- 
toes can be renewed under more favorable conditions than it is being 
carried on today. 


Fully convinced of the importance and far reaching sig- 
nificance of the experimental researches of Doctors Reed and 
Carroll and their associates in Cuba, the attention of the 
State Board was called to the possible conveyance of yellow 
fever infected mosquitoes in the cargoes of fruit vessels from 
infected ports. (July 29th, 1901). | 

Responding to an invitation of the State Board, the 
health officer of the City of New Orleans suggested methods 
of destroying mosquitoes in the holds of fruit vessels without 
injury tocargo. (August 19th, 1901). 

None of the methods suggested were considered advisable 
to employ, and the health officer then suggested ‘‘the advisa- 


a 
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bility of disinfecting with sulphur the empty hold of the 
vessel. The fumes would be cleared out of the hold, especially 
constructed to cause a draught through the moving vessel. 
sufficiently to prevent injury to the fruit, but would probably 
cling to the places which the mosquitoes would naturally 
seek to escape the draught. In this way the vessel might be 
made objectionable to the insects.” 

It was afterwards discovered that fumigation of holds 
after arrival of vessels in the city, had been practiced before, 


but had been tee oe by the State Board within the past . 


few years. 

Pending consideration of the subject by the State Board 
the health officer on behalf of the city offered to furnish men 
and material to accomplish this work of disinfection, but the 
offer was not acted upon. (September 12th, 1901). 

The matter is still under consideration, we understand, 
at the date of this report (March 1st, 1902), and it is to be 
hoped that a favorable conclusion will be reached before the 
opening of the quarantine season (April 1st).

DEATH OF MR. JOHN N. DELERY. 





Here let us pause and pay a deserved tribute to the 
memory of our departed co-worker and friend, Mr. John N. 
Delery, through whose active co-operation much of the pre- 
ceding work was possible. 

Mr. Delery died March 16th, 1901. 

At a meeting of the Board, held March 19th, the follow- 
ing resolutions and preamble were unanimously adopted: 

‘*‘Whereas, God has taken from our midst our zealous 
co-worker, Mr. John N. Delery, therefore be it 

‘‘Feesolved, That by his death this Board has lost a 


valued and distinguished member, sanitary science an earnest 


advocate, the city a promoter of its best interests and welfare; 
beat further 

‘* Resolved, That in his death we also mourn the loss of a 
true gentleman and an ever-faithful friend; be it further 

‘* Peesolved, 'That we tender our heartfelt sympathy to the 
family of our deceased colleague, realizing from the great- 
ness of our immediate loss how profound is their own.” | 





ELECTION OF DR. ARTHUR WEBER AS A 
MEMBER OF THE BOARD. 


On April 10th, 1901, the City Council elected Dr. Arthur 
Weber a member of the Board, to succeed Mr. J. N. Delery. 

His eligibility was questioned, both by the City Attorney 
and the Attorney of the Board, under the language of the 
law creating Municipal Boards of Health, and an interpreta- 
tion of the statute was sought in the courts; the Board at its 
meeting of May 13th, 1901, refusing to seat Dr. Weber,,and 
the latter seeking recognition by writ of mandamus. 

The case was decided adversely to the Board, first in the 


Civil District Court, and, later, on appeal, by the Supreme 


Court. 

Following is the text of the decision of the latter 
authority, recognizing Dr. Weber’s eligibility and right to 
sit as a member of the Board: 


58 Report of the Board of Health 


‘Article 296 of the Constitution provides, that, ‘the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall create, for the State, and for each parish 
and municipality therein, Boards of Health, and shall define 
their duties and prescribe the powers thereof. The State 
Board of Health shall be composed of seven representative 
physicians from various sections of the State. Until other- 
wise provided by law, both the President and Secretary of 

he State Board of Health shall be exv-oficro members of the 
Board of Health of the City of New Orleans, the President of 
the State Board of Health to be the President of the local 
Board of the City of New Orleans.’ 


‘‘Act 192 of 1898 was passed to carry this AIS Ve into 


effect. It provides for the establishment of a State Board of 


Health to consist of seven representative physicians, to be 
appointed by the Governor, from the various sections of the 
State; for the establishment of a Board from each parish, to 
consist of one suitable person, from each ward, in such parish, 
not embraced in an incorporated municipality, to be ap- 
pointed by the police jury, with the qualification that ‘at 
least three of the persons so appointed, shall, if practicable, 
be duly licensed and registered physicians,’ and it further pro- 
vides that the Council, or legislative body, of each and every 
municipal government in the State shall ‘elect of appoint 
five persons in said municipality to be members of the 
Municipal Board of Health,’ that ‘such persons shall not be 
members of the said Council, or occupy any other office in 
said municipality, and three of the persons so appointed, or 
elected, shall, if practicable, be duly registered and licensed 
physicians.’ ; 
‘“The counsel for the relator, referring to the provisions 
relative to the parish and municipal boards, submits the follow- 
ing, as the proposition upon which the defendants reply: ‘In 
making provision for the creation of local boards of health, 
two dissimilar conditions were kept in view, and an endeavor 
made to meet the exigencies of both. . Parish boards were to 
be organized in contradistinction to the boards which were 
to be elected within every incorporated municipal government. 
The former, from the very necessities of the situation, were 
to concern themselves, solely, with the preservation’ of the 
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public health; the latter were not only to exercise authority 
over infectious and contagious diseases, but, also, in the 
establishment of health and sanitary regulations, to avoid, 
without danger to the public safety, injurious and needless 
burdens on commerce.’ 


‘(The text of the act, however, makes no such distinction 
as is thus suggested. On the contrary, the identical provis- 


ions which confer authority on the municipal boards confer 


it also on the parish boards, and the act provides that both 
parish‘and municipal boards shall act under the supervision 
anid advice of the State Board of Health, and that for the 
City of New Orleans, the State Board alone shall have power 
to establish quarantine. 


‘But the State Board, though thus vested with general 


authority over the parish and municipal boards and with 


special and exclusive authority over the matters which mainly 
affect the commerce of the State, is required by the Constitu- 
tion itself to be composed entirely of physicians. If, there- 


fore, we should adopt the theory propounded on behalf of 


ae

the defendants it would seem to lead to the conclusion that 
the spirit of the act of 1898 was in conflict with that of the 


article of the Constitution for the carrying into effect of 


which the act was passed. Under these circumstances we 
find no sufficient reason for holding that the General 
Assembly in requiring that three out of the five members of 
municipal boards shall, if practicable, be duly registered and 
licensed physicians, intended to prohibit the organization of 
such boards with more than three physicians as members. 
The purpose seems rather to be to require that a majority of 
the members shall be physicians, leaving the selection of the 
others to the discretion of the municipal councils; though, no 
doubt, this purpose is more plainly expressed in the provisions 
relating to the parish boards. We find no error in the judg- 
ment appealed from, and it is affirmed.” 


Dr. Weber took his seat as a member of the Board January 
Path, 1902. 
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LECAL DECISIONS OF INTEREST TO THE BOARD. 


In addition to the case just cited, where the court was 
called upon to interpret the intent of the Legislature in adopt- 
ing Section 5 of Act 192 of 1898, a number of cases were de- 
cided, in the course of the past two years, which were of 
~ special interest to the Board, to-wit: 

In an amicable mandamus suit brought to determine the 
meaning of the last paragraph of Section 7 of Act 192 of 
1898, reading as follows: 

‘‘All necessary expenses, costs and charges of local sani- 
tation shall be borne by the parish, city or town in which 
the local board shall be established, and in case the fiscal 
authorities thereof shall refuse to budget for, appropriate or 
pay to the same, the local boards shall have the right to the 
writ of mandamus before a court of competent jurisdiction to 
compel the proper action by said parish, city or town 
authority,” the Supreme Court, in January, 1900, indicated 
the City Council as the discretionary body in the matter of 
Board of Health appropriations. 

In the case of the City vs. Hop Lee, the validity of the 
ordinance relative to the inspection of laundries was upheld. 

In the case of the City vs. Klinger, the Court held that 
the father, as head of the household, was liable for-the action 
of his minor child in leaving without permission the family 
residence where house qttarantine had been established; 
despite the fact that the father alleged that he knew noth- 
ing of the child’s actions. 

In the case of the City vs. Lafferierre, where a milk 
vendor was charged with selling adulterated milk, the Court 
ruled, that, although the defendant had conclusively proved 
that he had not adulterated the milk, he must be held respon- 
sible, because of having the milk in his possession and offer- 
ing it for sale. 

In the Pujos case the Court ruled, that, in order to 
convict under the ordinance prohibiting the offering of adul- 
terated milk for sale, it was not necessary to establish an 
actual sale of milk, but that the operation of a dairy in con- 
junction with the use of a milk wagon on the public streets 
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at an hour when milkmen are usually plying their avocation, 
was sufficient evidence. 


In the Mellum case the Court ruled that the giving of 
duplicate samples by the chemist, under the provisions of 
Ordinance 15,604, C. S., only applied to manufactured pro- 
ducts and did not invalidate Ordinance 6,596 C. S. 


In the Schorndorf case, where two samples of adulterated 
milk had been taken from the same vendor on the same day, 
at an hour’s interval, in different districts of the city, and 
where a fine had been imposed by the recorder of each district, 
the higher court ruled, on appeal, that each and every sale 
of adulterated milk constituted a violation of the statute and 
separate fines could be imposed. 


In the case of the City vs. Graffina, involving the construc- 
tion of Ordinance 4,155, C. S., the Supreme Court decided 
_ that the ordinance was a sanitary one and that fines collected 
under it should be turned over by the City to the Board of 
- Health. 


MEDAL AWARDED TO BOARD AT THE 
PARIS EXPOSITION OF 1900. 


The Board was awarded a silver medal at the Paris 
Exposition of 1900 for its exhibit in the Section on Hygiene 
and Sanitation. 


The material contributed consisted of diagrams, charts, 
etc., prepared from time to time in the course of the ordinary 
routine work of the office, and in view of the latter fact the 
reception of the medal was most gratifying, conveying as it 
were an expression of commendation of the method of work 
pursued by the Board. 
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TIME OF RECULAR MEETINCS OF BOARD CHANCED 
TO SECOND MONDAY OF EACH MONTH. 

In order to facilitate the preparation of monthly reports, 
the Board by resolution changed the time of its regular 
meetings from the first to the second Monday of each month, 
July 2, 1900. 


RESOLUTION RECARDING DRY TORTUCAS. 

Ata meeting of the Board held May 13th, 1901, the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

‘‘?eesolved, That this Board petition the proper authori- 
ties to continue without disturbance the Quarantine Station 
at Tortugas.” | 

The resolution has been included in a memorial appeal 
to the United States Congress by the Florida Health Authori- 
ties for the restoration of the United States Quarantine at 
Tortugas. 





WATER, SEWERACE AND DRAINACE. 

By a voluntary tax of $2.00 per $1000 imposed upon them- 
selves by the citizens of New Orleatis, the city has been 
insured for the near future thethree great boons of sewerage, 
drainage and pure water. 





In this connection we take occasion to re-assert our be- 
lief that excavations of soil in summer are innocuous, and 
take pride in having been the first to permit works of im- 
provement to continue uninterrupted and unhampered during 
the summer months. 


The importance of an adequate supply of pure and whole- 
some water to the health and happiness of the citizens of 
New Orleans, was made the subject of an address, by the 
City Health Officer, to the members of the Progressive Union, 
September 2d, 1901. 

The address follows: 





The most important improvement that can engage the attention of 
a municipality is that which has for its object an adequate supply of 
pure and wholesome water. 

A wholesome water is one that can be drunk with benefit and 
without injury. Not all wholesome waters are pure, and pure water 
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is not always the most wholesome. Laboratory examinations to deter- 
mine the wholesomeness of water should include both chemical and 
bacteriorological research. If this be not complete, even to the identi- 
fication of the bacteriae, collateral information is of considerable 
value. 

By ‘‘pure water’’ is meant, usually, water that is sufficiently free 
from harmful impurities, to be wholesome or potable. (Water that is 
absolutely or chemically pure is seldom met with outside of the labora- 
tory.) ; 
No standard of purity for water can be established that will apply 
to all waters at all time; no two waters even should be measured by 
the same standard unless their source of supply be the same, or 
similar. | 

A standard of purity having been established for each source of 


supply, any water falling below the standard of its class should be 


condemned as unwholesome. 

As an illustration: The presence of chlorine may indicate a 
dangerous contamination with sewage or a harmless admixture of 
salt, according to circumstances controlling its presence. 

Chloride of Sodium is a constituent of sewage and animal refuse 
generally, and the presence of chlorine in water in greater quantities 
than 1 to 100,000 parts of water usually indicates sewage contamina- 
tion. 

If, however, the water of the Mississippi is under consideration, 
at a time when the salt of the gulf finds its way upstream, the 
presence of much larger quantities of chlorine might indicate nothing 
more hurtful than a little addition of chloride of sodium from the salt 
in the sea water. 

That the river is at times brackish is an established fact. 

Water seeks its level, and the level of the sea is certainly at all 


times lower than is the river here at its lowest stage; and to say that’ 


the salt water flows up the river while the current flows down seems 
inconsistent. Yet salt water does at times flow past this city on its 
way to the gulf, and has been observed as high as Donaldsonyville, 
more than a hundred and fifty miles from the mouth of theriver. The 
way in which salt water flows up stream is thus: 
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At every high tide during a low stage of the river the sea water is 
thrown into the river over the bar, and, being heavier than fresh 
water, it remains at the lowest point and is prevented from flowing 
out by the bar. 

The next tide coming in displaces the water previously there and 
pushes it up-stream, its specific gravity keeping it at the bottom and 
permitting the current of lighter water to flow over it towards the 
gulf. In this way the sea water creeps many miles up-stream, until 
the bottom of the river approaches the sea level, when the mingling of 
the waters occurs and the diluted brine flows back to its source. 

At rare intervals, perhaps once in ten years or longer, for a period 
of afew weeks, the river water is decidedly salty and very objectionable, 
if not unfit to drink, on this account. I know of no way of removing 
salt which could be applied to such aquantity of water as is required 
to supply the daily needs of this city. 

It will be a serious undertaking, in the face of conditions known 
to exist, even at rare intervals only, to restrict the source of water 
supply to the Mississippi river. There should be, if possible, a supply 
other than the river source for such emergencies, unless some means 
not yet devised be adopted toclean the water of its excess of salt. At 
present this is impossible except by distillation. 

Years ago the project of transporting to this city by pipe system 
the waters of St. Tammany and Tangipahoa parishes was seriously 
discussed. ; 

The water of the Bogue Falaya, Bogue Chitto, Tehefuncta, Natal- 
bany, Amite, Tangipahoa and other streams in this region is 
practically surface water, and contains the soil drainage of the contig- 
nous country, and while, despite these conditions the water may be 
pure and wholesome throughout the year, the possibility of contami- 
nation may necessitate a supervisory sanitary control of the water 
shed, difficult, perhaps, and expensive to maintain. 

The water shed of the Bogue Falaya is about 200 square miles of 
rather thinly settled pine country, the population being probably not 
more than six persons to the square mile, with no likelihood of great 
increase. The possibilities of contamination, therefore, are minimized. 

The water is clear and does not require filtration to render it 
sightly; thus avoiding a considerable item of expense. It has been 
analyzed and found to be wholesome. A series of analyses carried 
over a whole year would, however, be necessary before determining 
what might be called its permanent wholesomeness. 

This being determined, and its freedom also from bacteriological 
contamination, the reasons should be serious indeed for precluding 
this source of supply. 

If the cost of piping from St. Tammany will not exceed the cost 
of filtration (covering the life*period of the pipes and necessary 
machinery) the whole cost of a double source will be no more than 
that of a single source, and temporary departure from the normal 
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in the water of the river would not cause distress. I fear, however. 
that we will have our salt water to drink, and once in ten years or so 
the people who imagine they can taste an ounce of oil in 2,000 gallons 
of water will have something real to kick about. 


WELL WATER. 


No surface well in New Orleans contains water that is fit for 
human consumption, and the water from the’few wells that exist, is 
used for cleansing and garden purposes only; possibly, also, it is 
wrongly used for watering stock. The condition of our soil makes it 
impossible for a surface well not to be contaminated. 

Bakers at one time prized well water highly on account of the 
ammonia which it contains, and which caused bread to ‘‘rise’’ beauti- 
fully. i 

The presence of ammonia indicating sewage contamination, and 
sewage being consideredan undesirable ingredient in bread, the wells 
in bakeries were condemned and destroyed. 

This was at the time considered a great hardship by some bakers, 
who did not believe in this new fangled nonsense of the Board of 
Health, as some butchers do not believe in the inspection of meat, and 
as some dairymen do not believe in the inspection of milk; but the 
wells were destroyed andthe bread freed from this possible source 
of contamination, and the meat and milk inspection went right along, 
in spite of opposition, and coincident, approximately, with the intro- 
duction of all of this sanitary nonsense, the mortality rate of the city 
was reduced, because a less number of people died per year. 

No one can point to those who died because of impure bread, or 
diseased meat, or adulterated milk; and no one can prove by individual 
cases that people have died because the city is not adequately supplied 
with pure and wholesome water. But we know that impure bread, 
diseased meat, adulterated milk and unwholesome water must kill, for 
the grand totals in vital statistics tell us that when these things are 
corrected the chances of life are greater. 

The evidence is not sufficient to convict an individual, but it is 
enough to condemn a community that does not attain the sanitary” 
standard of civilization. 

What is true of shallow wells is true also, to a lesser degree, of 
deep wells; even bored or artesian wells, do not, in this city, furnish 
good water for drinking purposes. 

The purity of artesian water depends on the source of supply 
being below an impervious stratum (usually clay). 

This impervious stratum exists at a greater depth in New Orleans 
than the ordinary artesian wells, and, asa consequence, the water of 
such wells is, in part, at least, surface water that has filtered through 
the ground. 

It was thought at one time that a considerable water supply forall 
purposes could be furnished by artesian wells, but this cannot be 
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seriously considered, for a number of reasons. Among these are 
the questions of purity and the uncertainty of sufficient and constant 
supply, either one of which is all sufficient to decide adversely. 

The City of Baton Rouge has an abundant supply of good water, 
which is derived from the ground and delivered through the water 
works. The water supply of Savannah, and,'I believe, of Memphis, 
is derived from a large number of artesian wells) whose flow is collec- 
ted in a main pipe and distributed. 

A number of cities in Texas depend on artesian water, but we can 
not hope for such an easy solution of our water problem. We get 
impure water, salt water, and even gas from the ground, but the 
indications are better for oil then they are for pure water. 


RAIN WATER. 


The popular belief that water from the clouds is the purest of all 
waters, while correct in theory, is far from correct in fact. 

Rain, in its descent through the atmosphere, collects impurities, 
in the shape of floating particles, and washes from the roofs into the 
cisterns the accumulated dust, excrement of birds, and debris usually 


- found in roof gutters. 


A cut-off, to exclude the first washing of the roofs, will prevent 
this in a measure, and is a necessary adjunct to every cistern; but few 
of such contrivances are in use,’ Their use should. be encouraged 
wherever cistern water is the supply. 

Another device, of which there are not more than one or two in the 
city, is intended to freshen the water in a cistern by allowing the 
overflow during rains to occur from the bottom instead of from the 


top, thus permitting the added fresh water to remain in the cistern 


and the old water at the bottom to run out. The device consists ofa 
tube or pipe of any proper 


material placed inside the 
cistern from the top to the 
bottom, with an opening to 
receive water from the _ bot- 
tom, and with its top end 
projecting through the cis- 
tern below the water line of 
overflow. As soon as the cis- 
tern fills sufficiently for the 
water to reach the aperture of 
exit, the water will flow out of 
the cistern from the bottom 
and will continue to flow 
from the bottom as long as 
water is added to the top. 
New cisterns should cer- 
tainly have this device at- 
tached. 
One of the staves could be 
made much thicker than the 
rest, and hollow, with an 
aperture of ingress inside 
and below, and one of egress 
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outside and above. ‘The cost should be trifling, and I hope the cistern 
maker will take the hint, for cistern water will be our main supply 
for a number of years at least, and anything which will improve the 
quality of cistern water will save life. 

Cistern water is bad. enough at best, and should be freshened as 
much as possible. 

Water is a ready absorbent of gases, and that the injurious gases 
emanating from privies are absorbed by the cistern water has been 
demonstrated beyond a doubt by actual experiment and chemical 
analysis. 

Distilled water has been placed at varying distances from the flue 
of a water closet and contamination Of the water observed, pro- 
gressively lessening as the,distance from the flue was increased. It 
is unfortunate that the cistern should be, usually, in such close 
proximity to the closet. 

In times of drought a noticeable increase in intestinal diseases is 
observed. As the water gets low in the cisterns, the objectionable 
contents are increased, as compared with the bulk of water, and are 
more potent for harm. The mortality records indicate that every 
drought of a month’s duration costs more than a hundred lives. 

These lives would not be sacrificed if we had an abundant and 
unfailing supply of good water. 


RIVER WATER. 


The advantages of the Mississippi River as a source of supply are 
many, its disadvantages, though few, are strikingly and unpleasantly 
manifest. 

It is easy of access and unlimited in supply. It is at this part of 
its course less liable than most streams to become contaminated by 
the drainage of towns on its banks. 

The water is acknowledged to be, after filtration, the most whole- 
some water obtainable in large quantities, and for all purposes it is 
eminently more desirable than rain water or artesian well-water. 

In its natural state, however, it is exceedingly repulsive in appear- 
ance and disagreeable in taste to most people because of the sus- 
pended matter it contains. 

Chemically and bacteriologically considered, it is, when freed 
from its gross impurities and when not locally contaminated, by far’ 
the cleanest water abundantly available. 

Our system of levees makes of the Mississippi, in this section of 
the country, a river on a hill, and the soil drainage, with its contami- 
nating filth, flows from, not to the river. 

The volume of water, containing as it does the chemical consti- 
tuents necessary for self-purification, can readily negative any pollu- 
tion entering above the levee region. 

It has been estimated that at the stage of high water, with the 
current at three miles an hour, not less than 1,500,000 cubic feet of 
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water pass a given point every second. Under these conditions pollu- 
tion other than that of local origin is not likely to occur. 


FILTRATION. 


Filtration not only removes the visible impurities in water, but 
more ‘important than this, it removes also great numbers of micro- 
organisms, the germs, animal and vegetable, which directly or 
indirectly are the causes of diseases usually transmitted or occasioned 
by drinking water. Not all micro-organisms are hurtful, and some 
are supposed to be beneficialin destroying injurious substances and 
pathogenic germs in the water. 

The standards of bacterial purity are arbitrary, as are also the 
chemical standards. According to what authority is selected as a guide 
the number of micro-organisms permitted in water without its being 
declared impure, varies from fifty toone hundred per cubic centimeter 
(about fifteen drops); unless the micro-organisms be those of specific 
disease, when even one per cubic centimeter is prohibitive. 

There are no hard and fast rules which apply to all cases alike, 
and judgment must be exercised in giving the proper value to each 
item in the chemical or bacteriological analysis of water. The filter 


_ does not discriminate, but removes everything not in solution. 


Filtration renders the waterclear and practically free from animal 
or vegetable organisms. 

Filtration of the Mississippi water is not difficult, but it is costly. 

Every plan for clarifying water includes sedimentation or filtra- 
tion, or both. Usually sedimentation is hastened and made more com- 
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plete by the addition of a coagulant, which acts mechanically in 
removing much of the suspended matter, sinking with the silt to the 
bottom. The coagulant selected for the water of the river is sulphate 
of alumina. The coagulant, when added in proper proportion, does not 
remain in the clarified water, but is removed with the suspended 
matters. The water, very much cleared, is then passed through a bed 
of sand, gravel and coke, in different proportions according to the 
character of the water and the remaining impurities. The result is a 
clear and potable water. 

This is all there is to it, and all of the high-priced and complicated 
awe-inspiring mechanical and chemical mysteries are mere variations, 
more or less elaborate, and are based necessarily upon this plan, 
which is nature’s way, and there is only one other, distillation, 
another of nature’s methods of purifying water. 

The waterworks company could have delivered clear water years 
ago, if it had been thought desirable todo so asa business proposition. 

The filtration scheme failed, not because the water could not be 
cleared, but because the contractor agreed to do it with less than the 
number of filters actually needed, and without the assistance of 
settling basins; and, having promised to accomplish more than he 
could perform, he failed to carry out his contract, the filtration of the 
river water was declared impractical, and the attempt to improve the 
water supply of the city was abandoned. Indeed, our water supply 
was rendered worse, sanitarily, by the improvements at the pumping 
station, by the fact that the settling basins, occupying a square of 
ground, and in use before the filtration experiments, were thrown out 
of service during this time, and were not subsequently re-instated, 
The water of the river was then furnished through the pipes as pumped 
from the stream, and during a low stage of the river the water was 
comparatively free from silt, being almost transparent, while high 
water in the river caused the hydrant to deliver a solution quite 
opaque and repulsive in appearance. 

This condition of affairs gave rise, quite naturally, to questions 
regarding the obligations of the waterworks company to furnish pure 
and wholesome water, in accordance with the provisions of the act 
enabl ng the company to issue bonds for the improvement of its plant. 

The act of the legislature seeming to require the delivery of pure 
and wholesome water to the citizens of New Orleans, was cited in evi- 
dence of the failure of the waterworks company to comply with its 
obligations. 

The law appeared to be on the side of the waterworks company, 
who are in business for profit, and who will probably secure the profit 
froma municipality that is constantly acquiring experience at its very 
highest purchase price. 

The present owners of the waterworks are, probably, what is 
known in law as innocent third parties, and they should not be blamed 
for managing their business in accordance with business principles. 
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_ During a period of about a year, experiments have been progress- 
ing, and are now almost, if not quite, completed, looking to the eco- 
nomical expenditure of the fund intended to defray the expenses of fil- 
tration. . 

The cost of these experiments has been about twenty-five thousand 
dollars; the amount to be expended a little less than four million 
dollars. 

* * * * * * * * * 

The water plant, when completed (in about seven years), is 
intended to provide water for all purposes, including sewerage, and 
will pump 40,000,000 gallons per day, and will have a maximum capa- 
city of sixty million gallons. This will permit a larger supply per 
capita than is possible in the most favored cities, and the output will 
doubtless be the minimum capacity for the first ten years of its 
operation. 

Onehundred gallons aday percapita isa large supply of water, and 
includes a margin of waste. Thirty million gallons will give us this, 
on a basis of 300,000 population. 

At present the output is, per day, anywhere from nine to twenty 
million gallons., This extreme variation being due to the fact that the 
constant demand is not as great Prevorioually as it will be when 
sewerage is installed. 

The health of an individual or of a community depends largely 
upon the purity of the water supply. 

It depends also upon the quantity of pure water supplied, and an 
abundant supply of pure water for all purposes to which water is put, 
is more important than any of the other works of public improvement 
now under way in this city, or contemplated for the future. I desire 
to be not misunderstood in this matter. 

The work now under construction is intended for the improvement 
of surface drainage, which means that the rainfall will, when the 
drainage system is completed by the commission and the street gutters 
are regraded by the city so as to conform to the drainage system, 
carry off promptly all water that falls as rain and is not absorbed by 
the ground or caught and retained in cisterns and other receptacles. 

When the system is constructed in its entirety there should be no 
flooded streets, even after the heaviest down-pour of rain. 

That this is a desirable result and will be a very important 
improvement, no one can gainsay; nor would I for a moment belittle 
its real value. 

Is it not, however, rather because of convenience than of health 
that the majority of us desire to see the drainage system completed? 

We complain of flooded streets and crossings made impassable for 
hours aftera heavy rainfall, but few of us think of the subsoil moisture, 
which remains after the flood has gone, and which is far more dan- 
gerous to health than the flood itself, and which is reduced in the 
immediate vicinity of the canals, and nowhere else. 
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The drainage of premises, that which reduces the subsoil moisture 
and lowers, with the water line, the mortality—-will be effected by 
sewerage to a much greater extent than by the rapid removal of storm 
water. 

Every sewer pipe acts asa subsoil drain pipe, and the volume of 
water which is removed in this way is so large that it figures as a 
factor of considerable importance in calculating the quantity of added 
water required to flush the system. 

We cannot have a sewerage system without an abundant water 


supply, and so we return to the first proposition: ‘‘The most important. 


improvement that can engage the attention of a municipality is that 
which has for its object an adequate supply of pure and wholesome 
water.”’ ‘¥ 


THE DEATH RATE OF NEW ORLEANS. 


For years New Orleans has labored under the disadvant- 
age of a bad reputation for health, rightfully enough acquired 
in the past, but certainly not justified by conditions of the 
present. 

The death rate of New Ores nt is low. 

Three separate tables are introduced to demonstrate this 
fact. The first shows the gross annual death rate per 1000 
of population since 1880; the second, the death rate exclusive 
of deaths in the Charity Hospital, and the third the death 
rate among white persons exclusive of the deaths in the 
Charity Hospital. 

There is always a very high death rate among colored 
people, because of their reckless and improvident ways of 
living and their utter disregard of all sanitary precautions. 


To make a just comparison with Northern and Western 
cities, where there isno negro population to speak of, it is 
manifestly but fair to include only white population. 


The deaths in the Charity are excluded for the reason 
that the great hospital is the recipient of the sick of several 
States, many of whom are brought there in the throes of 
death. We doubt if any other city is, to the same extent, 
similarly subjected. 


The white mortality of Wew Orleans is unquestionably 


low, and compares favorably with that of the most favored 
cities of the world.

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These tables include accidental deaths and premature 
births,—important items omitted by some cities, on the 
ground that they bear no relation to local sanitary conditions. 


Glancing backward for a period of five years we find the 
white mortality progressively diminishing. This period 
includes the yellow fever of 1897, 1898 and 1899, and shows 
that this once-dreaded disease is no longer worthy a place of 
dignity in our statistics as a life destroyer. 


76 Report of the Board of Health 


In 1897 the yellow fever rate was 1.90; in 1898 it was .20; 
in 1899 it was .07. 

The full significance of these figures is brought out by 
comparing them with those of the yellow fever years of the 
past when the disease was known to exist in epidemic 
form—1853, 1854, 1855, 1858, 1867 and 1878. 

In 1853 the death rate per 1000 of population from yellow 
fever alone was 50.90, from all causes it was 102.42. | 


In 1854 from yellow fever alone it was 15.40; in 1855, 
16.80; in 1858, 29.30; in 1867, 17.10; and in 1878, 19.20. 


Previous to 1897''the death rate from all causes had 
always been increased by the presence of yellow fever in 
epidemic form. 

Consumption almost universally heads the list of deaths 
in large cities and New Orleans is no exception to this 
general rule, which will continue to operate here and else- 
where until people realize that this disease is not hereditary © 
but is contracted from person to person. : 


New Orleans is not an ideal home for the consumptive, — 
nor is any other large city. | 


New Orleans, however, is within easy reach of the © 
‘‘ozone belt” of Louisiana—a region possesing qualities of — 
atmosphere remarkably beneficial to persons afflicted with — 
tuberculosis. 


Cholera infantum and the summer diarrhoeas of children © 
prevail to a greater extent in other cities than with us. Our ~ 
tenement districts do not present the conditions of crowding © 
observed elsewhere, and strange as it may seem to our 
northern friends, our summers, though longer, are cooler 


and more pleasant than the same season in cities far north © 
of us. 


Ninety degrees in the shade, unbearable in many cities, — 
is not more than uncomfortably warm in New Orleans, and — 
death from heat isan uncommon occurrence. Almost sur- 
rounded by large bodies of water, and fanned almost contin-— 
ually by breezes, our city enjoys the advantage of atmospheric — 


‘conditions which admit of great warmth without much 
discomfort. 3 
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Longevity, the great touch-stone of the healthfulness of 
an urban population, stamps New Orleans as pre-eminently 
healthy, senility (natural death) for the past quarter of a 
century standing fifth in rank on our mortuary records. 





It would be difficult to properly credit the various causes 


that have contributed to make New Orleans a healthy city. 
The paving of streets, changing mud holes into modern 


thoroughfares; the laying out of parks, so aptly and properly 
called the lungs of a great city; the increased attention paid 
to domestic hygiene and to sanitation generally; all of these, 
and many other causes possibly operating unknown or unob- 
served, have contributed their share. And when the city 
enjoys the benefits of that crowning achievement of municipal 
government—drainage, sewerage and an abundant supply of 
wholesome water—the death rate will be reduced still further, 
furnishing additional evidence that Boards of Health are 
right in constantly and persistently urging the great import- 
ance of municipal sanitation, a city’s best investment, giving 
quickest, largest and surest returns for the least outlay of 
money. 


EXPENSES AND REVENUES OF THE BOARD. 


The Board requires annually for ordinary running 
expenses, about $50,000. It derives revenues from the regis- 
tration of births, deaths and marriages, marriage licenses, 
record copies, permits for the emptying of vaults, excavation, 
building, body and disinterment permits, meat inspection 
fees, laundry inspection fees and Recorders’ fines for viola- 
tions of health ordinances. Its expenses are far in excess of 
its revenues and the City Council is asked to provide the 
difference. 


Necessarily the activity of the Board is largely influenced 
by the attitude of the Council in the matter.

ATTACK UPON THE HEALTH SERVICE 
OF THE CITY. 


During the last meeting of the legislature, at a time 
whren the Board had spent its all in an endeavor to discharge 
its duties as it understood them—in the protection of human 
life and of the city’s commerce and fair name; when one city 
administration was giving way to another, and the new one 
was as helpless financially as the Board itself; at this, the 
most critical period of life of the local health authorities, 
when all should have helped, and the Board had every reason, 
because of its past work, to expect from the citizens of New 
Orleans the same measure of assistance which had been given 
in the past under similar trying conditions: a coterie of inter- 
ested individuals, bent on furthering selfish motives, and 
willing to risk the city’s welfare in the effort, attempted to 
throw discredit upon the efficiency of the present Board, 
ostensibly attacking as defective the law under which it 
operated, but palpably with no other motive than a poorly- 
veiled desire to create vacancies in the health service of the 
city, to be scrambled for later by a host of aspirants admit- 
tedly in the field. 

The support of a large number of merchants and business 
men, representing certain vested interests in the city was 
enlisted, but with all of its long list of misinformed and mis- 
guided followers the movement could not be made to assume 
the proportions of popular clamor, and the legislature, find- 
ing no substance in the many strictures made, refused to dis- 
turb the Board in the exercise of its mission for good.

Board of Health and the public press of the city generally.

Old ordinances therefore, not repealed, in which mention q 
is made of the State Board of Health in connection with City 
sanitation now apply to the City Board of Health. 
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EXCERPTS FROM THE CONSTITUTION OF THE 
STATE OF LOUISIANA. 
(1898). 


Art. 174. The General Assembly shall make it obli- 
gatory upon every parish to support all infirm, sick, and dis- 
abled paupers residing within its limits; provided, that every 
municipal corporation to which the powers of the police jury 
do not extend, shall support its own infirm, sick and disabled 
paupers. 


ArT. 296. The General Assembly shall create for the 


State, and for each parish and municipality therein, Boards 


of Health, and shall define their duties, and prescribe the 
powers thereof. The State Board of Health shall be com- 
posed of representative physicians from the various sections 
of the State. Until otherwise provided by law, both the 
President and Secretary of the State Board of Health shall be 
ex-officio members of the Board of Health for the City of New 
Orleans, the President of the State Board to be the President 
of the local Board of the City of New Orleans. 


Art. 297. The General Assembly shall provide for the 
interest of State Medicine in all its departments; for the pro- 
tection of the people from unqualified practioners of medicine 
and dentistry; protecting confidential communications made 
to medical men by their patients while under professional 
treatment and for the purpose of such treatment; for protect- 
ing the people against the sale of injurious or adulterated 
drugs, food and drinks, and against any and all adulterations 
of the general necessaries of life of whatever kinds and 
character. 


Art. 310. ‘There shall be one coroner for the parish of 
Orleans, who shall be elected for four years by the qualified 
electors of said parish, and whose duties shall be fixed by law. 
He shall be ex-officio city physician of the City of New Or- 
leans, and shall receive an annual salary of forty-eight hun- 
dred dollars. He shall be a practicing physician of said city 
and a graduate of the medical department of some university 
of recognized standing. He shall appoint two assistants, 
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having the same qualifications as himself; one at an annual 
salary of twenty -six hundred dollars, and one at an annual 
salary of six hundred dollars.

EXTRACTS FROM ACT 45 OF 1896. 


(Being the new charter of the City of New Orleans. ) 


Section 14. “The Council shall have power and it shall 
be their duty to pass such ordinances, and to see to their 
faithful execution, a$ may be necessary and proper: (1) to 
preserve the peace and good order of the city; (2) to main- 
tain its cleanliness and health, and to this end; (a) to adopt 
and provide an efficient system of drainage; (b) to provide 
for the inspection and cleanliness of all vaults, privies, yards, 
‘pools, markets, cemeteries; (c) to regulate the location of 
and inspection and cleansing of dairies, stables, cattle yards, 
landings and pens, slaughter houses, soap, glue, tallow and 
leather factories, depositories for hides, and all places of bus- 
iness likely to be or become detrimental to health, and to 
adopt such ordinances and regulations as shall be necessary 
or expedient for the protection of health and to prevent the 
spread of disease, and to maintain a good sanitary condition 
in the streets, public places and buildings, and on all private 
premises. ‘The Common Council:shall provide for the fre- 
quent inspection of all premises by persons to be designated 
either by the Common Council or by the Board of Health inf 
the city; they shall also prescribe what water supply shall be 
provided by the ownersof private premises, and that all prem- 
ises, yards, streets andalleys shall be kept in a cleanly con- 
dition; shall provide for the punishment of any violation of 
such ordinances or regulations, by fine or imprisonment, or 
both; and all such fines, when recovered, shall be paid over to 
the Board of Health, to assist in its maintenance; (d) tosup- 
press all nuisances; (e) to prevent the sale of adulterated or 
decayed food and punish the same; to punish the sale of adul- 
terated drinks; (3) to open, and keep open and free from 
obstruction all streets, public squares, wharves, landings, 
lake shore and river and canal banks; (4) to keep the streets 
and crossings and bridges and canals and ditches clean and

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in repair; (5) to adequately provide for the maintenance of 
an efficient police force and fire department; (6) to light the 
streets, wharves, landings and public squares; (7) to organ- 
ize and maintain free public schools; (8) to maintain levees, 
dykes and to protect the city from overflow, and to provide 


' for the drainage thereof. 


Sec. 15. The Council shall also have power: (1) to 
order the ditching, filling, opening, widening and paving of 
the public streets and to regulate the grade thereof; (2) to 
regulate the public cemeteries, to order the manner of con- 
ducting the same and to order the closing of same; (3) to 
compel the owner of any lot or lots to fill the same to a grade 
above the grades of the streets and to construct drains or 
gutters; (4) to improve and embellish the public squares and 
parks and places; (5) to construct and maintain wharves and 
landings, and to erect sheds and buildings therein to protect 
merchandise in transit and to prescribe and collect such 
charges, wharfage and levee dues as will pay for the con- 


struction and maintenance, lighting and policing same and 


no more, so as to make the port of New Orleans as near a 
free port as possible. «The Council shall have power (6) to 
compel the owners of property or tenants to keep their side- 
walks in front of such property clean and in repair; (7) to 
prevent explosive and dangerous substances from being stored 
or kept in dangerous quantities in the city, to designate the 
places where such dangerous articles may be stored and to 
regulate the manner of hauling and keeping explosive sub- 
stances; (8) to determine within what limits wooden build- 
ings shall not be erected and to prevent the reconstruction 
in wood of old buildings within such limits; (9) to regulate 
the safety-height and thickness of the walls and structures; 
(10) to determine what animals shall not be permitted to 
rove in the limits of the city, and to cause them to be killed 
or to be confined and sold, when found to be roaming at large; 
(11) to regulate the police of theatres, public balls, dance 
houses, concert saloons, taverns, hotels, houses of public 
entertainments, shops for retailing alcoholic liquors, houses 
of prostitution and assignation, and to close such houses 
from certain limits, and shallhave power to exclude the same, 
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and to close houses and places for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors when the public safety may require it, and to author- 
ize the Mayor and police to close such places; (12) to close 
all gambling houses and to expel from the city ana to im- 
ptison all buncoe men, lottery men, common cheats and swin- 
dlers, beggars and dangerous and suspicious characters; (13) 
have the power to authorize the use of the streets for rail- 
roads operated by horse, electric, steam or other motive pow- 
er, and to regulate the same; to require and compel all lines 
of railway or tramway in any one street to run on and use 
one and the same track and turntable; to compel them to keep 
conductors on their cars and compel all such companies to 


keep in repair the street, bridges and crossings through or 


over which their carsrun; (14) to lay off and sell in lots or 
squares so much of the batture from time to time as may be 
required for public purposes, but the right of accretion or to 
future batture shall never be sold; (15) to establish jails, 
houses of refuge, reformation and correction and make regu- 
lations for their government; and to exercise general police 
power in the city of New Orleans. 


Sec. 19. The Council shall fix the compensation of 
every officer of the city, or of the State, whose services are by 
law to be paid by the City of New Orleans, except such whose 
salaries are hereby fixed in this act, and regulate the number 
and compensation of all persons on the pay roll of the City 
of New Orleans. 

Sec. 32. The Commissioner of Public Works shall have 
general charge and superintendence of all matters relating to 
waterworks, railroads, levees, weights and measures, manu- 
factories, streets, sidewaiks, pavements and wharves; the 
construction, cleaning and repair of the same; the construc- 
tion and repair of bridges and drainage and hygiene of the 
city in so far as the same be compatible with the laws and 
the duties of the Board of Health, and shall be vested with 
and perform such other functions as may be prescribed by 
said Council. He shall report to the Mayor, in detail, the 
working of his department; he shall cause to be made, from 
time to time, and at least quarterly, a detailed statement to 


be submitted to the Council, stating the condition of the 
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streets, from curb to curb, including the bottoms and grades 
of the gutters along which tracks are laid or railroads cross 
or pass; also the condition of the bridges, wings and cross- 
ings, whether the same be of iron or wood; also whether the 
gerade of such railroad tracks, bridges and crossings are level 
' with the surface of the street; also whether the natural drain- 
age of any gutter is impeded by bridges or culverts over 
which said tracks are laid, being too low or high, or for want 
of iron cross pieces being used for bridges in lieu of wood or 
whether such natural drainage is impeded for want of bot- 
toms in bridges, or whether such bottoms of bridges require 
to be lowered or raised. 


Sec. 33. The Commissioner of Police and Public Build- 
ings shall, so far as the Council may have authority, have in 
charge the Houses of Refuge and Correction, Pounds and 
Cemeteries, and shall be vested with and perform such other 
functions and duties as may be prescribed by the Council; pro- 

vided, that no authority or duty herein conferred or imposed 
upon said department, or upon the Council, shall conflict 
with or impair any of the powers, duties and rights conferred 
by this act upon the Mayor. He shall have general superin- 
tendence of School Houses, Markets, Slaughter Houses, Prison 
and Police Stations and Jails, Work Houses, Asylums, Hospi- 
tals, and all Courts and Public Buildings, except the City 
Hall, which shall be under the control of the Mayor and the 
several executive officers. 

Sec. 34. The City Engineer shall furnish the Council 
and proper authorities of the city, when so ordered, with all 
_ the plans and estimates and other information appertaining 
to his department which such Council or executive officers 
may require. He shall superintend the construction of all 
public works and report after the completion of the same the 
manner in which the works have been executed, and shall 
perform such other duties as the Council may direct. He 
shall give all lines and grades for all sidewalks, streets, rail- 
roads and other works authorized by the Council, for which 
services no charge shall be made. He shall establish and 
keep up to date a platted record, in book form, on a. suitable 
scale, of the sub-division of each and every block in the city, 
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as far as is practicable from the information in his possession 
and from the reports made to him by the Deputy Surveyors 
of their transactions. 

Sec. 73. Recorders shall have the jurisdiction of com- 
mitting magistrates, and to enforce all valid city ordinances, 
and to try, sentence and punish all persons who violate same. 
They and their clerks shall have power to administer oaths, 
and the Recorders shall have power to compel witnesses to 
appear and testify; and to punish for contempt, provided such 
contempt be commftted in open court, and punishment there- 
of shall not exceed twenty-five dollars fine or twenty-four 
hours in jail.

ACT 192 OF 1898, PROVIDING FOR THE ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF PARISH AND MUNICIPAL BOARDS OF 
HEALTH, AND A SEPARATE STATE BOARD OF 
HEALTH. 


Section 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of — 
the State of Louisiana, That a State Board of Health for the 
State of Louisiana is hereby created and established to con- 
sist of seven (7) representative physicians from the various 
sections of the State, who shall be appointed by the Governor, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, as provided 
by Article 296 of the Constitution. They shall hold their offices 
for seven (7) years from the date of their qualification, unless 
sooner removed for cause. ‘The members first appointed 
shall be so designated that the term of two of the members 
shall expire in two years from the date of their qualification, 
and the term of two other members shall expire in four years 
from the date of their qualification and the terms of three 
others in six years. When re-appointed, the members shall 
then serve for seven (7) years. They shall qualify, and be 
commissioned in the manner now provided by the Constitution 
and laws of the State of Louisiana for all other officers of the 
State. At any meeting of said Board three members shall 
constitute a quorum to transact business. The Board shall 
meet once in every three months ona day to be fixed by it, and 
as much oftener as the Board may determine. Special and 
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called meetings may be held as hereinafter provided in this 
act. Such members of the Board as may not reside in the 
city in which the domicile of the Board is established, shall 
be entitled to and shall be allowed ten dollars ($10) per day 
_for each day consumed in going to and coming from State 
. meetings, and while in attendance thereon, and five cents 
(.05) per mile mileage for each and every mile traveled in go- 
ing to and coming from said meetings, by the most direct 
route of transportation from the places of their respective 
residences to and from the place of meetings of the Board, 
which aggregate amounts shall be paid by the secretary and 
treasurer of the Board on the voucher of the member, approved 
by the president of the Board, out of the funds of the Board. 


Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Governor 
Shall designate and appoint one of the members to be presi- 
dent of said Board, who shall receive an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000), and shall serve as such for four 
years from the date of his appointment, the said salary to be 
paid out of the funds, or appropriations, of said Board. At 
its first meeting after the passage of this act, the Board shall 
elect a suitable person, other than a member of the Board, to 
be secretary and treasurer, who shall receive anannual salary 
of twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500), to be paid out of the 
funds or appropriations of the Board, and shall serve for four 
years from the date of his election. He shall be removable 
at the pleasure of the Board. He shall give bond to the ~ 
State of Louisiana for the faithful performance of his duty, 
in such sum and with such surety thereon as shall be fixed 
and approved by the Board. ‘The duties and powers of said 
president and secretary and treasurer shall be those incident 
to like officers in similar corporations, and also such other 
powers and duties now devolved by law upon their predeces- 
sors in the present Board, as well as those additionally pre- 
scribed by the provisions of this act. In addition to said 
powers and duties heretofore prescribed by existing laws, the 
president shall have the power after the adjournment of the 
Board, and during the interval of time between the meetings 
of the Board, and when the Board is not in session to issue all 
orders and warrants, and to take all necessary steps to exe- 
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cute the sanitary laws of the State, and tocarry out the rules, 
ordinances and regulations of the Board made thereunder, and 
he may in his discretion call special meetings of the Board 
whenever in his opinion an emergency shall require it, pro- 
vided, that in all cases where two or more members shall de- 
mand the same it shall be his duty to convene said special 
meetings. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That said Board 
shall have all the powers, authority and jurisdiction now 
possessed by the eXisting State Board of Health under present 
laws now in force, except in so far as modified and changed 
by the provisions of this act. It shall have exclusive juris- 


diction, control and authority over maritime quarantine with- 


in the State, as now provided by existing laws of the State. 
It shall have supervisory power over land quarantine, and 
over the careand control of infectious and contagious diseases 
within the State in order to accomplish the subsidence and 
suppression thereof, and to prevent the spread of the same. 
Such supervision and control shall be exercised in the manner 
and to the extent hereinafter laid down in this act. It shall 
prepare or cause to be prepared a sanitary code for the State 
of Louisiana, which shall contain and provide rules and regu- 
lations and ordinances of a general nature for-the improve- 
ment and amelioration of the hygienic and sanitary condition 
of the State. On the adoption of said code by the Board it 
shall be published at length and in full in at least one news- 
paper in the City of New Orleans, and in the official journal 
of the State capitol, on ten successive and consecutive days, 
and shall also be printed and published in pamphlet form 
with such number of copies as may be necessary for the dis- 
tribution for information of health bodies, health and sanitary 
officers and the public generally: When so printed said code 
shall cover and provide for, especially, land and maritime 
quarantine regulations; the reporting, care and management 
of cases of infectious and contagious diseases; it shall regu- 
late the manner of keeping and reporting and tabulating vi- 
tal and mortuary statistics; it shall provide, for affording 
facilities for vaccination, provided the same shall not be made 
compulsory, except in cases of children attending the public 
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schools; it shall regulate the carriage and transportation of 
_ persons, freight and dead bodies brought into the State or 
transported through or in the State in so far as the same may 
affect the public health; it shall provide for the carrying out 
of the laws of the State in regard to the adulteration of arti- 
cles intended for human food or consumption; it shall provide 
for the inspection of meats, milk, coal oil and other articles 
affecting the public health and safety, where and when the. 
Saine may be brought into one parish from another, or from 
outside of the State, leaving to the Local Boards hereinafter 
provided, the regulation of the sale or offering for sale of 
said articles within the parish or municipality to which the 
Same may be brought; and said code shall contain general 
rules in regard to such health, sanitary and hygienic subjects, 
as can not in the opinion of the State Board of Health be 
efficiently and effectively regulated by the Local Boards. The 
Board shall have power to appoint inspectors and other neces- 
sary officers and employees and fix the salaries thereof. All 
inspectors, officers and employees of the said Board shall have 
power to arrest without warrant all persons violating the 
provisions of any rule or regulation of the said Board, when 
such violation has occurred or is occurring within the sight, 
view or personal knowledge of said inspector, officer or em- 
ployee, and in all cases where said violation may not have 
occurred within the sight, view or personal knowledge of 
said inspector, officer or employee, said functionary shall have 
only the right to arrest in execution of a warrant duly issued 
by the president of the Board. It is hereby made the duty of 
all sheriffs, their deputies, constables, and their deputies, 
police officers of towns and cities, and all other peace officers, 
to aid and assist in the arrest and apprehension of all persons 
violating the articles of any rule or regulation of the State 
Board of Health; to themselves arrest and apprehend all 
offenders committing the offense in their view or sight or 
within their personal knowledge. The members of the State 
Board of Health and every person duly authorized by them may 
without fear or hindrance enter, examine, and inspect all 
grounds, erections, vehicles, structures, public buildings and 
places. The State Board shall at all times keep in readiness 
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one or more medical inspectors, and nurses, medicines, cloth- 
ing, bedding, appliances, tents, and other necessary parapher- 
nalia, so as to repair to any locality in the State that applies 
to it for assistance upou the outbreak of an infectious or con- 
tagious disease with the view of stamping outthesame. An 
annual appropriation of five thousand dollars shall be made 
to start this first help. he local authorities shall keep up 
the work at their own expense after it has been started. 

Sec. 4. Be at further enacted, etc., That each and 
every parish in the State shall establish and organize Parish 
Boards of Health in the manner following: ~ The police jury 
in each parish shall, immediately after the promulgation of 


this act, or as soon thereafter as practicable, elect and ap-- 


point a suitable person from each ward of the parish not em- 
braced in a duly incorporated municipality, such person not 
to be a member of the police jury, and at least three of the 
persons so appointed or elected shall, if practicable, be duly 
licensed and registered physicians. Said persons when so 
appointed or elected shall constitute the Parish Board of 
Health, andshall serve for four years from the date of their 
qualification. Said Parish Board shall meet on the first 


Tuesday after the commissioning of its members. It shall 


elect a chairman who shall be a registered and licensed phy- 
sician, and the health officer of the parish, who shall serve in 


said capacity, exercise the powers and perform the duties | 


usual and incident to such officers in similar organizations. 
His salary shall be fixed by the police jury and paid by the 
parish. The secretary of the police jury of the respective 


parishes shall be ex-officio secretary of the Parish Board of 


Health. The treasurer of the police jury of the respective 
parishes shall be ex-officio treasurer of the Parish Board of 
Health. 


Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That the council or 


legislative body of each and every incorporated municipal 
government in the State shall establish and organize a town 
or City Board of Health in the manner following: 

The said council or legislative body shall, immediately 


after the promulgation of this act, or as soon thereafter as 


may be practicable, elect or appoint five persons in said muni- 
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cipality to be members of the Municipal Board of Health. 
Such persons shall not be members of the said council or 
occupy any other office in said municipality, and three of 
the persons so appointed or elected shall, if practicable, be 
duly registered and licensed physicians. Said persons when so 
appointed or elected shall constitute the City or Town Board 
of Health, and shall serve for four years from the date of 
their qualification. For the cities of Shreveport and Baton 
Rouge the Governor shallappoint, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, three members on each of said City Boards. 
The council or legislative body shall provide ample means 
for the maintenance and operation of said Board. Said ’Town 
or City Boards of Health shall meet on the first Tuesday after 
the commissioning of its members and shallelect a chairman 
who shall be a duly registered and licensed physician, who 
shall be health officer of the town or municipality, who shall 
serve in said capacity, exercise the powers and perform the 
duties usual and incident to such officers in similar organiza- 
tions. The chairman shall receive such an annual salary as 
the Board of Health of said municipality may fix and pay. 
The said Board of Health shall have power to appoint a sani- 
tary officer whose duties shall be to enforce the requirements 
of said Board in all matters of sanitation, and also to act as 
secretary. His salary shall be fixed and paid by the Board. 


Sec. 6. (As amended by Act 44 of 1900.) Be it further 
enacted, etc., That all members of Parish and Municipal 
Boards shall have been at the time of their appointment or 
election residents and voters of the parish or municipality in 
which they are to act as said Boards for at least one year and 
the membership shall be vacated on the removal therefrom of 
the member. No member of said Board, with the exception of 
the chairman and sanitary officer, shall receive any pay or 
emoluments in any way for the services rendered as a member 
of the Board, and no member shall be in any way, directly or 
indirectly, interested in any contract for supplies to be fur- 
nished or services to be rendered to said Board. 

Sec. 7.- Be it further enacted, etc., That said Parish 
and Municipal Boards of Health shall have power and author- 
ity to pass health and sanitary ordinances for defining and 
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abating nuisances dangerous to the public health; to regulate 
drainage and ventilation with reference to human habitation 
and places of business and public resort; to regulate the car- 
rying on of trade and business injurious to public health; for 
the disposition of foecal matter and garbage; to regulate the 
erection of buildings with due regard to the filling of lots and 
the grading thereof, and the arrangement of said buildings; 
for the vacation of, demolishing of buildings when necessary 
for the protection of public health; for the registration of 
births, deaths and marriages, and the keeping of vital statis- 
tics to be registered and reported to the State Board of Health 
under its instructions and regulations, and generally all 


health and sanitary ordinances necessary and incident to the 


proper local sanitation of the parish, city or town in which 
they exercise their powers. 

They shall act under the supervision and advice of the 
State Board of Health, and shall pass no ordinance in conflict 
or inconsistent with the powers and duties of the State Board 
of Health, but shall in all health and sanitary measures 
which they may adopt, be auxiliary to and act in harmony 
with the State Board of Health and shall make reports 
monthly to said State Board of Health and furnish such 
other information as the State Board of Health may require, 
the same to be embodied in the annual report of the State 
Board. 

The object and purpose of this act being hereby declared 
to be to entrust full power and authority to such Local Boards 
to establish, control and administer all matters of strictly 
and purely local sanitation, not affecting other portions of 
the State. 

For the City of New Orleans the State Board alone shall 
have power to establish quarantines. Local Boards of Health 
Shall have power to establish quarantines with the co-opera- 
tion of the councils of municipalities and the police juries. 
The State Board shall have supervisory power over all local 
quarantines so established. 


All necessary expenses, costs and charges of local sanita- 


tion shall be borne by the parish, city or town, in which the 
Local Board shall be established, and in case the fiscal author- 
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ities thereof shall refuse to budget for, appropriate or pay to 
the same, the Local Boards shall have right to the writ of 
mandamus before a court of competent jurisdiction to compel 
the proper action by said parish, city or town authority. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, etc., That in the event 
that any case shall be reported to, or come to the knowledge 
of any Local Board, which is either deemed to be a case of con- 
tagious ot infectious disease, or suspected of so being, the 
Local Board shall immediately isolate the same and communi- 
cate the fact by the most expeditious means at hand to the 
State Board of Health, together with the information as to 
what steps have been taken by the Local Board to isolate and 
care for the same, and shall from time to time communicate 
the progress of the case and disease to the State Board of 
Health. On receipt of such information by the said Board of 
Health, the President of said Board shall if he deem the 
emergency sufficient and necessary, send expert physicians 
to be selected by him to examine and diagnose the disease, 


and if on such examination and diagnosis the experts shall 


declare the case to be one of obnoxious or infectious nature, 
liable to spread, or to become dangerous to the general public 
health of the State, the State Board of Health or its president 
Shall instruct the health officer of the Board of Health of the 
parish, city or town, as to what additional steps, if any, 


‘shall be taken to isolate the case and prevent the spread of 


the contagion or infection therefrom and shall require that 


the local health officers shall immediately conform thereto, 


and put the same in operation. Inthe event that said local 
authorities shall fail or neglect to so act within a reasonable 
time, or in so acting shall fail to do so in a manner satisfac- 
tory to the State Board or its president, the State Board or 
its president shall take charge of the case and manage the 
same, through its own officers or employees. 


All expenses, costs and charges incurred in the manage- 
ment, control and supervision in such cases shall be borne 
and paid by the parish, town orcity in which the case may be, 
and on the failure of the parish or municipality to reimburse 
the State Board the amount of its expenditures incurred in 
such cases the State Board of Health shall have right to pro- 
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ceed by writ of mandamus in any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion to compel the payment of the same. 


In case that any parish, town or city, or any portion 
thereof, shall become infected with any contagious or 
infectious disease, to such an extent as to threaten the spread 
of such disease to the other portions of the State, the State 
Board of Health shall issue its proclamation declaring the 
facts and ordering it in quarantine, and shall order the local 
Boards of Health in other parishes, towns and cities, to quaran- 
tine against said locality and shallestablish and promulgate the 
rules and regulations, terms and conditions on which inter- 
course with said infected locality shall be permitted, and 
shall issue to the other local sanitary authorities instructions 
as to the measures adopted in quarantining against persons, 
goods, or other property coming from said infected localities, 
and these rules and regulations, terms and conditions shall be 
. observed and obeyed by all other health authorities, provided 
that should any other of the non-infected portion of the State 
desire to add to the regulations and rules, terms and condi- 
tions already imposed by the State Board, they may do so, on 
approval of the State Board of Health. The State Board of 
Health may, in its discretion, prohibit the introduction into 
any infected portion of the State, persons acclimated, unaccli- 
mated or said to be immune, when in its judgment the 
introduction of such persons would add to or increase the 
prevalence of the disease. The State Board of Health shall 
render to the Local Boards of Health all the assistance in 
their power and which the condition of their finances will 
permit. 

Sec. 9. Beit further enacted, etc., ‘That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with, inconsistent with, or superceded 
by, the provisions of this act are hereby repealed, but all 
laws, or parts of laws, parish or city ordinances, State Board 
of Health ordinances, State, parish and municipal rules and 
regulations now existing and not in conflict with or.inconsis- 
tent with or superceded by the provisions of this act are 
continued in full force and effect, and this act shall not be 
construed or interpreted so as to deprive the State Board of 
Health, or the Local Board of Health of any powers or author- 
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ities they may have under existing laws, except in so far as 
these powers and authorities may be modified or changed by 
the provision of this act, and then only to the extent of the 
modification or change. All those parts of the special Act 
No. 172 of 1874, and the special Act No. 110 of 1878, and the 
special Act No. 56 of 1896, and of all other special acts relat- 
ing to Boards of Health in towns, cities or parishes, and of Act 
92 of 1882, which are in conflict with inconsistent with or 
superceded by the provisions of this act are hereby repealed, 
and all other parts of said acts not in conflict with, inconsis- 
tent with or superceded by the provisions of this act are 
continued in full force and effect. The president and secre- 


tary of the State Board shall not be ex-officio members of the 


Board of Health for the City of New Orleans, and the presi- 
dent of the State Board shall not be the president of the Local 
Board of the City of New Orleans. 

The Municipal Board of Health of the City of New 
Orleans shall have the exclusive right to the collection of all 
fees and charges now being made by the present State Board 
of Health within the City of New Orleans, other than those 


accruing from the coal oil inspection and the registration of 


Physicians, Midwives and Dentists. The Municipal Board of 
Health of the City of New Orleans shall also have the exclu- 
Sive supervision or authority over the meat inspection service 
and sanitary regulations, at the slaughtering pens or abattoir 
in the Parish of St. Bernard, with regard to all meat intended 
for human consumption within the City of New Orleans. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, etc., That this act shall 
go into effect and be operative after its passage and promul- 
gation. The presently existing State Board and Local Boards 
of Health shall turn over to the new Boards all the assets, 
property, records or other things and matters now in their 
charge and keeping, and thereafter the new Boards, shall be 
considered as successors in office to the old Boards, and all 
rights, actions, claims, or things of value possessed by the 
old Boards, shall become vested in the new Boards, with full 
right and power to hold, prosecute and defend the same just 
as if no change had been made in said Boards. 
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MARKETS, PUBLIC AND PRIVATE—HAWKINC AND 
PEDDLINC-MEAT INSPECTION-UNWHOLESOME 
AND TAINTED FOODS—-ADULTERATED FOODS 
AND DRINKS-BLOWN MEAT-—SALE OF FISH, 
FRUIT, ETC., IN CLOSED BUILDINCS. 

PRIVATE MARKETS. 

Act 34 of 1900,’authorizing the City Council of New Orleans to 
pass ordinances for the government and regulation of 
private markets, and fix the limits within which said markets 
may be located. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That the City Council of the City of New 
Orleans, be, and they are hereby authorized and empowered 
to pass such ordinances for the government and regulation of 
private markets, in the City of New Orleans, as they, in their 
discretion, may deem proper, and that they be vested with full 
power to provide for the enforcement of said ordinances; pro- 


vided, in so doing the Council shall not so construct their © 


ordinances as to violate, in fact or impliedly, the constitu- 
tional provisions prohibiting monopolies. 

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted, etc... hat the sade Ciee 
Council of the City of New Orleans, may prescribe the manner 
in which such private markets shall be kept, and the distance 
at which they may be located from all public markets. 

Sec. 3. Be it furtherenacted, etc., That all laws or parts 
of laws contrary to,-or inconsistent. herewith, be, and the 
Same are hereby repealed. 


Ordinance 312, N. C. S. Regulating the Government of 
Private Markets. 


Section 1. That from and after the first of January, 
1901, it shall be unlawful for any person or persons, firm or 
firms, corporation or corporations, to conduct a private mar- 
ket, or to sell or retail any fresh meat,,fresh fish, game, 
poultry or vegetables, except potatoes and onions, in any 
building, place, store or stand within thirty-two hundred 
feet, walking distance, from any public market in the City of 
New Orleans. 
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Sec. 2. That from and after the passage of this ordi- . 
natice the City Engineer shall not issue any permit for the 
erection of any private market for the sale of the articles 
enumerated in the preceding section, within said walking dis- 
tance of thirty-two hundred feet of any public market, and 
that in no case shall any permit be granted for the erection 
of a private market, or at a building to be used for such pur- 


pose outside of said limit of thirty-two hundred feet, unless 


such. private market or building shall be erected in accord- 
atice with the provisions of Section 2 of Ordinance No. 7607, 
approved May 23d, 1893. 

Sec. 3. That the sale of oysters and groceries shall be 


prohibited in any of the public markets of the City of New 


Orleans. 

Sec. 4. That every person or persons, ,firm or firms, 
corporation or corporations, violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance, shall, on conviction, be fined in a sum not 


- less than five dollars nor more than twenty-five dollars, and 


in default of payment suffer imprisonment for not less than 
five days nor more than thirty days, or both, at the discretion 


of the Recorder; provided that in no case shall the fine exceed 
$25.00, or the imprisoment exceed thirty days. 

Sec. 5. That all ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict with the provisions of this ordinance, be, and the 
Same are hereby repealed. 


PUBLIC MARKETS. 
Ordinance 4155, C. S., as Amended by Ords. 4724, 5917, 6691, 
12,488, 13,824 and 13,898, C. S. 

Section 3. That all kinds of meat, fowl, game, fish, 
vegetables, and all other perishable articles of human food, 
may be bought and sold at all the markets, except that no 
fish, fruit or vegetables shall be sold in the beef market of 
the second district, and that no fresh meat of any kind shall 
be sold in the vegetable market of the same district; and that 
no fish, crabs or shrimp shall be sold in any market after 10 
o’clock A. M., between the Ist day of May and the 1st day of 
October. 

Sec. 4. That no salt or corned beef or pork shall be 


exhibited or offered for sale on any stall except ina clean _ 


\ 


\. 
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white tray, not painted, twenty-six inches long, sixteen 
inches wides and six inches deep. The occupants of stalls 
may also keep a tight box or cask, of no longer dimensions 
than a butcher’s block, for keeping such meat in. No ice box 
will be allowed in any of the public markets except by per- 
mission of the City Council, and then same shall be required 
to be at least six (6) inches from the ground and placed on 
rollers. 

Sec. 8. That the markets of this City shall be open at 
the dawn of day, and shall close at 12 o’clock m., all the year 
round. ; 

Sec. 9. That during the half hour immediately after the 
closing of the markets the occupants of stands and stalls are 
required to scrape, wash and cleanse the same, so as to keep 
them in the highest state of cleanliness. 

Sec. 12. That all persons are forbidden to stand, sit or 
lie on any of the stalls or stands of the said public markets. 

Sec. 13. No person or persons shall expose, sell or offer 
for sale in any public market of this City any stale or un- 
wholesome meat, or the flesh of any animal which was sick, 
wounded or overheated, or run down by dogs, or otherwise, 
at or before the same was slaughtered, or which died from 
disease, accident, casualty or other means than the usual 
mauner of slaughtering animals for food; nor shall any per- 
son sell or expose or offer for sale in any of the public mar- 
kets of this City any putrid, rancid or unsound meat, fish, 
eggs, poultry, vegetables and fruits, or any unwholesome or 
adulterated articles of food; nor shall any person sell or 
expose, or offer for sale, the flesh of any dog, cat, or any un- 
clean animal, or the flesh of any calf, pig or lamb which was 
slaughtered under the age of four weeks. 

Sec. 15. That all stands, tables, blocks and boxes, used 
in the public markets, shall be required to be at least six (6) 
inches from the ground, and all blocks and boxes to be placed 
on rollers. 


Provided further, that all ice boxes shall be no more than 


six feet in depth, by eight feet in width, by four feet in 
height, and twelve inches from the ground; shall be lined 
with zinc, or some other non-corrosive material, made air- 


a 
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tight, and shall be provided with pipe leading to the nearest 
eutter to carry off drippings. 

Sec. 16. That each and every occupant of fruit, vege- 
table, meat and fish stands, or stalls, in the several public 
markets of the City are hereby required to furnish a covered 
tub or barrel, to be placed under or at such place as will be 
most convenient to their respective stands or stalls, in which 
they shall deposit all refuse, offal, waste or cast-off articles 
in which they may be dealing as occupants of said stands or 
stalls, and under no circumstances shall any such occupants 
of any such stands or stalls be permitted to place any of such 

refuse, offal, waste or cast-off articles on the floors or flags of 
said markets under the penalties stipulated in Section 32 of 
this ordinance. 

Sec. 24. That occupants of stalls and stands shall 
furnish, under the penalties stipulated in Section 32 of this 
ordinance, a sufficient number of covered barrels or tubs to 
contain the daily offal from the stands and stalls in the said 
markets, and all occupants of stands or stalls are required to 
throw such offal into the covered barrels or tubs thus 
furnished, and that the superintendent of the district for 
cleaning the streets shall cause the samme to be disposed of, as 
in the case of other daily offal, by 2 o’clock p.m. No offal or 
refuse from any meat, fish, fruit or vegetable stall or stand 
shall be thrown on the floor of the market, or into the gutters 
or streets, under the penalties stipulated in Section 32 of this 
ordinatice. 

That during the half hour, immediately after the closing 
of said market, the butchers or other persons hiring or occupy- 
ing their respective stalls, stands and tables, shall be bound 
to scrape, wash and cleanse the same, so as to keep the said 
stalls, stands and tables in the highest state of cleanliness, 
and every person neglecting to comply punctually with the 
terms and conditions of this section, or who shall not quit 
the said market at the hour specified, shall be subject to the 
penalties stipulated in Section 32 of this ordinance. 

Sec. 30. That it shall not be lawful for any butcher or 
vendor of fresh meat, in any public market in this City, to 
bring any fresh meat into any of said markets before the 
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hours of 2 o’clock A. m., nor to leave any fresh meat in any 

of said markets after the closing of such markets on any day 

between the 1st of May and the 1st of October. 

Sec. 32. ‘.That any person who shall be found guilty be- 
fore the Recorder of the district in which the offense is com- 
mitted of any violation or evasion of any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, for which a penalty is not otherwise provided, 
shall be fined not more than twenty-five ($25) dollars, and in 
default of the payment of the fine imposed, to imprisonment 
in the parish prison for a term not exceeding thirty (30) 
days. 

Sec. 33. That each day any party shall continue to vio- 
late the provisions of this ordinance, shall constitute a 
separate offense. 

7 HAWKING AND PEDDLING. 

Act 22 of 1900, authorizing municipalities of over fifty thousand 
population to pass ordinances reguiating hawking and 
peddling. 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That all municipalities in the State of 
Louisiana, with over fifty thousand population, are hereby 
authorized to pass and enact laws and ordinances regulating 
the hawking and peddling, on foot or otherwise, in the streets 
and thoroughfares of said municipalities, of market produce, 

vegetables, meat, fish, game, fruit and oysters, and said 
municipalities are further authorized to enforce said laws and 
ordinances by fine or imprisonment. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That all laws or parts 
of laws in conflict with the provisions of this Act, are hereby 
repealed. 

Ordinance 6527, A. S1, as Amended by Ordinance 
4168 and 4952, C. S. 

Section 1. (Superceded by Section 3 of Ordinance 4155, 
C.8., as amended by Ordinance 12,488, C. S.) 

Sec. 2. That the selling of fresh fish, crabs or shrimp, 
by peddlers on the streets, be, and is hereby Pre pes and 
made unlawful. 

Sec. 3. That whoever shall violate the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be subject to a fine not to exceed twenty- 
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five dollars, or imprisoned in the parish prison for a term not 
to exceed thirty days, or both, or imprisoned in the said parish 
prison for a term not to exceed thirty days in default of pay- 
ment of the fine, to be imposed by the Recorder of the district 
wherein the offense is committed; provided, that the fine 
shall not exceed twenty-five dollars for each offense, nor the 
imprisonment more than thirty days. 


Ordinance 356, NV. C. S. 
Section 1. Be it ordained by the Council of the City of 


New Orleans, That from and after the passage of this ordi- 


nance, it shall be unlawful for any person or persons, firm 
or firms, corporation or corporations, to hawk or peddle on 
foot, or in any wagon, cart or otherwise, in the streets and 
thoroughfares of New Orleans, from 6 o’clock a. m. to 12 
o’clock M., any market produce, vegetables, meat, fish, game, 
fruit and oysters. 

Sec. 2. Beit further ordained, etc., That it shall be un- 
lawful for any peddler or hawker, or for any clerk, employee 
or representative of any such peddler or hawker while 
engaged in the peddling or hawking of the articles above 
enumerated, during any portion of the day, tocry out the 
same in the streets and thoroughfares of this City, or to ring 
any door bells, or rap on any house or building, or to cry out 
his goods in any alleyways or yards or doors of any houses or 
buildings. | 

Sec. 3. Be it further otdained, etc., That each and 
every hawker or peddler, or clerk, employee or representative 
of any such peddler or hawker, while engaged in the peddling 
or hawking of the articles mentioned in Section 1 of this 
ordinance after the hours mentioned therein, shall carry om 
his person, if peddling or hawking on foot, the license issued 
to him, and if such peddling and hawking is carried on ina 
vehicle or other conveyance, the license required therefor shall 
be securely attached in a conspicuous place on the vehicle or 
conveyarice used by such peddler or hawker. 

Sec. 4. Beit further ordained, That from and after the 
passage of this ordinance, no free permits shall be issued to 
any peddler or hawker, or to any clerk, employee or repre- 
sentative of any such peddler or hawker, to peddle or hawk 
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the articles enumerated in Section 1 of this ordinance, and 
that a copy of this ordinance shall be printed on the reverse 
of each license issued to peddle or hawk any said articles. 
Sec. 5. Beit further ordained, That any person or per- 
sons, firm or firms, corporation or corporations, violating any 
provisions of this ordinance, shall, on conviction, be fined 
not less than ten ($10) dollars, nor more than twenty-five 
($25) dollars, ,or in default of payment, be imprisoned not less 


than five days, nor more than thirty days, in the discretion 


of the Recorder. 

Sec. 6. Be it further ordained, etc., That all ordinances 
or parts of ordinances in conflict with the provisions of this 
ordinance, be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Ordinance 608, V. C. S. | 

Section 1. Beit ordained by the Council of the City of 
New Orleans, That'it shall be lawful hereafter, for any per- 
son or persons to peddle fruit on the streets and thorough- 
fares of New Orleans from the hours of 7 o’clock a. mM. to 7 
_ o'clock p. M. provided they are not allowed to cry their wares. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any peddler of fruit 
to carry or offer for sale any article of food other than fruit 
between the hours of 6 A. mM. and 12 noon. 

Sec. 3. That any person or persons violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall, upon conviction by the 
Recorder of the district in which the offense is committed be 
punished by fine not exceeding $25.00, or imprisonment not 
exceeding 30 days, or both. 

Sec. 4. That all ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict with the provisions of this ordinance, be, and the 
same are hereby repealed. 


SLAUGHTERING OF CATTLE, ETC.—MEAT INSPECTION. 
Ordinance 13,487, C. S., as Amended by Ordinance 
13,6089) 2Cos. , 
Section 1. Be it ordained by the Council of the City of 
New Orleans, That from and after the passage of this ordi- 


nance it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation, 


to sell, or offer for sale, or deliver, the meat of any animal 
not considered game, intended for human food, within the 
City of New Orleans, without same having been first 
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inspected and passed upon, and approved by the officers ap- 
pointed and empowered for such duty by the Board of Health. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, That such meat when so 
inspected, passed upon and approved, shall be marked or 


' tagged by said inspectors, and same shall not be allowed 


upon the stalls of any market, whether public or private, un- 
less so tagged or marked, after having been inspected by said 
inspectors of the Board of Health. 

Sec. 3. Beit further ordained, That this ordinance shall. 
not in any manner affect the sale of salt, pickled, smoked or 
canned meats of any kind. 

Sec. 4. Be it further ordained, That any person or per- 
sons, corporation or corporations, who shall counterfeit any 
stamp or tag provided for in Section 2, or who shall use such 
counterfeit stamp or tag,,shall, upon conviction, be fined not 
less than five dollars, and not more than twenty-five dollars, 


or in default of payment, imprisonment of not less than five 


days or more than thirty days for each offense, at the discre™ 
tion of any Recorder of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 5. All parts of or ordinances in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed, and any and all violations of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
twenty-five dollars, nor more than thirty days imprisonment 
in the parish prison. 


Ordinance 14,548 C. S. 


Section 1. Beit ordained by the Council of the City of 
New Orleans, That all livers, lungs (lights), spleens (melts) 
and tongues. of all animals slaughtered at any abattoir or 
Slaughterhouse within the Parish of Orleans shall be hung 
on racks provided for that purpose, immediately after the 


slaughtering and removal from the carcasses of the animals 


and shall there remain until the meat inspector of the Board 
of Health shall have examined and inspected the same, and 
shall not be removed therefrom except by permission of said 
inspector, and all such organs shall be marked by the butchers 
on placing them on the rack in such manner that the said 
organs can be easily identified with the carcasses from which 
they have been removed. 
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Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, That at least one inch of 
the diaphragm or skirt of all carcasses of all slaughtered 
animals shall be left on the animal slaughtered, until the 
meat inspector shall have examined, inspected and passed the 
saine, and that all the parietal pleure, or the lining of the 
chest cavity and the parietal peritoneum or casing of the 
abdominal cavity, ordinarily removed in the process com- 
monly known as ‘‘stripping” shall be allowed to remain upon 
the carcasses, and shall not be removed therefrom by the pro- 
cess known as ‘‘stripping” until after the inspection of the 
meat inspector. | 

Sec. 3. Be it further ordained, That no person shall 
urinate, defecate or commit any nuisance whatsoever in the 
slaughtering pens of any abattoir or slaughterhouse, or 
within fifty feet thereto. 

Sec. 4. Be it further ordained, That all slaughtering 
and dressing of animals shall be completed, and all offal, 
refuse, horns, etc., shall be removed, daily, not later than 
5:30 p. m., and the tubs, buckets or other receptacles in which 
they are deposited shall be cleansed and disinfected, from 
time to time, as the meat inspector may direct, and the floors, 
walls, etc., of the slaughtering pens shall be flushed, washed 
and thoroughly cleansed each day. Provided, that in special 
cases, when in the opinion of the meat inspector, the circum- 
stances or necessities warrant the same, that officer may 
erant special permits to dispense with the observance of the 
provisions of this section; provided further, that in no case 
shall the premises remain uncleaned for a longer period than 
twenty-four hours. 

Sec. 5. Be it further ordained, That all animals con- 
demned and rejected by said inspector will remain the prop- 
erty of the butcher, but must be delivered by him immediately 
upon the order of the inspector for the owner’s account to 
some responsible rendering establishment situated within a 
reasonable distance from such abattoir or slaughterhouse. 

Sec. 6. Beit further ordained, That when meats or the 
products of an abattoir, etc., are condemned in a refrigerator 
or cooler, or slaughterhouse, or public or private markets, or 
wherever exposed for sale, they shall be removed immediately 
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on the order of the inspector, and shall, at his discretion, by 
him be saturated with such agent [chemical] as will prevent 
such condemned meat being sold for food. 


Sec. 7. -Be it further ordained, That in the event of the 
rejection of any animal by the said inspector, permission is 
hereby granted to the owner of said animal so rejected, to 
kill another one in order to replace same, even after the hour 
aforementioned. 


Sec. 8. Be it further ordained, That the practice of 
opening the contents of the digestive organs on the floors of 
the slaughterhouse pens is prohibited. 


Sec. 9. Be it further ordained, That all meats, livers, 
lungs, spleens, tongues, brains and kidneys, brought into the 
Parish of Orleans, shall be removed from the boxes, or shall 
have the material in which they are shipped removed, so that 
the meat inspector can thoroughly inspect such meats or 
organs. 


Sec. 10. Be it further ordained, That all meats brought 
into the Parish of Orleans requiring inspection under Ordi- 
nance 13,487, C. S., must bear evidence of having undergone 
previous inspections, z.¢ must bear the stamp or certificate 
of some specially accredited State, municipal or United States 
official, attesting the fact that the animal has passed both 
an ante and post mortem inspection. 


Sec. 11. Be it further ordained, That any person or per- 
sons, firms or firm, corporation or corporations, violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, shall, on conviction be- ~ 
fore any Recorder, be fined a sum not exceeding twenty-five 
($25) dollars, and in default of payment of such fine be com- 
mitted to the parish prison for a period not exceeding thirty 
(30) days, or shall be both fined and imprisoned, at the dis- 
cretion of the Recorder, provided that no fine shall exceed 
twenty-five ($25) dollars, nor the imprisonment thirty (30) 
days. 


Each violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall constitute a separate offers2, and shall subject the 
offender to the penalties herein piovided for. 
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Ordinance 15,488, C. S., Amending and Fe-enacting 
Ordinance 14,807, C. S 

Sec. 1. Beit ordained by the Common Council that Ordi- 
nance No. 14,807, C. S., be amended and re-enacted to read as 
follows: ‘That from and after the passage of this ordinance, 
it shall not be lawful for any person, firm or corporation, 
restaurant or hotel, to sell or offer for sale, or deliver the meat 
of any animal, not considered game or fowl, intended for 
human food, within the City of New Orleans, without same 
has been first inspected and passed upon and approved by 
the officers appointed and empowered for such duty by the 
municipal Board of Health of the City of New Orleans. 


Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, That such meat, when 


so inspected, passed upon and approved, shall be properly 
marked or tagged by said inspectors, and same shall not be 
allowed upon the stalls of any market, whether public or 
private, or exposed in any other way or at any other place, 
or delivered to any hotel, restaurant, person or persons un- 
less so tagged and marked after having been inspected by 
the inspectors of the said Board of Health. 


Sec. 3. Be it further ordained, That for the purpose of 
meeting the costs of said inspection, the owner of the meat 
inspected or the person in possession of the meat inspected, 
Shall pay the following inspection Loe to the Board of 
Health: 


Five cents for each inspection of an animal, or of the half 


or quarter of an atiimal, not identified as belonging to the 


Same carcass. 
One cent for each pork loin or shoulder. 


One-half cent on ten poundsor less of other miscellaneous 
parts not enumerated. 


When organs accompany atiimal, or part of animal, they 
must be certified to belong to such animal, and be so marked 
as to identify them therewith, and in such case no additional 
fee shall be charged for their inspection.

Ordinance 13,335, C. S., Establishing the Limits Within Which 
Dairies can be Conducted. (Adopted May 6th, 1897). 


Section 1. Be it ordained, that from and after the adop- 
tion of this ordinance it shall not be lawful for any person to 
establish any dairy within the following limits: Beginning 
at the intersection of Protection street and the Levee, out 
Protection street, both sides, to Green street, along Green 
street and Bore street to South Claiborne street, along South 
Claiborne street south side, to the New Basin Canal, along 
the New Basin Canal, east side, to S. Hagan avenue, along 5S. 
Hagan avenue to Cleveland street, along Cleveland street to 


b _ Alexander street, along Alexander street to north side of 


Metairie road, along north side of Metairie road to Moss 
Street, along Moss street to Castiglione street, and along 
Castiglione street to Gentilly road, and along Gentilly road 
to river side of Lapeyrouse street, along Lapeyrouse street to 
the intersection of North Claiborne and St. Bernard avenues, 
along Claiborne avenue, both sides, to Press street, along 
Press street to St. Claude street, along St.\Claude street, 
both sides, to Delery street, along Delery street to river, along 
river to the point of beginning. 

Sec.:2. Be it further ordained, That all dairies now exist- 
ing within the aforesaid limits by virtue of any previous 
ordinances of this City Hall shall be removed within ten 
years from the promulgation of this ordinance.

lished, or which may hereafter be established, shall be 


operated and conducted in accordance with such rules govern- 
ing their sanitation, construction and maintenance, as may 
be prescribed by the Board of Health, and, approved by the 
City Council, shail have full force and effect. 

Sec. 4. Be it further ordained, That all ordinances or 
parts of ordinances in conflict with the foregoing provisions, 
be and they are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. Be it further ordained, That any person, firm or 
corporation violating any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall, upon conviction before any Recorder of competent juris- 
diction, be sentenced to pay a fine of twenty-five ($25) dollars, 
and in default thereof, shall be imprisoned for a period of 
thirty (30) days, or both, at the discretion of the court. 


Ordinance 16,204, C. S.. Regulating Dairies and Dairy Farms, 
and the Sale and Distribution of Milk and Dairy 
Products, and for Other Purposes. 

Section 1. Beit ordained by the Common Council of the 
- City of New Orleans, That from and after this ordinance 
becomes operative, it shall be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation, either as principal or through agents, ser- 
vants or employees, to maintain or operate a dairy or dairy 
farm, or to give, sell, exchange, barter, deliver or have in 
possession for gift, sale, exchange, barter, delivery, use or 
consumption as food for human beings, in the City of New 
Orleans, any milk or other dairy product, without having 
first obtained from the proper health authority of the City of 
New Orleans a permit so to do as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. To obtain such a permit, the applicant shall 
present to said health authority a written application, upon 
a form to be prescribed by said health authority, and shall 
state therein the name, business and residence address of said 
applicant, the dairy or dairy farm where he produces or from 
which he procures supplies of milk or other dairy products, 
the number of cows, if any, in the possession of such appli- 
cant, the average quantity of milk produced or procured, and 
the average quantity of milk disposed of by said applicant, 
and the manner and character of such disposition, and, if an 
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itinerant distributer, the usnal route purstied in such dis- 
position, or if located at a stand, or in any place, or store, the 
usual hours when milk or other dairy products are received, 
and in general the manner in which said applicant complies 
with the regulations adopted in this ordinance governing 


’ dairies, dairy farms and the traffic and distribution of milk or 


other dairy products. Said application shall further state the 
specific brand or business name, if any, under which said 
milk or other dairy products are to be sold, exchanged, bar- 
tered, given or distributed. Said written application shall 
be recorded in a register to be provided by said health 
authority and kept for that purpose. 

cec. 3. That if, upon investigation, the said health 
authority shall conclude that said applicant has conformed, 
and will conform, to and comply with, the requirements of 
this ordinance, it shall issue the permit herein provided, with- 
out cost to said applicant. Such permit shall be written 


upon a form to be prescribed by said health authority. 


Sec. 4. A permit shall be required for each dairy or 
dairy farm, and for each place where milk or other dairy pro- 


‘ducts are sold, exchanged, bartered, given, stored or distri- 


buted as food for human beings either alone or together with 
other food or merchandise. Such permits shall be issued only 
in the name of the owner or distributer of such milk or other 
dairy product, and shall be personal and not transferable. 
Said permit shall be subject at all times to revocation by the 
health officer for cause, provided, however, the owner of 


_ said permit shall always have the right of appeal from the 


action of said health officer to the health authority, which 
shall be required to act thereon within forty-eight hours 
from receipt of a petition of appeal. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the person, firm or cor- 
poration having a permit under this ordinance to exhibit the 
same conspicuously in the dairy or in the place where the 
milk or other dairy product is kept for sale, exchange, barter, 
use or distribution. All vehicles used for such sale or distri- 
bution shall have painted thereon in a conspicuous place on 
both sides the words and figures: ‘‘HrarrH Permit No. 
—,” (corresponding with permit number.) All distributers 
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of milk or other dairy product, on foot, shall carry on their 
person, ready for exhibition to any sanitary officer or con- 
sumer, the permit issued to him under this ordinance. 

Sec. 6. No building shall be used for stabling cows for 
dairy purposes which is not well lighted, ventilated and con- 
structed, and which is not provided with sufficient feed 
troughs or boxes and water-tight floor, laid with proper 
erades and channels to immediately carry off all drainage, or 
which cantains less than 600 cubic feet, clear air space for 
each cow, unless said building is now actually used for 
stabling cows for dairy purposes, in which case it shall not 
contain less than 500. cubic feet clear air space for each cow. 


Sec. 7. All dairies shall be provided with a milk room; 
and no milk shall be stored, cooled or mixed, or changed into 
any other form of dairy product, or kept for sale or distribu- 
tion in any room or portion of any building which is used for 
the stabling or keeping of cows, horses or any other auimal, 
or where fowls are kept, or which is used in whole or part for 
domestic or sleeping purposes, or opens into a room used for 
domestic or sleeping purposes; nor shall any cows used for dairy 
purposes be stabledin any roomor portion of any building where 
any other animal or any fowl is kept, stabled or permitted to 
move. Provided that horses may be permitted under same 
roof, whenever the ‘stall in which said horse is kept is parti- 
tioned, from the rest of the stable by a solid partition run- 
ning tothe ceiling. ‘Fhe milk room shall be provided with 
tight walls and floor, and kept constantly clean; the walls 


and floor to be of sucha construction as to allow easy and ~ 


thorough cleansing, and shall be provided with a covered 
cooler, box or refrigerator substantially constructed, lined 
with metal or tiles, and elevated at least six inches above the 
floor and located away from surrounding walls at least two 
feet. Said cooler, box or refrigerator shall be well ventilated 
and properly drained into an open gutter. The milk room 
shall contain further proper appliances for washing or 


sterilizing all utensils actually employed in the storage, sale: 


or distribution of milk, and all such apparatus and utensils 
shall be washed with boiling water or sterilized by steam 
regularly after being so used. At milking time each recep- 
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tacle as soon as filled with milk, shall be taken to the milk- 
room. 

Sec. 8. Milk kept for sale, use, consumption, distribution, 
exchange, barter or other disposition as food for human beings, 
in any store, shop, restaurant, market, bakery, hotel or other 


_ establishment, shall always be kept in a covered cooler, box 


or reftigerator, which shall be substantially constructed, 
lined with metal or tiles, and elevated at least six inches 
above the floor. Said cooler, box or refrigerator shall be 
ventilated and properly drained. 


Sec. 9. All buildings used for dairy purposes, and all 
premises connected therewith, and all land used for pasturage 
of the cows, shall be kept clean and free from filth. All in- 
closures in which cows are kept or pastured shall be drained 
and graded so as to keep the surface reasonably dry and pre- 
vent the accumulation of water thereon; and no garbage, 


urine, foecal matter or similar substance shall be placed or 


| permitted to remain in such inclosure. No cows shall be 


kept or pastured in any inclosure improperly drained, boggy, 
Swampy, or on which water is likely to stand or stagnate. 


Sec. 10. Every person maintaining a dairy or dairy farm 
required to securea permit under this ordinance, shall provide 
a sufficient number of receptacles, made of non-absorbent 
material, such as metal, porcelain, glass or agateware or sim- 
ilar substance, for the reception, storage and delivery of milk 
or other dairy product, and shall cause them to be kept clean 
and wholesome at all times, and having delivered any such 
receptacle to a consumer shall not again use the same for the 
reception, storage and delivery of milk or other dairy product 


- until it has been to his personal knowledge properly cleansed 


after such use. No milkman shall deliver bottles or other 
receptacles containing milk or other dairy products at any 
house infected with contagious or infectious disease, nor 
shall he receive any empty bottles or other receptacles from 
any such infected house, nor shall he in any case be permitted 


to fill or refill any bottle while on the wagon or vehicle used 


for distributing milk. Such regulation shall also apply to 
peddlers. 
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See. 11. Every person maintaining a dairy or dairy farm 
shall provide for the use thereof an adequate supply of water 
of good quality and proper for maintaining the health and 
good condition of the cows and necessary purposes connected 


with the dairy, subject to approval by the health authority. — 


All sources of impure water in and about the dairy or dairy 
farm, ,inclosures and pasturage for the cows shall be abated. 


Sec. 12. No room shall be used for stabling cows for 
dairy purposes, or for storing, cooling, altering or mixing 
milk or cream, or in which milk or other dairy product is kept 
for sale, use or distribution, which contains any water-closet, 
privy, cess-pool, urinal or other source or thing from which 
noxious gases or infective organisms or substances or any- 
thing liable to alter injuriously the quality of milk or the 
products thereof, may arise; nor shall any water-closet, privy, 
cess-pool or urinal or othersource of contamination be erected, 
kept or permitted within twenty-five feet of the room or por- 
tion of any building where the cows are stabled or in which 
milk or other dairy product is stored, cooled, mixed or altered. 
Provided that such water-closets or cess-pools shall have a 
flue extending in height above the ‘building in which the 
cows are stabled or in which the milk or dairy products are 
kept. | 

Sec. 13. Every person maintaining a dairy shall keep 
the entire premises connected therewith clean and the build- 
ings well painted or white-washed. 

Sec. 14. No cow shall be used in any dairy or dairy farm 
unless the same shall have undergone the tuberculin test or 
which is known to be suffering from tuberculosis, splenic 
fever, anthrax or any local or general disease which is liable 
to render the milk from said cows unwholesome, and every 
person keeping a milch cow for dairy purposes shall permit 
it to be examined, without cost to the owner, from time to 
time, as to its freedom from disease, by a veterinarian desig- 


nated by the health authority, nor shall any cow be brought 


into and sold within the City of New Orleans for dairy pur- 
poses, and no milk therefrom sold unless said cow shall have 


passed the required inspection by the local health authority and 2 
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been subjected to the tuberculin test. Nothing in thissection 
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contained shall be construed as preventing the sale of any 
milch cow brought to the city for sale, but no milk from such 


cow shall be sold until said cow shall have passed the required 
inspection. 


All cows found, on examination by the veterinarian des- 
ignated by the health authority, to be free from disease, shall 
be tagged and registered with said health authority, and it 
shall be unlawful to remove said tag or put it on any other 
cow, nor shall any cow so tagged be removed from any dairy 
or dairy farm unless the dairyman or owner notify the health 
authority of said removal and destination, where it shall be 
again registered and held subject to the regulations herein 
provided. ‘All cows found to be suffering from disease liable 
to render the milk from said cow unwholesome shall be at 
Ootice retnoved from the herd and isolated, and shall not be 


again used for milch purposes until cured, or if said disease 


be incurable or tuberculosis, shall be at once taken to the 
slaughtering pens, and there slaughtered, and its carcass de- 
stroyed under the supervision of the health authority. 


Sec. 15. Milkers and those engaged in the handling of 
milk or other dairy product shall maintain strict cleanliness 
of their hands and person while milking or engaged about 
the dairy, and no person suffering from, or who has know- 
ingly within a period to be specified by the health officer of 
this city, been exposed to diphtheria, scarlet fever, smallpox, 


anthrax, tuberculosis or other contagious or infectious 


disease, or any skin or venereal disease, shall work or assist 
in or about any dairy or dairy farm in this city, and it shall 
be the duty of any person holding any permit under this ordi- 
nance to enforce this regulation in reference to such persons 
as may assist them in the maintenance thereof. 


Sec. 16. No cows shall be fed on distillery waste or any 
substaticé in a state of fermentation or putrefaction, swill or 
any unhealthy food. No dairyman shall buy for dairy pur- 
poses or bring into his dairy or dairy farm any wet, moist or 
damp brewery mash, waste or grain, nor shall he have or 
maintain in his possession in or about the dairy or dairy farm 
any such wet, moist or damp brewery mash, waste or grain. 

It shall be unlawful for any person or firm or 
corporation to carry on any wagon or vehicle upon or from 
which milk or other dairy product is being or is brought,

The penalty for violation of any section or 
portion of this ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars, recoverable before the Recorder of the 
district wherein the offense was committed; or, in default of © 
the payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding thirty 
days for each and every offense. 

Ordinance 6596, C. S. as Amended by Ordinance 15,549, C. S., 
Defining what 7s Adulteruted Milk and Providing for 
the Gratuitous Furnishing of Milk Samples to Inspectors 
of the Board of Hlealth. 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the Common Council of the 
City of New Orleans, That the standard by which the adul- 
teration of milk shall be determined, under Ordinance No. 


6022, A. S., adopted June, 1879, shall be as follows: Normal

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or pure milk shall be considered to be such milk as will, upon 
the test thereof, be found to possess a minimum specific 
gravity, actual density of (1.029) one thousand and twenty- 
nine at sixty degrees Fahrenheit (60 degrees Fahrenheit), 
and shall contain not less than (13) thirteen parts of total 
solids in one hundred parts of milk, as follows: Butter fat 
(3%y three and one-half per centum, solids not fat (9%) 
nine and one-half per centum, and water not more than (87) 
eighty-seven per centum. 

Sec. 2. Be it ordained, etc., That any milk falling below 
the test above prescribed, or any milk from which the cream 
has been removed, or to which water, foreign fats, coloring 
matter, or any other foreign or extraneous substance has 
been added, shali be considered as adulterated under said 
ordinance. | | 

Sec. 3. Be it ordained, etc., That every vendor or estab- 
lishment or person who sells milk, shall be obliged to furnish 
to any sanitary officer or inspector of the Board of Health of 
the State for inspection and analysis, on application therefor, 
a sample of the milk sold by said vendor or establishment or 
person from the can or other vessel from which it is sold to 
the public; said sample shall not exceed one-half pint, and 
there shall be no charge therefor. . 

Sec. 4. Whoever shall have in his possession for sale or 
whoever shall sell any adulterated milk as defined by this 
ordinance, or who shall refuse to furnish the sample as pro- 
vided in preceding section, shall be fined not more than 
twenty-five dollars or be sentenced to not more than thirty 
days imprisonment in the parish prison in default of the pay- 
ment of the fine. 


Ordinance 4627, C. S., Forbidding the Sale of Skimmed 
Milk, unless so branded. 


Section 1. Be it ordained by the Common Council of the : 


City of New Orleans, That whoever, by himself or by his ser- 
vant, or as the servant or agent of any other person, sells, ex- 


changes or delivers, or has in his custody or possession with 


intent to sell or exchange, or exposes or offers for sale as pure 
milk, any milk from which the cream or any part thereof has 


been removed, shall be fined not more than twenty-five ($25) 
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dollars, or be imprisoned in the parish jail not more than ten 
(10) days for each and every offense. 

Sec. 2. No dealerin milk, and no servant or agent of 
such a dealer, shall sell, exchange or deliver, or have in his 
custody or possession, with intent to sell, exchange or deliver, 
milk from which the cream or part of the cream has been re- 


moved, unless in a conspicuous place, above the centre upon 


the outside of every vessel, can or package from which or in 
which such milk is sold, the words ‘‘skimmed milk” are dis- | 
tinctly marked in uncondensed Gothic letters, not less than 
one inch in length. Whoever violates the provisions of this 
section shall be punished by the penalties provided in the 
foregoing Section 1. 

Sec. 3. That any person offering milk for sale from a 
cart, wagon or other vehicle, shall be required. to have 
painted on both sides thereof, in uncondensed Gothic letters 
at least three inches in length, the location of the dairy from 
which the milk is obtained, the name of the proprietor thereof; 
if a street, the number, and if a road or place outside the city 
limits, a proper designation thereof. Any person failing to 
do so shall be punished as provided in Section 1. 

Sec. 4. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
ten days after publication in the official journal. 

Ordinance 7581, C. S., Forbidding the Carrying of 
Water on their Wagons by Milk Vendors. . 

Whereas, It has appeared that there is a persistent dis- 
position on the part of certain vendors of milk upon the pub- 
lic streets and places of this city to dilute and adulterate the 
milk they sell, to the defrauding of the public and the injury 
of health; 

Whereas, the water thus fraudulently employed for milk 
dilution is often impure, rendering the milk thus diluted 
additionally dangerous to the public health; 

Whereas, Certain milk vendors carry about with them 
water in separate cans or vessels, wherewith milk sold may be 
diluted, as the same is used, or in such other way as torender 
detection and prevention more uncertain and difficult; 

Be it ordained by the Common Council of the City of New 
Orleans, That no vendor of milk in the public streets and 
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places shall place within, or carry, or have, in or about the 
vehicle in which the milk shall be carried or kept for sale, or 
from which it is sold, or have in any can or vessel carried by 
hand at the same time as milk is similarly carried for sale, 
any water or liquid of any description other than milk or 
cream. 

Be it further ordained, That each and every person 
offending against or contravening the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, shall be arrested and fined not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars for each offense, and in default of payment thereof be 
imprisoned in the parish prison not exceeding thirty days. 
Said fine or imprisonment to be enforced by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction within the corporate limits of the City of 
New Orleans. 

CONDENSED MILK. 
Ordinance 15,604. 

Section 1. Beit ordained by the Council of the City of 
New Orleans, That whenever any analysis of condensed milk 
or of any milk received in sealed cans or any other milk or 
food products shall be made by the city chemist, said chemist 

shall take duplicate samples thereof in the presence of at 
least one witness, and he shall, in the presence of such wit- 
ness, seal both of such samples, and shall tender, and if the 
same is accepted, deliver at the time of taking, one sample to 
the manufacturer or vendor of such product, or to the person 
having custody of the same, with a statement in writing of 
the cause of the taking of the sample. 

Sec. 2. Beit further ordained, etc., That all ordinances 
or parts of ordinances in conflict with ane ordinance, be, and 
the same are hereby repealed.

OTHER FOOD PRODUCTS -COOKINC UTENSILS. 
Act 82 of 1882, Defining, Forbidding and Punishing Adulterations 
of Foods and Drinks, Also of Drugs. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, No person shall, within this State, manu- 
facture, have, offer for sale or sell any article of food or drugs 
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which is adulterated; and any person violating this provision 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars for 
the first offense, and not exceeding one hundred dollars for 
each subsequent offense. 


Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., An article shall be 
deemed adulterated within the meaning of this act in the 
case of drugs, if, when sold under a name recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopoeia, its strength or purity fall 
below the professed standard under which it is sold. 

And in the case of food or drink, if any substance has 
been mixed with it, so as to lower or injuriously affect its 
quality or strength, or if any inferior or cheaper substance or 
substances have been substituted, wholly or in part, for the 
pure article, or to mix any substance in food or drink sold, or 
to sell the same so mixed, which, by its use, will affect to any 
extent the public health, or injure the health of the consumer 
of said food or drink. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., No person shall 
-manutacture, sell or offer for sale with this State any drugs, 
e@roceries, such as sugar, coffee, tea, butter, cheese or any 
other article to be consumed as food or drink, unless the 
package when sold at wholesale, or the package from which 
itis taken, when solid at retail, be stamped in plain large 
letters, showing the true quality and kind of articles sold 
within the meaning of this act; and every person violating 
the provisions of this section, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction, pay a fine not less 
than twenty-five dollars, nor more than fifty dollars, or be 
sentenced to imprisonment for not more than ten days, or 
both, at the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 4. Beit further enacted, etc., That any person who 
knowingly sells any article of food or drirk with a stamp as 
provided aforesaid, and the article so sold is not the article it 
purports to be, or is of inferior quality, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall pay a 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 5. Beit further enacted, etc., The State Board of 
Health shall take cognizance of the interests of the public 
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health as it relates to the sale of food and drugs and the 
adulteration of the same, and make all necessary investiga- 
tions and inquiries relative thereto; and at any time, when in 
their judgment necessary, they shall chemically analyze any 
drug or drugs, articles of food and drink, and shall publish 
the results of their analysis, together with the name of the 
artiele or articles analyzed, in case the same be deleterious to 
the public health, and to warn the public against its con- 
sumption. | 

On application of any citizen, they shall also analyze the 
article or articles presented for analysis by him, but in this 
case he shall pav such fees, for said analysis, as the Board of 
Health may fix. : 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., On application of 
the Board of Health, through the officer to be selected by 
‘them, every person manufacturing or selling any article of 
food or drugs, shall be bound to furnish a sample of the said 
articles so manufactured or sold, to the said Board of Health, 
sufficient in quantity to serve the purpose of analysis, under 
a penalty of not more than twenty dollars, to be recovered 
before any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 7. Beit further enacted, etc., That this Act shall 
take effect sixty days after the promulgation thereof. 

ADULTERATION OF MOLASSES. 

Act 49 of 1886, amending and re-enacting Act 54 of 1882. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Louisiana, That whoever shall knowingly sell or 
offer for sale, ship or place, upon the market for sale, either 
by sample, hogshead, barrel, package or otherwise, any sugar 
or molasses adulterated with glucose or any foreign sub- 
stance, without branding or stamping it as such in clear, 
legible letters, shall be punished by imprisonment not exceed- 
ing six months, and by a fine of not less than two hundred 
dollars nor more than one thousand dollars for each offense,

half ot the fine for the benefit of the informer, and the other 
half for the benefit of the charity hospital of New Orleans. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That whoever shall 
employ plantation brands to sell adulterated sugar or molasses

shall be punished as provided for in Section 1 of this Act. 


Ordinance 10,086, C. S. 


An ordinance making it unlawful for any person to adulterate, 
or cause to be adulterated, any molasses, syrup or 
other liquid saccharine matter, or selling, buying or 
causing to be bought, or disposing of in any way or 
manner, any molasses or other saccharine matter 
adulterated with zinc, tin or other chemical injurious 
and deleterious to public health, and providing a 
penalty for the violation of this ordinance, or any part 
thereof. 


Section 1. Be it ordained by the Council of the City of 
New Orleans, That it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons ‘to adulterate, or cause to be adulterated, any 
molasses, syrup or other liquid or saccharine matter with 
zinc, tin or other chemical injurious or deleterious to public 
health. 

sec. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
sons to engage, employ or hire any one to adulterate any 
molasses, syrup or other liquid or saccharine matter, with 
zinc, tin or other chemical deleterious and injurious to public 
health. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
sons to sell, cause to be sold, buy or cause to be bought, to 
dispose of, or cause to be disposed of in any way or manner, 
any molasses, syrup or any liquid or saccharine matter adul- 
terated with zinc, tin or any other chemical injurious or 
deleterious to public health. 

Sec. 4. That any party or parties arresting, or causing 
to be arrested, any person or persons violating this ordinance, 
or any section thereof, shall receive one-half of the fine 1m- 
posed by the Recorder. 7 
- Sec. 5. That any person or persons violating any section 


- of this ordinance shall be fined not less than ten dollars or 


twenty days’ imprisonment in the parish prison, and not more 
than twenty-five dollars ($25) or thirty days’ imprisonment 
in the parish prison for each and every offense. Said fine or 
imprisonment to be imposed by the Recorder in whose district 
the said violation occurs.

Sec. 2) Be it- further enacted, ete, Phat ‘any. imerchant 
erocer or person doing business in this State, who shall 
barter, sell, handle or give away any of the substances men- 
tioned in the first section of this act, except when so labeled 
as unmistakably to indicate their true composition, shall be 
guilty of a violation of the first section of this act, and on 
conviction of the same before any court of competent juris- 
diction, shall be punished by fine or imprisonment, or both, 
at the discretion of the Court. | 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted etc., That all laws or parts 
of laws in conflict with this act are hereby repealed.

Act 68 of 1898. 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That no person shall by himself, his 
Servant, or as the servant oragent of any other person or cor- 
poration, manufacture for sale or knowingly sell or offer to 
sell any candy adulterated by the admixture of terra alba, 
baryter, talc or other mineral substance, by poisonous colors 
or flavors or other ingredients deleterious or detrimental to 
health. 

sec. 2. Be it further ‘enacted, setes> “Phat-awhoever 
violates any of the provisions of this Act shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100) nor less 
than fifty dollars ($50). The candy so adulterated shall be 
forfeited and destroyed under the direction of the court. 
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Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That all acts or parts 


of acts, inconsistent with the provisions of this act, be and 


the same are hereby repealed. 


PARAFINING OF RICE. 
Act 184 0f 1898, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That it shall be unlawful for any person 
to use oil, parafine or any other similar substance in the pro- 
cess of cleaning rice or in preparing it for market, for the 
purpose of increasing its weight, transparency or brilliancy 


_or for in any manner bettering its appearance. 


Sec, 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That any person 
violating the provisions of this act shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and on conviction thereof before any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction shall be fined not exceediug one hundred 
dollars or imprisoned not exceeding thirty days, at the dis- 
cretion of the courts, for each offense. 


INSPECTION OF COOKING UTENSILS, ETc. 
. Ordinance 4736. C. 5S. 

An ordinance to protect the public health and to authorize the 
inspection and regulation of the utensils and apparatus 
and materials used for the preparation and sale of 
liquors and food in licensed public places for human 
consumption, and to punish violations thereof. 

Section 1. Beit ordained, That the Board of Health of 


the State of Louisiana, be, and is hereby authorized to in-

are prepared or sold for human consumption, and to inspect 
and examine the utensils and apparatus used therein, and in 
case that any practices are ascertained or utensils or 
materials are used deleterious to human health, to order the 
discontinuance thereof. | 

Sec. 2. That any person or persons who shall fail to 
comply with the order of discontinuance, after due notifica- 
tion thereof, shall be fined not exceeding twenty-five dollars 
or imprisoned not more than thirty days, after due convic-

RENDERING ESTABLISHMENTS—DEAD ANIMALS. 
Act 90 of 1898, Prohibiting the throwing of dead animals into the 
rivers, bayous and lakes of the State. (See also Act 14 of

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
theState of Louisiana, That it shali be unlawful for any 
person or persons to throw or cause to be thrown into the 
rivers, bayous or lakes of this State the carcass of any dead 
animal. 

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted, etc., That any person or 
persons found guilty of throwing into the rivers, bayous or 
lakes of this State, any dead animal, contrary to the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined not more than twenty-five dollars or 
imprisoned in the parish jail not more than one month, or 
both, at the discretion of the court. — 


Ordinance 6022, A. S. 


Section 31. No person shall hereafter deposit or throw | ; 
any dead animal, carrion or other offensive or unhealthy ~ 


matter into the river, except at the points and in the manner 
designated by law. 

Sec. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or por- 
tion of this ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty- 
five dollars, recoverable before the Recorder of the district 
wherein the offense was committed; or, in default of pay- 
ment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding thirty days 
for each and every offense. 

Ordinance 235, NV. SS. 
Any person who shall hereafter throw dead animals,

Ordinance 7241, A. S., relative to the Removal and Rendering 

of Dead Animals Within the City of New Orleans. 

Section 1. Beit ordained by the Common Council of the 

City of New Orleans, That hereafter it shall be unlawful for 

any person or persons, corporation or corporations, to remove, 

for the purpose of rendering, or to render, the remains and 
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carcass of any dead horse, mare, mule, ox, steer, cow, calf or 
ass, that may be found within the limits of the City of New 
Orleans, except such as are lawfully slain for the purpose of 
human food, unless such removal and rendering is done under 
and in accordance with the provisions of this ordinance. 


sec. 2. Be it further ordained, etc., That before any 
person or persons, corporation or corporations, shall have the 
privilege of removing or rendering the remains and carcasses 
of dead animals above mentioned, they shall make applica- 
tion to the Mayor of the City of New Orleans, which appli- 
cation shall set forth the locality to which the removal is to 
to be made, where the rendering is to be done, and the nature 


of the apparatus to be used in such rendering. If the Mayor 


is satisfied with the locality and the sufficiency of the appar- 
atus to be used, he shall, upon the applicant’s furnishing 
bond in the sum of five thousand dollars, with good and valid 
security, conditioned upon the faithful compliance with all 
the provisions or this ordinance, issue to said applicant, a 
license to remove and render dead animals, which license 
shall be personal and not transferable. That all such estab- 
lishments so licensed shall be and remain under the control 
and supervision of the Mayor of the City of New Orleans, and 
the licenses so granted shall be revoked and withdrawn at 
any time, when, in the opinion of the Mayor, such establish- 
ments become nuisances and injurious to the public health of 
the City of New Orleans, or the proprietors thereof fail ina 
strict compliance with all the provisions of this ordinance. 
Sec. 3. Beit further ordained, etc., That it shall be the 
duty of persons or companies, licensed as in the foregoing 
section, within five hours after being notified by the chief of 
police, or any member of the Crescent City Police, or any 
sanitary inspector, or any authorized agent of the Board of 
Health, to remove the carcass of any of said animals, the 
same to be conveyed away in the most inoffensive manner 
possible, causing them to be covered with tarpaulins or other- 
wise. ‘The drivers of teams conveying away said carcasses 
shall not stop on their way, unless detained by some unfore- 
seen accident, under a penalty of not less than $5 or more 
than $25 fine, for each offense, or imprisonment not exceed- 
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ing ten days, to be enforced against the driver before the 
Recorder of the district in which the offense occurs. ‘The 
dead animals removed or rendered under the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be so removed and rendered without any 
cost or expense whatever to either the City of New Orleans or 
the owner of such carcass. 

“Sec. 4. Beit further ordained, etc., That it shall be the 
duty of the police department to notify the persons or com- 
pany, their officers or agents, the locality of whose licensed 
rendering establishment is nearest to the place where any 
such carcass may be found, of the whereabouts of such carcass, 
and, if within five hours of such notitication the person or 
company does not remove such carcass, they shall be liable 
to a fine of not less than $10 nor more than $25, or to im- 
prisonment for ten days; and in case the person thus delin- 
quent is an incorporated company the president thereof shall 
be the person on whom the penalty shall be imposed. 


Sec. 5. Be it further ordained, etc., That none of the 
products of rendering any carcass, specified in Section 1 of 
this ordinance, shall be employed or utilized for purposes of 
human food, and that all grease and other products, except 
such as are manufactured as fertilizers, rendered or manu- 
factured, or packed for use or transportation to or from 
market in the City of New Orleans, or elsewhere, shall be 
branded on each and every package with a burning brand, as 
follows: ‘‘Product of Dead Animals, New Orleans.” Any 
violation of the provisions of this section shall zfso facto can- 
cel the license granted as provided in Section 2 of this ordi- 
nance, and operate as a forfeiture of the bond given as herein 
provided, the amount of such bond being hereby fixed as a 
penalty in the nature of liquidated damages to ensure com- 
pliance with the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 6. Be it further ordained, etc., That it shall be the 
duty of each and every proprietor of any of the above-named 
animals, or person having such animals in his custody or 
under his control, within three hours after the death of such 
animal, to cause the same to be removed to some licensed 
place of rendering, or within the same time to notify the 
nearest police sanitary officer of the whereabouts of said car- 
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cass, and permit the same to be removed by the licensed per- 
son notified as provided in this ordinance, without delay or 
hindrance, on due application for that purpose by the 
licensee, his agents or servants. 

Sec. 7. Be it further ordained, etc., That any person 
violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be ad- 
judged guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof 
before the Recorder of the district in which the offense is 
committed, shall be fined in a sum not less than twenty-five 
dollars for each offense, or imprisoned not less than thirty 
days. 

Sec. 8. Be it further ordained, etc., That all ordinances 
and parts of ordinances contrary to the provisions of this act 
be and the same are hereby repealed. 


Ordinance 370 NV. C. S. 


An Ordinance providing for the removal of dead animals and 
regulating the method for same. 


Section 1. Be it ordained, etc., That it shall be the duty 
of each and every proprietor of any animal of the bovine or 
horse species or any person having such animal in his custody 
or under his control within three hours after the death of such 
animal, to cause the same to be removed to some licensed place 
of rendering. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, etc., That any person or 
persons conveying or carrying in any manner any dead 
animal or animals through the streets of this city, shall, and 
it is hereby made their duty, to convey the same in - 
vehicles or wagons suitable for the purpose, and covered so as 
to shut out from view all sight of the carcass of the dead 
animal or animals aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. Be it further ordained, etc., That it shall be the 
duty of such person or persons removing a dead animal to 
first use upon the said carcass and vehicles a deodorant. 

Sec. 4. Be it further ordained, etc., That it shall be 
unlawful for any driver of a vehicle or wagon containing a 
dead animal to drive on Canal Street, in this city, except for 
the purpose of crossing upon going from the upper to the 
lower district, and vzce versu; or St. Charles Avenue, except 
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for the purpose of crossing upon going from the river to the 
woods, and wice versa. 

Sec. 5. Be it further ordained, etc., That any person 
violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be 
fined not exceeding twenty-five ($25.00) dollars or imprisoned 
not exceeding thirty days. .

(As re-enacted by Ordinance 434, C.S.) No 
distiller, brewer, or keeper of any workshop, manufactory or 
laboratory, or warehouse keeper, or owner, or soap-boiler, 
chandler or any other person, shall have, keep or use, pro- 
duce or store, within the limits of the City of New Orleans, 
foul, fetid, putrid or offensive or injurious matters, sub- 
stances, odors or vapors liable to injure health, and on com- 
plaint of the Board of Health, unless it be at once discon- 
tinued, the Mayor of the City of New Orleans shall order 
such places to be forthwith closed, and such business stopped, 
the continuance of which is liable to injure health. 

Sec. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or por- 
tion of this ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars, recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein 
the offense was committed; or, in default of payment of the 
fine, imprisonment not exceeding thirty days for each and 
every offense. | 


Act 123-0f 1890. 

To protect the health of operatives and employes in manufac- 
tories, workshops, laboratories and other places in 
which substances, materials or compounds are used,

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That the Board of Health of the State of 
Louisiana, be, and the same is hereby authorized to enact, 
from time to time, all needful rules and regulations for the 
better protection of the health of operatives and employees 
working in manufactories, workshops, laboratories and other 
places in which substances, materials or compounds, poison- 
ous in their nature, or otherwise injurious to the health of 
said operatives or employees are used, manufactured, com- 
pounded, prepared or handled. 

pecuiz. Beit further-enacted, etc., That said rules and 
regulations, when so adopted by the Board of Health, shall 
be observed and complied with by the owners and proprietors 
of said manufactories, workshops, laboratories or other places 
described in the first section of this act, as well as by all 
persons, superintendents, managers, foremen, lessees or sub- 
lessees in charge of such establishments, within twenty days 
(20) after being served by the Board of Health with a copy 
of said rules and regulations, and a notice to comply there- 
with. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted,.etcs, That any person 
failing to comply with the provisions of this act or the rules 
and regulations thereunder, or violating the provisions 
thereof, shall be fined twenty-five ($25) dollars, or be im- 
prisoned in the parish jail not more than ten days for each 


- and every offense. 


Act 55 of 1900. 

An act requiring persons, firms or corporations doing busi- 
ness in the State of Louisiana, at retail, where female 
labor or female clerks are employed, to furnish seats 
for said employees, and give them not less than thirty 
(30) minutes each day for lunch or recreation, and 
providing a penalty for the evading or disobeying of 
the provisions of this act. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 

State of Louisiana, That hereafter it shall be unlawful for 
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any person, firm or corporation doing business in the State of 
Louisiana, where female laboror female clerks are employed, 
not to maintain seats, chairs or benches, which shall be so 
placed as to be accessible to said employees, for their use 
during the times when said employees are not actually 
engaged in the attention t» their duties as employees of such 
firm, person or corporation. 

Sec. 2: Be it further. enacted, etc., That hereafter all 
persons, firms or corporations doing business at retail in the 
State of Louisiana where female labor or female clerks are 
employed, shall be required to give every employee, each day, 
between the hours of ten (10) a. m. and three (3) p. m. not 
less than thirty (30) minutes for lunch or recreation. | 

Sec. 3. Beit further enacted, etc., That whoever shall 
be found guilty of evading or disobeying any of the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon arrest and conviction therefor, shall be fined ina 
sum of not less than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars nor more 
than one hundred ($100.00) dollars, and in default of pay- 
ment thereof, shall be sentenced to imprisonment for a period 
not less than five (5) days or more than six (6) months.

Act 14 of 1877, as amended by Act 40 of 1882. , 
To provide for the disposition of offal, garbage. night-soil 
and dead animals, within the Parishes of Jefferson, 
Orleans and St. Bernard, and to provide for the dis- 
position of offal, droppings of slaughterhouses, and 
dead animals in said parishes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Louisiana, That Section 1 of Act 14 of 1877 be 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows: That from 
and after the date of the passage of this act it shall not be 
lawful for any person, firm, company or corporation, acting 
under any city or parish ordinance, or under any laws of this 
State, to cause or allow to be dropped from any wharves or 
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landings within the Parishes of Jefferson, Orleans and St. Ber- 
nard, any offal, garbage, night-soil or dead animals; that it 
shall be the duty of all persons, firms, companies or corpora- 
tions engaged in removing offal, garbage, night-soil or dead 
animals, to provide or cause to be provided suitable boats at 
each nuisance wharf or landing, designated for the purpose 
by the proper authorities in the above-mentioned parishes, in 
which boats all offal, garbage, night-soil or dead animals 
shall be dropped; that it shall be the duty of said persons, 
firms, companies or corporations to cause such boats to be 
towed daily to the lower limits of the City of New Orleans, 
there to be deposited in the middle of the Mississippi River. 
It is further provided that sewage and night-soil in the 
liquid may be conducted into the Mississippi River beyond 
low water mark, and not less than twelve feet below said low 
water mark, through iron pipes controlled by means of steam 
pumps, and at such points and under such conditions as may 
be approved by the Board of Health of the State of Louisiana; 
provided they shall obtain the consent of the City Conncil to 
dig up the streets; and provided further, that they replace 
the streets in the same condition as they were before said 
pipes were laid; and provided further, that said pipes shall 
not be placed in such a manner as'to discharge into the river 
above the suction pipes of the waterworks. 

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted, etc., That all boats used 
for the purpose of receiving night-soil shall be water-tight 
and provided with proper appliances for emptying the same; 
they shall be covered with air-tight decks and hatches upon 
which pipes of heavy sail-cloth, or any other suitable 
material, shall be adapted, and through which night-soil 
shall be dropped. An air-hole shall be provided in each of 
said boats for the escape of gases; on all such holes there 
shall be kept constantly burning a charcoal furnace of suff- 
cient capacity to consume all gases escaping therefrom, or 
any other proper appliances approved by the Board of Health. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall not be 
lawful for any person, firm, company or corporation slaughter- 
ing animals, or disposing of the same in any manner, within 


_ the Parishes of Orleans, Jefferson and St. Bernard, to empty

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into the Mississippi River, from wharves or landings, any 
offal or droppings of said animals, or any dead animals. It 
shall be their duty to provide suitable boats, into which shall 
be emptied all such offal, droppings or dead animals, and to 
cause the same to be towed daily to the lower limits of the 
City of New Orleans, there to be eee into the middle of 
thé Mississippi River. 


Seco4:\-Beut further enacted, etc,, ‘That all persons vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this act, or causing the same 
to be violated, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
punished by fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of the 
Court; all fines not to exceed five hundred dollars, and im- 
prisonment not to exceed thirty days. That it shall be the 
duty of the Board of Health to prosecute all persons violating 
any of the provisionsof thisact.

Administrator of Improvements, and of all the members of 
the Crescent City Police, to make against any person or per- 
sons violating the foregoing section, an affidavit before the 
Recorder of the district in whose jurisdiction the offense is 
committed, and upon conviction the offender shall be fined not 
more than twenty-five dollars nor less than ten dollars, (one- 
half of the fine shall be paid to the party herein specified, 
making such affidavit and complaint), and in default of pay- 
ment of fine, be imprisoned for a period of time not exceeding 
thirty days, nor less than five days. 

‘Chat it shall be the duty of the oecupants of all 
dwellings, offices, stores or buildings of every character, to

All persons violating the provisions of this section shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and in 
default of payment of said fine to imprisonment for a period 
not exceeding thirty days; said fine or imprisonment to be 
imposed by the Recorder of the district within whose jurisdic- 
tion the offense is committed. 


Ordinance 5445, A. S.. Regulating the Sanitary Condition of 
Hotels and Boarding-houses. 


(1). Hereafter any proprietor of any hotel or boarding- 
house kept in this city, and capable of accommodating more 
than seventy-five boarders or lodgers, shall keep a cart well 
covered and so constructed as to be capable of carrying off all 
the slops and offals from said hotels, as well as the sewerage 
from their water-closets and privies, without emitting any 
offensive odors, at the hour hereinafter designated. 

(2). It shall be the duty of the proprietor of every 
such hotel or board-house to cause all such slops, offals 
and sewerage from their respective establishments to be 
be removed ina cart, constructed as aforesaid, and emptied 
into the Mississippi River at the nuisance wharves of the 
city, every night, between the hours of 11 o’clock p. m. and 3 
o’clock a. m.; and on failure to do so every night, as above 
ordained, each and every proprietor so offending shall be 
liable to pay a fine of one hundred dollars, recoverable before 
any of the Recorders of the city or any Court of competent 
jurisdiction, for the use of the city. 

(3). Hereafter it shall be unlawful for the  pro- 
prietors of any hotel or boarding-house in this city to 
empty, or cause to be emptied, the slops or offals of their 
respective establishments in the streets of this city, or to 
establish and maintain, or to maintain and carry on, if 
already established, any sewer from their water-closets or 
privies into the gutters of the streets of the city; and every 


proprietor of any hotel or boarding-house violating this sec- 


ee 
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tion of the above-named ordinance shall be liable to a fine of 
one hundred dollars, recoverable before any of the Recorders 
of this city, or any Court of competent jurisdiction, for the 
use of the city, for each offense, and for every day that such 
sewer may exist. |

Section 7. No person shall keep, throw or deposit any 
offal, filth, foul or offensive matter, corrupt or putrid matter, 
or any shells, hay, straw, kitchen stuff, paper, cloth, vege- 
table matter or any substance whatever, that may be offensive 
to smell, or injurious to health, or liable to become so, in any

Sec. 10. No person shall impede or obstruct the flow of 
water in any gutter, canal, pipe or other conduit used for 


_ draining within the limits of New Orleans. 


Sec. 11. No person shall deposit or dump manure, offal 


or other foul and offensive matters on any lots, enclosure, 


open areas or streets; provided, that the City Council shall 
designate certain localities to be used as dumping grounds 
for such matters, or direct such matters to be burned, when 
practicable. 

Sec. 16. No person shall commit a nuisance in any pub- 
lic street, square or other place, whereby the purity of the 
atmosphere is liable to suffer. 

Sec. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or por- 


tion of this ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty- 
- five dollars, recoverable before the Recorder of the district 
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wherein the offense was committed; or, in default of payment 
of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, for each 
and every offense. 


Sec. 38. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
with this ordinance are hereby repealed in so far as they 
may conflict, and this ordinance shall take effect from and 
after its passage. 


Ordinance No. 923, C. 8. 


That it shall be unlawful for the occupants of any house, ~ 
hotel or boarding-house, in the city, to empty or cause to be 
emptied from their galleries, or from any other part of the 
building, into the street, water or refuse matter, under a 
penalty of twenty-five dollars, and in default of payment, be 
imprisoned not exceeding thirty days.

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PRIVIES—DISPOSITION OF NICHT SOIL—NUISANCE 
WHARVES. 


Act 84 of 187%, authorizing and regulating the cleaning of vaults 


and privies; providing for the use of odorless apparatuses; 

Jiving the limits of rates and charges; establishing penaltics; 

repealing all conflicting laws and revoking all exclusive 

privileges granted. 

Section 1. Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Louisiana in General 
Assembly convened, That it shall be lawful for any person or 
persons to engage in the cleaning of vaults or privies and 
remove all foecal and stercoraceous matter in the City of New 
Orleans; provided, application be made and permission ob- 
tained from the City Council and Board of Health of said 
city, who shall require of the applicant or applicants good 
and solvent security in the sum of five hundred dollars for the 
faithful performance of his or their duties, and the faithful 
observatice of the laws and city ordinances in reference to the 


: subject. 


Sec. 2. Beit further enacted, etc., That it shall not be 
lawful for any person or persons to clean and remove from any 
privy or vault the foecal and stercoraceous matter deposited 
therein when in a liquid state, otherwise than by some odorless 


apparatus. 
Sec. 3. Beit further enacted, etc., That the City Coun- 


cil and Board of Healtih shall designate the odorless apparatus 
to be used, selecting such as is best adapted to secure the 
objects contemplated by this act. 

Sec. 4. Be it further. enacted, etc., That the person or 
persons engaged in the cleaning of privies, vaults, etc., shall 
beentitled to charge for the cleaning of every privy vault, etc., 
in the City of New Orleans, not to exceed the following 
rates: For vaults of houses inhabited by two or four per- 
sons, viz., seven dollars. For vaults of houses inhabited by 
five or ten persons, viz., ten dollars.

“houses where more than twenty-five persons are accommo- 
dated, twenty-five dollars. For vaults of hotels of more than 
twenty-five rooms, shall be charged at the rate of one dollar 
foreach andevery room. For vaults of public and charitable 
institutions, fifty dollars. For vaults of houses used for stores 
or any mercantile business, twelve dollars: provided, that this 
section shall apply only to corporations. 

Sec. 5... Be it further ‘enacted; ‘etc. That no: person or 
persons engaged in the cleaning and removing from privies, 
vaults, etc., of foecal matter and stercoraceous matter shall dis- 
pose of or dump the foecal and stercoraceous matter taken 
from them, except in such manner and places as the Board of 
Health and City Council or any law of the State may direct, 
and any violation of this law shall be considered a misde- 
meanor, and shall subject the person or persons so offending 
to a fine not more than five hundred dollars, and imprison- 
ment not to exceed thirty days in the parish prison, at the 
discretion of the Court.

Section 17. Whenever any privy vault shall be found 
defective or leaky, the Board of Health, through its proper 
officers, may order the same to be emptied and repaired, or to 
be rebuilt. 

Sec. 18. Whenever any privy vault shall be filled within 
one foot of the surface thereof, or whenever the Boara of 


Health, through its proper officers, shall so order, such privy 


shall be emptied by the owner, agent or tenant, within forty- 
eight hours after notice, under a penalty not exceeding 


twenty-five dollars, and in default of payment of the fine, im- 


prisonment not exceeding thirty days in the parish prison; 
provided, that in all cases when the tenant or lessee shall 
have assumed in writing the obligations of emptying said 
privy vaults, the penalty shall be inflicted upon the tenant or 
lessee, and not upon the owner, lessor or his agent. 
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Sec. 19. The emptying of privy vaults shall be made 
between the hours of 5 a.m. and 8 p.m. At least twenty- 
four hours previous to such emptying the contents of the 
vault shall be thoroughly deodorized by means of copperas 
and carbolic acid, or other agents approved by the Board of 
Health, and immediately afterward the vauit shall be again 
‘deodorized with lime and carbolic acid. 

Sec. 20. No privy shall be emptied otherwise than by 
some odorless apparatus approved by the Board of Health and 
the City Council, and the solid matter shall be placed in air- 
tight barrels, under a tent, with the aid of such disinfecting 
measures as may be approved by the Board ot Health. 

Sec. 21. Whenever, in the opinion of the proper officers 
of the Board of Health, any privy vault may require disin- 
fecting or deodorizing, the same shall be done by the owner 
or tenant of the premises, upon an order therefor, within 
thirty-six hours. 

Sec 22. No person or persons engaged in the cleansing 
and removing from privies, vaults, etc., of foecal matter, shall 
dispose of or dump the same, except by depositing the barrels 
unopened, containing such matter in barges or other craft 
moored at the wharves provided for such purposes, same to 
be towed to a point below the city limits and there emptied 
in mid-stream, barrels to be thoroughly deodorized before be- 
ing returned to the point of departure; provided, that parties 
engaged in the manufacture of commercial fertilizers may use 


such foecal matter by special permit, and under regulations — 


prescribed by the Board of Health. 

Sec. 23. In all cases of permits or orders issued for the 
abatement of nuisances, the Board of Health will cause re- 
inspections to be made after the expiration of the time allowed 
for compliance; and no persons concerned will be acquitted of 
the order until satisfactory compliance shall have been made. 


Sec. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or por- 


tion of this ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five

Be it ordained, That in cases where a system of one or 
more ‘‘vats” or ‘‘receiving tanks’ connecting with privies 
shall be constructed on premises, such as factories, foundries, 
mills, refineries, large mercantile establishments or offices, 
exchanges, banks, schools, colleges, asylums, hospitals, 
prisons, courts, halls, barracks or other places requiring the 
presence of considerable numbers of workmen, employees, 
officers, residents or other persons, then in such cases, and by 
previous consent of the Board of Health, had and obtained, 


‘as by plans submitted to said Board, such ‘‘vats” or ‘‘receiv- 
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ing tanks” may be constructed, but they shall not severally 
exceed in inside depth eight feet below the street level sur- 
face of the ground, nor have a superficial area to each ‘‘vat” 
or “tank” exceeding sixty-four square feet, nor a greater con- 
taining capacity than 4000 gallons. In all other essential 
particulars they must, in the interest of the public health as 
+o locality, seclusion and facility of emptying, be conformed 
to such regulations as may be made regarding same, and 
especially to the terms and conditions set forth in Section 1 
of Ordinance 4077, Administration Series, as aforesaid. 

Provided, that no ‘‘ vat’ or “receiving tanks” 1n use 
shall be allowed to remain unclean for a longer period than 
six (6) months, and shall be cleaned oftener when considered 
necessary by the Board of Health according to law. Pipes 
emptying into vats or tanks to be placed according to grades 
given by the City Surveyor. 

Be it further ordained, That except as hereinabove 
specially provided, Ordinance 4077, A. S., shall be and remain 
in full force and effect. 


Ordinance 3951, C. S. (Amendment to Ordinances 4077 and 
8025; “A; 8.) 
An Ordinance to Amend Ordinance 4077, A. S., and Ordinance 
Amendatory Thereto, Ordinance 8025, A. S., Relating 
to Privies and Privy Vaults. 


Be it ordained, That Ordinances 4077 and 8025, A. S., 
relative to privies and privy vaults, be and are hereby 
amended so as to read in addition to the provisions therein 
contained, as follows: 

That whenever and wherever it can be conclusively shown 
to the satisfaction of the Board of Health that said ‘‘vats” or

to ‘‘vats” used for collection of excrement of animals in

That all proprietors, owners, or agents failing to comply 
with the provisions of this ordinance within the delay here- 
inbefore fixed, shall be liable to the pains and penalties al- 
ready fixed by Ordinance No. 4077, A.S., the provisions of 
which ordinance, as well as those of No. 8025, A. S., are 
hereby continued in full force and effect, except in so far as 
they conflict with the provisions of this ordinance.

Be it ordained by the Council of the City of New Orleans,

EXCAVATIONS OF SOIL IN SUMMER. 
Act 130 of 1894, to prevent the tearing up of public streets, except 
under certain conditions and to promote the public health; 
also to provide penalties for its violation. 


Section 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That it shall be uniawful for any person, 
firm, contractor or corporation, to tear up any street in any 
city for the purpose of laying tracks, sewer pipes, gasor water 
pipes, or other work of like character which might necessitate 
digging and overturning of the earth of said streets, from 
May 1 to September 1 in each year, except under the follow- 
ing conditions: 

Provided, That the contractor, builder or persons carry- 
ing on such work shall not tear up, interrupt or obstruct more 
than three blocks of any mile of street at one and the same 
time; provided, that permission be first obtained from State 
Board of Health to conduct such operations during such sea- 
son under its supervision. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That any contractor, 
foreman of contractor, superintendent or other persons who 
shall violate this law shall be forthwith arrested, and on con- 
viction shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars ($100), 
or imprisoned for not less than sixty days, at the discretion 
of the court, for each offense.

HOUSE TO HOUSE INSPECTION SPECIALLY AUTHOR- 
IZED—FINES FOR VIOLATIONS OF HEALTH 
ORDINANCES TO REVERT TO THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Act 85 of 1882, enlarging the powers and the duties of the Board of 
Health in the City of New Orleans, requiring the inspection of 
all buildings and premises within the city limits, enforcing 

— cleanliness and adequate water supply on all premises; to pro- 
vide fines and penalties for violation of the provisions of this 
act and the enforcement thereof, and for the payment of moneys 
received as fines te the Board of Health. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That from and after the passage and pro- 
mulgation of this act it shall be and is hereby made the duty 
of the Board of Health in the City of New Orleans to make, 
or cause to be made, a thorough and complete inspection of all 
buildings and premises within the limits of the City of New 
Orleans, occupied or used as dwelling houses, boarding 
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houses, tenement houses, lodging houses, hotels or private 
residences, and ascertain whether such premises and the 
grounds, aileys, yards and enclosures on said premises are 
kept cleanly, and free from filth, garbage, putrid or ferment- 
able matter and noxious growth, and matter tending to injure 


or impair the health of the occupants, or those residing in the 


vicinity, and also to ascertain and determine whether such 
premises have, or possess, sufficient or adequate water supply, 
or means of. water supply necessary for health and cleanli- 
ness, as provided in this act, and for that purpose and to that 
end, any member of the Board of Health, or any person or 


persons designated or authorized by the Board of Health, 


shall have the right to enter upon and inspect*such premises 
between the hours of 9 a. m. and 4 p. m. on any day and as 
frequently as said Board of Health shall deem necessary, to 
enforce and carry out the provisions of this act. 

Sec 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be and 
is hereby made the duty of the owner of any premises or 
building, ‘situated within the limits of the City of New 
Orleans, described or referred to in Section 1 of this act, to 
provide and furnish every such premises and building with 
adequate water supply by means of either suitable hydrant 
connection with the system of public water supply, or water 
works in said city, or with cistern capacity for receiving, 
holding and storing at least 200 gallons of water for each 
and every habitable room in the buildings on said premises, 
excluding in such estimate all rooms not in the main building 


or buildings on said premises, unless such room, situated in 


a witlig or outhouse, shall be used as a sleeping room or for 
lodgers, and in case there shall be any stable, or place for 
stabling animals on said premises, in actual use for said . 
purposes. : 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That in all cases 
where the owner or owners of the property and premises re- 
ferred to in thi$ act, shall not reside in the City of New 
Orleans, or where such property shall belong to an estate, 
succession or corporation, it shall be the duty of the agent or 


_ representative of the owners thereof, or the person who shall 


have charge of said property for the owner thereof, or who 
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shall collect the rent of such premises, if the same are under 
lease, to provide and furnish to such premises the adequate 
means of water supply by hydrant or cistern at the expense of 
the true owner or owners thereof, upon notice of any de- 
ficiency in that respect as provided in this act; and in case 
Such person, or representative of the owner, shal] fail or 
neglect to supply the same to. such premises after due notice 
thereof as.provided in this act, such person shall be liable to 
all the fines and penalties prescribed in this act. 


Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That when the Board 
of Health shall be satisfied from the inspection provided for 
in this act that any building or premises has not been, by the © 
owner or owners thereof, furnished and provided with the 
adequate means of water supply required by this act, and that 
any building or premises is deficient in that respect, the Board 
of Health shall cause the owner of such premises, or the agent 
or representative of said owner in the event said owner is not 
a natural person, or is not at the time within the City of New 
‘Orleans, to be notified of such defect and deficiency in water 
supply on such premises, and if such premises shall remain so 
deficient in means of water supply more than fifteen days, 
after such notification, maliciously or through nevligence of 
the owner thereof, the owner of such premises, or the person 
who represents such owner or owners, shall be liable to a firie 
of $25, and the further fine of $10 for each and every month 
during which such person shall allow such premises to so re- 
main deficient 1n means of water supply. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That is shall be the 
duty of every person occupying any premises within the limits 
of the City of New Orleans to keep such premises and all build- 
ings, yards, stables, grounds, alleys and outhouses in such con- 
dition of cleanliness as not to endanger the public health or the 
health or comfort of the occupants of such premises or those 
living in the vicinity thereof; and it is hereby made the 
duty of the Board of Health to cause frequent inspection of 
such premises to be made to ascertain whether said premises 
are in a proper condition of cleanliness, and if, upon such in- 
spection, it shall be ascertained that such premises are not in 
such proper condition of cleanliness as not to endanger the 
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health of the occupants or those living in the vicinity, the 
occupant of such premises shall be notified thereof and re- 
quired to place such premises at once ina proper sanitary con- 
dition and state of cleanliness; and incase any person so noti- 
fied at any time shall maliciously or through negligence fail 
or neglect to cause and place said premises in such proper 
condition of cleanliness, within ten days after such notifica- 
tion, as directed by any person appointed for that purpose by 
the Board of Health, such person shall be subject to a fine of 
twenty-five dollars for each and every offense, to be enforced 
as hereinafter provided. 


Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the 
duty of the Board of Health to cause all persons guilty of or 
charged with any violation of the provisions of this act to be 
arrested and taken before the Recorder’s Court having juris- 
diction of offenses against the ordinances and regulations of 
the City of New Orleans, or such tribunal as may hereafter 
be created, having such jurisdiction to hear and determine 
offenses prescribed by the ordinances and regulations of the 
City of New Orleans, and said Court shall hear and determine 
such charge and complaint in a summary and prompt manner; 
and if such Court shall find the accused guilty of any offense 
described in this act said Court shall condemn such offender 
‘to pay the sum prescribed by this act as a penalty for such 
offense, and in the event that such fine is not at once paid 
and satisfied, with costs, it shall be the duty of such Court to 
remand the offender to the parish prison in said city until 
such fine and cost are paid; provided, that no person shall be 
detained and kept in custody for the non-payment of any such 
fine longer than ten days for each fine or offense, and it shall 
be the duty of such Court to keep a separate book in which 
shall be entered the true and exact amonnt of all fines re- 
covered for violations of this act, the date when the fine was 
imposed and when collected, and shall pay the same over to 
the Secretary of the Board of Health, and take his receipt 
therefor, which shall be his voucher for such payment.

EXTRACTS FROM BUILDING LAWS. 
Ordinance 6022, A. 8 


Section 13. [The Board of Health may, in its discretion, 

“for the protection of life and health, declare any place or 
structure unhealthy, and may order such structure or place 
forthwith to be vacated and closed; and the same shall not 
again be occupied until it shall appear to have been so cleansed 
or repaired as to be fit for human habitation, and permission 
shall have been granted accordingly by the Board of Health. 
Sec. 14.° All owners and agents of dwelling-houses shall 


provide that the same be amply supplied with hydrant water 
or with a cistern or cisterns having a suitable capacity, except 


in cases where a supply of river water is easily accessible. 

Sec. 15. All owners of premises and cistern builders in, 
the erection of cisterns for drinking and culinary purposes, 
shall provide suitable covers for said cisterns, so as to exclude 
dust and other matters suspended in the atmosphere. 

Sec. 35. The penalty for violation of any section or por- 
tion of this ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars, recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein 
the offense was committed, or in default of payment of the 
fine, imprisonment not exceeding pee days for each aes 
every offense. 

Ordinance 7208, A. S. 

(1) No person shall build upon any lot or portion of 
ground in the City of New Orleans without first having ob- 
tained from the City Surveyor a certificate stating that said ~ 
lot or portion of ground is filled to a grade established by — 
him, which grade shall be from an established curb one-half — 
or portion of ground two inches higher than inner edge. of 
an inch for every foot in width of banquette, front edge of lot 
banquette and surface of a lot or portion of ground gradually 
ascending in grade three-quarters of an inch to every ten feet 
to the rear.

All rooms to be built for sleeping apartments 
Shall have at least five hundred (500) feet cubic contents for 
each person therein, and must communicate with the open air 
by a glazed and movable opening of at least ten (10) square 
feet area. | 

Sec. 21. Whenever any wall, building, staging or other 
- structure in this city shall be so unsafe as to be dangerous to 
human life or limb or property, the Commissioner of Public 
Works shall, with the approval of the Mayor, be authorized 
to instantly demolish and remove the same, after having first 
given the owner of such building, or his agent, notice to re- 
move said danger within three (3) days, and on his failing to 
do so.

Sanitary cause prejudicial to the public health, and to that 
cnd all existing ordinances concerning sanitation of such 
premises are hereby continued in full force and effect, and are 
not to be considered as repealed by this ordinance.

Ordinance 127, C. 8., as Amended by Ordinance 5955, C. S. 


Section 1. Beit ordained by the Council of the City of 
New Orleans, That from and after the passage of this or- 
dinance it shall be and is hereby made the duty of the owner 
or agent of any property situated within the limits of this 
city and actually occupied for the purpose of offices, dwell- 


ings, boarding-houses, tenement houses, lodging houses, 


hotels, private residences, or for any other purposes by human 


beings, to provide and furnish every such property with an 


adequate supply of water for drinking, cooking, washing and 
other domestic and sanitary purposes; that the adequate sup- 
ply of water intended by this ordinance shall consist of either 
suitable hydrant connection with the water works of this 
city, or with cistern capacity for receiving, holding and stor- 


_ ing at least two hundred gallons of water for each and every 


habitable room in the said property; and it is hereby made 
the duty of every such owner or agent to open said hydrant 
and pay the water rates for the supply of water from the 
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water works, whenever the property shall not be supplied 
with the cistern capacity hereinbefore mentioned ; provided 
that in all cases when, by a written lease, the tenant or lessee 
has assumed in writing the obligation of opening the hydrant 
and paying the water rates, it shall be his duty, and not that 
of the owner or agent, to open said hydrant or pay the water 
rates. 

That all ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with, 
this ordinance be repealed. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, a That in all cases 
where the owner or owners of the property or premises re-. 
ferred to in this ordinance shall not reside in the City of New 
Orleans, or where such property shall belong to an estate, 
succession or corporation, it shall be the duty of the 
agent; or representative of the owners thereof, or the 
persons who shall have charge of said property for the

washing or cleansing implements or utensils used in the

failing to comply with or violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, after ten days’ notice thereof by the proper 
officer, shall be liable to arrest and trial before any Police 
Magistrate, Recorder or other officer of similar jurisdiction, 
within the district where such offense was committed, and 


after due conviction thereof, shall be fined in an amount not

acting as Live Stock Commissions, when in their judgment it 
is necessary to employ a veterinary surgeon to co-operate 
with them in determining whether or not there exists con- 
tagious diseases among the live stock of their respective 
parishes, and whenever in the opinion of said Commission 
and veterinary surgeon the public safety demands the de- 


struction of any animal or animals affected with an incurable, 


contagious or infectious disease, then such killing shall be 
done under the order and direction of said commission and 
veterinary surgeon, and without compensation to the owner 
or owners of such animals. 

Beit further enacted, etc., That it shall be the 
duty of any person who discovers or suspects, or has reason

LEPROSY. © 


Act 85 of 1892, providing for the isolation and treatment of — 


lepers at the Leper Home. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the = 


State of Louisiana, That, whereas, the disease known as 


leprosy, which is contaminating and dangerous to the public © 
health and welfare, exists in this State, and that persons — 
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afflicted with said disease are permitted to be at large, thus 
endangering public health. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That all persons 
afflicted or suffering with said disease of leprosy shall be con- 
fined in an institution isolated and used for the treatment of 
said disease, and it shall be a misdemeanor for any one to 
harbor a leper or lepers, and the penalty to be imposed upon 
any one harboring said leper or lepers and refusing to com- 
mit them to the care of said institution, shall, on conviction 
before any committing magistrate in this State, be subject to 
a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than twenty-five 
dollars, or imprisonment for a term not exceeding-thirty days; 
- Said fine shall go to the support of said institution, and said 
party so found to be a leper shall be committed to said insti- 
tion. ‘That whenever it shall be made known to the judge of 
_ the District Court, by the petition and oath of any individual, 

that any person afflicted with leprosy within his district 
ought to be sent to or confined in said institution, it shall be 
the duty of said judge to issue a warrant to bring before him 
in chamber said person so afflicted with leprosy, and after 
proper inquiry into all the facts and circumstances of the 
case, if, in his opinion, he ought to be sent or confined in 
said institution, he shall make out his warrant to the sheriff 
of the parish, commanding him to convey said leper to said 
institution, for which duty the sheriff shall have the right to 
demand the same fees as are now allowed by law for the con- 
veyance of insane persons to the State Insane Asylum, which 
shall be paid out of the parish treasury upon the order of the 
- District Judge, and likewise all other expenses previously in- 
curred in bringing said person before the District Judge. 


Sec. 3. Beit further enacted, etc., That the buildings 
and institutions situated in the City of New Orleans, in this 
State, now used or that may hereafter be selected or directed 
to be used for the care of and treatment of leprosy, under a 
contract with the City of New Orleans, by virtue of Ordi- 
_natce 5785, passed and adopted on the 31st day of March, 
1891, shall be the institution to which lepers shall be sent 
and committed under the penalties provided for in Section 2 
of this act. : 
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Act 80 of 1894, 2s Amended by Act 180 0f 1898, Providing for 
the Appointment of a Board of Control for the 
: Leper Home. 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That a Board of Control for the Leper 
Home, consisting of nine members to be appointed by the 
Governor of the State by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, be and the same is hereby declared a body politic 
and corporate; shall be domiciled at New Orleans, La.; shall

Act 111 of 1893.

State of Louisiana, That the owner, manager, director or 
agent of all steam plants now existing, or which may hereafter 
exist within incorporated cities or towns of this State, con- 
taining fifty thousand (50,000) or more inhabitants shall, 
within nine (9) months after the passage of this act, provide 
for the use of said steam plant smoke consumers, or other 
necessary appliances competent to consume not less than 
seventy-five percentum of the smoke resulting from the burn- 
ing of fuel used in providing motor power for such plant, and 
shall have the appliance in operation within nine (9) months 
after the passage of this act. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That immediately on 
the passage of this act, the owner, manager, director or agent, 
or person or persons controlling steam plants now in opera- 
tion, or which may be hereafter operated within incorporated 
cities or towns, containing fifty thousand (50,000) inhab- 
itants or more, shall provide their plants with smoke con- 
sumers, in accordance with the provisions of this act, and the 
failure to place smoke consumers, or other appliances in-said 
plant within the time prescribed by this act, shall subject the 
person responsible for the control or management of said

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steam plant to a fine of twenty-five ($25) dollars, or thirty 
(30) days imprisonment for each. and every day that said 
plant is operated thereafter without the appliance, said fine 
to be recoverable before any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That this law shall 


take effect from and after its passage. 


Ordinance 11,406, C. S. (Adopted October 1, 1895.)

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VENTILATION OF STREET CARS—-DRAUCHTS

road company to run any car on the streets of this city unless 
the same are provided with ventilators in the top or roof 
thereof, affording a ventilation of at least four square feet; 
and between the 1st day of November and the 1st of April 
each of such cars will be required to have sliding or swing- 
ing doors. 

That any president, superintendent or starter of any 
street railroad company violating the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $25 for each 


offense, and in default of the payment thereof by imprison-- 


ment not exceeding thirty days. 


That this ordinance shall take effect sixty days after its 
promulgation. 


Ordinance 13,267, Gris 


Whereas, The draught caused by a moving street car is at 
times a source of serious danger to persons of immature age 
and those not in robust health; and, 


Whereas, The street car service is practically the only 
means of travel to anid from their homes of a great majority 
of people; and, | 

Whereas, A slight and temporary increase of comfort to 
the robust should not be obtained at the risk of serious and 
permanent injury to others; 

Therefore, Be it ordained that the various street car com- 
panies of the city, be, and the same are hereby required to 
keep closed all the year, the front glass windows of their 
cars, on each side of the doors. 

The front door or doors to be closed at any time on the 
request of a passenger. .

Be it ordained by the Common Council of the 
City of New Orleans, That hereafter it shall be unlawful for 
anly person to spit on the floor or platform of street cars in 
the City of New Orleans, or the cabin of any ferry-boat oper- 
ating on the river in front of New Orleans. 

Beit further ordained, That any person violat- 
ing the provisions of this ordinance, or any conductor or 
driver of any street car who fails to report such violation, 
Shall upon conviction before the Recorder of the district in 
which the offence has been committed, be fined in a sum not 
exceeding five dollars, or imprisonment in the parish prison 
for a term not exceeding ten days. 

Sec. 3. Be it fiirther ordained, That there shall be 
posted in every street car and ferry cabin in this city a notice 
conspicuously placed and sufficiently large to be easily read 
by the passengers, the sign ‘*‘Do not spit upon the floor under 


“penalty of the law,” and it shall be the duty of the officers of 


corporations or persons operating said street cars or ferry- 
boats to post such notice and maintain same under the same 
penalty as hereinbefore provided.

Ordinance 15,709 C. SS. 


Section 1. Be it ordained by the City Council of the 
City of New Orleans, That from and after the passage of this 
ordinance it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration, to maintain, conduct or operate any public wash 
house or laundry, within the limits of the City of New Or- 
leans, without having first obtained a certificate signed by the 
proper officer of the City Board of Health, that the premises 
so to be used are sufficiently drained, and that all proper 


sanitary arrangements for carrying on said business without 
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injury to the sanitary condition of the neighborhood have 
been complied with, and particularly all the provisions, regu- 
lations and orders of said Board pertaining thereto have been 
complied with. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, That no room used as 
a public laundry or wash house shall be occupied or used as 
sleeping apartments, nor shall same be used for any other 
purpose than the business of a laundry and wash house. 
Ixcept where the said wash house or laundry is located in 
any hotel or public lodging house, but they shall be subject 
to the same provisions herein expressed and in all other 


_respects. It shall be unlawful to use any other water for the 


washing of clothes in said public laundries and wash houses, 
except river water, cistern water, distilled water, or water 
from an artesian well, no dug well shall be allowed on the 
premises of any public laundry or wash house. 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any person afflicted 
with any contagious or infectious disease, or skin disease, to 
be employed to workin or about the premises of a public 


laundry, or wash house, or in the handling or delivery of any 


such clothing therein washed. Nor shall it be lawful for any 
public laundry and wash house, or the proprietors thereof, to 
knowingly receive or wash the clothes from any infected 
premises, water craft, railway coach or car, or any person 
afflicted with any contagious or infectious disease, without 
same having first been disinfected by the Board ot Health of 
the City of New Orleans. 

Sec. 4. Beit further ordained, That from and after the 
passage of this ordinance it shall be the duty of the Board of 
Health of the City of New Orleans to make or cause to be made 
weekly a thorough and complete inspection of all laundries 
and public wash houses, within the limits of the City of New 
Orleans, and to ascertain if the provisions of the ordinance 
are complied with, and to determine 1f the manner of conduct- 
ing same is such as not to be or become dangerous or prejudi- 
cial to life or health in said city. 

Sec. 5. Be it further ordained, That the said Board 
shall collect from all owners and managers of laundries or

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 

Representatives of the State of Louisiana in General Assem- 

bly convened, That in every city and town of this State of 

not less than two thousand inhabitants, except the Parish of 

Orleans, the Mayors, by and with the advice and consent of 

the Council of the said cities or towns, shall, within thirty 

days after the promulgation of this act, appoint one or more 
suitable persons to be gaugers and inspectors of coal oils and

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of all illuminating fluids or oils derived wholly or in part 
from coal or petroleum, and of all fluids commonly known in 
commerce as naphtha, deodorized naphtha, gasoline or ben- 
zine, or by any other similar name; the said person or per- 
sons, shall, before entering upon the discharge of his or their 
duties, be duly sworn to perform truly and faithfully all the 
duties required of gaugers and inspectors under this act. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That in and for the 
city and Parish of Orleans the Board of Health of this State 
Shall appoint one or more suitable persons to be gaugers and 
inspectors in and for said city and parish, who shall subscribe 
to an oath in accordance with the provisions of this act, and 
who shall likewise bind themselves to perform such other 
duties as may, at any time, be required of them by said Board 
of Health, for the better execution of the purposes of this 
act.

Be it further enacted, etc., That hereafter it 
shall not be lawful for any person, firm, company or corpora- 
tion, to sell, give or deliver, except as a common carrier, or 
offer or expose for sale any coal oil or illuminating or burning 
oil or fluid derived wholly on in part from coal or petroleum for 
illuminating or burning purposes, whose flashing point shall 
be at less than the temperature of one hundred and twenty- 
five degrees, to be ascertained according to the regulations of 
the Louisiana State Board of Health, and if the wholesale or 
retail dealer shall remove the contents from the receptacles 
marked ‘‘ Explosive and Dangerous” into other tanks or re- 
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ceptacles, he shall cause said other tanks or receptacles to be 
marked ‘‘ Kxplosive and Dangerous” in plain letters, so as to 
be seen by the purchaser or purchasers, and shall further 
label the containers in which the oils are delivered to pur- 
chasers ‘‘Kixplosive and Dangerous.” ‘*Not to be used for 
illuminating or burning purposes.” 

Any firm, person, company or corporations violating any 


of the provisions of this section shall be liable to a penalty 


not exceeding the sum of two hundred dollars for each and 
every offense. 

It is further provided, That in the event of any injury 
or damage to person or property resulting from or caused by 
such fluid not so stamped, the party thus suffering shall have 
the right of action in damages against the person, firm, com- 
pany or corporation selling, giving or delivering such oil or 
fluid, for the full amount of such injury or damage, together 
with all the costs of court; provided, this shall not apply to 
common carriers; provided further, that such injury or dam- 
age shall not have been the result of gross negligence or 
carelessness. 

Dealers in coal oil in towns and parishes which receive 
such oils in bulk, z. e.,.in car tanks and in barrels and 
cases, sufficient number to be determined by the State 
Board of Health, shall not open the containers of such 
oils until these oils have been inspected and stamped by an 
inspector of the Louisiana State Board of Health. The 
State Board shall send an inspector to the locality as soon as 
a request is made upon it in writing by the consumer, dealer, 
or Health Officer. Requests may be made upon the Board by 
telegraph at the expense of the Board, stating the quantity 


of oil to be inspected. 


Nothing in this act contained shall in any manner affect 
the sale of the volatile oil known as ‘‘Gasoline;” provided, - 
said Gasoline shall have been tested by the Inspector of the 
State Board of Health, and the receptacles or containers 
holding same branded or labeled in accordance with the regu- 
lations of the said State Board of Health. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, etc., That from and after 
this date it shall not be lawful for any person, firm, company 
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or corporation to sell, give or deliver, except as a common 
carrier, any illuminating oil or fluid, derived wholly .or in 
part from coal or petroleum, and known commonly in com- 
merce as naptha, deodorized naptha, gasoline or benzine, or 
by any other name, unless the same shall have been inspected 
in the manner provided for illuminating oils or fluid in section 
third; and it shall further be the duty of all gaugers and in- 
spectors, besides gauging and inspecting such oils or fluids, 
to stamp the same with stencil or otherwise, in conspicuous 
letters, with the words, ‘‘Explosive and Dangerous;” and any 
person, firm, company or corporation violating this section, 


or any part thereof, shall be liable to a penalty of five hun- 


dred dollars for each and every offense. ‘They shall also be 
liable for injury or damage as provided in section sixth of 
this act. 


Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, etc., That in all parishes 
except the parish of Orleans, it is hereby made the duty of 
the District Attorney, or his assistant, of the parish in which 
any violation of this act shall have been committed, to bring 
suit in the name of the State of Louisiana, in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, against the offender for the recovery of 
penalties incurred under this act. In the parish of Orleans the 
Board of Health of the State of Louisiana shall prosecute, in 
its own name, before any court of competent jurisdiction, 
all parties guilty of any offence under this act. All 
penalties or fines collected under the provisions of this act 
in the City of New Orleans shall be paid into the treasury 
of the Board of Health and become a part of its funds; and 
all fines collected under the provisions of this act in the cities 
of Shreveport and Baton Rouge shall be paid to the Shreve- 
port Charity Hospitaland the Baton Rouge Charity Hospital, 
for the use of said institutions.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Louisiana, That it shall be unlawful in this State to sell, give 
or exchange at retail cocaine, except upon written prescrip- 
tion, each time, of an authorized practicing physician, other 
than a physician owning, controlling or in any manner con- 
nected with the store offering the cocaine for sale, barter 
or gift, provided that nothing herein shall be construed to 
interfere with or prevent the sale or barter of patent or prop- 
rietary medicines. 

Be it further enacted, etc., That every violation hereof 
shall be a misdemeanor and punishable upon conviction by a 
fine of not more than $100.00 and not less than $25.00, and 
imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, or both, at the dis- 
cretion of the Court.

Sec. 3. (Asamended by Ordinance 5503, C. 8.) No person 
shall adulterate or cause to be adulterated any» * * * drug 
or medicine; or shall offer for sale any such adulterated 
article: | : 

Sec. 4. No person shall sell, or offer for sale, any 
poisonous drugs, medicines or chemicals, except on the pre- 
scription or written order of a physician; nor unless the recep- 
tacle or package containing such poisonous drug, medicine 
or chemical be marked ‘‘ Poison” in plain and conspicuous 
characters.

MEDICAL PRACTICE ACT. 
Act 49 of 1894 (as Amended by Acts 13 and 81 of 1896.) 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 


State of Louisiana, That from and after the promulgation of 


this act no person excepting those already engaged under ex- 
isting laws in the practice of medicine, surgery, midwifery 
and dentists shall practice medicine in any of its departments 
within the State of Louisiana, unless such person shall 
possess all the qualifications required by this act. 

mec. 2, “Berit, further enacted,-etc., ‘Fhatiaiter the pro- 
mulgation of this act any person before entering upon the 
practice of medicine in any of its branches, dentists excepted, 
shall present to the Board of Medical Examiners, as herein- 
after constituted, a diploma from a medical college in good 
standing; said standing to be determined by the Board, and 
shall pass a satisfactory examination before the Board upon — 
the following branches, to-wit: Anatomy, Physiology, Chem- 
istry, Principles of Medicine, Obstetrics, Physical Diagnosis, 
Surgery, Materia Medica and Hygiene. The person shall 
also satisfy the Board that he or she is twenty-one years of 
age, of good moral character, and possesses at least a fair 
primary education. If said diploma and examination are 
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satisfactory to the Board they shall issue to such person a 
certificate in accordance with the facts. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That the Medical 
Examiners herein provided for shall consist of two Boards— 
one of physicians and surgeons recommended by the Louis- 
iana State Medical Society, and one of physicians and sur- 
geons recommended by the Hahneman State Medical Society. 


There shall be five members of each Board, any three of 
whom shall constitute a quorum, for the purpose of holding 
an examination and granting a certificate. All the members 
of both Boards shall be graduated physicians and practi- 
tioners. - 

The Board composed of physicians and surgeons recom- 
mended by the Louisiana State Medical Society, shall examine 
all applicants who propose to practice any other than the 
homeopathic system of medicine, and the Board composed of 
physicians and surgeons recommended by the Hahneman 


State Medical Society shall examine all applicants who pro- - 


pose to practice the homeopathic system of medicine. ‘The 
certificate of either Board shall be conclusive proof of the 
efficiency of the applicant examined by said Board. All ex- 
aminations held by the Boards and the answer of the appli- 
cants shall be in writing, and shall be filed and kept as rec- 
ords. All members of both Boards shall be appointed by the 
Governor of the State from a list of names presented by the 
Louisiana State Medical Society and the Hahneman State 
Medical Society, and the Governor shall have the right to 
remove any or all the members thereof for inefficiency or for 
neglect of duty, and to fill all vacancies occurring in these 
Boards from names recommended by their respective societies. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. etc., That the first Boards 
of Medical Examiners appointed under this act shall meet 
and organize within thirty days from the date of their ap- 
pointment, and shall name one member to serve for the term 
of two years, one member for the term of three years, one 
member for the term of four years, one member for the term 
of five years, and one member for the term of six years, de- 
ciding by lot or agreement among themselves as to their 
respective terms. At the expiration of the above terms each

State, in the manner provided for physicians, giving herageand 
length of time, and the place or places during, and at which, 
she has been engaged in said practice and make affidavit 
thereto, and shall pay to the Secretary of the Board of Health 
in the Parish of Orleans, or to the clerk of the District Court 
in other parishes of the State as the case may be, a fee of $1. 
Said Secretary of the Board of Health of the Parish of Or-

cates on record in his office. 


All persons beginning the practice of midwifery in this 
State after the passage of this act shall appear before one of 
the State Boards of Examiners, and submit to such examina- 
tion in midwifery as the Board shall require, and if such ex- 
amination is satisfactory the said Board shall upon receipt 
of five ($5) dollars issue a certificate the same as provided for 
midwives in practice at the time of the passage of this act, 
which certificate shall be registered as in the manner pro- 
vided for midwives in practice at the time of the passage of 
this act, but for such registration with the Secretary of the 
State Board of:Health, or with a clerk of a District Court, the 
holder of said certificate shall be required to pay a fee of 
fifty (50) cents only. This section does not apply to the so- 
called midwife of rural districts and plantation practice, who, 
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in the sense of this act, are not considered as practicing mid- 
wifery as a profession. 

Sec. 6. Beit further enacted, etc., Chat the Boards of 
Medical Examiners are authorized to elect such officers and 
form such by-laws as may be necessary for the efficient opera- 
tion of the Boards.

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be 
the duty of the State Board of Health to publish annually 
in the official journal of the State (and if there be no such 
journal, in one of the daily newspapers published in the 
City of New Orleans) a list of the registered physicians 
and stirgeons in the State and their residences; and such 
published list shall be received in evidence by the Courts of 
this State as proof that the physicians and surgeons therein 
named are duly registered, as required by law, and the said 
State Board of Health is hereby required to strike from said 
list the name of any person whose certificate may have been 
revoked by the State Board of Medical Examiners as herein 
provided for. 


Peer li. | bewtetirther enacted, etc.,-‘That the members 
of said Board of Medical Examiners shall receive, as a com- 
pensation for their services ten ($10) dollars per day during 
their session, and, in addition thereto, their hotels and travel- 
ing expenses by the most direct route to and from their re- 
spective places of residence, to be paid out of any moneys in 
the treasury of the Boards, upon the certificate of the presi- 
dent and secretary. The Boards are empowered to demand 
a fee of one ($1) dollar for the issuing of each certificate. 
The fee for examination shall be ten ($10) dollars. If the 
applicant fails to pass a satisfactory examination, and no cer- 
tificate is issued to him or her, five ($5) dollars only for his or 
her fee is to be retained.

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treat disease or deformity by any drug, nostrum, manipula- 
tion or other expedient in this State shall, if found guilty, be 
fined in any sum not less than twenty-five ($25) dollars and 
not exceeding one hundred ($100) dollars for each offense, to 
be recovered in an action of debt before any Court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, or shall be imprisoned for a term of not 
less than ten (10) days or more than thirty (30) days, or be 
both fined and imprisoned.

This 
act shall not apply to farmers and planters when exclusively 
practicing, without compensation, on their employees and 
tenants. 


Beit further enacted, etc., That if any person 
shall practice medicine in any of its departments, in this 
State, without first having obtained the certificate herein 
provided for, or contrary to the provisions of this act, the 
Board of Medical Examiners created by this act may, through 
their respective Presidents, cause to issue in any competent 
court a writ of injunction forbidding and enjoining said per- 
son from further practicing medicine in any of. its depart- 
ments in this State, until such person shall have first ob- 
tained the cerfificate herein provided for and under the: pro- 
visions of this act. 


That said injunction shall not be subject to being released 
upon bond. That in the same suit in which said injunction 
may be applied for, the said Boards, through their respective 
Presidents aforesaid, may sue for and demand of the defend- 
ant a penalty not to exceed one hundred dollars; and in ad- 
dition thereto attorney’s fees not to exceed fifty dollars, be- 
sides the costs of Court; judgment for which penalty, attor- 
ney’s fees and costs, may be rendered in the same judgment 
in which the injunction may be made absolute. That the 
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trial of said proceeding shall be summary, and be tried by the 
judge without the intervention ofa jury. | 

Sec. 15. Be it further enacted, etc., That the said Boards 
shall have power to revoke any permit or certificate issued by 
them whenever it shall appear that the physician thus 
licensed has been convicted of immoral conduct before a com- 
petent Court. 

Sec. 16. Be-it further enacted, etc.; ‘That any practi- 
tioner of medicine, in any of its departments, failing to com- 
ply with the requirements of this act shall not beexempt from 
jury or military duty, nor be permitted to collect any fees or 


_ charges for services rendered, nor be allowed to testify as a 


medical or surgical expert in any Court in this State, nor ex- 
ecute any certificate as a physician or surgeon, nor to hold 
any medical office, nor to be recognized by the State or parish 
or municipal corporation as a physician or surgeon; nor shall 
be entitled to enjoy any of the privileges, rights or exemp- 
tions granted to physicians or surgeons by the laws of this 
State. 

Sec. 17. Be it further enacted, etc., That this act shall 
not.apply to any commissioned surgeons of the United States 
army, flavy or marine hospital service, to physicians or sur- 
geons from other States or territories in actual consultation 
with a registered physician of this State; nor to any physician 
actually practicing in this State before the passage of this

Boards shall report to the prosecuting officer of the State of 
Louisiana all persons violating the provisions of this act.

Section 8. Beit further, enacted, etc., That the Presi- 
dent of said Board [of Health] be ex-officio recorder of births, 
deaths and marriages forthe Parish of Orleans, but shall, as 
such, be under the general direction and control of said 
Board. All fees collected by him shall be paid into and be 
part of the funds of said Board. The said Board shall pre- 
scribe such blanks and forms as it may deem necessary for 
procuring vital statistics in said parish, and enforce the use 
of the same; and the President of said Board shall cause to 
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be prepared and shall keep suitable books of record for said 
office, which shall be carefully preserved in fire-proof build- 
ings or vaults. : 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, etc., That it shall be the 
duty of the attending physician or midwife, at the birth of 
any child in the Parish of Orleans, to report the same to the 
office of the Board of Health within twenty-four hours of the 
same; and it shall be the duty of the father, or, in his default, 
of any person present at the birth of any child, to report 
within twenty-four hours from the date of said birth, at the 
office of the Board of Health, such birth, which report shall 
be recorded in presence of two witnesses, and shall, as nearly 
as possible, show the date, hour, street and number thereof 
of such birth, the sex of the child and its name, the names of 
the father and mother, their nationality, age, occupation and 
residence, and the name of said. witnesses.

Such record shall show the full names of the con- 
tracting parties, their age, nativity, date of license of mar- 
riage and by whom issued, the names of the parents or tutors 
of the contracting parties, the name of the officer, priest or 
ecclesiastic celebrating the marriage, with the date of its 
‘celebration and the names of the witnesses thereto, and any 
such facts as the Board may judge necessary for vital 
statistics. : 

It shall be the duty of the officer, priest or ecclesiastic 

celebrating atly marriage to return the license authorizing 
such marriage to said officer after having endorsed on such 
license the date of such celebration; these licenses so returned 
. Shall be preserved among the papers of said Board. 

Sec. 12. \:Be it further enacted, etc., ‘That it shall be the 
duty of the President of said Board to cause the registry of 
any marriage celebrated prior to the passage of this act, on 
production of a certificate, duly attested, of the celebration 
of such marriage, and in case of the loss of such original cer- 
tificate, such registry shall be made on the production of the 
affidavits of the contracting parties, and at least oue of the 
witnesses present, or of the officer, priest or ecclesiastic cele- 
brating such marriage, and a certified copy of such registry 
shall be prima facie evidence of such marriage. 

Sec. 13. Be it further enacted, etc., That there shall be 
collected for the recording, under this act, of any birth or 
death, the sum of fifty cents, and like fee for any certificate 
of such record, and for recording any marriage the sum of one 
‘dollar, and like fee for certificate of the recording of the 
Same. : 

Sec. 14. Be it further enacted, etc., That this act shall 
not be construed so as to deprive the Board of Health of any 
powers or authority it has under existing laws, and that all 
acts or parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Act 25 of 1882. 
To amend and re-enact Article 99 of the Civil Code. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Louisiana, That Article 99 of the Civil Code be amended and 
re-enacted so as to read as follows: 
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Article 99. Licenses. to celebrate marriages in the 
parish of Orleans shall be granted by the Board of Health 
and judges of the city courts, in and for said parish, and in 
the other parishes of the State by the clerks of Courts, unless 
the clerk himself should be a party to the marriage, when 
the license shall be granted by the District Judge. 

All marriage licenses shall be issued in duplicate. 


Act 141 of 1890. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That the President of the Board. of 
Health of the State of Louisiana * be and is hereby auth- 
orized to appoint a deputy recorder of births, deaths and 
marriages for the parish of Orleans, which deputy shall be 
authorized to administer all oaths or declarations under oath 
requisite to the recording of births, deaths, marriages and 
marriage licenses, and any person who shall falsely swear 
under said oaths shall be deemed guilty of perjury, and shall 
be punished on conviction thereof as in other cases of perjury. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., That all declarations 
now required by law for registering births, deaths and 
licenses to marry shall be made under oath. 


Ordinance 3174, O. S. 

Section 3. All tombs must be built of the best kind of 
brick or stone, laid in mortar, with the proper proportion of 
the best cement and sharp sand, and covered with bitumen on 
the ground floor of each tomb, with walls not less than nine 
inches in thickness, and plastered. All the tombs must be 
kept in good order, and it shall be the duty of the sexton to 
notify the owners thereof to have them repaired, otherwise 
it shall be done by the city at the expense of the owners, who 
shall be fined in a sum not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Section 5. The various churches and associations own- 
ing cemeteries are authorized to use them under such regula- 
tions made by them, from time to time, as may not conflict 
with city ordinances.

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vaults within the public cemeteries shall be required to re- 
move therefrom, immediately after the construction 
of a tomb or vault, all bricks, mortar, sand, lumber, and 
other materials that may remain; and it is the duty of the 
sexton to see this section of this ordinance enforced, and every 
person violating it shall be subjected to a fine of ten dollars 
for every offense. 

Sec. 9. At the expiration of every month it shall be the 
duty of keepers of burial grounds within the City to deliver 
to the Recorder of Births and Deaths of this Parish all the 
original certificates required by the ordinances, by virtue of 
which the said keepers have received bodies for interment. 
And the said Recorder of Births and Deaths shall carefully 
file and preserve such original certificates, and keep indexes 
of the same, so that they may be easily found and referred to, 
and shall give copies of the same duly certified whenever 
thereunto required by the persons interested. 

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of every person at whose 
domicile any person shall have died to cause the same to be 
buried within forty-eight hours after his death; and any. per- 
son offending against this section of this ordinance shall pay 
a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars for each offense. 


Sec. 17. It is hereby made (the duty of the! sheriit i160 
give immediate notice to the Commissioner of Police and 
Public Buildings of the death of any prisoner or prisoners 
confined in the parish jail, and it shall be the duty of the 
said Commissioner to have said bodies interred in the same 
manner as is provided for the burial of the indigent poor; 
provided, that in all cases the friends of the deceased shall 
have the privilege of burying them at their own expense. 

Sec. 18. Hereafter no person shall be buried in the 
ground of the cemetery, or the square comprised within 
Washington, Sixth, Prytania and Plaquemine Streets, of the 
Fourth District; and in future no interments shall be made 
therein except by persons owning lots, vaults or tombs, and, 
further, that the St. Joseph’s Asylum of the Fourth District 
may use square No. 271 for burial purposes. 

Sec. 20. The Sextons shall possess the power to arrest, 
and cause to be arrested, all persons who shall violate any of 
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the provisions of the foregoing ordinance relating to ceme- 
teries and interments. 

Sec. 21. That a printed copy of the ordinance relative 
to cemeteries and interments be placed in a conspicuous posi- 
tion, at each entrance of all the aforesaid cemeteries within 
the incorporated limits of the city for reference, at the ex- 
pense of the Sexton of each cemetery, and in case of neglect 
or refusal of the Sexton in charge of such cemetery to com- 
ply with the provisions of this ordinance, he shall be liable to 
a fine of ten dollars per day for said offense, recoverable 
before any Court of competent jurisdiction, for the benefit of

Sec. 22. After the passage of this ordinance there shall 
not be established within the limits of this city any cemetery 
or depository of the dead without first having obtained per- 
mission from the Common Council, under a penalty of twenty- 
five dollars per day for each and every day such establishment 
shall exist. 

Sec. 23. All ordinances and parts of ordinances conflict- 
ing with the provisions of this ordinance, and all ordinances 
on the same subject are hereby repealed. 

Ordinance 6283, O. S. (Adopled April, 1866). 

Section 1. The keepers of the several cemeteries within 
the City of New Orleans shall, before receiving for interment 
within their cemeteries any body of any deceased person, see 
that the requirements imposed by the existing laws of the 
State have been complied with. . 

Sec. 2. Every burial certificate shall bear the endorse- 
ment of the Recorder of Births and Deaths of the Parish of 
Orleans, that such requirements of existing State laws have 
been complied with. 

Sec. 3. Any keeper of any cemetery failing to comply 
with the requirements of the first section of this ordinance 
shall pay a fine of fifty dollars, to be collected in any Court 
of competent jurisdiction, for the benefit of the city. 

Sec. 4. Any person who shall convey to any cemetery 
within the limits of the City of New Orleans the body of any 
deceased person to be interred, without the certificate and en- 
dorsement required by the second section of this ordinance, 
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shall pay a fine of fifty dollars, to be collected in any Court 
of competent jurisdiction, for the benefit of the city. 

Sec. 5. The physicians of the city are hereby required 
to inform all persons applying for burial certificates that the 
same will not be received by the keepers of the several cem- 
eteries of the city unless they shall have been endorsed by the 
Recorder of Births and Deaths of the Parish of Orleans, in 
accordance with Section 2 of this ordinance. _ 

Sec. 8. From the effect of this ordinance are excepted 
the body or bodies of such person or persons as shall have 
died in the Charity or Marine Hospital, in the army or navy, 
and all such as shall be ordered to be interred upon the Paes 
duction of the certificate of the Coroner. 3 

Sec. 9. The Recorder of Births and Deaths shall procure 
monthly a list of such persons who shall have died in the 
Charity and Marine Hospitals, and also of such as shall have 
been interred upon’the production of the certificate of the 
Coroner, as mentioned in the preceding section of this ordin-— 
ance, and record the same in the books of his office. 


Ordinance 6022, A. S. 

Section 24. (As amended by Ordinance 507, C. 8S.) The 
Sextons of the various cemeteries in the parish of Orleans 
have authority upon application of the proper owners or 
heirs of tombs, vaults and graves to open the same, but no 
tombs, vaults and graves shall be opened before one (1) year 
. for an adult and six months for a child, where human bodies 
were interred, unless by a special permission from the Board 
of Health; provided, that no tomb, vault or grave shall be 
opened by any Sexton where death has resulted from any 
contagious disease, until two (2) years shall have elapsed 
from the date of such death and burial.

place of parents; also what interments were made in the 
ground, and what interments in vaults or tombs, together 
with the numbers and owners of said vaults or tombs, and 
such other information as the Board of Health may, from 
time to time, require.

and every offense. 


Ordinance 1171, C. S. 


Section 1. That all Sextons shall inter, within the 
shortest possible delay, all deceased persons who may 
be conveyed to their respective cemeteries, in graves to 
be dug not less’ than three ‘feet in depth, to be at a 
distance of at least two feet from each other, according to 
such limitations as shall be described by the City Surveyor 
and in pursuance of such directions as they may receive from 
the Commissioner of Police and Public Buildings or the City 
Council; and it shall be the duty of each of said Sextons to 
keep a book, in which they shall insert, according to their 
dates, the names, sex, age, business and place of birth of each 
and every person they shall bury in the ground or deposit in 
tombs; to take care that no damage be done to the tombs and 
fences, to prevent cattle and beasts from going into said 


cemeteries; to deliver daily to the Chief of Police a certified 


copy of the burials set forth on their books, whenever re-

successors said books. And in default, refusal or neglect on 
the part of any Sexton to comply with any or all the fore- 
going provisions he shall be fined by the Recorder having 
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jurisdiction, from five to twenty-five dollars for each and 
every offense, and in default of payment to imprisonment from 
five to thirty days in the parish prison or police jail, at the 
discretion of said Recorder.

Resolved, That it shall be unlawful hereafter for any 
person or corporation to bury any human body within the 
limits of the city anywhere outside of a duly authorized 
public cemetery. | 

That any person violating this ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding twenty-flve dollars, or im- 
prisonment not exceeding thirty days in default of payment 
of the fine, and that all ordinances contrary to this ordinance 
be repealed. 

Ordinance 6720, C. S. 


Be it ordained by the Common Council of the City of 
New Orleans, That whenever any person shall have come to | 
his death by violence, or whenever the cause of death of any 
person shall be unknown, it shall be unlawful after the death 
of such person to touch or remove, or in any manner to dis- 
turb or alter, the position or appearance of the dead body un- 
til the same shall have been viewed by the Coroner; provided, 
that any person who shall have knowledge of a drowned per- 
son, or shall find a corpse adrift, shall be authorized to take 
it ashore and shall be required to cause notice to be given to 
the Coroner of the Parish of Orleans.

SHREVEPORT FOR 1900 AND 1901. 


Introductory Remarks, 


The Secretary of the Louisiana State Board of Health 
regrets that the Reports of Vital Statistics for most of the 
parishes here published are very incomplete, some represent- 
ing only the returns submitted by three or four physicians, 
and quite a number being for only part of the year. 

The law providing for the collection of Vital Statistics 
in Louisiana went into effect in August, 1900, and the re- 
ports made for the remainder of that year were so few and so 
meager that it has been decided to omit them from this 
volume as being valueless. 7 

The reports for 1901, though obviously incomplete, have 
a certain value as indicating the principal causes of death as 

far as reported. Attention is respectfully called to this 
feature, as an evidence of the remarkably good general health 
of the State. | 

The returns of births and deaths among the rural colored 
population show, with theeloquence of silence that, no reports 
have been made of the majorityof births and deaths occurring 
among the negroes of certain parishes. 

The midwives of interior parishes have almost entirely 
failed to pay attention to the requirements of Act 162 of 1900, 
and in the absence of their returns most of the births occur- 
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ring among the poorer classes, white and colored, pass 
unreported. 


It is for the Legislature of the State to consider ways 
and means of securing a more general compliance with the 
law by both physicians and midwives. Some better plan for 
locating and punishing delinquents will have to be devised if 
the law is to be of real use in the future. 


All the health officers complain of the indifference of 
physicians about making returns, despite of every effort to 
arouse them to a proper sense of duty. 


As regards any apparent want of scientific accuracy in 
assigning causes of death, it may be said that neither the — 
Health Officers nor the Secretary should be blamed for the 
shortcomings of physicians who still have people to die of 
“congestion” and similar vague causes. 

Parishes not represented in the following reports have 
not been heard from. 

From the accompanying list of Parish Health Officers it 
will be shown that certain parishes have thus far failed to 
comply with the law requiring them to organize Boards of 
Health. ; 

It is to be hoped that before another biennial report is 
issued great improvement will have been made in this and 
other respects.

REPORT OF VITAL STATISTICS FOR 1900. 
Dr. J. C. EGAN, HEALTH OFFICER. 

The year 1900, while it marked the close of the Nineteenth Century, 
also marks the dawn of a degree of prosperity for our city, and indeed 
the whole section, unknown since the civil war. New enterprises of 
various characters are being established in our midst, numerous public 
improvements as street paving, the erection of public buildings, the 
betterment of the street railroad service, the entrance of new railroads, 
etc., the phenomenal extension of the residence and business portion 
of the city, causing the erection of so many new buildings, all tend to 
increase the amount of sickness. 

Shreveport, like the whole United States, has had more eruptive _ 
diseases of all characters forthe last three yearsthan for a half century 
past. Most of these diseases follow the lines of public travel and are 
thus carried from point to point. The eight railroads entering our city 
were so lavish in their supply of small-pox that for some months they 
kept our pest-house well filled. The Red River levee camps contributed 
their share of cases. i 

During the year the water and sewer systems of the city has been 
largely extended, and extensive improvements are being made for the 
better nent of the waterworks system; but we are stil] dependent in the 
main on overground cisterns for all domestic purposes.

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INSPECTOR’S REPORT. 


SHREVEPORT, La., April 9, 1902s 
To the Honorable Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN—For the last three years small-pox has existed in the 
United States. Our city has not escaped its quota. 

Your Honorable Body appointed me medical inspector and in- 
structed me to look after the same. I, with pardonable pride, point to 
my record, and the fact that only in one instance have I been mistaken 
in my diagnosis, and sent tothe pest-house a syphylitic, and I hag 
only two minntes to diagnose this case and get it off the train. 

In December, 1901, small-pox again made its appearance, with the 
winter season. ‘The first case was discovered in the Charity Hospital, 
and came from Burrus Foster’s place, in Bossier. For some time the 
Charity Hospital furnished us with all our cases. When a point of 
infection was found on Wood street, that case was tracked back to the 
Charity Hospital, and in every instance our infection has either started 
in the hospital or sanitarium, showing conclusively that while we can 
free our city of the disease with nine railroads, the river and dirt roads 
pouring into our city a floating population of from 200 to 1500 persons 
per day, it is impossible to keep the disease out even after it is repeat- 
edly stamped out. ‘Texas, our sister State, on its border, Arkansas, and 
our own State, are all infected, and from what I can learn are doing 
nearly nothing to stamp out the disease. 

Let us come closer, our own parish is doing nothing, depending on 
the case drifting into our pest-house where they are taken and cared 
Lists 

For a time we were used asa dumping ground for all small-pox 
cases, from the gulf on the south, to Little Rock on the north. Dallas 
on the west and Camden and Monroe on the north and east. ‘The 
nuisance became so great that we frequently received from seven to 
eighta day. Toremedy this we had the city council to pass a law im- 
posing a fine on conductor and ticket agents. Conductors we could 
reach, but not ticket agents, and several arrests were made, butif a 
fine was imposed it was so ridiculously low as not to defray half the 
expenses of one patient in the pest-house. However, it had the effect 
of lessening the ntisance, but has not entirely eradicated it. Since 
December, we have handled in the city and pest-house, about 263 cases, 
without creating a scare and interrupting business. In this, I have 
been ably assisted by Mr. William Wimbish, who has ever been prompt, 
obliging and cautious in handling the cases. He has been zealous in 
carrying out instructions and enforcing the same, but he finds consid- 
erable trouble in storing his pest Wagon, ‘The city has no place pro- 


vided for said wagon, and he has been driven from pillar to post. 


according to the whim and complaints of every citizen who had a 
grievance or fancied one. Our method of handling the cases in the 


city is to isolate all suspects, either at home or in the detention camp, Sd 
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to remove all cases to the pest-house when practicable, and to fumi" 
gate the premises. We detain suspects in the city fifteen days, and 
request that fifteen days be the limit of detention at the detention- 
house, which request I think is complied with. We fumigate all close 
buildings with formaldehyde gas, with the most improved generator, 
which manufactures its own gas by action of the fumes of wood alcohol 
on platinum plates. Where the house is open we burn sulphur, about 
three pounds to the room, destroy the dirty bedding and clothing, and 
close the house for forty-eight hours, and to show the effectiveness of 
our fumigation, I can assert, without fear of contradiction, that we 
have never yet had a reinfection from any house fumigated or cleaned 
by us. Our city is now free from any small-pox as far as we know. 
We have two cases isolated and treated by physicians on Jordan 
street, and Dr. Blanchard’s last report was twenty-nine cases in the 
pest-house Saturday. 

The disease is very mild, and that fact makes it more difficult to 
detect promptly, as we have lost ina measure the prompt support of 
the citizens from whom we obtain most of our information. 

We are indebted to the doctors, who are ever prompt in reporting 
all cases coming to their knowledge, and where they treat cases all 


‘precautionary instructions are promptly and effectively carried out. 


The police have, in every instance, when needed, rendered us all 
necessary and valuable assistance.

CHEMIST’S REPORT. 
SHREVEPORT, La., April 24, 1902. 

Dr. J. C. Egan and Members of the Shreveport Board of Health: 

GENTLEMEN—Since my last report, as chemist of your Board, I 
have examined over two hundred samples of milk. I find the milk 
compares favorably with tests made in other places. The milk is clean, 
sweet and wholesome. 

The only complaints received has been in regard to some early ° 
scouring. In every instance the complaints, when investigated, were 
found to be easily remedied, and the milkmen anxious to remedy the 


same. ; 
The cream has ranged from three per cent. to eight, which, when 


we examine tests madein other places, gives usa little higher than 
those cities. All the necessary instruments are in good order, and as 
yet, I have not had to purchase a second supply of glassware. 

If it will not tire you, I would like to explain, briefly, the manner 
of inspection. The milk is brought to me in six ounce bottles, well 
stopped. Having carefully weighed a bottle cap, which is found to be 
the cheapest and best receptacle, five C.C. of milk is placed in said cap, 
the cap is put into thedrying oven, and after the heat has been applied 
continually, for five or six hours, the water is dried ont. Said cap is 
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then reweighed, and the difierence in the first weighing is subtracted 
from the last which gives the solids in five C.C. of milk. Divide that 
amount by five, and multiply by one hundred, and we have the amount 
of solids, including the butter fats. 

By the use of a Badcock tester, which is so arranged as to give the 
butter fats of one C.C. of milk, by the use of acids and the rotary or 
centrifugal force by reducing the same to oil and by filling the gradu- 
ated bottle with hot water, the amount of butter fat can be read and 
accurately measured in 17.6 C.C. of milk. 

Deduct the butter fats from the total solids and we have the full 
amount of solids, not butter fats. Subtract the total solids from 100 
and we have the amount of water, which, in our test, is sold, water 
88. I have not wished to exercise undue authority or be too lenient 
with the milkmen, but in every instance have, when necessary, called 
their attention to any little defects, as I realize that ina city of this 
size, with our newspapers and reporters everywhere, a conviction in 
court means confiscation of that party’s business, as the route cannot 
with ease be changed without great loss.

DEAR Doctor—For the past two weeks I have not been up to the 
office much, on account of having been very busy with the meat inspec- 
tion service. 
Mr. Jno. C. Mahlen purchased twenty-five head of cattle from the 


stock feeders at Jewella, and on examining them I found traces of 


‘lump jaw.’’ I had to be present when these suspects were slaughtered, 
that required my: being at the slaughterhouse morning and evening. 
These cattle were found sound and healthy on post mortem exam- 
ination. 

All of the slaughter pens are in good sanitary condition. Hay- 
ing had so much rain, the blood holes have been neglected. Iam keep- 
after the butchers very close, and in a few days I will be able to give 
a more satisfactory report concerning the blood holes. 


Mr. Riley’s place was closed by me and no killing allowed to be | 


done there, on account of Mr. Riley’s neglect in carrying out my orders 
concerning the laws of sanitation. 

Mr. Joe Hullar has rented the place, and with my permission, is 
killing and dressing beef there. Mr. Hullar has cleansed the place 
according to my instructions. | :

REPORTS FOR 1901. 
Dr. J. C. EGAN, HEALTH OFFICER. 


Gentlemen of the Shreveport Board of Health: 

The long protracted illness of my chief sanitary officer, who is also 
my secretary, and the illness of Dr. W. Ll. Egan, who, with the con- 
sent of the sanitary committee of the council and the mayor, was 
chosen to act as inspector of the Board of Health for the purpose of 
investigating and seeing to the isolation of cases of small-pox found 
in the city or brought here by public carriers, and the immense increase 
of work forced upon the shoulders of your health officer, has to some 
extent interrupted the natural order of things in regard to the meet- 
ings of the Board of Health. 

I, therefore, think it proper to give you a short resume of the work 
done by. this officer for the last two months or more. It became neces- 
sary, early in the winter, to place Mr. Wm. Wimbish (who had charge 
of the carts engaged in cleaning the city) in the responsible duty of 
collecting small-pox cases and suspects, and properly isolating them 
under our regulations on the pest house property owned by the city. 

The city officials, in December, placed in charge of the carts Mr. 
M. A. Boynton, until Mr. Wimbish could be relieved from his other 
duties to resume the work, which I hope will soon be the case. 

The rapid increase of new buildings throughout the whole city in 
the judgment of your health officer rendered it necessary to place some 
one on the force asa sanitary officer, whose duty it should be to look 
to the proper construction and arrangement of surface closets through- 
out the city, especially in the newer portion; and, therefore, with the 
approval of the chairman of the sanitary committee and the mayor of 
the city, in the early part of the month, I placed Mr. J. Herndon on 
the sanitary force, temporarily, with the understanding that his salary 
should be paid by the executive officer of the Board of Health, from 
funds accruing to the Board, partly through the city appropriation for 
health purposes, which is one hundred and fifty dollars per month, 
and also the fees for recording births, deaths and marriage licenses, 
and also vidanguer services. 

The clerical work of the office was so far behind that your health 
officer felt justified in engaging the services, temporarily, of Mr. S. W. 
Tullos, whose salary will also be paid without any additional cost to 
the city. 

I regret to say that he has expressed his desire to be relieved from 
any further duties as secretary, after to-morrow evening, for want of 
sufficient salary to justify him in retaining the position any longer, 
than, till a period when a more renumerative position presented itself. 

The meat and milk inspection service under the supervision of this 
Board, are so far self-sttstaining. I desire here to express my grateful 
thanks to Drs. O’Leary, Coty, Furman, Blanchard, Abramson and 
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Callaway. and other physicians for assistance rendered by them 
(especially during Dr. W. Ll. Egan’s illness) in diagnosing and other- 
wise looking after small-pox rumors. 

In justice to the Board of Health, I desire to say that the funds, 
necessary to the maintenance of a pest-house, either in paying the 
physician, superintendent, nurses or other expenses necessary for the 
comfort of the sick, have never come under the supervision of the 
Shreveport Board of Health, nor has the Shreveport Board of Health 
ever had control over the management of the pest-house. 

I will recollect, that in January, 1884, when we had the most viru- 
lent epidemic of that disease, that Iever saw, the city officials had 
entire control of the pest-house and its management, including the 
selection of the doctor and fixing his salary; and so it has been done 
to the present day. 

The vidanguer system is now in better shape for the needs of this 


large city, as a second vidanguer wagon has now been to work.

ANNUAL MORTUARY STATEMENT. 
SHREVEPORT, LA., April 24, 1902. 
To the Shreveport Board of Health: 

GENTLEMEN—The year 1901 passed uneventfully, without a great 
amount of sickness until November, when we had quite a prevalence of 
pneumonia for the balance of the year, with considerable mortality. 
The total death rate of whites for all diseases still compares favorably 
with any other city in our latitude and so far as the death rate of 
whites is concerned, will compare fayorable with Kansas City and 
other cities of that latitude. 

During the year we had a considerable amount of small pox, which 
necessitated the isolation of the cases at our pest house, but there has 
been very little fatality attending that disease, and I might state in 
this connection that since November last, we have had quite a large 
number of cases of that disease at the pest house, much the largest 
proportion of which was from among the colored population. Neither® 
at the pest house, nor in the city, where cases were treated at their 
homes sometimes, has there been a single death from that disease, 
from the epidemic now ending.
